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EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT- 


In  looking  back  over  the  last  year  we  may  safely  say  that  the 
work  of  the  Animal  Rescue  League  has  continued  to  grow  and 
to  prosper.  The  number  of  animals  recorded  on  our  books  as 
received  at  the  League  during  the  year  is  18,954,  which  is  1068 
more  than  we  received  last  year.  Of  these  animals  3,121  were 
dogs;  8,464  were  cats;  7,281  were  kittens;  and  there  were 
brought  in  to  be  humanely  killed  because  they  were  injured  or 
for  other  gvDod  reasons,  twenty-seven  guinea  pigs,  fourteen 
white  rats,  four  squirrels,  two  turtles,  one  monkey,  one  rabbit 
and  one  frog.  • 

It  has  been  suggested  that  we  should  not  enter  upon  our  pub- 
lic records  such  animals  as  rats,  but  I  see  no  objection  to  it;  on 
the  contrary,  it  seems  to  me  well  that  the  public  should  know 
that  we  are  quite  willing  to  receive  any  living  creature  that  they 
wish  to  have  humanely  disposed  of.  In  the  report  just  given 
I  have  counted  the  animals  brought  to  the  League  by  visitors 
or  by  our  agents,  or  sent  to  us  by  express.  We  have  rescued 
105  horses,  all  of  them  unfit  for  work,  and  have  had  them  Ini- 
manely  killed,  but  of  this  I  will  speak  later.  I  should  like  to 
make  mention  here  of  two  interesting  cases  where  animals  came 
of  their  own  accord  to  the  League. 

It  was  the  afternoon  for  the  Kindness  Chib  to  meet  with  me. 
I  heard  the  voices  of  the  girls  as  they  came  up  tlie  stairs  and 
noticed  that  they  appeared  to  be  talking  to  a  dog.  They  do  not 
usually  bring  their  dogs  with  them,  so  I  looked  up.  and  when  I 
saw  rather  a  large  and  grim  looking  bull  terrier  following  them, 
I  inquired  to  whom  he  belonged.  The  girls  promptly  disclaimed 
any  ownership  in  him,  but  said  that  he  w^as  outside  on  the  steps, 
apparently  anxious  to  get  in,  and  that  he  slipped  in  when  they 


opened  the  door.  Several  dogs  that  we  have  given  away  have 
left  their  new  homes  and  found  their  way  back  to  the  League, 
so  thinking  this  might  be  one  of  the  dogs  come  to  visit  us,  after 
greeting  him  pleasantly  I  sent  for  a  man  to  take  him  out  to  the 
kennels.  He  started  very  willingly,  but  they  told  me  that  he 
tried  to  stop  on  the  way  and  go  into  the  infirmary,  where  Dr. 
Sullivan  has  his  office. 

Busy  with  my.  club  and  other  matters,  I  thought  no  more 
about  the  dog,  but  as  I  was  passing  through  the  lower  offices  on 
my  way  home  about  six  o'clock  I  saw  a  gentleman  going  out  fol- 
lowed by  this  same  dog.  Naturally  I  stopped  him  and  made 
inquiries,  and  this  was  the  story  I  heard,  which  I  would  re- 
spectfully submit  to  the  theoretical  writers  on  dogs  who  say 
that  dogs  do  not  think  or  reason. 

This  dog  was  brought  into  the  city  that  morning  by  his  master 
(the  first  time  he  had  ever  been  into  the  city)  for  the  express 
purpose  of  having  the  veterinary  doctor  of  the  League  treat 
him.  After  the  doctor  had  prescribed  for  him,  his  master  took 
him  to  his  office  on  Washington  street.  He  was  obliged  to  leave 
him  a  little  while  in  the  afternoon.  He  cautioned  his  office 
assistants  not  to  let  the  dog  get  out,  but  the  door  was  opened, 
and  the  dog,  fearing  he  was  deserted  by  his  master,  got  out  and 
went  in  pursuit  of  him.  Had  he  been  guided  by  the  sense  of 
smell  he  would  have  tracked  him  where  he  had  then  gone,  but 
evidently  he  was  guided  by  some  idea  he  thought  out,  and  the 
result  showed  that  he  reasoned  with  himself  to  this  eflFect. 
"My  master  has  probably  gone  where  he  went  this  morning, 
and  I  will  go  there  and  look  for  him*';  so  he  ran  to  the  one 
place  in  the  city  where  it  seemed  to  him  likely  he  might  find  his 
master,  remembering  the  way  in  a  strange  city,  though  he  had 
been  there  but  once. 

When  the  man  returned  to  his  office  and  found  that  his  dog: 
had  got  out  and  was  probably  wandering  about  in  the  city  be- 
wildered by  the  unaccustomed  sights  and  sounds,  he  was  great- 
ly disturbed.  Fortunately,  the  first  thing  he  did  was  to  hurry 
to  the  Animal  Rescue  League  to  give  notice  that  the  dog  was 
lost,  and  you  can  imagine  his  surprise  and  delight  when  he 
found  the  faithful  and  intelligent  creature  waiting  for  him 
there  also  the  dog's  delight  when  his  master  appeared. 
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The  other  case  in  which  an  animal  came  to  the  League  is 
hardly  worth  noting,  yet  it  is  rather  amusing.  A  cat  that  be- 
longs in  the  neighborhood  is  sometimes  shut  out  of  his  home. 
If  he  gets  tired  of  waiting  to  be  let  in^  he  comes  to  the  League, 
and  occasionally  he  has  spent  a  night  there.  We  should  be  very 
happy  if  in  some  way  it  could  be  communicated  to  all  dogs  and 
cats  who  are  lost,  deserted,  deprived  of  shelter  or  neglected,  to 
come  of  their  own  accord  to  the  League. 

A  very  large  owl  came  one  day  and  rested  comfortably  on  the 
top  of  the  tall  cherry  tree  in  the  yard  until  dusk.  Just  as  we 
were  planning  how  to  feed  him,  he  flew  away.  We  heard  of 
him  later,  and  of  the  unfortunate  choice  he  made  of  a  resting 
place  then,  where  boys  threw  such  missiles  as  they  could  find  at 
him,  until  one  boy  succeeded  in  hitting  him  and  he  fell.  That 
it  was  possible  for  boys  to  stone  and  cruelly  disturb  this  harm- 
less creature  without  any  interference  from  those  who  must 
have  witnessed  the  cowardly  attack,  shows  how  great  is  the  need 
of  humane  education  in  this  city. 


A    BUSY   MONTH. 

The  largest  number  of  animals  received  in  one  month  was  in 
July,  when  2603  were  brought  to  the  League.  This  included 
1072  cats,  1252  kittens  and  261  dogs,  also  birds  and  squirrels. 
Over  1000  cats  and  kittens  were  brought  during  that  month  by 
persons  who  either  owned  them,  but  could  keep  them  no  longer 
or  took  pity  on  them  when  they  were  deserted.  I  am  glad  to  be 
able  to  say  that  every  year  more  men,  women  and  children  are 
bringing  cats  and  kittens  to  us  to  dispose  of  instead  of  desert- 
ing them.  Yet  although  somewhat  lessened,  the  cruelty  of 
deserting  these  animals  still  goes  on.  Many  cats  and  kittens 
are  carried  away  from  their  homes  in  the  country  and  dropped 
in  the  woods  because  their  owners  are  too  selfish  to  kill  them, 
preferring  to  let  the  animals  suffer  rather  than  to  suffer  sonic  dis- 
comfort themselves.  Much  of  this  might  be  prevented  if  every 
school  teacher  would  educate  her  pupils  to  consideration  for  all 
living  creatures,  and  try  to  establish  even  a  small  place  where 
cats  and  kittens  and  dogs  could  be  taken  and  humanely  dis- 
posed of  in  someone's  barn  or  shed.

A  LETTER  AND  A  CAT. 

The  animals  we  have  received  through  the  year  come  princi- 
paHy  from  Greater  Boston,  but  occasionally  we  get  by  express 
dogs  or  cats  from  a  distance,  sometimes  without  any  clue  to  the 
sender.  One  recent  case  was  tliat  of  a  cat  left  by  an  express- 
man, who  could  not  give  the  name  of  the  sender,  but  the  follow- 
ing letter  was  attached  to  the  crate  the  cat  was  in : 

"Sharon,  Mass.,  Jan.  i6,  1907. 

"How  do  you  do  good  people? 

"I  am  a  poor  lonly  cat  from  Sharon,  Mass.  A  kind  lady  had 
pitty  on  me  and  she  gave  me  food  and  shelter.  Unfortunately 
for  me  she  has  to  move  out  from  Sharon  and  she  don't  want  to 
leave  me  alone  in  this  wide  vicious  world  without  a  home  and 
friends.  So  she  sent  me  by  express  to  your  charitable  home  for 
cats.  I  am  a  very  smart  cat.  I  can  beg  on  my  back  legs  and 
make  some  monkey  tricks.  I  would  show  it  to  you  now,  but  I 
am  in  a  position  that  I  have  to  keep  quiet.  I  hope  you  will  ac- 
cept me  and  be  kind  to  me.  My  meals  are  plain,  I  like  fish 
meat  and  a  little  soup.     I  remain  with  respect  yours, 

"Mrs.  Whity  Blacktail." 


ilrs.  Whit>'  Blacktail,  being  given  a  small  room  connecting 
with  the  kittens'  room,  took  kindly  to  the  League  at  once,  pur- 
ring and  expressing  her  satisfaction  in  the  most  cheerful  man- 
ner, and  a  good  home  is  waiting  for  her  when  she  is  able  to  go 
to  it.  We  have  not  seen  any  of  her  "monkey  tricks"  yet,  as 
she  has  not  been  in  condition  to  perform  them.  On  Sunday, 
Februar\*  lo,  she  presented  us  with  four  kittens,  two  of  which 
she  is  at  present  enjoying  and  bringing  up  in  the  way  in  which 
they  should  go. 


DESERTED  CATS 

We  sent  our  agents  to  different  beaches  during  the  fall,  but 
they  did  not  find  as  many  deserted  cats  as  they  have  in  other 
years.  Whether  this  means  that  summer  residents  are  grad- 
ually learning  the  lesson  of  humanity,  or  whether  on  the  days 
our  agent  went  to  the  beach  the  cats  were  in  hiding  places,  we 
cannot  tell,  but  we  very  much  wish  that  among  the  families  who 
live  near  these  beach  resorts  through  the  winter  there  might  be 
at  least  one  or  two  who  would  take  pains  to  look  up  the  deserted 
cats  and  secure  them  before  they  are  too  wild  to  catch,  then 
notify  the  League,  when  we  would  gladly  send  an  agent  to  take 
care  of  them.  We  have  a  very  faithful  helper  in  Winthrop  and 
frequently  send  an  agent  there  at  her  request.  One  of  the  places 
near  home  where  homeless  and  starving  cats  were  numerous  is 
the  old  Copps  Hill  Burying  Ground.  This  discovery  came  about 
through  a  young  artist,  who  went  there  one  day  in  September 
to  sketch.  She  found  a  quiet  place  and  began  her  work,  when 
a  thin,  wretched  looking  cat  came  out  from  behind  a  grave 
stone  and  began  to  cry  piteously.  Very  soon  another  appeared, 
and  then  another,  all  starving  and  miserable,  and  one  minus  a 
foot.  She  had  nothing  to  give  them,  and  not  able  to  bear  the 
sight  of  these  unhappy  creatures  she  fled.  She  was  a  stranger 
in  Boston,  but  when  she  told  her  experience  to  a  friend,  the 
Animal  Rescue  League  was  mentioned  and  her  friend  accom- 
panied her  to  our  office.  We  sent  one  of  our  agents  as  soon  as 
possible  to  the  place  with  food.  He  went  there  several  times, 
until  he  could  no  longer  find  any  cats,  but  before  he  got  through 
his  visits  he  got  fourteen,  among  them  the  crippled  cat. 


Upon  one  of  the  beaches  last  year  a  black  cat  was  found 
wandering  about  crying  forlornly,  and  wearing  a  collar  marked 
Peanuts.  He  was  brought  to  the  League  and  carried  down  to 
the  matron's  kitchen  to  be  fed,  when  he  surprised  our  matron 
by  sitting  up  and  begging  like  a  dog.  Peanuts  developed  so 
many  interesting  traits  of  character  that,  as  no  suitable  home 
was  immediately  offered  him,  Mrs.  Vincent  begged  to  be  allowed 
to  add  him  to  the  house  pets,  and  he  is  now  one  of  the  fixtures 
of  the  League.  The  house  pets  have  been  diminished  this  year 
by  the  death  of  Midas,  the  large  yellow  angora,  that  so  many 
of  our  members  were  interested  in,  who  died  of  old  age; 
and  Toto,  a  cat  we  have  had  several  years,  who  had  a  short  but 
fatal  illness. 


ANIMALS  PLACED   IN    HOMES. 

We  have  placed  in  homes  during  the  year  666  dogs  and  494 
cats  and  kittens.  The  number  of  dogs  would  have  been  consid- 
erably larger  had  it  not  been  for  the  "mad  dog"  scare,  which  has 
not  only  caused  some  persons  to  give  up  their  dogs,  but  many 
persons  who  would  have  taken  a  dog  have  feared  to  do  so. 
We  notice,  too,  an  increasing  unwillingness,  fostered  by  dog  and 
cat  shows,  to  take  a  mongrel  dog,  however  bright  and  healthy,  or 
any  cat  excepting  an  angora. 

If  we  were  willing  to  send  dogs  by  express  into  country  places 
without  knowing  what  sort  of  a  home  they  were  going  into,  we 
might  place  more  in  that  way,  but  we  know  we  are  right  when 
we  refuse  to  do  this.  Accidents  happen  too  frequently,  when 
dogs  arie  sent  unattended  on  boats  or  on  trains.  Valuable  dogs 
have  either  disappeared  mysteriously  or  have  suff^ered  very 
much  and  even  died  on  the  journey,  and  wc  prefer  not  to  take 
such  risks  with  our  animals. 

Rather  an  interesting  incident,  which  fits  in  well  here,  was 
the  result  of  a  letter  I  wrote  in  regard  to  the  mad  dog  scare, 
which  letter  was  published  in  our  daily  papers.  I  received  quite 
a  number  of  letters  from  other  states  with  requests  for  dogs  and 
not  one  letter  expressed  a  desire  to  give  a  home  to  any  kind  and 
affectionate  dog  we  might  have.  Each  writer  demanded  a  dog 
of  value.  One  wanted  a  greyhound ;  another  a  toy  spaniel ; 
another  a  good  cocker  spaniel ;  another  a  Boston  terrier ;  another 
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a  well  bred  black  and  tan.  Alas  for  the  poor  mongrels !  It  is 
seldom  we  find  men  and  women  who  love  dogs  enough  to  take 
these.  Few  persons  can  realize  how  trying  it  is  to  spend  half 
an  hour  or  more  with  some  one  who  stirs  up  all  the  dogs,  sets 
them  to  barking,  holds  out  hopes  to  some  of  them  that  they  are 
going  to  be  the  favored  ones  who  will  be  given  love  and  a  home 
and  raises  our  own  hopes  high  with  expectation,  then  decides 
against  them  all.  One  has  too  long  a  tail;  another's  tail  is  too 
short ;  another  carries  his  tail  wrong ;  another  has  too  short  legs. 
On  one  occasion,  a  woman  after  long  deliberation  started  oflf 
with  a  good  little  fox  terrier  and  brought  him  back  within  an 
hour,  saying  that  her  husband  said  the  dog's  legs  were  too  long. 
The  long  suffering  manager  took  the  dog  from  her  and  said,  very 
politely :  "Madam,  if  you  will  sit  down  I  will  send  the  dog  down 
to  the  kennels  and  have  his  legs  cut  off  to  any  length  you  de- 
sire." The  woman  looked  at  him  in  horror  and  exclaimed — 
**Why,  you  wouldn't  cut  the  dog's  legs  off,  would  you?" 

"We  would  like  to  please  you  if  we  can,"  the  manager  re- 
plied. 


We  are  accused  of  selling  dogs  by  some  who  come  in  and 
choose  the  best  dog  in  the  kennels  and  expect  to  get  him  for 
nothing.  When  they  are  told  that  no  dog  goes  out  unless  one 
dollar  is  paid,  and  that  if  the  dog  is  valuable  we  think  a  dona- 
tion should  be  added  to  this,  since  we  are  a  charitable  institu- 
tion and  every  dog  is  an  expense  to  us  far  greater  than  we  ever 
get  from  the  dollar  and  the  added  donation,  such  persons  are 
very  indignant.  They  invariably  exclaim, — "We  thought  you 
were  glad  to  get  homes  for  your  dogs,"  and  are  convenient- 
ly deaf  to  the  reply  that  there  is  no  question  of  getting  a  good 
home  for  the  dog  they  had  asked  for  as  such  dogs  are  always  in 
great  demand,  and  a  good  home  with  a  donation  of  at  least  two 
to  five  dollars  is  a  certainty.  But  they  cannot  see  the  injustice 
of  their  demand  and  go  away  indignant,  leaving  us  to  question 
how  much  unselfish  affection  for  dogs  and  compassion  for  their 
suffering  can  exist  in  their  make  up. 

Irresponsible  boys  and  dog  breeders  have  almost  entirely 
stopped  coming  to  the  League  now,  for  which  we  are  thankful, 
and  on  the  whole  we  have  been  very  fortunate  in  the  persons 
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who  have  applied  for  dogs,  and  in  the  homes  we  have  got  for 
them.  We  rarely  have  to  put  to  death  any  really  good  male 
dogs,  though  we  often  have  to  keep  them  for  weeks  before  the 
right  home  is  found. 


REPORTS  FROn  OUR  DOOS; 

We  could  fill  a  large  vol- 
ume with  interesting  letters 
that  are  sent  to  us  in  re- 
gard to  the  dogs  and  cats 
that  go  out  from  our  home, 
not  into  Ihe  vast  unknown, 
but  into  other  homes  where 
they    again    become    units 
and  get  individual  affection 
and  attention  that  it  is  not 
possible  to  give  where  there 
are  so  many  together.    We 
often  get  pleasant  accounts 
of  animals  we    placed    in 
homes  five  or  six  years  ago. 
-lamiifiiKhtert-iihihedog  I  hsvf  T^rHved    Dogs  we  havc    placed    in 
fiomyon    He i»ooe of  ih-briRhimsud dearest    homes  are  not  infrequently 
brought  back  by  their  new 
owners  to  make  us  a  call.  A  remarkably  intelligent  dog  spent  an 
hour  in  our  office  up  stairs  a  short  time  ago  showing  what  he 
could  do.    Hfs  mistress,  a  young  college  student,  sat  on  the  floor 
and  spread  out  cards  on  which  were  letters,  then  she  asked  Rufus 
to   spell    a   number   of   words,    among   them    "Animal    Rescue 
League."   He  rarely  hesitated  when  a  letter  was  called  for,  but 
put  his  paw  on  the  letter  at  once.    Cards  with  figures  were  next 
placed  on  the  floor  and  when  asked  to  tell  an  example  like  this,— 
"Twice  six,  less  four,  add  two,"  almost  before  the  last  word  was 
uttered  he  put  his  paw  on  the  card  with  the  figure  lo.    Next  she 
put  cards  of  different  colors  on  the  floor.     He  told  colors  as 
quickly  as  he  spelled  or  did  sums.    His  mistress  never  raised  her 
voice,  and  she  gave  him  a  little  piece  of  cookey  after  each  an- 
swer.    Sometimes  his  mind  wandered.    A  dog  barking  diverted 
his  attention  and  he  had  to  be  urged  a  little  in  a  pleasant  way. 
Sometimes  he  stopped  for  a  rest. 


I  asked  the  dog's  mistress  to  explain  her  iiK-thoil  of  teaching 
him,  telling  her  that  I  was  never  able  to  accept  the  claim  that 
the  horse,  Jim  Key,  could  do  sums  in  his  head  which  wonld 
puzzle  a  grown  person.  She  repUed  that  it  was  mind  reading, 
and  said  she  would  show  us  that  Rufus  would  answer  the  ques- 
tions according  to  what  she  had  in  her  mind,  whether  it  was 
right  or  wrong.  Then  she  asked  him  for  a  jHuk  card,  at  the 
same  time  fixing  her  mind  on  the  red,  and  Rufus  put  his  paw  on 
the  red  card.  She  gave  several  illustratinns  of  this,  enough  to 
prove  where  the  wonder  lay,  confirming  my  Iielief,  founded  u])0[i 
observation,  that  dogs  and  other  animals  have  an  acute  .•icn.sitive- 
ness  which  gives  them  an  insight  into  our  minds.  How  else 
does  my  httle  dog  know,  when  he  sees  mo  getting  ready  to  go 
out,  whether  I  have  any  intention  of  taking  him  with  me,  or 
not?  Why  do  di^s  and  cats  instantly  shrink  from  any  one  who 
means  them  any  harm,  be  friendly  at  once  with  those  who  love 
them,  and,  as  a  rule,  show  indifference  to  those  who  are  indif- 
ferent to  them,     They  are  all  mind  and  character  readers,  but 


some  of  them  are  nii>re  acute  in  miiid  reading  than  others,  and 
Rufiis  is  evklenilj'  gifted  in  this  direction. 

I  am  glad  to  say  that  nothing  would  tempt  the  owner  of  Ru- 
fus  to  exhibit  him,  excepting  as  an  amusement  for  her  friends, 
and  she  admits  that  he  is  not  to  be  depended  upon  to  respond  if 
taken  out  of  his  home,  neither  can  any  other  member  of  the  fam- 
ily make  him  answer  (juestions.  It  is  an  interesting  fact  that 
we  placed  Rufus  in  two  homes  before  his  present  owner  toc^ 
him,  and  he  was  returned  from  both  as  unsastisfactory. 

Another  dog  that  was  returned  from  one  home  and  placed 
again  was  little  Dobs,  now  owned  by  Mrs.  de  Sumichrast.  No 
one  who  saw  what  an  unhappy  looking  object  he  was  when 
found  on  the  streets  and  brought  to  the  League  would  recog- 
nize him  now.  He  looks  like  a  little  snow  drift  or  a  round  bunch 
of  white  wool,  and  docs  great  credit  to  the  care  he  receives. 
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STORY   OF  MIKE. 

Mike  is  a  brindle  and  white  bull  terrier,  lie  was  picked  up 
on  the  street,  bleeding  and  unconscious,  having  apparently 
been  run  over  by  an  automobile.  When  be  was  nearly 
recovered,  he  was  adopted  into  an  excellent  home.  After  he 
had  been  there  a  few  weeks  he  was  stolen,  and  probably  carried 
to  a  considerable  distance,  as  when  be  came  back,  eagerly  clam- 
oring at  the  door  late  one  night,  he  was  footsore,  hungry  and 
weary,  and  his  handsome  collar  gone.  He  was  overjoyed  to  get 
home  to  his  master  and  mistress,  and  the  Uttlc  child,  his  com- 
panion, over  whom  he  keeps  faithful  watch.  Mr.  Reed,  Mike's 
owner,  thinks  that  no  better  dog  ever  went  forth  from  the 
League  than  the  devoted  Mike. 


I  must  give  a  few  words  to  Colin,  a  bright  little  terrier,  who 
came  to  us  from  the  streets,  rough-coated,  forlorn  and  dirty, 
He  was  very  sick  for  weeks  with  distemper,  and  when  the  fever 
was  gone  it  was  pathetic  to  see  him  try  to  follow  us  around  and 
fall  over  with  weakness.     We  feared  that  his  bind  legs  were 


partially  paralyzed  and  many  times  I  carried  him  up  stairs  into 
my  office,  or  down  into  the  kitchen,  or  out  into  the  yards,  where- 
ever  I  thought  he  might  like  to  go.  We  could  not  help  loving 
him,  he  was  such  a  brave,  affectionate  little  fellow,  and  I  was 
filled  with  a  grim  determination  to  battle  for  his  life. 

At  last  even  I  feared  that  he  would  never  recover  his  strength 
at  the  League.  One  day  a  member  of  the  League,  Miss  Helen 
Dole,  came  in.  She  had  cared  most  tenderly  for  Thelma,  one 
of  our  dogs  that  was  shown  at  our  last  meeting,  until  she  died, 
and  when  I  told  her  about  Colin,  she  said  she  would  take  him  to 
Magnolia,  where  she  was  going  to  spend  a  few  weeks.  It  was 
hard  to  part  with  him,  but  I  knew  it  was  for  his  good,  which, 
indeed,  has  proved  to  be  the  case.  He  has  since  remained  with 
Miss  Dole  in  an  ideal  home. 

Colin  is  full  of  individuality.  He  has  his  fancies.  He  will  not 
go  to  bed  until  his  mistress  goes,  and  if  she  is  out  in  the  evening 
he  goes  up  stairs,  gets  her  bedroom  slippers,  and  carries  them 
one  at  a  time  down  to  the  front  door,  placing  them  very  care- 
fully near  the  door,  one  beside  the  other,  a  gentle  hint  to  his 
mistress  when  she  enters  that  she  ought  to  get  ready  for  bed. 
He  has  many  other  engaging  ways. 


THE  MAD   DOQ  SCARE. 

As  an  example  of  the  effect  tlie  sensational  newspaper  stories 
headed  "Mad  Dog"  have  had  on  the  public,  I  will  quote  from  a 
letter  I  received  from  a  woman  in  Vermont:  She  writes, — "I 
read  so  much  about  mad  dogs  that  I  would  like  to  know  if  there 
are  any  symptoms  preceding  the  disease,  or  does  it  come  on  so 
suddenly  that  one  has  no  warning  until  the  dog  is  dangerous? 
And  are  many  dogs  likely  to  have  it  unless  bitten  ?  What  do  you 
think  is  the  cause  of  so  much  trouble  in  Boston  and  vicinity?  If 
you  will  kindly  reply  to  these  questions  I  shall  feel  so  grateful 
to  you,  as  I  do  not  feel  as  safe  with  my  beautiful  dog  as  I  did 
before  reading  so  many  accounts  of  people  being  bitten." 

This  is  one  instance  out  of  many,  showing  the  harm  done  by 
exaggerated  newspaper  stories.  I  have  made  careful  investiga- 
tion into  a  number  of  the  stories  of  dogs  that  have  been  shot  at, 
stoned,  beaten  and  killed  in  the  most  cruel  manner  for  biting, 
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and,  in  cases  I  havt  folli iwcd  ii|).  nul  nm-  oi  llic  digs  had 
rabii's.  I  am  not  dcnyinf;  that  sonio  doys  may  liave  hail  it 
during  the  last  year.  It  would  he  ])resuiii])iion  on  my  part  to 
set  my  opinion  up  against  the  oiiiiiiiin  of  the  (loetin>  wh.i  arc 
studying  this  disease,  whieh  has  been  fur  years  iirouounced  hy 
many  doctors  to  be  one  of  the  most  if  nut  liie  uvM.  ditVuult  <>{ 
all  diseases  to  imdersland,  but  fnuii  jinioiical  ex|ierience  with 
a  number  of  dogs  called  mad. — the  kind  of  case:;  that.the  news- 
papers report  under  head-linos  of  two-inch  letters. — I  know 
that  many  of  the  dogs  called  "mad  dogs"  are  sntTeriiig  with 
fits,  distemper,  colic,  spinal  meningitis,  and  sometimes  insanity, 
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for  these  animals  are,  like  mankind,  subject  to  sudden  and  vio- 
lent attacks  of  insanity.  I  have  myself  rescued  two  dogs  suffer- 
ing with  a  fit,  who  were  in  danger  of  being  stoned  or  beaten  to 
death  by  a  crowd  of  men  and  boys  armed  with  sticks  and  stones 
and  shouting  "mad  dog,"  and  our  agents  have  been  sent  for  and 
have  brought  to  the  League  a  number  of  dogs  that  were  suspec- 
ted, but  not  one  of  whom  had  anything  more  serious  than  a  fit, 
or  distemper,  or  exhaustion. 

One  case  of  a  dog  being  suspected  when  he  was  simply  ex- 
hausted, having  probably  been  running  a  long  distance  and 
running,  too,  with  a  lame  leg,  was  that  of  a  brindle  bull  terrier, 
who  was  lying  on  Tremont  street,  near  Kings  Chapel,  sur- 
rounded bv  an  excited  crowd  of  men  and  bovs.  He  was  res- 
cued  from  them  by  a  member  of  the  League,  who  bravely  made 
her  way  through  the  crowd,  in  spite  of  shouts  of  warningi  and 
taking  the  dog  in  her  arms  succeeded  in  getting  him  into  a  flor- 
ist's near  by.  Someone  ordered  a  carriage  for  her  while  she 
held  the  dog,  and  she  brought  him  to  the  League.  He  was 
thirsty,  hungry  and  worn  out,  but  he  speedily  recovered  his 
health  and  his  spirits.  This  was  six  weeks  ago,  and  he  is  now 
one  of  the  happiest  dogs  in  our  kennels.  We  have  named  him 
Rab,  thinking  it  an  appropriate  name,  since  he  was  suspected 
of  rabies ;  and  sometime  we  mav  be  able  to  write  another  storv 
of  Rab  and  his  friends. 


DOQ  STEALING. 

During  the  year  just  past  we  have  restored  to  their  owners 
sixty-seven  dogs  and  about  fifteen  cats.  Some  of  the  scenes 
when  dogs  have  been  restored  have  been  very  touching.  All 
advertisements  under  Lost  and  Found  that  refer  to  dogs  and 
cats  are  cut  out  of  the  Boston  daily  papers  every  morning  by  one 
of  our  assistants  and  pasted  in  a  scrap  book  with  the  date  pen- 
cilled on  the  side,  and  these  are  referred  to  when  new  dogs  come 
in.  We  often  have  dogs  and  cats,  however,  that  seem  to  have 
been  pets,  but  are  not  advertised,  and  the  conclusion  we  have 
come  to  is  that  such  animals  have  strayed  a  long  distance,  or  got 
lost  from  cars,  or  have  been  stolen  in  some  suburban  town  and 
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escaped  from  the  thief,  who  did  not  dare  to  advertise  them,  or 
have  been  purposelv  lost  by  some  member  of  a  family  who 
wished  to  get  rid  of  them.  We  advise  all  who  lose  their  dogs 
in  suburban  towns  or  villages  or  country  places  to  advertise  in 
the  city  papers,  as  the  dogs  might  be  found  in  that  way. 


THE  CRIME  OF  DOQ  STEALING. 

Most  of  the  dogs  and  cats  that  disappear  arc  probably  stolen. 
The  dog  thieves,  who  are  very  numcrons,  are  always  lying  in 
wait,  not  only  to  steal  any  dog  of  vahie,  bnt  they  will  take  any 
dog  that  they  think  they  can  get  half  a  dollar  for.  The  suffer- 
ing they  cause  to  human  beings  and  to  dogs  that  have  been  most 
tenderly  brought  up  and  cared  for,  is  so  great  that  far  more 
stringent  measures  should  be  taken  to  catch  and  convict  these 
cowardly  thieves.  Many  cases  are  reported  to  the  League,  often 
with  tears,  of  dogs  that  have  been  stolen  from  their  homes,  one 
of  the  latest  being  so  bold  a  theft  that  the  boy  thief  came  into 


the  yard  and  snatched  the  dog  before  the  owner's  eyes,  and  ran 
so  rapidly  that  he  could  not  be  followed.  A  boy  or  a  man  seen 
running  with  a  dog  of  a  cat,  or  leading  a  dog  that  appears  un- 
willing to  be  led,  should  either  be  stopped  and  questioned,  or 
followed,  and  I  believe  that  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten  it  would  be 
found  that  the  boy  had  stolen  the  animal.  We  have  sent  a 
special  notification  to  the  head  of  the  police  about  this  common 
crime  of  dog  stealing,  and  received  a  courteous  reply,  promising 
such  assistance  as  the  police  can  give  in  the  matter.  The  owners 
of  the  kennels  where  such  dogs  are  bought  and  sold  should  be 
prevented  from  purchasing  dogs  or  cats  without  requiring  evi- 
dence to  show  that  the  persons  bringing  these  animals  have  a 
right  to  sell  them,  and  they  should  be  held  responsible  for  stolen 
dogs  or  cats  that  are  found  in  their  kennels,  if  they  cannot  give 
the  address  of  the  person  from  whom  they  obtained  them.  If  this 
were  done  the  crime  of  dog  stealing  would  soon  be  very  much 
lessened.  The  League  docs  not  receive  any  animal  without  re- 
quiring the  name  and  address  of  the  person  bringing  it  to  us, 
and  we  do  not  give  up  dogs  or  cats  without  unmistakable  proof 
that  we  have  found  the  real  owner.

WORK   FOR   HORSES. 

We  have  continued  during  the  year  to  carry  on  our  work  for 
horses  according  to  the  best  of  our  judgment  and  our  means. 
Those  who  have  been  members  of  the  League  since  its  start  will 
remember  that  our  efforts  in  this  direction  began  the  first  year 
we  started  the  League.  We  have  not  been  able  to  go  as  fast 
as  we  were  hoping  we  should  when  the  Boston  newspapers  pub- 
lished our  first  report,  in  1900,  and  announced  that  wc  were 
then  to  start  a  Home  of  Rest  for  Horses,  and  were  looking  for 
a  farm;  but  we  are  making  progress  every  year,  and  arc  putting 
our  efforts  at  present  into  a  kind  of  local  work  that  is  very  much 
needed. 

The  complaint  that  many  old  horses  unfit  fur  hihnr  arc  in  har- 
ness and  arc  often  worked  until  they  literally  fall  dyinj:  on  the 
street  is  quite  true.  A  number  of  such  cases  have  been  reported 
to  us.  Sometimes  the  owners  of  old  and  feeble  hor.ses  arc  ugly 
and  determined  to  get  the  last  ounce  of  flesh  out  of  their  poor 
victims.  Such  men  have  to  be  threatened  with  the  law;  and 
some  are  easily  persuaded  to  let  our  veterinary  doctor  take  the 
horse  for  a  small  sum  of  money  and  have  it  killed.     In  some 
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cases  they  realize  the  danger  they  run  of  arrest  and  will  lead 
or  drive  the  horse  to  be  killed  if  ordered  to  do  so,  without  ex- 
pecting anything  more  than  the  men  w-ho  take  these  horses  are 
willing  to  pay  for  them,  wiiich  is  usually  abort  two  dollars  if 
they  do  not  have  to  go  after  the  horse,  but  wc,  prefer  to  give 
three  dollars  for  such  horses  and  save  them  a  walk  of  several 
miles,  which  they  are  quite  unfit  to  take,  with  the  danger  that 
the  owner  will  be  tempted  on  the  way  to  trade  off  the  horse  to 
some  man  who  thinks  he  can  get  a  little  more  work  out  of  him, 
or  that  the  poor  creature  will  fall  exhausted  on  the  way.  We 
know  that  both  these  tragedies  have  happened  more  than  once. 
Our  veterinary  doctor  is  watching  for  such  cases  every  day,  and 
horses  have  been  taken  from  wood  and  coal  wagons,  junk-ped- 
lers,  and  sales  stables,  that  while  too  old  and  too  infirm  for  work 
might  still  have  been  kept  for  weeks  on  their  feet  and  possibly 
for  months,  and  forced  to  toil  every  day  on  the  smallest  possible 
rations  of  poor  food.  We  have  had  these  horses  mercifully 
killed  as  quickly  as  possible.  We  bought  last  year  105  horses, 
some  of  them  being  taken  directly  from  work,  and  we  engaged 
stable  keepers  near  where  the  horses  were  found  to  keep  them 
until  the  man  from  the  Brighton  Abattoir  comes  and  administers 
the  quick  shot  which  ends  their  years  of  unrequited  toil. 

A  few^  days  before  Christmas  we  happened  to  get  into  our 
possession  two  very  pathetic  cases  and  we  pleased  ourselves  by 
keeping  these  horses  comfortably  stabled  and  cared  for  until 
the  day  had  passed  by  when  the  Christian  world  was  celebrating 
the  birth  of  Christ  in  a  manger.  Our  Horse  Fund  is  always 
small  and  w^ill  not  admit  of  this  indulgence  often,  but  a  special 
gift  from  Mrs.  Edward  Frothingham  at  this  time  enabled  us  to 
give  these  horses  a  few  days  of  rest  and  abundant  food  before 
the  end.  It  is  our  hope  sometime  to  have  a  stable  or  part  of  a 
stable  in  the  city  for  our  special  use,  and  an  ambulance  which 
will  serve  us  for  sick  and  injured  dogs  and  for  horses.  When 
we  read  of  large  appropriations  given  for  unnecessary  uses,  it 
is  hard  to  be  reconciled  to  the  difficulties  we  have  to  meet  in 
carrying  on  our  work  greatly  hampered  by  our  need  of  funds. 
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HORSES-  AID  ASSOCIATION. 

Besides    buying    these    old    and    disabled 
horses  in  and  near  Boston,  we  are  trying  to 
better  the  condition  of  horses  that  are  owned 
by  men  who  mean  to  -be  kind,  but  are  not 
able  through  lack  of  means,  and  knowledge 
of  the  horses'  requirements,  to  give  them  the 
right  care.     I  have  been  studying  over  this 
question  for  a  number  of  years  and  at  last  we  have  started   as 
a  branch  work  of  the  League,  a  Horses'  Aid  Association,    This 
name  I  selected  and  wrote  down  with  other  plans  concerning 
horses  very  soon  after  we  started  the  League.     I  kept  the  paper 
I  drew  up  the  plans  on  and  have  never  given  up.  though  much 
discouraged  at  times,  the  hope  of  seeing  the  plans  I  made  ful- 
filled, though  a  longer  experience  in  humane  work  has  led  me 
to  make  some  changes  in  them. 

We  are  inviting  men  owning  one,  or  at  the  most,  two  horses 
for  business  purposes,  to  join  the  Horses'  Aid  .Association,  the 
conditions  being  that  they  come  with  their  horses  once  a  month 
to  the  League  for  inspection  of  horse  and  harness,  and  for  ad- 
vice ;  that  they  agree  to  a  few  simple  rules ;  and  that  they  give 
the  address  of  the  stable  where  the  horse  is  kept,  which  is  also 
to  be  inspected  by  the  committee.  The  benefits  they  will  gain 
from  the  Association  are  free  veterinary  advice,  friendly  aid,  the 
loan  of  blankets  if  needed,  and,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  six 
prizes  in  money  will  be  given  to  the  six  men  who  have  t.tkcn  the 
best  care  of  their  horses.  Miss  E.  L.  Borden  of  Providence,  R. 
I.,  has  been  kind  enough  to  promise  to  give  the  money  for  the 
prizes  and  pay  the  expense  attending  the  inspection  the  first 
year.  A  committee  of  six  has  been  chosen  to  inspect  the  horses, 
visit  the  stables  and  talk  with  the  men.  There  will  1)0  an  Hon- 
orary Committee  of  men  and  women  who  would  like  to  aid  us 
in  this  special  branch  of  our  work.  Those  who  wish  to  join  this 
committee  may  write  to  me  or  to  any  manlier  of  the  acting 
committee.  Checks  may  be  made  out  to  the  president  or  treas- 
urer of  the  Animal  Rescue  League,  and  if  marked  Horses"  Aid 
Association,  will  be  used  expressly  for  that  purpose.  The  act- 
ing committee  are  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Huntington  Smith,  Mrs.  Arthur 
T.  Cabot,  Miss  Mary  B.  Forbes  and  Miss  Helen  Willard.    Dr.

Frank  Sullivan  is  examining  veterinarian.  We  only  began  this 
work  in  January  and  our  beginning  is  small,  but  we  believe  it  will 
grow  and  be  the  means  of  doing  much  good  if  we  are  sup- 
ported in  it.  We  have  already  a  few  cab  drivers,  an  expressman, 
two  peddlers  and  a  junkman,  each  owning  one  horse.  A  badge 
marked  Horses'  Aid  Association  will  be  given  every  man  in  six 
months,  if  he  keeps  to  the  agreement  which  he  signs  when  en- 
tering the  association.  I  could  relate  touching  stories  connect- 
ed with  our  work  horses  during  the  year,  if  the  limits  of  this 
report  would  permit.  Only  remember  when  you  see  an  old 
horse  toiling  along  the  street,  or  a  poor  man  whose  horse  is  not 
well  cared  for,  that  you  can  better  these  sad  conditions  by  send- 
ing money  to  us  to  use  in  this  branch  of  our  work. 

One  member  of  our  Horses'  Aid  Association,  a  junkman,  ha* 
a  fairly  good  horse,  ;but  he  had  no  blanket  until  we  loaned  him 
one.  He  covered  his  horse  with  an  old  quilt,  which  he  took  from* 
the  rags  he  collected.  The  boys  snowballed  him  and  his  horse, 
and  he  told  me  in  very  broken  English  that  he  thought  it  was 
because  he  had  only  a  ragged  quilt  to  cover  the  horse  with.  His 
stable  has  been  inspected  and  we  hope  to  do  much  needed  work 
in  that  direction.  To  increase  the  self-respect  of  a  man  is  to  help 
him  to  reach  a  higher  ideal  of  living.  A  new  horse  blanket  will 
give  a  man  a  pride  in  his  whole  outfit.  We  are  getting  as  many 
cab  and  herdic  drivers  into  the  association  as  we  can,  but  not 
those  who  are  prosperous  and  have  good  turnouts.  The  men 
who  are  joining  us  are  for  the  most  part  struggling  to  keep  their 
heads  above  water,  and  cannot  afford  anything  but  the  barest 
necessities. 


EDUCATIONAL. 

We  who  spend  so  much  of  our  time  in  the  League  work  and 
who  see  and  hear  so  much  that  is  distressing  could  hardly  en- 
dure the  work  if  it  began  and  ended  with  receiving  and  sending 
for  horses,  dogs  and  cats  that  are  suffering  because  of  the 
thoughtlessness,  selfishness  and  often  deliberate  cruelty  of  man- 
kind. We  may  feel  thankful  that  we  are  able  to  rescue  so  many 
animals  from  suffering  and  to  provide  so  many  with  good  homes, 
but  the  happiest  part  of  the  work  is  the  educational,  the  circula- 
tion of  our  paper,  our  leaflets,  and  the  opportunities  that  come 
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for  speaking  on  the  subject  of  the  right  treatment  of  other  ani- 
mals besides  ourselves.  Men  plume  themselves  on  their  superi- 
ority to  the  other  animals  they  have  in  their  power,  but  are  apt  to 
forget  that  not  only  man,  but  all  animals,  have  their  feelings  and 
their  rights. 

The  practical  part  of  caring  for  animals  must  come  first,  but 
the  educational  work  of  the  League  is  an  important  feature 
which  should  not  be  neglected.  During  the  last  year  this  feature 
of  our  work  has  grown  proportionately  with  the  other  parts  of 
the  work.  Subscriptions  to  Our  Fourfooted  Friends  have  in- 
creased in  number  until  with  the  advertisini;  the  paper  is  now 
self-supporting.  It  goes  into  nearly  every  State,  and  most  in- 
teresting letters  are  sometimes  received  from  far  distant  places 
from  readers  of  our  paper.  One  member,  Mrs.  .X.  W.  .Arthur  of 
Newport,  has  sent  us  150  subscribers ;  Miss  E.  L,  liorden  of 
Providence,  R.  I.,  sends  the  paper  to  about  sixty-seven  school 
teachers  and  children  and  has  paid  for  and  circulated  fifteen 
hundred  copies  of  our  new  leaflets  published  in  December,  Old 
Jessie's  Christmas  and  the  Grocer's  Boy.  Other  members  have 
sent  for  numbers  of  these  leaflets  for  circulation.     Mrs.  .\ugusta 


Kennedy  of  Whitman,  Mass.,  has  sent  in  the  names  of  over  fifty 
subscribers  to  our  paper,  and  a  number  of  members  are  sending 
the  paper  to  from  ten  to  thirty  families. 

With  the  fine  stereopticon  purchased  last  winter  I  have  given 
in  the  parlors  of  47  Carver  Street  at  different  times  ten  talks, 
including  in  these  gatherings  children  and  teachers  from  St. 
Stephen's  Kindergarten ;  the  Little  Wanderers'  Home ;  Elizabeth 
Peabody  House;  the  Ellis  Memorial;  the  Bullfinch  Street  Mis- 
sion; young  women  from  Franklin  Academy;  men  who  trade 
horses;  and  women  and  children  in  the  Carver  Street  neighbor- 
hood. I  have  also  given  stereopticon  lectures  at  the  Lincoln 
House ;  to  the  Bunker  Hill  Boys'  Club,  Charlestown ;  the  Cloyne 
School,  Newport,  R.  L;  at  St.  Peter's  Church,  Cambridge;  the 
Thomas  Gardner  School,  Allston ;  the  Wellington  School,  East 
Cambridge;  the  Kelley  School,  East  Cambridge;  the  Parish 
House,  Canton ;  the  Social  Studio,  Bristol  Ferry,  R.  L ;  the  Baj>- 
tist  Church,  Winthrop ;  the  Settlement  House,  Danbury,  N.  H. ; 
the  Congregational  Church,  Hill,  N.  H. ;  and  a  schoolhouse  in 
Alexandria,  N.  H. 

Besides  these  stereopticon  lectures,  I  gave  a  paper  on  Humane 
Education  of  the  Young  before  the  Fathers'  and  Mothers'  Club, 
at  the  Twentieth  Century  Club  Rooms,  and  a  paper  on  Cruelties 
Connected  with  the  Exhibition  of  Animals,  at  the  annual  conven- 
tion of  the  American  Humane  Association  in  Chicago.  This 
latter  paper  has  been  published  in  leaflet  form  for  general  cir- 
culation, and  I  would  be  glad  to  send  it  to  any  address  given  me. 


HELP  FROn  THE  YOUNQ  PEOPLE. 

The  Kindness  Club  and  the  Christmas  Neighborhooti  party  we 
consider  an  important  part  of  the  educational  work  of  the 
League.  Surely  it  would  not  be  right  or  wise  for  us  to  carry  on 
the  work  we  are  doing  in  a  populous  neighborhood  and  make  no 
effort  to  enlist  the  interest  or  the  sympathies  of  our  neighbors. 

The  members  of  the  Kindness  Club  are  growing  up  into  young 
men  and  women.  Some  of  them  have  left  school  and  gone  to 
work.  The  club  has  occasional,  but  not  regular,  meetings,  and 
every  boy  and  girl  in  it  is  ready  to  do  his  or  her  best  to  help  the 
League  work  when  occasion  requires.    A  large  part  of  ibe  ever- 
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green  decor.ition  over  the  tables  at  oitr  Fair  last  December  was 
the  work  of  members  of  the  Kindness  Club,  and  the  greater  part 
of  the  work  of  the  Christmas  parly,  when  we  enterlHincd  over 
one  iiundred  women  and  children  from  the  neighborhood,  was 
taken  off  my  shoulders  by  members  of  the  club,  and  was  very 
well  done.  In  the  summer  the  girls  of  the  Kindness  Club  assisted 
me  in  taking  a  party  of  children  and  hard  working  mothers  from 
Carver  Street  to  Marine  Park,  where  we  spent  a  very  pleasant 
afternoon,  the  expense  of  the  refreshments  and  ear  farts  being 
met  by  Mrs.  John  E.  Hudson. 

When  I  am  aske<l,  as  I  frequently  am,  by  letters  or  by  visitors, 
to  say  what  experience  has  shown  me  to  be  esscniial  in  establish- 
mg  a  shelter  or'  a  refuge  for  homeless  animals.  1  answer  that 
you  must  interest  the  people,  particularly  the  children,  if  you 
rt'ish  to  make  the  work  a  success.  The  place  where  the  work  is 
carried  on  s)nm)A  be  made  as  pleasant  and  as  cheerful  as  possi- 


ble,  for  under  the  best  conditions  dogs  or  cats  that  are  confined 
in  yards  or  kennels  are  not  a  cheerful  sight.  They  all  want 
homes,  and  imagine  if  they  were  free  to  run  that  they  could  find 
the  home  they  are  seeking,  so  when  to  save  them  from  greater 
suffering  wc  inflict  upon  them  the  lesser  evil  of  temporary  con- 
finement, we  should  take  pains  to  make  this  temporary  home  as 
cheerful  and  comfortable  as  possible.  Then  we  can  invite  chil- 
dren to  visit  the  place  and  co-operate  witJi  us,  and  know  that 
we  are  fostering  in  them  a  tender  feeling  for  the  animals  that  it 
is  so  often  in  their  power  to  help  or  to  hurt. 

Most  satisfactory  results  have  appeared  from  small  efforts. 
Months  after  I  gave  a  stereopticon  talk  at  the  Lincoln  House, 
four  children  came  to  the  League,  one  cold  day  in  December, 
each  bearing  a  kitten,  carefully  sheltered  from  the  cold  under  the 
coat  or  jacket  of  the  little  rescuers.  I  questioned  the  oldest 
child  and  was  told  that  the  children  were  playing  in  an  alley  and 
a  "lady"  opened  her  door  and  threw  the  kittens  out.  Some  of 
the  boys  were  going  to  hurt  them,  so  this  little  band  of  mercy 
each  seized  a  kitten  and  ran  with  it  to  the  League.  I  then  asked 
the  boys  how  he  happened  to  think  of  the  League  and  he  said  "a 
lady  told  us  about  it  at  the  Lincoln  House."  He  did  not  recog- 
nize me  as  the  speaker,  but  I  told  him  how  pleased  I  was  that  my 
little  talk  there  had  been  so  long  remembered. 
STORY  OF  KELLEV.  " 

Another  illustration  of  the  fact 
that  it  pays  to  speak  in  schools 
and  missions  was  an  incident  that 
■followed  my  visit  to  the  Kelley 
School,  East  Cambridge.  After 
showing  pictures  of  the  League 
and  of  animals  we  have  rescued, 
as  usual  I  invited  all  the  children 
to  visit  the  League.  The  next 
Saturday  several  children  came, 
and  one  boy  about  twelve,  who 
was  walking  over  from  Cambridge 
alone,  saw  a  crowd  of  boys  dan- 
cing about  some  objects  on  the 
KELLEV.  side  of   a   street  he   was  passing 
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through.  As  he  got  near  them  he  saw  that  they  were  appar- 
ently tr>'ing  to  kill  a  fox  terrier  puppy.  He  saw  them  kick 
the  puppy  and  heard  them  shout:  "Put  it  down  the  cesspool"; 
then  he  went  to  the  rescue,  took  the  trembling  little  crea- 
ture away  from  them,  and  brought  him  all  the  way  in  his 
arms  to  the  League.  I  went  down  into  the  kennels,  after 
thanking  the  boy  and  praising  him,  to  sec  the  puppy.  He 
was  a  pitiful  object,  shaking  with  fright  and  stained  with  dirt 
and  blood,  but  we  thought  he  might  recover,  and  after  a  warm 
bath  he  looked  very  much  improved.  About  two  weeks  later  a 
pleasant  young  woman,  who  expressed  herself  anxious  to  have 
a  puppy,  took  a  fancy  to  him,  and  Kelley,  as  I  named  him  from 
the  school  his  rescuer  attended,  went  to  a  new  home.  It  was 
very  touching  when  he  was  taken  up  stairs  into  the  office  and 
Allan,  who  had  been  taking  care  of  him,  turned  to  go  back  to 
the  kennels  without  him,  for  he  struggled  and  cried  like  a  child, 
and  continued  to  cry  after  Allan  so  long  that  wc  almost  hesitated 
to  let  him  go  out  from  us,  but  we  need  not  have  felt  so  troubled 
for  in  about  a  week  he  was  brought  back  with  the  complaint  that 
he  cried  all  the  time  and  was  not  "house  broken." 

Kelley  could  hardly  wait  to  get  down  the  stairs  into  the  ken- 
nel, and  his  rapture  when  he  met  his  friend  was  beyond  words. 
But  his  happiness  was  of  short  duration ;  he  almost  immediately 
came  down  with  distemper,  and  was  very  sick  for  several  weeks. 
During  this  time  when  special  care  was  necessary,  Kelley's  affec- 
tion for  his  nurse  was  increased,  and  was  heartily  reciprocated, 
so  much  so  that  we  have  not  been  able  to  make  up  our  minds  to 
separate  the  dog  and  his  devoted  friend.  There  are  some  dogs 
that  have  a  greater  capacity  for  love  and  for  suffering  than 
others  and  Kelley  seems  to  be  a  dog  who  might  die  of  grief  when 
taken  from  the  only  friend  he  ever  knew  who  was  kind  to  him. 
He  has  recently  been  promoted  to  be  assistant  in  the  kennels,  and 
is  reported  to  be  very  helpful  after  breakfast,  picking  up  the 
dishes  the  other  dogs  have  emptied  and  piling  them  up  behind  the 
stove — but  I  refrain.  Kelley  came,  and  for  several  reasons  it 
looks  as  if  he  would  remain  a  permanent  inmate  of  the  League, 
although  we  have  reason  to  fear  that  his  health  has  been  so  un- 
dermined by  what  he  has  suffered  that  his  days  will  not  be  many. 
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BRANCHES— THB   ELIZABETH  PEABODY  HOUSE. 

We  are  hoping  to  establish  branches  of  our  work  in  different 
parts  of  the  city,  and  I  am  glad  to  report  that  a  branch  is  just 
about  to  be  started  at  the  North  Bennett  Street  Industrial  School 
under  the  management  of  the  Secretary  of  the  League. 

The  branch  at  the  Elizabeth  Peabody  House  has  done  splendid 
work  during  the  last  year.  This  branch  is  under  the  manage- 
ment of  Miss  Mary  Alden  Thayer,  who  gives  us  the  following 
report  of  the  work  she  has  accomplished  in  that  neighborhood, 
where  it  is  so  much  needed: 

**The  Animal  Rescue  department  of  our  settlement  was  quite  as 
active  as  usual  during  1906  and  in  point  of  numbers  did  its  larg- 
est year's  work.  There  were  received  1669  animals,  including 
cats,  dogs  and  birds — an  increase  of  125  over  last  year's  figure. 

''During  the  winter  months  the  numbers  are  small,  but  the  daily 
average  is  high  in  summer.  One  day  in  August  the  record  was 
thirty-three.  The  League  agent  is  a  familiar  figure  in  Poplar 
Street;  from  June  to  September  he  calls  regularly  every  day. 
The  children  of  the  neighborhood  call  him  the  *Kitty-Man'  and 
the  *Cat-Doctor,'  and  sometimes  assist  him  to  the  car  when  he 
has  a  heavy  load  of  perhaps  two  basketfuls  to  carry  and  a  dog 
to  lead. 

'Tn  the  early  days  of  this  work,  most  of  the  animals  brought  in 
were  waifs  and  strays,  often  sick,  starving  and  otherwise  miser- 
able. Gradually,  as  a  knowledge  of  the  work  spread,  people  began 
to  send  their  own  superfluous  animals,  and  now,  the  majority  of 
those  received  are  in  fairly  good  condition,  and,  I  believe,  are 
sent  for  more  or  less  humane  reasons.  It  is  true  that  mischiev- 
ous children  sometimes  pick  up  an  animal  on  the  street  and  bring 
it  to  the  house  just  for  excitement.  We  try  to  regulate  this,  but 
mistakes  occasionally  happen.  In  uncertain  cases  we  receive  the 
little  creature  believing  that  a  few^  hours  of  comfort  and  peace  in 
the  Willard  Cage  are  better  than  a  possibly  longer,  but  certainly 
doubtful,  life  in  the  street. 

"An  amusing  thing  occurred  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Eliz- 
abeth Peabodv  House  Association  last  year.  Our  head  worker, 
Miss  Caroline  Brown,  read  her  report,  giving  an  account  of  the 
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work  of  the  house — the  kindergarten,  the  thirty-three  clubs  and 
classes  for  older  children,  the  receptions  to  the  neighbors,  the 
sale  of  modified  milk  for  infants  and  other  activities,  including  a 
brief  mention  of  the  animal  rescue  department.  When  she  had 
finished  the  president  called  on  the  members  for  remarks.  A 
short  silence  followed,  and  then  a  lady  who  lives  in  the  West  End 
not  far  from  us  rose  and  said  in  a  tone  of  conviction :  *I  would 
like  to  say  that  I  have  noticed  there  are  certainly  fewer  cats  in 
this  neighborhood  than  formerly!'  She  was  undoubtedly  right. 
Not  onlv  are  we  residents  convinced  of  this  but  several  of  our 
neighbors  have  spoken  of  it.  One  of  these  neighl)i)rs  is  particu- 
larly well  qualified  to  judge  as  she  has  the  keen  interest  of  the 
true  animal  lover.  May  I  tell  you  about  one  of  her  many  good 
works?  She  lives  on  the  second  floor  of  a  house  near  the  lumber 
vard.  In  this  vard  from  time  to  time  have  lived  manv  homeless 
cats,  who  in  some  mysterious  way  always  learned  that  Mrs. 
Murphy  was  their  friend.  To  reach  her  they  were  wont  to  climb 
to  the  flat  roof  of  a  building  separated  from  her  house  by  an 
alley.  She  would  then  oj>en  her  window  and  throw  food  across 
to  them.  Considering  that  she  was  accustomed  to  buy  fresh  meat 
for  this  purpose,  that  at  one  time  the  number  of  cats  was  as  many 
as  nine  and  that  the  good  soul  continued  these  ministrations  not 
only  for  days  and  weeks,  but  for  years,  the  story,  it  seems  to  me, 
is  a  most  remarkable  one. 

**It  is,  of  course,  difficult  to  judge  how  far  reaching  is  the  effect 
of  the  animal  rescue  work  in  our  neighborhood,  but  it  is  pleas- 
ant to  record  the  opinion  of  one  of  our  most  experienced  work- 
ers. She  considers  that  no  department  of  our  settlement  work 
shows  greater  results  than  this. 

**There  is  at  present  no  club  in  our  house  devoted  wholly  to  the 
cause  of  kindness — or  what  seems  to  me  a  better  word,  justice — 
towards  animals.  It  is  my  belief  that  the  leader  of  such  a  club 
should  possess  special  qualifications  besides  a  love  for  animals. 
The  Elizabeth  Peabody  House  is  in  itself  a  Kindness  Club. 
Probably  every  one  of  the  600  children  belonging  to  our  clubs 
and  classes  knows  more  or  less  about  our  animal  rescue  work ; 
and  the  very  matter-of-course  way  in  which  it  is  done  is  not  with- 
out influence.  There  can  be  no  more  important  work  than  to  in- 
culcate in  the  minds  of  children  (and  of  such  grown  people  as 
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will  allow  tliemselves  to  be  receptive)  the  principles  of  consider- 
ation and  justice  towards  those  whom  Professor  Shaler  calls 
'our  kindred  of  the  lesser  estate.'  Mr.  J.  Howard  Moore,  in  his 
'Universal  Kinship,'  insists  on  calling  them,  with  passionate 
loyalty,  the  'other  animals';  but  there  was  another  man,  about 
seven  hundred  years  ago,  the  blessed  St.  Francis,  who  used  a 
shorter  and  sweeter  term,  and  some  of  us  still  prefer  it  to  any 
other — the  'Little  Brothers.'  " 

CLOSINO  REHARKS. 

I  meant  to    make  my    report  a 
short  one,  but  have  failed  in  my 
intention,  and  yet  I  have  not  be- 
gun  to   tell    the    interesting   inci- 
dents of  our   work.     I   meant  to 
have   told    you   about   the   pretty 
gray  kitten  we  have  just  placed  in 
a  home,  who  was  found  buried  in 
a  snowbank  by  a    man  who    was 
shovelling    out    a    yard    on    Eliot 
street.     I  did  not  mean  to  tell  you 
of  the  cats  brought  to  us  frozen  so 
badly  that  there  was  no  hope  of 
saving    them,    but    let    this    brief 
mention  of  them  be  a  warning  to 
every  one  not  to  leave  a  cat  out 
of    doors    on    a    winter's    night 
There    are    many    incidents    of 
suffering  and  cruelty  brought  to  our  notice  every  day,  but  I  have 
tried  to  refrain  from  describing  them.     Yet  they  are  happening, 
and  sometimes  we  all  need  to  meet  with  them  in  order  to  spur  ua 
up  to  greater  effort  in  humane  work.     There  are  too  many  men 
and  women  who  do  not  realize  how  much  our  fourfooted  friends 
and  helpers  are  capable  of  suffering,  or  how  great  an  amount 
of  unnecessary  suffering  is  inflicted  on  them. 

Teachers  and  mothers  have  a  serious  responsibility  in  this  re- 
spect. It  was  a  mother  who  gave  two  boys  in  Lowell  a  cat  to 
dispose  of,  which  cat  they  deliberately  roasted  to  death,  for  which 
awful  crime  they  were  simply  put  on  probation  by  the  juvenile 
court. 
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There  is  a  decided  tendency  to  discourage  the  idea  that  a  four 
footed  animal  can  suffer ;  many  persons  will  not  allow  themselves 
to  consider  their  suffering;  they  avoid  reading  or  hearing  about 
it ;  therefore  it  is  difficult  to  remedy  the  daily  and  hourly  neglect 
and  ill-treatment  of  the  domestic  animals ;  the  torture  inflicted  on 
the  inhabitants  of  the  forests  by  unskilful  marksmen  and  the 
fiendish  trap;  and  the  unceasing  misery  of  the  animals  in  cir- 
cuses, menageries  and  zoological  gardens,  where  lions,  tigers, 
elephants,  monkeys  and  many  other  active  living  creatures,  long- 
ing for  the  freedom  of  the  forests  from  wKich  they  have  been 
torn  through  the  medium  of  cruelly  contrived  traps  and  pitfalls, 
are  confined  in  cages  or  small  enclosures,  starved  and  beaten  into 
submission  or  frantic  rebellion,  dragging  out  a  miserable  exist- 
ence until  merciful  death  relieves  them,  while  men,  women  and 
children  go  to  stare  at  them  and  get  amusement  out  of  their 
misery.  Education  there  can  be  none.  Could  we  learn  the  habits 
of  a  dog  by  watching  him  when  he  was  chained  or  study  man  by 
visiting  him  in  prison?  Is  a  bird  in  a  cage,  an  elephant  chained 
by  his  feet  to  the  floor,  a  lion  or  tiger  pacing  restlessly  the  nar- 
row confines  of  his  cage  or  forced  to  do  unnatural  and  s.illy 
tricks  through  fear  of  the  goad,  the  firearms,  the  whip  and  the 
iron  rod,  a  normal  animal  or  a  subject  calculated  Xo  teach  chil- 
dren to  be  more  thoughtful  and  considerate  of  every  living 
creature  ? 

How  many  persons  as  they  eat  their  beef  and  their  lamb  give 
one  thought  to  the  thousands  of  such  animals  that  are  dying  of 
cold  and  heat,  thirst  and  hunger  on  the  ranches,  or  if  they  live, 
are  packed  in  long  trains,  freezing  in  winter,  suffering  agonies  of 
thirst  in  summer,  and  if  through  weakness  they  fall  in  the  cars 
they  are  trampled  to  death.  Not  a  load  comes  into  Brighton  or 
Watertown  that  would  not  make  any  humane  person  forever 
forswear  meat  if  he  or  she  watched  the  unloading  of  the  cattle 
and  saw  cows  with  broken  legs  and  backs  and  dead  and  dying 
calves  taken  out  of  the  cars,  then  followed  the  living  on  to  the 
slaughter  houses.  I  know  what  I  am  talking  about,  and  I  must 
take  this  opportunity  of  saying  that  it  is  the  duty  of  humane 
workers  everywhere  to  fight  for  laws  which  shall  forbid  the 
keeping  of  larger  Hterds  than  can  be  sheltered  and  taken  care  of, 
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and  all  transportation  of  live  cattle ;  and  for  another  law  that  shall 
improve  greatly  the  condition  of  the  slaughter  houses  and  en- 
gage humane  men  to  watch  and  see  that  the  animals  are  not  tor- 
tured in  such  places  by  men  whq  are  worse  than  any  brute.  For 
a  little  while  the  country  was  stirred  up  with  revelations  of  hor- 
rors that  made  those  who  read  them  sick  at  heart,  but  the  feeling 
did  not  last.  It  should  last,  however,  and  men  and  women  should 
not  rest  until  these  barbarous  and  savage  cruelties,  which  are 
surely  coming  back  upon  mankind  in  judgment,  are  a  thing  of 
the  past. 

A  Carnegie  or  a  Rockefeller,  with  all  his  millions,  might  do 
much  to  stop  these  cruelties  which  are  a  crying  disgrace  to  our 
civilization  and  a  deplorable  reflection  on  our  Christianity,  but  as 
far  as  I  have  heard  or  read  they  have  done  nothing  whatever  to 
aid  directly  in  humane  work.  Yet  they  and  every  other  man  who 
has  made  a  fortune  are  largely  indebted  to  the  faithful  services  of 
the  horse.  They  have  eaten  the  flesh  of  the  tortured  cattle,  and. 
in  justice  as  well  as  humanity  they  should  give  generously  to  aid 
himiane  societies  that,  like  our  own  Animal  Rescue  League,  are 
struggling  to  better  the  condition  of  the  animals  men  use  and 
abuse,  greatly  hampered  by  the  need  of  money. 

But  some  of  you  may  think  that  I  am  wandering  over  too  wide 
a  field.  I  do  not  think  so,  for  the  cause  of  every  suffering  creat- 
ure should  be  dear  to  us  all,  and  I  would  have  the  influence  and 
help  of  every  member  of  the  Animal  Rescue  League  in  a  united 
effort  to  remedy  these  evils  I  have  mentioned. 


The  influence  of  the  Animal  Rescue  League  has  been  felt 
in  all  parts  of  this  country.  Our  correspondence  is  very  large 
and  many  letters  are  received  from  other  states  asking  advice  or 
help,  or  praising  the  work  we  are  doing.  The  name  "Animal 
Rescue  League,"  which  originated  with  us  and  was  thought  out 
carefully,  has  been  taken  up  and  adopted  by  six  or  more  organ- 
izations that  were  evidently  inspired  by  our  work.  Should  it 
not  be  the  ambition  of  Bostonians  to  support  this  league  gen- 
erously enough  to  enable  us  to  make  it  a  model  work?  It  would 
seem  as  if  we  ought  to  receive  such  generou^s  donations  that  we 
might  be  able  to  pay  the  debt  now  resting  upon  us,  and  secure

before  land  near  the  city  is  any  higher,  the  country  annex  we 
have  been  pleading  for  since  first  we  started  the  league,  where 
our  overflow  of  dogs  and  Home  of  Rest  for  Horses,  a  boarding 
place  for  animals,  and  possibly  a  crematory  and  burial  place 
for  small  animals  could  all  be  combined.  We  could  greatly 
increase  the  value  and  usefulness  of  our  work  had  we  a  country 
annex  within  easy  reach.  And  there  is  money  enough  for  this 
right  here  in  this  city,  where  we  are  working  so  hard  for  the 
good  of  suffering  animals  and  the  benefit  of  human  beings. 

Has  not  our  record  of  eight  years,  during  which  time  we  have 
received  and  humanely  cared  for  90,811  small  animals  and  about 
two  hundred  horses,  given  us  a  claim  on  the  public?  Few  per- 
sons realize  the  amount  of  good  we  are  doing  educationally.  A 
great  many  children  now  come  to  bring  neglected  dogs  and  cats, 
children  who  formerly  did  not  give  these  dependent  creatures  a 
kind  thought.  We  have  had  more  than  thirty  boys  and  girls 
visit  us  on  a  Saturday,  and  to  each  child  we  give  our  story  leaf- 
lets. This  means  just  so  many  friends  and  protectors  raised  up 
for  homeless  animals.  Earnest  workers  in  this  cause  for  suf- 
fering animals  cannot  help  being  much  depressed  at  times  as 
they  see  so  much  that  ought  to  be  done,  so  much  that  might  be 
done  with  larger  means ;  so  much  given  to  other  causes,  so  little, 
comparatively,  to  the  work  they  are  trying  to  do ;  so  few  men 
and  women  who  realize  the  need  of  this  work  or  are  willing 
to  give  even  a  small  sum  annually  to  help  it  along. 

Friends  to  all  suffering  creatures,  can  you  not  help  us  more 
generously  ? 


MEMBERSHIPS, 

We  have  added  to  our  list  of  members  during  the  year  seven 
Life,  thirty  Active,  118  Associate  and  forty-three  Junior  mem- 
bers. During  the  fall  our  list  of  members  was  revised,  and  names 
of  members  we  do  not  hear  from  in  response  to  our  notifications 
have  been  removed.  This  has  left  a  total  membership  of  2751, 
including  59  Life,  459  Active,  1818  Associate  and  415  Junior 
members. 

Mistakes  are  always  liable  to  occur.  Anyone  who  notices  an 
error  will  do  us  a  favor  by  reporting  it,  no  matter  how  trifling  it 
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may  be,  as  it  is  our  wish  to  have  an  accurate  list  of  members. 
We  again  urge  our  members  to  assist  the  work  by  trying  to  get 
new  nj^^^^'^rs.  Our  list  should  certainly  reach  four  thousand 
before  another  public  meeting.  Our  friends  could  help  us  a  great 
deal  by  distributing  our  reports.  This  might  be  the  means  of 
gettting  us  new  members  and  financial  help.  Extra  reports  will 
be  given  gladly  for  the  asking. 

At  the  annual  meeting,  February  i8,  the  Hon.  George  A.  O. 
Ernst,  first  president  of  the  League,  made  a  brief  address,  and 
particularly  urged  each  person  in  the  audience  to  assist  the 
League  by  adding  one  new  member.  If  every  member  of  the 
League  would  resolve  to  get  one  new  member  during  the  year 
we  should  reach  and  pass  the  number  we  have  so  anxiously 
hoped  for  of  5000  members.    Will  you  not  all  try  to  do  this  ? 


REPORT  ON    DRINKING   FOUNTAINS. 

It  is  perhaps  not  generally  know'n  that  no  drinking  fountains 
can  be  erected  in  the  city  limits  except  from  designs  approved  by 
the  Art  Commission.  It  has  as  yet  been  impossible  to  satisfy 
the  requirements  of  the  commission  and  therefore  no  new  foun- 
tains have  been  put  up  with  the  fund  collected  two  years  ago  for 
the  purpose;  but  the  city  has  kindly  consented  to  make  certain 
additions  in  the  way  of  basins  for  small  animals,  to  the  existing 
fountains  in  which  these  are  lacking,  and  the  work  is  now  going 
on. 


PRIZE  MEDALS. 

The  first  of  the  Lincoln  Prize  Medals,  awarded  by  Mrs.  Ro- 
land C.  Lincoln,  is  given  this  year  to  William  Austin,  27  Swallow 
Street,  South  Boston,  for  rescuing  from  some  boys  a  cat  that  had 
had  its  leg  cut  oflf  and  was  otherwise  maltreated.  The  second 
medal  goes  to  Dora  Gilman  48  Kingston  Street,  Boston,  who  saw 
a  man  kick  a  cat  out  of  his  house  into  the  street.  She  rescued  it 
from  the  street  and  brought  it  in  a  dying  condition  to  the  League. 

A  special  prize  of  five  dollars,  given  by  Mrs.  Edward  Froth- 
ingham,  was  awarded  to  Mrs.  Embrend,  59  Compton  Street, 
Boston,  for  her  assiduous  and  self-sacrificing  work  in  the  rescue

THE  ANNUAL   FAIR. 

4  and 
5,  under  the  management  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  There 
were  sixteen  tables,  all  decorated  with  evergreen,  including 
tables  representing  Brookline,  Jamaica  Plain,  Newton,  Milton, 
Dorchester  and  Somerville.  On  Tuesday  afternoon  a  Dog  Show, 
in  charge  of  Mrs.  Arthur  T.  Cabot,  was  very  fully  attended. 
The  cafe,  under  the  management  of  Mrs.  M.  F.  Blake  and  Miss 
Estelle  H.  Kimball,  was  a  pronounced  success.  The  Junior  mem- 
bers' table  in  the  centre  of  the  hall,  in  charge  of  Mrs.  Myles 
Standish,  was  crowded  with  dolls  and  toys,  and  in  connection 
with  it  Miss  Rose  Hollingsworth  had  a  table  especially  devoted 
to  very  beautiful  and  expensive  dolls,  from  the  sale  of  which 
about  $100  was  realized.  The  articles  left  over  from  the  fair 
were  taken  to  Carver  Street,  and  the  sale  was  continued  until 
Christmas  week.  The  net  proceeds  of  the  fair,  with  after  sale 
and  the  Dog  Show,  were  $5,000. 

Without  our  annual  fair  and  the  entertainments  our  friends 
are  kind  enough  to  get  up  for  our  benefit,  we  could  not  meet  our 
yearly  expenses.

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BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE    L 

The  Lea^e  shall  consist  of  Life,  Active,  Associate  and  Junior  Mem- 
bers. Any  person  may  become  a  Life  Member  by  paying  to«the  League 
at  one  time  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  an  Actiye  Member  by  pay- 
ing to  the  League  for  each  year  of  membership  the  sum  of  five  dollars, 
or  an  Associate  Member  by  pajring  to  the  League  for  each  year  of  mem- 
bership the  sum  of  one  dollar;  and  any  minor  may  become  a  Junior 
Member  by  paying  to  the  League  for  each  year  of  membership  during 
minority  any  sum  not  less  than  ten  cents.  Any  person  may  contribute 
any  additional  sum  or  sums  at  any  time  for  the  purposes  of  the  League. 

ARTICLE   n. 

There  shall  be  an  annual  assessment  of  all  Active  Members  of  five 
dollars,  and  cf  all  Associate  Members  of  one  dollar,  and  of  all  Junior 
Members  of  twenty-five  cents.  Associate  Members  and  Junior  Members 
shall  have  no  right  to  vote.  The  Beard  of  Directors  may  at  any  meet- 
ing by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  entire  Board  terminate  the  membership 
of  any  i>erson  when  they  deem  such  action  to  be  for  the  best  interest  of 
the  League.  AH  resignations  must  be  made  in  writing,  on  or  before  the 
last  day  of  December,  addressed  to  the  Secretary;  and  any  resignation 
made  subsequently  thereto  shall  not  discharge  the  monber  presenting 
it  from  his  assessment  for  the  ensuing  year.  Such  resignation  shall 
operate  as  an  assignment  and  release  to  the  lieacoe  of  all  interest  in 
its  property. 
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ARTICLE   in. 

The  officers  of  the  Lea^e  shall  consist  of  a  President,  six  Vice- 
Presidents,  a  Treasurer,  Secretary,  and  a  Board  of  fifteen  Directors,  of 
which  Board  the  President,  first  Vice-President,  Treasurer  and  Secre- 
tary shall  be  members  ez-officiis.  None  but  a  Life  or  Active  Member 
shall  be  eligible  to  any  office. 

ARTICLE   IV. 

Annual  meetings  of  the  League  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday 
of  February  in  each  year,  at  such  hour  and  place  as  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors may  determine,  for  the  election  of  officers  by  ballot  and  the  trans- 
action of  any  other  business  that  may  then  be  presented.  Special 
business  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  at  any  time,  and 
shall  be  called  whenever  requested  by  a  majority  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  or  by  twenty  Life  or  Active  Members,  but  no  business  shall 
be  transacted  at  any  special  meeting  unless  notice  thereof  is  contained 
in  the  call.  At  all  business  meetings  of  the  League,  twenty  Members, 
Life  or  Active,  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  each  Life  and  Active 
Member  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote.  Absent  members  may  vote  by 
proxy  duly  filed  with  the  Secretary.  Notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
all  business  meetings  shall  be  given  by  the  Secretary,  or,  in  case  of 
his  absence,  inability  or  refusal  to  act,  by  some  one  of  the  Directors,  to 
each  member  at  least  one  week  in  advance,  mailed  to  his  or  her  ad- 
dress as  the  same  appears  upon  the  books  of  the  League.  Meetings  for 
reports,  addresses  and  discussions  may  be  held  from  time  to  time  as 
the  Board  of  Directors  may  determine,  and  to  these  the  public  generally 
may  be  invited. 

ARTICLE   V. 

The  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer  and  Secretary  shall  have 
the  duties  usually  pertaining  to  their  resepctive  offices.  The  business  of 
the  League  shall  be  carried  on  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  who  shall 
annually  elect  from  their  number  an  Executive  Committee  of  three  or 
five  members.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  charge,  subject  to 
the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  of  the  active  work  of  the 
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League,  and  may  appoint,  define  the  duties  of  and  remove  at  pleasure 
all  officers,  agents  and  servants  other  than  those  named  in  Article  III. 
The  Board  of  Directors,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  entire  Board,  may 
remove  any  officer,  agent  or  servant,  and  by  a  majority  vote  of  those 
present  and  voting  may  fill  any  vacancy  occurring  in  any  office.  The 
Board  of  Directors  shall  meet  at  such  times  as  they  may  determine,  or 
at  the  call  of  the  President  upon  not  less  than  three  days'  written 
notice  to  the  address  of  each  Director,  as  the  same  appears  upon  the 
books  of  the  League.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  least 
once  in  each  month,  upon  such  days  and  upon  such  notice  as  it  may  by 
vote  determine.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  five  mem- 
bers shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  at  all  meetings  of  the  Executive 
Committee  a  majority  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE    VI. 

No  bills  shall  be  contracted  on  behalf  of  the  League  beyond  the 
amount  of  money,  otherwise  unappropriated,  which  is  at  the  time  ac- 
tually in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer.  The  Treasurer  shall  pay  out  no 
money,  except  upon  written  vouchers  approved  in  writing  by  the  Presi- 
dent or  some  one  Director  other  than  himself. 

ARTICLE    VII. 

The  League  shall  have  a  corporate  seal  of  such  design  as  may  be 
prescribed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

ARTICLE    VIII. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  League  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  Life  and  Active  Members  present,  provided  notice 
of  the  proposed  amendment  has  been  given  in  the  call  of  the  meeting.

WMAT  TME   LAW   SAYS. 

From  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Massachusetts. 

Chap.  212,  Section  70. — Whenever  an  owner,  possessor,  or  person 
having  the  charge  or  custody  of  an  animal,  cruelly  drives  or  works  it 
when  unfit  for  labor,  or  CRUKLLY  ABANDONS  it,  or  carries  it,  or 
causes  it  to  be  carried,  in  or  upon  a  vehicle,  or  otherwise,  is  an  un- 
necessarily cruel  or  inhuman  manner,  or  knowingly  and  wilfully 
authorizes  or  permits  it  io  be  subjected  to  unnecessary  torture,  snffer- 
ing  or  cruelty  of  any  kind*** shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  for 
not  more  than  one  year,  or  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  two  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.

Ninth  Annual  Report. 


The  first  meeting  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  the 
Animal  Rescue  League  was  held  in  the  Park  Street  Chapel 
February  9,  1899,  and  every  year  since  that  time  we  have  held 
a  meeting  in  the  same  place,  as  near  that  date  as  possible. 

The  purpose  of  this  annual  meeting  is  not  simply  to  tell 
what  we  as  a  society  are  doing,  but  it  is  good  for  us  and  for 
the  cause  to  meet  together  once  a  year  and  get  the  inspiration 
and  encouragement  for  future  work  that  can  only  be  had  through 
a  tmion  of  congenial  spirits.  A  wave  of  sympathy  for.  suffering 
animals  must  go  out  from  a  meeting  of  those  who  are  trying  to 
relieve  this  suffering. 

When  the  record  of  dogs  and  cats  that  were  brought  to  the 
League  during  the  first  year  of  our  society's  existence  was  given, 
much  surprise  was  expressed.  Very  few  persons  realized  how 
many  dogs  and  cats  there  were  that  no  one  wanted,  or  how 
many  were  actually  abused  as  well  as  suffering  from  cold  and 
htmger.  When  we  announced,  at  the  end  of  the  first  year,  that 
we  had  taken  into  otir  doors  2,595  dogs  and  cats,  —  principally 
cats,  as  at  that  time  our  quarters  for  dogs  were  exceedingly 
limited,  —  there  went  up  from  some  persons  a  cry  of  alarm, 
lest  the  Animal  Rescue  League  was  going  to  put  an  end  to  the 
race  of  cats.  But  this  cry  did  not  alarm  us.  We  knew  too 
well  how  great  the  numbers  were  of  homeless  cats.  Last  year, 
we  reported  receiving  3,121  dogs  and  15,765  cats  and  kittens, 
but  that  did  not  exhaust  the  supply.  Still  they  come,  and 
still  complaints  reach  us  every  week  from  many  quarters  that 
a  neighborhood  is  infested  with  half-starved,  wild  cats. 

But  we  are  beginning  to  hope  that  the  Animal  Rescue  League 
is  lessening  the  number  of  homeless  dogs  and  cats.  We  have 
received  2,953   dogs,   7,783   cats,   and   6,344   kittens;   besides 
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49  squirrels,  rabbits  and  birds,  making  a  total  of  17,129  —  1,835 
less  than  last  year.  We  hope  we  have  reached  our  largest  num- 
ber, and  that  before  long  we  shall  see  a  decided  lessening  of 
homeless  dogs  and  cats  throughout  Greater  Boston. 

There  are  several  encouraging  signs  that  this  will  be  the 
case.  One  is  that  many  children  bring  in  Uttle  kittens  and 
puppies  of  their  own  accord.  One  evening  recently  four  boys 
came  over  from  Charlestown  bringing  a  forlorn  mongrel  that 
they  found  in  that  city  on  the  streets.  These  were  boys  belong- 
ing to  the  Btmker  Hill  Boys*  Club.  Miss  Cara  Sprague,  who 
is  one  of  the  volunteer  workers  in  the  club,  invited  me  to  give 
a  stereopticon  lecture  before  the  club,  and  since  that  lecture, 
given  more  than  a  year  ago,  some  of  these  boys,  whose  interest 
in  the  cause  of  homeless  animals  has  been  kept  up  by  Miss 
Sprague,  bring  every  miserable  animal  they  find  to  the  League, 
walking  from  Charlestown  and  back,  cheerfully,  to  do  this  kind 
act.  Formerly  such  boys  would  probably  have  stoned  the  for- 
lorn dog  or  driven  him  frantic  by  chasing  him. 

Frequently  children  bring  litters  of  kittens,  picked  up  in  their 
back  yard,  perhaps,  or  often  belonging  to  them.  Before  the 
work  of  the  League  was  known,  these  helpless  little  crea- 
tures would  have  been  handed  about  to  other  children  for 
playthings  of  an  hour,  or  thrown  into  some  obscure  comer  to 
die  of  starvation.  We  always  in  such  cases  ask  for  the  mother 
cat,  where  she  is,  who  is  taking  care  of  her,  and  whether,  if 
she  is  a  homeless  cat,  the  children  will  not  feed  her  and  tame 
her  and  bring  her  to  us.  If  she  is  owned,  we  advise  carrying 
back  one  kitten  when  it  seems  probable  she  ought  to  have  it. 

Men,  even  of  the  roughest  appearance,  bring  in  animals, 
usually  dogs;  these  are  sometimes  strays,  and  sometimes  their 
own  dogs,  that  they  cannot  care  for  any  longer.  Most  of  the 
dogs  that  belong  to  the  men  are  old  or  vicious,  or  have  some 
bad  habit,  but  occasionally  there  is  a  good  dog  among  them 
that  we  can  place  in  a  home. 

Another  thing  that  encourages  us  very  much  is  that  the  cats 
we  are  requested  to  send  our  agents  for,  are  in  much  better 
condition  than  they  were  when  we  started  this  work.  Know- 
ing there  is  a  place  where  deserted  animals  seeking  a  home 
will  be  cared  for,  families  who  formerly  ttimed  them  away  from 
their  doors,  now  take  them  in,  feed  them,  and  send  for  a  League

agent.  Instead  of  being  driven  from  door  to  door  until  on 
tie  verge  of  starvation,  the  homeless  cats  and  dogs  are  cared 
for  before  they  get  into  the  wretched  condition  in  which  we  used 
to  find  so  many. 

It  is  quite  evident  that  the  general  condition  of  the  stray 
cats  brought  here  has  greatly  improved,  and  that  our  agents 
do  not  get  so  large  a  number  of  very  miserable  animals  as 
formerly.  Of  course  we  get  more  than  we  wish  we  did,  and 
many  pitiful-looking  animals  are  still  brought  to  us.  We  placed 
in  a  home  a  happy,  affectionate  cat  that  was  brought  in  a  very 
bad  condition,  not  only  thin,  but  burned  in  different  parts  of 
his  body.  His  whiskers  were  burned  nearly  close  to  his  head;  his 
paws  and  his  eyes  were  sore;  but  he  recovered  after  a  time  and 
was  as  appreciative  and  grateful  a  creature  as  one  could  wish 
to  see.  We  had  a  dog  that  was  found  in  a  stable  about  the 
same  time,  so  starved  that  we  could  only  give  him  broth  and 
milk  at  first.  He  also  has  now  a  good  home. 
'The  superstition  still   holds   with   many   ignorant   and  un- 


educated  women  that  it  is  bad  luck  to  take  a  cat  when  moving, 
and  cats  are  very  frequently  summarily  deserted  on  this  account. 
Such  expedients  are  resorted  to  as  shutting  them  up  in  an 
empty  house,  even  in  a  closet,  to  prevent  these  poor  creatures 
from  following  their  heartless  owners  when  they  leave  the 
house.     Surely  ill-luck  must  attend  such  a  moving  as  that,    , 

One  man  telephoned  to  the  League  saying  that  his  family 
were  moving  and  had  a  fine  young  male  cat.  The  "women 
folks,"  he  said,  were  going  to  leave  it  behind,  because  it  would 
be  bad  luck  to  take  it  with  them,  but  he  did  n't  like  to  have 
it  left  to  starve,  and  wished  we  would  send  and  get  it.  We 
rescued  one  cat  that  had  been  shut  up  in  an  empty  house  two 
or  more  weeks,  and  another  that  had  been  in  a  closed  warehouse, 
it  was  thought  about  ten  days.  Our  agent  in  both  cases  had 
to  procure  a  ladder  and  get  into  a  window  of  the  second  story, 

I  am  quite  well  aware  there  is  a  law  against  abandoning  any 
animal.  We  have  had  that  law  printed  in  the  back  of  our 
reports  several  years  in  succession,  and  also  on  leaflets,  and 
have  circulated  it  widely.     Mr.   Angell  has  offered  a  reward 


for  the  proof  of  anyone  deserting  a  cat,  but  I  have  never  yet 
heard  of  any  case  of  the  sort  being  brought  into  court. 

I  shall  not  mar  the  comfort  of  readers  by  tales  of  cruelty, 
but  if  anyone  is  thinking  that  there  is  little  or  no  cruelty  in 
Boston  and  surrounding  towns,  let  him  come  to  me  and  I  will 
give  him  facts  that  will  convince  him  to  the  contrary.  We 
need  more  constant,  regular  and  systematic  teaching  in  the 
public  schools  on  the  rights  of  the  lower  animals  and  our  duties 
concerning  them;  such  teaching  might  well  be  given  fre- 
quently from  the  pulpit;  but  while  the  horse,  dog  and  cat  play 
an  important  part  in  our  lives,  and  are  most  useful  and  necessary 
to  our  comfort,  they  get  very  little  consideration  in  the  system 
of  education  in  schools  and  colleges.  Perhaps  the  world  will 
yet  become  civilized  enough  to  grant  them  their  rightful  place 
in  the  economy  of  nature,  and  acknowledge  that  they  have  a 
right  to  taste  of  the  happiness  of  life  as  well  as  wc,  and  that  we 
have  no  right  to  cause 
them  to  suffer  for  our  own 
selfish  ends. 

We  are  called  upon  fre- 
quently to  sympathize  with 
those  whose  pets  have  been 
poisoned  —  a  mean  and  a 
cowardly  way  of  getting  rid 
of  animals.  In  a  neighbor- 
hood in    Dorchester  there 

was  poison  put  out  about  thbke  mttlk  pkts 

the    yards,   and   the  next 

morning  half  a  dozen  or  more  cats  and  kittens  were  seen  ^-ing 
on  the  groimd  dead  and  dying. 

I  cannot  see  that  there  is  any  abatement  in  the  crime  of  dog 
stealing.  If  any  of  the  dog  and  cat  thieves  could  be  .secured 
and  punished,  this  might  act  as  some  deterrent,  but  I  have 
heard  of  but  one  case  that  was  prosecuted,  which  was  two  or 
three  years  ago,  when  a  police  officer  caught  some  ilog  thieves 
in  Dorchester.  It  still  holds  true  that  those  who  own  dogs  or 
cats  of  any  special  beauty  or  value  must  guard  them  as  they 
would  guard  their  pocketbooks  or  watclics  —  even  more  care- 
fully. We  had  an  old  collie  in  our  kennels  this  montJi,  so  stiff 
he  could  not  get  up  without  groaning.     His  owner,  a  woman. 


had  notified  us  of  his  loss  and  we  sent  her  word  when  he  was 
brought  in.  She  was  very  thankful  to  get  him  again,  and  told 
us  that  some  one  saw  boys  dragging  the  dog  away  from  the  side- 
walk near  her  house.  Probably  the  thief  foimd  he  could  not 
sell  so  old  a  dog  and  let  him  go,  when  the  poor  fellow  tried  to 
get  home,  became  exhausted,  but  fortunately  was  discovered 
by  a  member  of  the  League,  who  kept  him  until  we  sent  an 
agent  for  him. 

A  depressing  feature  of  our  work  is  the  difficulty  we  find  in 
getting  homes  for  bright,  healthy,  interesting  mongrels.  We 
often  have  a  succession  of  visitors,  who  profess  to  love  dogs, 
and  have  a  home  to  offer  one,  but  who  pass  through  our  yards 
and  kennels  disregarding  the  pleading  eyes  and  paws  upraised 
to  them,  and  returning  to  the  desk  say  that  there  is  no  dog 
there  they  want. 

We  have  been  criticized  for  being  so  careful  where  we  place 
dogs  and  cats,  but  should  we  give  them  to  every  man  and  boy 
who  asks  us  for  one,  we  should  be  pouring  water  into  a  sieve, 
really  putting  them  out  on  the  streets  again.  Only  by  careful 
questioning,  and  by  exacting  some  fee,  can  we  protect  them 
and  ourselves  from  the  hundreds  of  men  and  boys  —  and  some- 
times women  —  who  wish  to  take  them  for  temporary  use  or 
amusement  and,  placing  no  value  on  them,  turn  them  out  when 
they  are  tired  of  them. 

A  few  persons  have  accused  us  of  selling  our  dogs  for  profit. 
If  it  is  selling  dogs  to  insist  upon  one  dollar  being  paid  us  (for 
which  sum  a  dog  and  a  new  collar  and  leash  is  given),  and  to 
say  (if  the  dog  is  of  any  value)  that  a  donation  should  be  added 
to  this  dollar,  then  we  do  sell  dogs;  but  when  a  man  gets  a  dog 
we  have  rescued  and  fed  and  cared  for  from  five  days  to  as 
many  or  more  weeks,  for  even  a  five-dollar  donation,  we  should 
like  some  good  mathematician  to  tell  us  where  the  profit  comes 
in.  If  we  let  this  man  have  a  hundred-dollar  piano  for  five 
dollars,  I  think  he  would  have  to  agree  with  us  that  we  had 
given  the  piano  away. 

There  are  more  reasons  than  one  why  it  would  be  very  unwise 
for  us  to  let  our  prot^g^s  go  out  from  us  for  nothing.  If  a 
man  is  not  able  to  give  us  from  one  to  five  dollars  for  a  dog, 
he  is  not  able  to  keep  a  dog  and  should  not  be  allowed  to  do  so. 
If  our  object  were  to  make  a  great  record  on  the  nimiber  of 
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animals  placed  in  homes,  we  could  easily  double  the  number 
we  send  out,  but  this  would  not  be  true  kindness  to  the  animals, 
according  to  our  ideas.  Those  who  pay  even  one  dollar  for  a 
cat  or  a  dog  are  more  likely  to  be  careful  not  to  lose  or  desert 
the  animal. 

It  is  not,  and  never  has  been,  the  policy  of  the  Animal  Rescue 
League,  to  keep  alive  longer  than  five  days,  much  less  to  try  to 
get  homes  for,  hopelessly  diseased,  vicious,  or  otherwise  un- 
desirable animals.  Persons  who  bring  such  animals  to  us  are 
not  willing  to  keep  and  care  for  them,  and  they  must  not  expect 
other  persons  to  be  any  more  witling  to  do  so.  To  us,  who  are 
doing  this  work,  it  seems  far  better  that  animals  of  that  class 
should  be  brought  here  and  humanely  put  to  death,  than  that 
they  should  be  allowed  to  roam  at  large,  a  constant  and  endless 
source  of  suffering  to  themselves  and  their  offspring,  and  a 
very  real  menace  to  the  public  welfare. 

The  distinctive  work  of  the  Animal  Rescue  League  consists 
in  taking  all  animals  that  are  brought  to  the  League,  or  that 
we  are  asked  to  send  for,  to  get  a  home  for  every  one  that  is

healthyrand  likely  to  make  a  desirable  pet,  if  we  can  —  and  it  is 
not  our  fault  if  we  cannot  —  and  to  have  the  others  put  out  of 
all  possibility  of  suf!ering  to  themselves  and  of  danger  to  others. 
We  cannot  possibly  get  homes  for  diseased  and  vicious  animals; 
and  we  would  not  think  it  right  to  attempt  to  do  so  if  we  could. 

Yet  while  we  never  mean  to  let  unhealthy  or  vicious  animals 
go  out  from  our  place,  it  is  utteriy  impossible  to  answer  for 
animals  that  come  to  us  in  such  ways.  They  may  be  well 
today,  apparently,  but  sick  tomorrow.  They  may  seem  kind 
to  us,  but  prove  vicious  when  in  other  hands.  Therefore  we 
sometimes  make  mistakes,  and  are  much  troubled  by  having 
animals  returned  with  a  very  bad  record. 

One  handsome  white  bull  terrier  was  perfect  in  the  house, 

and  with  the  family  where  we  placed  him,  but  once  let  him 

loose,  out  of  doors,  and  he  was  a  terror  to  the  neighborhood, 

for  he  was  an  inveterate  fighter  of  larger  or  smaller  dogs,  and 
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always  got  the  best  of  -the  battle.  After  almost  separating 
friends  in  the  neighborhood,  through  maiming  all  the  dogs  for 
a  half-mile  around,  he  was  returned  with  relief,  yet  with  regret, 
and  we  did  not  think  it  right  to  let  him  go  out  again. 

The  following  letter  shows  an  experience  we  had  about  a  cat: 

In  reply  to  your  inquiry  about  the  cat  I  got  from 
you,  I  would  say  that  I  am  quite  sure  he  is  not  only 
happy,  but  perfectly  contented,  especially  if  you  carried 
out  my  instructions  in  regard  to  him.  I  asked  you, 
out  of  mercy  to  him,  to  send  for  him  and  have  him 
killed.  So  I  have  every  reason  to  believe  you  did  it. 
The  cat  seemed  to  be  quite  ill  when  1  took  him,  but  I 
thought  with  care  and  feeding  he  would  recover  quickly. 
On  the  way  home  he  ruined  a  $75  suit  I  had  on  —  next 
in  trying  to  coax  him  to  eat,  I  stood  on  a  bucket  in 
the  cellar,  fell  through  it,  and  before  I  could  catch  my- 
self I  had  gone  ten  feet  onto  the  woodpile,  and  for  two 


months  I  had  a  most  interesting  black  and  blue  knee, 
and  other  bruises  too  numerous  to  mention.  The  illness 
which  I  supposed  slight,  turned  out  to  be  a  contagious 
form  of  influenza  which  was  extended  to  an  old  lady 
who  was  with  me,  and  she  has  not  yet  recovered;  to  my 
little  Boston  terrier  (for  whom  I  had  refused  $150  when 
he  was  six  weeks  old),  who  was  very  sick  for  three 
weeks,  and  under  the  care  of  a  veterinary  physician, 
and  then  died;  and  lastly  to  myself.  I  had  a  trained 
nurse  for  seven  weeks  and  am  left  with  a  heart  trouble. 
So  you  may  judge  that  I  consider  it  an  unlucky  day 
when  I  went  for  that  cat.  Not  that  it  was  the  cat's 
fault,  but  perhaps  it  would  be  wiser  if  you  despatched 
all  cats  not  in  a  perfectly  healthy  condition. 

As  you  can  readily  imderstand,  we  were  completely  crushed 
by  this  letter  and  hardly  dared  to  give  a  cat  away  for  weeks 
after.  But  we  have,  I  am  glad  to  say,  a  great  many  very 
delightful  letters  about,  I  might. almost  say  from,  our  dogs  and 
cats,  and  I  will  give  you  just  a  few  of  them  to  comfort  you 
after  the  last  tragedy. 


LETTERS  TO  THE  LEAGUE. 

Boston,  Mass. 
The  cat  which  I  received  from  you  is  very  satis- 
factory and  seems  to  be  well  contented.  He  is  grow- 
ing very  large,  eats  one  pound  of  steak,  two  kidneys  and 
a  little  fish  every  two  days.  He  will  sit  up  and  beg, 
jump  through  my  hands,  also  play  ball,  is  very  lively 
and  full  of  play,  and  I  am  sure  I  do  not  know  what  I 
should  do  without  him. 

Malden,  Mass. 
The  kitty  we  got  from  you  is  very  satisfactory.  It 
has  a  nice  home  and  is  the  pet  of  the  house.  At  night 
it  will  sit  in  the  window  and  watch  for  my  father. 
When  he  comes  up  the  steps  he  will  run  to  the  door. 
At  supper  time  he  lays  across  the  back  of  my  father's 
neck.  Then,  as  soon  as  he  has  had  his  supper,  the 
kitty  will  get  down  and  get  something  for  us  to  play 
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with  hira.  He  is  very  neat,  and  he  has  caught  four  rats 
and  one  or  two  mice.  He  won't  got  out  doors,  he  goes 
as  far  as  the  door  and  then  goes  and  hides.  At  present 
the  baby  is  playing  with  him  with  a  string  with  a  piece 
of  fur  tied  to  it.

Thank  you!  I  am  very  contented  in  my  new  home. 
I  should  like  it  a  little  better  if  they  could  let  me  play 
with  the  curtains,  but  I  have  a  ball  which  does  nearly 
as  well.  They  seem  to  like  me  here,  so  I  hope  I  am 
satisfactory.     Thanking  you  for  sending  me  here.

The  dog  is  perfection,  save  one 
fault,  that  of  fighting.  He  is  kind  to  people  and  every- 
one in  the  house  is  devoted  to  him.

I  am  quite  willing  to 
recommend  the  Animal  Rescue  League  to  any  of  my 
friends  who  want  a  dog,  as  I  am  more  than  satisfied 
with  mine.

Will  say  in  reply  to  your  postal,  Jack  is  a  very  good 
watch  dog,  and  eats  everything  and  all  I  give  him. 
Although  he  will  never  be  fat,  he  looks  much  better 
than  he  did,  he  was  so  poor  and  scaggy  we  were  ashamed 
of  him,  but  since  he  was  treated  for  fleas,  and  got  an 
appetite,  he  looks  much  better.  As  we  live  some  way 
from  town  and  he  seldom  leaves  home,  I  don't  think 
he  will  have  to  be  tied  or  muzzled. 

Passaconway,  N.H. 
Your  favor  of  (January  23  received,  and  am  glad  to 
be  able  to  let  you  know  that  Dave  and  Jack,  the  two 
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dogs,  are  in  excellent  form.  They  have  plenty  of 
room  here  to  run  and  have  the  best  times  imaginable. 
Both  are  well  behaved  and  as  kind  as  one  could  wish. 
Their  only  fault  seems  to  be  jumping  at  the  horses, 
when  we  start,  and  as  our  horses  are  rather  high-spirited, 
this  causes  us  some  trouble,  but  I  am  glad  to  say  that 
it  is  only  our  own  horses  that  they  bother,  and  it  is  only 
their  good  spirits  that  cause  them  to  act  this  way. 
Once  we  are  fairly  started  Jack  trots  ahead  and  Dave 
behind,  and  they  trouble  neither  man  nor  beast. 

At  first  the  mastiff  had  a  bad  habit  of  jumping  on  a 
passer-by,  and  gave  several  of  our  neighbors  quite  a 
fright.  I  was  afraid  that  we  would  have  to  send  him 
back  on  that  account,  but  happily  he  is  not  quite  so 
demonstrative  now.  On  the  whole,  I  think  he  minds 
quicker  than  the  setter,  who,  by  the  way,  when  we  are 
hitching  up  for  a  drive  is  not  to  be  found.  Several 
times  we  have  locked  the  dogs  up  before  starting  to 
drive,  but  Jack  now  picks  up  the  team  about  half  a 
mile  down  the  road.  Should  we  let  them  out  an  hour 
or  two  hours  after  the  team  has  gone  they  will  run 
down  the  road  as  fast  as  they  can,  but  the  mastiff 
soon  gives  up  the  chase  and  returns  home.  The  setter 
is  more  stubborn  and  persistent.  On  one  occasion  our 
driver  found  Mr.  Jack  waiting  at  the  sleigh,  which  was  at 
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a  stable  in  Conway,  where  we  feed  the  horses  when 
we  go  to  town ;  the  distance  is  fifteen  miles. 

To  see  them  play  together  is  a  sight  worth  while. 
They  have  had  two  fights,  both  fights  occurring  several 
days  after  the  mastiff  arrived,  but  neither  of  the 
battles  resulted  in  any  damage,  and  now  they  are  the 
best  of  friends.  Neither  of  them  appears  to  be  a  fight- 
ing dog,  though  the  mastiff  will  not  stand  any  bullying 
from  any  dog,  and  several  times,  when  it  looked  as 
though  Jack  was  going  to  have  trouble,  Dave  went  to 
the  rescue  and  with  a  growl  put  an  end  to  hostilities. 

Both  have  gained  considerably  in  weight.  It  is 
estimated  that  Dave  now  weighs  in  the  neighborhood 
of  one  hundred  forty  pounds.  His  weight  when  we 
got  him  was  one  hundred  twenty  pounds.  They  both 
stay  in  the  house  nights,  and  the  least  disturbance 
brings  a  bark  from  Jack,  then  Dave,  who  seldom 
barks,  is  on  guard.  We  have  in  addition  two  other 
dogs,  at  present  in  Boston,  one  a  water  spaniel  and 
the  other  a  tiny  black  and  tan.  The  latter  is  a  great 
favorite  of  Dave's,  who  looks  at  the  little  dog  as  much 
as  to  say,  "You  little,  tiny  thing  —  no  one  will  harm 
you  while  I'm  around,"  and  I  don't  think  they  would. 


BRANCH  WORK. 

I  regret  to  say  that  the  splendid  branch  work  done  by  the 
EUzabeth  Peabody  House,  a  report  of  which  Miss  Mary  Alden 
Thayer  gave  us  last  year,  has  been  given  up.  Miss  Thayer 
went  to  New  York  last  spring,  and  Miss  Caroline  F.  Brown, 
whose  broad  sympathies  and  firm  belief  in  the  inestimable 
educational  value  of  the  work  made  it  possible  for  that  work 
to  be  done  there,  was  removed  by  death,  a  very  great  loss  to 
the  work.  Since  that  time  other  changes  have  been  made, 
and  the  managers  of  the  House  have  not  thought  it  best  to 
continue  the  work.  That  branch  was  the  means  of  bringing 
1,669  cats  and  dogs  to  the  League  last  year.  We  have  been 
trying  to  find  some  place  near  there  where  the  many  homeless 
cats  and  kittens  that  were  brought  to  the  Elizabeth  Peabody 
House  cotild  be  taken,  but  have  not  yet  succeeded. 
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We  have  a  branch  work  at  the  North  Bonnet  Street  ■In- 
dustrial School,  through  the  kindness  of  Mrs.  Quincy  .,Shaw. 
Our 'agents  go  there  as  often  as  we  are.  notified,  and  take-.away 
the  homeless  cats  and  kittens  that  are  brought  to  the  settle-, 
ment  house,  .   I'-'j-  ir  ; 

In  various  parts  of  this  city  and  out  of  town  we  hive.Jdnd 
and  zealous  members,  who  act  as  unpaid  agents,  and'oeHect  all 
the  homeless  cats  in  their  neighborhood,  keeping  them  until 
we  can  send  for  them,  and  we  should  mention  particularly,  in 
this  connection,  Mrs.  Jennie  Baker  of  Revere,  who  has  helped 
us  very  much  by  taking  in  homeless  cats  from  the  beaches; 
and  apropos  of  this,  probably  many  of  you  saw  the  letter  in 
the  Herald  in  which  the  statement  was  made  that  there  were 
two  hundred  homeless  cats  at  Revere  beach.  This  statement 
surprised  us  very  much,  and  we  sent  the  next  Sunday,  two 
18 


days  later,  two  of  our  agents,  who  started  early  in  the  morning, 
made  a  careful  examination  of  the  whole  beach,  looking  around 
the  cottages  and  under  the  buildings,  and  inquiring  at  one  or 
two  places  that  were  open  there.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  we 
found  this  report  wholly  unfounded,  as  this  careful  investiga- 
tion did  not  result  in  finding  even  one  homeless  cat  on  the  beach. 

I  had  a  letter  in  the  Herald  afterward,  making  a  statement  to 
this  effect,  but  possibly  some  of  our  members  saw  the  first 
letter  and  did  not  see  my  answer,  so  I  think  it  best  to  give  an 
explanation  here. 

Miss  Dapisin  of  Charlestown  brings  a  great  many  cats  from 
that  city,  coming  with  a  heavy  basket  in  cold  weather,  and  even 
in  storms,  when  she  has  a  homeless  cat  which  she  cannot  shelter. 

Mrs.  H.  E.  Wheat  of  Dorchester,  who  has  formed  a  Band  of 
Mercy  consisting  of  325  boys,  keeping  in  touch  with  them  con- 
stantly, brings  or  sends  in  many  homeless  cats  to  the  League, 
the  number  amounting  during  the  last  eighteen  months,  she 
tells  me,  to  155.  One  of  the  worst  cases  she  brought  in  was  a 
cat  in  terrible  condition,  through  having  been  purposely  sprayed 
with  poison  by  men  who  were  searching  for  gipsy  moths.  She 
has  also  brought  in  twenty-nine  dogs  during  this  time. 

There  are  other  names  that  I  might  mention  of  persons  who 
have  been  very  kind  in  doing  the  utmost  in  their  power  to 


lessen  the  number  of  suffering  animals  that  are  found  in  and 
outside  of  the  city,  and  we  are  very  grateful  to  them  for  their 
help. 


EDUCATIOHAL  WORK. 

The  educational  work  of  the  League  continues  to  i 
its  scope.     Our  Fourfooted  Friends,  the  League  paper,  goes  all 
over  this  country,   and  into  foreign  countries,   and  we   have 
received  many  very  delightful  letters  in  relation  to  it,     Mrs. 
A.  W.  Arthur  of  Newport,  R.I.,  and  Mrs.  Augusta  M.  Kennedy 
of  Whitman,   Mass.,  have  continued  their  activity  in  getting 
subscribers,  and  have  been  a  great  help  to  us  in  that  way.     We 
wish  very  much  that  other  members  of  the  League  would  help 
us  the  same  way,  thereby  not  only  increasing  our  financial  re- 
sources,  but 
spreading    ht- 
erature,  which 
must    surel|y 
have  an  influ- 
ence for  good.

Christmas,"  and  "Harold's  Dream"  —  and  we  are  getting  many 
orders  for  them  from  distant  places  from  persons  who  are  glad 
to  pay  for  them.  It  is  my  great  wish  to  be  able  to  print  more 
story  leaflets,  as  I  consider  them  of  the  greatest  importance  in 
the  education  of  the  young,  but  no  money  is  ever  given  us  for 
this  purpose.  When  the  boys  and  girls  bring  in  homeless  dogs 
and  cats,  they  are  always  glad  to  have  one  of  those  story  leaflets 
given  them,  and,  we  are  sure,  get  much  good  from  reading  them. 
I  have  given  a  number  of  stereopticon  and  other  talks  during 
the  year,  and  through  my  invitation  the  American  Humane 
Association,  which  is  a  federation  of  humane  societies  from

I  have  spoken  in  a  number  of  out-of-town  places,  and  have 
reason  to  believe  that  new  Animal  Rescue  Leagues  have  been 
formed  and  are  being  formed  through  the  influence  of  the 
Animal  Rescue  League  of  Boston.  Letters  are  received  from 
all  over  the  country  asking  for  information  about  the  establish- 
ment of  work  similar  to  ours. 


HEHBERSHIP  in  THE  LEAGUE. 

We  have  now  a  membership  of  2,840:  Sixty-six  Life  Members, 
474  Active  Members,  1,842  Associate  Members,  458  Junior 
Members. 

One  way  in  which  every  one  could  help  us  is  by  getting  new 
members  for  the  League.  I  wish  that  every  one  who  reads  this 
report  would  determine  to  get  at  least  one  new  member  and  one 
new  subscriber  to  our  League  paper.  It  does  not  seem  as  if  it 
could  be  a  very  difficult  matter  to  convince  some  one  person, 
who  perhaps  has  not  realized  the  need  of  our  work  before,  to 
think  of  all  the  service  the  horses,  dogs  and  even  the  cats  are 
constantly  rendering  us,  and  promise  to  devote  one  or  two 
dollars  yearly  to  reheve  their  suffering  and  support  a  society 
that  is  caring  for  them  every  hour  of  the  day  and  night. 

On  Thanksgiving  Day  we  had  ninety  dogs  in  our  kennels  and 
forty  cats;  on  Christmas,  seventy  dogs,  and  thirty  to  forty  cats; 


and  through 
the  holiday 
season  our 
stalls  at  Pine 
Ridge  were 
full  of  horses, 
happy  in  the 
good  care  and 
rest  they  were 
receiving  after 
years  of  unre- 
mitting toil.

Old  members  ^t  home  in  i 

drop  out,  I 

find,  not  through  indifference  to  the  cause,  but  through  for- 
getfidness.  A  few,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  believe  some  criticism 
made  against  us,  and  withdraw  their  help  without  taking  any 
pains  to  hear  both  sides  of  the  story. 

One  Saturday  recently,  some  one  who,  from  her  voice  heard 
over  the  telephone,  I  judged  to  be  a  woman  of  refinement  and 
education,  was  so  angry  because  we  refused  to  send  outside  of 
Boston  to  get  the  body  of  her  dead  cat,  that  she  informed  me 
we  should  be  losers  financially  by  this  refusal.  Our  matron 
had  that  morning  on  her  desk  a  list  of  fifty-nine  calls,  extending 
in  every  direction  throughout  Greater  Boston,  to  send  for  living 
animals,  dogs  and  cats,  some  of  them  in  suffering  condition,  and 
all  needing  to  be  cared  for  by  the  League  that  day. 

Few,  even  of  our  members,  realize  how  busy  we  are  here  at 
the  League.  For  example,  in  one  day  we  received  sixty-one 
telephone  messages  and  thirty-six  letters;  in  one  week,  533 
telephone  calls  and  303  letters.  In  one  day  recently  a  careful 
record  was  taken  of  visitors,  and  there  were  eighty-six.  Of 
these  forty-seven  came  to  see  the  animals;  twelve  brought  in 
animals;  eighteen  came  for  medical  advice;  nine  wanted  to 
take  animals.  We  average  about  sixty  visitors  a  day.  Think 
for  a  moment  of  sixty  visitors,  sixty-one  telephone  calls  and 


thirty-six  letters  to  be  attended  to,  each  visitor  averaging  a 
twenty  minutes'  stay.  When  there  is  such  a  constant  rush  of 
work,  our  members  and  friends  must  have  a  little  patience  with 
us  when  we  do  not  seem  as  accommodating  as  we  might. 


THE  ANNUAL  FAIR. 

After  the  heavy  expenses  of  the  summer,  when  so  many  home- 
less and  deserted  animals  are  brought  to  the  League,  and  so 
few  donations  or  membership  fees  come  in  to  help  us  meet 
these  expenses,  it  is  necessary  to  make  some  special  effort  to 
..fBise  a  considerable  sum  of  money.  We  are  well  aware  that 
t^  is  a  tax  upon  the  kindness  of  our  friends  to  join  with  us  in 
f'getting  up  a  fair  every  year,  but  something  must  be  done  and 
nothing  else  seems  as  promising  in  its  results;  so  we  keep  to 
this  method  of  raising  money,  and  de\^^*'<)ii^  first  Monday  and 
Tuesday  of  December  to  a  large  fair  in  v  -f  iey  Hall.  In  our 
1907  fair  we  had  sixteen  tables:  Boston  (Household  Table), 
Brookline,  Jamaica  Plain,  Milton  and  Canton,  Dedham,  Newton, 
Dorchester,  Cake,  Baby  Table,  Candy  and  Preserves,  Junior 
Members'  Directors'  Table,  Flower  Table,  Fish  Pond  and  Doll 
Table,  and  Mrs.  M.  F.  Blake  took  charge  of  the  caf^.  The  fair 
was  very  attractive  and  successful,  netting  the  League  $3,700. 
A  special  feature  was  a  doll  with  a  most  elaborate  and  beautiful 
wardrobe,  which  sold  in  two  hundred  shares,  at  one  dollar  each. 
This  doll  was  dressed  by  Miss  May  Russell  of  Brookline,  who 
took  charge  of  the  table  where  it  was  exhibited.

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COUNTRY  ANNEX  AND  HOME  OF  REST 

FOR  HORSES 


The  happiest  event  of  the  year  for  the  League  has  been  the 
realization  of  the  great  desire  which  I  expressed  in  my  annual 
report,  February  9,  1900,  eight  years  ago,  that  we  should  be 
able  to  start  a  Home  of  Rest  for  Horses  in  connection  with  our 
city  work.  At  a  later  meeting,  in  1902,  I  made  another  public 
appeal  for  it,  and  was  then  able  to  announce  that  I  had  had 
five  thousand  dollars  promised  the  League  for  this  special  pur- 
pose. Although  this  sum  was  not  all  that  we  needed  for  the 
ptirpose,  it  gave  us  encouragement  to  begin  to  look  for  a  suitable 
place.  It  was  necessary  to  have  it  near  enough  the  city,  so  that 
horses  could  be  led  or  driven  there  for  their  vacations,  and  as 
we  also  needed  it  for  an  annex  to  our  city  w^ork,  it  must  not  be 
too  far  to  take  out  our  overflow  of  dogs,  especially  the  large 
dogs,  that  needed  a  greater  space  than  we  could  give  them  in  the 
city  while  waiting  for  homes. 

I  looked  at  a  number  of  places,  limiting  the  distance  to  twelve 
miles,  and  found  it  very  difficult  to  get  such  a  place  as  I  had  in 
mind  within  that  distance,  at  the  price  we  wished  to  pay.  Other 
hindrances  arose,  and  while  I  never  for  one  moment  gave  up 
the  determination  to  have  a  Countrv  Annex  and  Home  of  Rest 
for  Horses,  there  were  times  when  the  way  looked  very  dark 
and  I  felt  depressed  almost  to  despair.  But,  as  the  old  proverb 
says,  "Everything  comes  in  time  to  him  who  can  wait,"  and 
on  the  eighteenth  of  March,  1907,  wc  found  a  place  for  sale  in 
Dedham  that  seemed  to  answer  our  requirements. 

The  next  question,  naturally,  was  the  money.  I  hoped  that 
the  promised  five  thousand  dollars  was  still  waiting  for  me  to 
claim,  but  of  course  I  could  not  be  sure.  I  wrote  the  next  day 
to  the  two  members  of  the  League  who  had  promised  it.     One 
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wrote  back  promptly  that  the  $2,500  she  had  promised  was 
waiting  and  ready  for  me,  and  I  thanked  God  for  that.  The 
other  wrote  that  she  had  given  all  she  had  to  give  for  such 
purposes  in  another  direction. 

In  order  to  secure  the  place,  six  thousand  dollars  must  be 
ready  at  a  given  time.  I  made  other  appeals,  and  thanks,  and 
forever  thanks,  to  the  generosity  of  the  comparatively  few  men 
and  women  to  whom  I  appealed,  we  got  the  six  thousand  dollars 
in  about  three  weeks,  and  the  place  was  secured  —  a  gift  from 
those  generous  donors. 

Then  we  needed  immediately  at  least  two  thousand  dollars 
for  fencing  and  repairs,  and  to  the  everlasting  credit  of  the 
members  of  the  League,  let  it  here  be  recorded  that,  in  answer 
to  a  circular  letter  I  sent  out  begging  each  member  to  give  one 
dollar,  we  received  in  the  neighborhood  of  two  thousand  dollars 
in  a  few  weeks,  more  than  half  the  members  of  the  League 
responding  to  the  call. 

A  heavy  wire  fencing,  six  feet  high,  was  placed  all  around 
the  fourteen  acres,  a  necessary  measure  for  safety;  the  bam 
was  fitted  up  commodiously ;  two  paddocks,  one  a  movable 
one,  were  fenced  in;  three  model  kennels  with  large  nms  for 
dogs  and  one  that  we  planned  for  cats,  should  we  need  it,  were 
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built.  The  hotise  was  in  good  repair,  but  a  delightfully  pleasant: 
ten-foot  veranda  was  added  to  the  front  of  it  by  Miss  Martha. 
C.  Codman. 

We  found  it  necessary  to  give  our  Home  of  Rest  for  Horses- 
a  distinctive  name,  and  as  the  beautiful  pine  trees  about  the 
house  and  bam  suggested  the  name  Pine  Ridge,  we  decided  to- 
take  the  name  Pine  Ridge,  which  covers  our  Country  Annex 
with  its  Home  of  Rest  for  Horses. 

The  Annex  was  not  entirely  ready  for  use  until  the  last  of 
August,  but  before  the  paddocks  were  fenced  in,  calls  began  to^ 
come  for  us  to  take  horses  for  rest,  and  on  July  10,  while  the 
carpenters  were  still  at  work  in  the  bam,  we  received  two  mares, 
Nellie  and  Black  Beauty,  who  were  greatly  in  need  of  rest. 
Nellie  was  lame  and  marked  with  many  cuts  and  bruises.  Her 
owner  let  her  out  to  a  man  who  used  her  very  badly.  When  he 
fotmd  this  out,  he  took  her  away  from  the  man  and  led  her  out. 
to  Pine  Ridge,  after  getting  our  permission  to  do  so.  Black 
Beauty  had  just  been  bought  in  an  auction  sale,  was  half  starved, 
nervous  and  irritable,  and  was  in  foal.  These  mares  improved 
rapidly.  Although  we  believed  Nellie's  lameness  to  be  in- 
curable, and  subsequent  events  proved  this  to  be  true,  she 
improved  so  much  that  her  owner,  after  leaving  her  with  us 
about  two  months,  took  her  back  to  work  in  the  city,  promising 
to  return  her  to  us  if  he  fotmd  that  she  went  lame  again  on  the 
city  streets.  He  kept  her  in  the  city  a  few  weeks,  but  returned 
her  October  6,  giving  her  up  to  us.  She  is  still  at  Pine  Ridge, 
and  is  getting  exercise  by  light  work,  going  to  and  from  the 
station  and  doing  the  marketing  for  the  Home.  I  have  told  in 
Our  Fourfooted  Friends  the  story  of  the  very  evident  joy  she 
felt  when  she  was  returned  to  us,  and  I  fear  I  have  not  space 
to  give  it  here,  although  I  would  much  like  to  do  so,  as  it  shows 
how  deeply  a  horse  can  appreciate  good  treatment  and  how  well 
she  remembers  where  she  got  it. 

On  August  6,  our  family  was  increased  by  the  birth  of  a  colt, 
the  image  of  her  mother,  Black  Beauty.  Black  Beauty  enjoyed 
our  Home  of  Rest  for  three  months,  and  then  came  back  to  the 
city,  where  she  has  been  working  this  winter.  Her  owner  brings 
her  to  call  on  us  at  Carver  Street  every  few  weeks,  and  she 
continues  in  good  condition,  though  not  quite  as  fat  as  when 
she  left  lis.     We  hope  to  give  her  another  vacation  at  Pine 
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Ridge  next 
summer,  and 
eventually 
she  will  be 
given  up  to 
us  when  her 
working  days 

It  would  be 
interesting,  I 
am  sure,  to 
all  who  read 
this  report,  if 
I  could  tell 
the  stories  of 
the    difTerent 

horses  we  have  received  there.  Our  stalls  have  been  filled.  We 
have  returned  in  greatly  improved  condition,  horses  belonging  to 
cab-drivers,  marketmen  and  expressmen.  Several  other  horses 
we  have  decided  never  ought  to  work  again,  and  we,  or  friends 
to  the  cause,  have  purchased  them.  These  horses,  with  two  ex- 
ceptions, we  have  given  a  happy  time  in  our  Home  for  a  month 
or  more,  and  then  had  them  killed,  as  we  do  not  think  it  is  right 
to  keep  such  horses  a  long  time  in  stalls  that  might  be  used 
for  helping  other  horses.  The  exceptions  to  this  have  been 
Nelhe,  as  before  mentioned,  and  Jesse,  a  horse  bought  because 
of  his  wretched  condition  by  a  member  of  the  League,  and  sent 
to  our  Home  of  Rest.  He  was  in  very  bad  hands,  half-starved, 
suffering  with  heaves,  kept  in  a  miserable  shelter,  and  as  be  was 
beginning  to  call  down  reproach  on  his  owner  he  was  doomed  to 
the  auction  room,  but  rescued  just  in  time  to  save  him  from  that 
fate.  He  has  improved  wonderfully  and,  while  he  would  never  be 
able  to  go  back  toanyregular  work,  he  is  useful  at  Pine  Ridge  in 
work  that  is  needed  about  the  place  and  in  going  to  the  village. 
One  other  permanent  inmate  we  have  there,  Fanny  B.,  Black 
Beauty's  daughter,  named  by  one  of  the  most  generous  sup- 
porters of  the  League  in  memory  of  a  mare  she  once  dearly  loved. 
Fanny  B.,  being  bom  at  Pine  Ridge,  was  presented  to  us  by  her 
grateful  owner.  She  is  a  beautiful  little  creature,  very  affectionate 
and  gentle,  and  we  do  not  feel  as  if  we  could  ever  part  with  her. 


One  thing  I  must  add  to  this  record  of  the  horses  we  have 
taken  to  Pine  Ridge:  A  horse  belonging  to  a  marketman 
came  with  the  reputation  of  being  a  bad  kicker.  He  was  en- 
tirely cured  of  kicking  by  the  kind  treatment  he  received  in  our 
Home  of  Rest,  and  has  never  kicked  since,  but  we  cannot  help 
beheving,  from  his  appearance,  that  he  is  not  well  nourished  or 
cared  for  in  the  stable  where  he  is  boarded,  and  after  he  returned 
to  the  city,  in  a  few  weeks  he  showed  the  effects  of  poor  food 
and  care.  laskedhisowner  why  he  did  not  put  him  in  another 
boarding  stable,  and  he  said  they  were  all  about  alike,  and  that 
where  a  man  could  not  afford  to  pay  the  highest  prices  and  fee 
the  hostlers,  it  was  next  to  impossible  to  get  a  horse  well 
cared  for. 

I  have  visited  Pine  Ridge  very  frequently  since  we  took  it 
into  our  possession,  and  I  can  truly  say  that  I  counl  among  the 
happiest  moments  of  my  life  the  hours  I  have  spent  there  watch- 
ing the  tired,  bruised,  lame  and  blind  horses  feeding  peacefully 
in  the  paddocks,  rolling  in  the  soft  grass,  or  standing  under  the 
trees     enjoy- 
ing the  privi- 
lege of  fresh 
air   and   per- 
fect rest.  The 
different 
ways  in  which 
they    show 
their  appreci- 
ation of  their 
vacation  take 
them  off  the 
plane  of  ma- 
chines, where 
they    are   so 
often  placed,  J^^^^'  February,  1908

clear  to  any  observer  the  capacity  they  possess  for  affection, 

gratitude  and  enjoyment. 

Another  pleasing  sight  that  I  have  greatly  enjoyed  is  when 
the  dogs  we  had  out  there  in  the  summer  were  given  the  free- 
dom of  the  whole  extent  of  our  fourteen  acres.     They  have  a 
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large  run  of  their  own,  but  they  like  a  larger  run,  and  often 
when  I  went  out  there  I  asked  the  caretaker  to  open  their  gate 
and  let  them  free.  It  always  gave  me  great  pleasure,  when  the 
gate  was  opened,  to  see  them  come  trooping  out  with  boimds 
and  leaps,  and,  dashing  at  me  for  a  brief  salutation,  go  flying 
by  into  the  oak  grove,  where,  like  a  pack  of  happy,  frolicking 
■children,  they  raced  in  and  out  among  the  trees,  the  yellow  of 


the  collies  and  the  white  of  the  setters  prominent,  as  they  (lashed 
through  the  woods  out  of  sight  into  the  little  valley  over  the 
hill  that  borders  Jenny's  Lane. 

A  visitor  at  Pine  Ridge  was  shocked  to  see  several  very 
wretched -loo  king  horses  there  —  lame  and  blind  and  old  —  but 
she  was  not  there  long  enough  to  get  their  histories.  In  each 
case  we  took  the  horse  to  Pine  Ridge  because  we  could  not  get 
possession  of  him  in  any  other  way.  By  giving  these  horses  a 
few  weeks  of  rest  and  good  care  we  satisfied  their  owners  that 
they  were  beyond  work,  and  after  these  few  weeks  of  peace 
and  comfort,  which  I  am  sure  no  one  could  begrudge  them,  we 
had  them  mercifully  put  to  rest,  in  order  to  make  room  for  other 
applicants  who  needed  our  care.  Four  such  horses  that  were 
sent  to  us  were  willingly  given  up  to  the  League,  without  cost, 
when  their  time  of  rest  was  over.

In  a  quiet  comer,  quite  apart  from  the  paddocks  and  the 
kennels  and  the  street,  where  no  one  could  possibly  object, 
there  is  a  lovely  spot,  most  picturesque,  with  rocks,  bushes, 
cedar  trees  and  pines,  and  there  we  have  a  little  cemetery  for 
the  pet  animals  of  those  who  cannot  bear  to  have  the  body 
of  a  loved  member  of  their  household,  although  only  a  dog  or 
a  cat,  thrown  away  like  a  piece  of  old  rubbish.  Already  ten 
bodies  have  been  laid  there,  among  them  three  that  were  very 
dear  to  me.  Our  little  blind  Fairy,  who  was  admired  and 
loved  by  so  many  League  visitors,  died  in  April,  and  is  buried 
there  in  a  group  of  cedars,  Paris,  London  and  Edinburgh  have 
cemeteries  for  animals,  I  am  told  there  is  one  in  Hartsdale. 
N.Y. ;  and  I  can  see  no  reason  why  we  should  think  it  anymore

foolish  or  sentimental  to  have  a  burial-place  for  a  dog  or  a  cat 
who  has  been  a  good,  faithful  and  loving  companion  to  us, 
never  deceiving  us  or  giving  us  one  pang  until  we  had  to  grieve 
for  his  loss,  than  for  some  human  being  whose  life  has  been  such 
that  the  only  fueling  at  his  death  is  one  of  relief. 

The  poets,  I  think,  get  nearer  to  the  truth  than  those  who 
pride  themselves  on  their  lack  of  sentiment,  for  they  go  to  the 
heart  of  things,  they  get  below  the  surface,  and  some  of  the 
greatest  poets  have  buried  their  dogs  with  sorrow  and  tears,  and 
written  beautiful  verses  about  them.  BjTon's  verse  on  this 
subject  is  so  good  that  it  will  bear  frequent  repetition: 


When  some  proud  son  of  man  returns  to  earth, 
Unknown  to  glory,  but  upheld  by  birth, 
The  sculptor's  art  exhausts  the  pomp  of  woe, 
And  storied  urns  record  who  rests  below. 
When  all  is  done  upon  the  tomb  is  seen 
Not  what  he  was,  but  what  he  should  have  been. 
But  the  poor  dog,  in  life  the  firmest  friend. 
The  first  to  welcome,  foremost  to  defend, 
Whose  honest  heart  is  still  his  master's  own, 
Who  labors,  fights,  lives,  breathes  for  him  alone. 


Ye  who  perchance  behold  this  simple  urn. 
Pass  on,  —  it  honors  none  you  wish  to  rao 
To. mark  a  friend's  remains  these  stones  ar 
I  never  knew  but  one  —  and  here  he  lies. 


Robert  Southey  wrote  in  his  poem  "  On  the  Death  of  a  Favorite 
Old  Spaniel": 

But  fare  thee  welll     Mine  is  no  narrow  creed; 
And  He  who  gave  thee  being  did  not  frame 
The  mystery  of  life  to  be  the  sport 
Of  merciless  man.     There  is  another  world 
For  all  that  live  and  move  —  a  better  onel 
Where  the  proud  bipeds  who  would  fain  confine 
Infinite  Goodness  to  the  little  bounds 
Of  their  own  charity  may  envy  thee. 


As  I  walked  down  the  pathway  leading  to  Pine  Ridge  Ceme- 
tery one  beautiful  day  last  June,  followed  by  two  men  carrying 


a  box  in  which  was  the  body  of  a  cocker  spaniel,  sent  by  one 
who  had  loved  him,  to  be  buried  in  some  spot  I  should  select, 
this  verse  from  "In  Memoriam"  suddenly  came  into  my  mind, 
which  seemed  so  appropriate  that  I  wished  it  might  be  written 
on  a  little  headstone  and  placed  over  the  grave: 

That  nothing  walks  with  aimless  feet, 

That  not  one  life  shall  be  destroyed. 

Or  cast  as  rubbish  to  the  void. 
When  God  has  made  the  pile  complete. 

I  should  like  to  add  a  few  more  quotations  from  well-known 
authors,  to  give  courage  to  those  who  feel  as  they  did,  but  have 
not  dared  to  express  their  feelings.  Those  who  have  not  already 
done  so  should  read  the  whole  of  Matthew  Arnold's  beautiful 
poem  entitled  "Geist's  Grave,"  beginning  with  these  verses: 

Pour  years!  —  and  did'st  thou  stay  above 
The  ground  which'hides  thee  now,  but  four? 

And  all  that  life,  and  all  that  love. 
Were  crowded,  Geist!  into  ho  more? 

That  loving  heart,  that  patient  soul, 

Had  they,  indeed  no  longer  span. 
To  run  their  course,  and  reach  their  goal. 

And  read  their  homily  to  man? 


The  elder  D'Israeli  wrote  in  an  epitaph  to  his  Newfoundland 
dog.  Max: 

Domestic  friend,  companion  of  all  houisl 

Our  vacant  terraces  and  silent  bowers 
No  more  repeat  thy  name,  and  by  this  um 
Not  to  love  dogs  too  well  we  sadly  learn. 

Wordsworth,  Sir  Walter  Scott,  Governor  Hoffmann,  and  many 
other  men  of  note,  have  expressed  in  poetry  and  in  prose  the 
love  they  felt  for  their  fourfooted  friends,  and  it  seems  to  me 
a  sign  of  weakness,  rather  than  of  strength  of  mind,  when  a 
man  or  woman  speaks  slightingly  of  such  affection. 

Only  those  who  have  known  and  loved  dogs  can  appreciate 
these  words  of  Governor  Hoffman  : 

"He  was  only  a  dog,  but  he  was  refined  and  gentle;  loving  and 
aflEectionate  as  a  child,  faithful  and  true  as  the  best  of  women. 
He  was  nearly  human,  but  not  near  enough  to  have  any  of  the 
imperfections  of  humanity." 


PURCHASE  OF  OLD  HORSES. 

Although  we  have  a  Home  of  Rest  for  Horses,  this  has  not 
interfered  at  all  with  the  work  we  have  been  doing  in  the  past, 
of  piu'chasing  old  horses  unfit  for  work  and  having  them  killed. 
Dr.  Frank  Sullivan,  our  veterinary  doctor,  continues  to  watch 
the  auction-rooms  and  certain  sales -stables,  and  secure  horses 
that  otherwise  might  fall  into  the  hands  of  men  who  would  buy 
them  for  a  pitiful  sum  and  work  them  to  death.  We  have 
bought  seventy-five  horses  during  the  last  year  out  of  our  Horse 
Fund,  which  is  money  given  us  for  this  special  purpose,  and  the 
doctor  has  taken  a  number  of  others  without  paying,  but  since 
the  Statute  which  the  Animal  Rescue  League  and  the  Massa- 
chusetts Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals  got 
enacted  in' April,  1906,  there  have  been  fewer  of  these  old  horses 
at  auction,  although  many  of  them  are  still  to  be  found  in  out-of- 
the-way  places,  where  they  are  traded  from  one  man  to  another 
and  worked  imtil  they  can  no  longer  stand. 

We  are  getting  hold  of  some  of  these  cases  through  our  Horn" 
of  Rest  for  Horses,  one  of  the  most  pitiful  of  which  was  that  of 
an  old  gray  horse,  totally  blind  and  with  an  incurable  sore  on 
his  ankle.  A  poor  man  who  was  no  judge  of  horses  bought  him, 
and  had  kept  him  for  one  year,  trying  to  work  him  and  taking 
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the  best  care  of  him  he  knew  how;  then  he  brought  him  to  the 
League,  begging  us  to  put  him  out  at  Pine  Ridge  and  see  if  he 
could  not  be  helped.  Out  of  pity  for  the  horse  and  his  owner 
we  gave  him  six  weeks  of  kind  care  and  treatment  in  our  Home 
of  Rest,  at  the  end  of  which  time  we  convinced  his  owner  that 
the  horse  could  never  be  fit  for  work  again.  We  paid  this  poor 
man  for  the  horse,  although  we  knew  he  could  not  have  got 
half  what  we  paid  if  he  had  put  the  animal  up  at  auction,  but 
we  were  convinced  that  the  man  had  tried  to  take  the  best  care 
he  could  of  his  horse,  and,  as  he  had  a  large  family  of  small 
children,  we  were  glad  to  give  him  so  much  to  encourage  him 
to  come  to  us  again  instead  of  selling  to  some  unprincipled 
dealer  for  what  he  could  get.  Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Sullivan 
he  has  bought  a  much  better  horse,  and  has  joined  our  Horses' 
Aid  Association. 


Doctor  had  to  purchase  in  order  to  secure  him.  He  had  been 
worked  until  within  two  weeks  of  the  purchase.  He  was  carried 
to  Pine  Ridge,  but  was  in  such  bad  condition  he  was  put  to  death 
after  he  had  been  given  every  care  and  attention  possible. 


Borden  of  Providence,  R.I.,  promised  to  give  money  for  six 
prizes  to  be  given  to  men  joining  this  association  who  kept  the 
rules  of  the  association,  the  prizes  being  given  out  according 
to  the  way  in  which  their  horses  had  been  cared  for  and  improved 
during  the  year.  The  prizes  last  year  were  given  — first  prize, 
(20  to  John  Maloney,  whose  stand  is  at  Park  Square,  from 
three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  to  two  in  the  morning;  the  second 
prize,  $15  to  John  Hurley,  whose  stand  is  at  84  Boylston  Street, 
from  eleven  in  the  forenoon  to  eleven  in  the  evening.  We  were 
not  quite  satisfied  with  the  reports  from  other  men  and  only 
these  two  prizes  were  awarded.  Added  to  the  two  names  just 
given,  we  now  have  six  cab-drivers  —  James  H.  Higgins,  stand 
opposite  Tremont  Theatre,  from  noon  until  eight  o'clock  in  the 
evening;  William  Cook,  stand  at  149  Tremont  Street,  opposite 
West,  all  day;  Oscar  A.  Pike,  stand  at  774  Washington  Street, 
nine  p.m.  to  six  a.m.;  Edward  H.  Kelly,  stand  comer  Boylston 
and  Tremont  Streets  —  who  have  joined  the  association  this  year 
and  whom  we  specially  recommend  to  our  members. 

We  have  had  two  meetings  this  winter  at  Carver  Street,  on 
Simday  afternoons,  which  were  very  pleasant  and  informal, 
and  we  propose  to  hold  these  meetings  once  a  month  until 
summer.  The  prizes  were  given  out  the  first  of  September  of 
last  year,  and  will  be  given  at  the  same  time  this  year.  The 
pledge  which  the  men  sign  is  as  follows; 

I,  having  become  a  member  of  the  Horses'  Aid  Association, 
do  hereby  promise  to  try  to  keep  these  rules  for  the  kind  care  of 
borses  that  I  may  own  or  drive. 

1.  Never  to  buy  a  horse  too  old  to  work  comfortably,  or  too 

light  weight  for  my  work. 

2.  Never  to  sell  a  horse  that  is  too  old  to  work,  or  a  sick  horse. 
3-   To  use  a  whip  as  little  as  possible,  and  never  to  kick  a  horse. 

4.  To  speak  kindly  to  the  horse  I  drive,  and  never  to  shout 

or  swear  at  him. 

5.  To  see  that  he  is  well  fed  and  has  water  as  often  as  he  needs  it. 

6.  To.see  that  hu  shoes  fit  and  that  his  feet  are  in  good  condition. 


To  see  that  he  has  a  comfortable  bit  that  suits  his  mouth. 

To  see  that  his  mouth  or  teeth  are  not  sore. 

To  see  that  he  is  rubbed  down  morning  and  night  and  does 

not  stand  with  stones  in  his  feet. 
Not  to  keep  him  in  any  stable  where  he  cannot  have  a 

comfortable  stall,  wide  enough  to  lie  down  in,  and  good 

clean  bedding  to  lie  on. 
Never  to  overload  him. 

To  drive  slowly  up  hill  and  not  run  the  horse  down  hill. 
To  see  th^t  my  wagon  or  carriage  wheels  are  greased. 
To  see  that  the  stall  is  cleaned  out  every  morning. 
Never  to  Use  a  tight  over-check  rein. 
Never  -to  use  a  docked-tailed  horse  if  I  can  avoid  it. 
Never  to  drive  a  sick  horse. 
To  blanket  my  horse  in  winter,  when  he  is  standing  on  the 

street  or  in  the  stable. 
To  treat  my  horse  as  I  would  like  to  be  treated  myself  if  I 

were  to  be  turned  into  a  horse. 
To  try  to  stop  cruelty  to  any  living  thing,  wherever  and 

whenever  I  see  it. 


Men  joining  this  association  are  expected  to  bring  their  horses 
to  51  Carver  Street,  once  a  month,  for  examination. 


this  work — which  we  started  as  a  purely  local  undertaking — or 
the  great  amount  of  good  that  the  League  has  done,  not  only  in 
Greater  Boston,  but  through  its  wide -spreading  influence  all 
over  this  country. 

It  is  a  broad  work,  and  we  do  not  mean  to  draw  the  line  at 
any  good  thing  we  see  that  might  be  done  to  benefit  our  four- 
footed  friends.  And  so,  we  are  undertaking  a  new  plan  of  a 
Model  Boarding  Stable  for  horses.  This  idea  has  been  weighing 
heavily  on  me  for  a  ye^  or  more,  but  I  knew  it  was  not  wise  to 
suggest  it  until  our  Country  Annex  was  an  assured  fact.  Perhaps 
I  should  not  have  ventured  to  suggest  it  in  such  a  time  as  this, 
had  I  not  heard  and  seen  so  much  that  convinced  me  of  the  great 
need  of  it,  through  horses  that  have  come  to  Pine  Ridge  to  be 
rested  and  put  in  condition  for  work,  and  through  accounts 
given  me,  not  by  one,  but  by  many  men  owning  one  or  more  horses 
that  they  keep  in  boarding  stables.  I  have  consulted  men 
whose  word  could  be  vouched  for,  men  who  have  had  their 
horses  nearly  ruined  by  lack  of  care.  In  one  stable,  the  man  in 
charge,  I  am  told,  threw  in  a  double  quantity  of  food,  such  as  it 
was,  to  each  horse  on  Saturday  night,  then  the  stable  was  locked 
up  until  Sunday  afternoon,  these  horses  having  no  water  given 
them  for  hours.  In  another  stable,  the  hostler  stole  the  oats 
and  sold  them.  In  another,  and  in  many  others,  I  fear,  no 
care  whatever  is  taken  to  see  that  the  horses  have  water.  If 
they  happen  to  go  to  the  trough  in  the  stable  while  their  stall 
is  being  cleaned,  well  and  good.  If  another  horse  pushes  them 
away,  or  if  they  are  not  thirsty  at  that  particular  moment, 
it  may  be  their  last  chance  all  day  to  get  water. 

As  for  hay  and  oats,  I  cannot  say  too  much  about  the  criminal 
carelessness  of  owners  of  horses  who  buy  these  necessities  any- 
where, and  do  not  know  or  take  pains  to  understand  what  they 
may  be  very  coarse  and  dry,  and 
the  horse  must  eat  it  or  starve. 
husks,  but  they  are  given  just  the 
dat  we  see  so  many  thin  horses  on 
inger  to  do  their  work. 


The  stables  where  any  provision  is  made  for  fire  are  extremely 
few.  Perhaps  there  may  be  three  in  this  city,  but  I  doubt  it. 
Men  are  allowed  to  smoke  while  about  their  stable  work,  and 
fires  in  stables  are  of  frequent  occurrence. 

A  model  stable  would  have  the  best  quality  of  hay  and  oats; 
provision  for  water  in  every  stall;  a  fire  escape,  and  hoods  made 
to  draw  over  the  horses'  heads  and  fastened  up  in  the  stalls,  as 
a  life-preserver  is  put  in  every  stateroom  of  a  steamer. 

A  model  stable  would  have  a  humane  and  trustworthy  manager, 
who  understands  and  loves  horses  and  sees  that  every  horse  in 
the  stable  has  the  care  that  particular  horse  needs.  Horses 
differ  in  their  needs.  Some  need  more  water  than  others,  and 
want  it  at  different  times;  some  need  different  food  —  all  should 
not  be  treated  alike. 

A  hostler  who  shouts  and  swears  at  the  horses  would  never 
be  allowed  in  a  model  stable.  The  horses  boarded  in  a  model 
stable  should  have  their  feet  well  brushed  out  every  night,  and 
they  should  have  their  teeth  examined  because,  often,  their 
owners  or  drivers  do  not  know  enough  about  the  care  of  a  horse 
to  attend  to  these  important  matters.  The  manager  of  a 
model  stable  would  tell  the  men  who  place  their  horses  in  the 
stable  if  the  harness  does  not  fit  the  horse,  and  see  that  the 
collars  and  the  bits  are  well  fitting. 

These  are  a  few  of  the  things  that  we  shall  try  to  do  if  we 
carry  out  our  plan  of  a  model  stable,*  and  we  shall  try  to  get 
the  drivers  together  in  classes  to  learn  about  the  right  treat- 
ment of  their  horses.  One  such  stable  in  a  city  would,  I  firmly 
believe,  not  only  build  up  and  keep  in  good  condition  a  consider- 
able number  of  working  horses,  but  be  an  example  which  other 
stables  would  be  sure  to  follow,  in  this  and  in  other  cities,  and 
this,  I  am  sure,  is  a  practical  way  of  helping  the  hardworking 
horses  of  hardworking  men. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  thank  with  a  grateful  heart  all  who 
have  helped  us  in  the  various  branches  of  our  work,  and  beg  you 
to  continue  to  help  us.  Seeing  so  clearly  the  great  need  there 
is  to  carry  on  and  maintain  work  which  will  lessen  the  suffering 
of  our  fourfooted  friends  and  helpers,  and  not  being  able  to  carry 
on  such  a  work  alone,  what  else  can  I  do  but  beg  and  implore

the  misery  they  endure  on  themselves  as  so  many  human  beings 
have,  who  are  innocent  sufferers,  deserving  our  care  and  pro- 
tection? And  so  I  ask  you  once  more  to  stand  with  me  and 
help  the  League  in  its  efforts  to  build  up  a  large  and  practical 
work  that  will  be  widely  felt.  I  shall  work  for  this  cause  as 
long  as  I  have  any  strength  left  to  speak  or  to  write,  and  I 
count  on  all  who  have  any  sympathy  for  suffering  animals  to 
give  me  strength  and  courage,  by  cheering  words  and  such 
financial  assistance  as  they  can  give. 

The  measure  of  our  sympathy  is  not  what  we  feel  or  what 
we  say,  but  what  we  do.  Anna  Harris  Smith. 


PRIZE  HEDALS. 

The  Lincoln  medals,  given  annually  by  Mrs.  Roland  C.  Lincohi, 
were  presented  by  Mrs.  Lincoln  at  our  public  meeting,  January 
28.  The  first  medal  went  to  James  Corbett,  25  Coleman  Street, 
Dorchester,  for  carrying  a  cat  that  he  found  badly  wounded 
near  Mattapan  a  mile  and  a  half  to  his  house,  and  trying  to 
restore  her  to  good  condition,  and  finding  that  she  was  too 
badly  injured,  bringing  her  to  the  League;  for  preventing  boys 
from  throwing  kittens  into  the  water  from  a  bridge  near  Massa- 
chusetts Avenue;  for  watching  until  he  succeeded  in  catching 
some  Italian  boys,  who  were  trapping  birds;  for  building  bird 
houses  in  the  summer  and  putting  them  in  the  trees;  and  for 
forming  a  band  of  mercy  of  his  own  accord,  numbering  fifty-two 
boys,  and  holding  meetings  with  them  in  his  home  occasionally 
through  the  year. 

The  second  medal  was  given  to  Paul  Goodhue,  22  Cross  Street, 
Charlestown,  who  has  taken  many  journeys  from  Charlestown 
to  Boston,  bringing  to  the  Animal  Rescue  League  homeless 
cats  and  dogs  that  he  found  in  his  neighborhood,  or  wherever  he 
happened  to  be,  coming  sometimes  quite  late  in  the  evening 
with  these  unfortunates.

BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE   I. 

The  League  shall  consist  of  Life,  Active,  Associate  and  Junior  Mem- 
bers. Any  person  may  become  a  Life  Member  by  paying  to  the  League 
at  one  time  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  an  Active  Member  by  pay- 
ing to  the  League  for  each  year  of  membership  the  sum  of  five  dollars, 
or  an  Associate  Member  by  paying  to  the  League  for  each  year  of  mem- 
bership the  simi  of  one  dollar;  and  any  minor  may  become  a  Jtmior 
Member  by  paying  to  the  League  for  each  year  of  membership  during 
minority  any  stun  not  less  than  ten  cents.  Any  person  may  contribute 
any  additional  stun  or  sums  at  any  time  for  the  purposes  of  the  League. 

ARTICLE   II. 

There  shall  be  an  annual  assessment  of  all  active  Members  of  five 
dollars,  and  of  all  Associate  Members  of  one  dollar,  and  of  all  Junior 
Members  of  twenty-five  cents.  Associate  Members  and  Junior  Members 
shall  have  no  right  to  vote.  The  Board  of  Directors  may  at  any  meet- 
ing, by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  entire  Board,  terminate  the  membership 
of  any  person  when  they  deem  such  action  to  be  for  the  best  interest  of 
the  League.  All  resignations  must  be  made  in  writing,  on  or  before  the 
last  day  of  December,  addressed  to  the  Secretary;  and  any  resignation 
made  subsequently  thereto  shall  not  discharge  the  member  presenting 
it  from  his  assessment  for 'the  ensuing  year.  Such  resignation  shall 
operate  as  an  assignment  and  release  to  the  League  of  all  interest  in 
its  property. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  officers  of  the  League  shall  consist  of  a  President,  six  Vice- 
Presidents,  a  Treasurer,  Secretary,  and  a  Board  of  fifteen  Directors,  of 
which  Board  the  President,  first  Vice-President,  Treastu^r  and  Sec- 
retary shall  be  members  ex-of/iciis.  None  but  a  Life  or  Active  Member 
shall  be  eligible  to  any  office. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Annual  meetings  of  the  League  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday 
of  February  in  each  year,  at  such  hotu*  and  place  as  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors may  determine,  for  the  election  of  officers,  by  ballot,  and  the  trans- 
action of  any  other  business  that  may  then  be  presented.  Special 
business  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  at  any  time,  and 
shall  be  called  whenever  requested  by  a  majority  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  or  by  twenty  Life  or  Active  Members,  but  no  business  shall 
be  transacted  at  any  special  meeting  unless  notice  thereof  is  contained 
in  the  call.  At  all  business  meetings  of  the  League,  twenty  members. 
Life  or  Active,  shall   constitute  a  quorum,  and   each  Life  and    Active 
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Member  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote.  Absent  members  may  vote  by 
proxy  dtily  filed  with  the  Secretary.  Notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
all  business  meetings  shall  be  given  by  the  Secretary,  or,  in  case  of 
his  absence,  inability  or  refusal  to  act,  by  some  one  of  the  Directors,  to 
each  member  at  least  one  week  in  advance,  mailed  to  his  or  her  ad- 
dress  as  the  same  appears  upon  the  books  of  the  League.  Meetings  for 
reports,  addresses  and  discussions  may  be  held  from  time  to  time  as 
the  Board  of  Directors  may  determine,  and  to  these  the  public  generally 
may  be  invited 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer  and  Secretary  shall  have 
the  duties  usually  pertaining  to  their  respective  offices.  The  business  of 
the  League  shall  be  carried  on  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  who  shall 
annually  elect  from  their  number  an  Executive  Committee  of  three  or 
five  members.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  charge,  subject  to 
the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  of  the  active  work  of  the 
League,  and  may  appoint,  define  the  duties  of,  and  remove  at  pleasure, 
all  officers,  agents  and  servants  other  than  those  named  in  Article  III. 
The  Board  of  Directors,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  entire  Board,  may 
remove  any  officer,  agent  or  servant,  and  by  a  majority  vote  of  those 
present  and  voting  may  fill  any  vacancy  occurring  in  any  office.  The 
Board  of  Directors  shall  meet  at  such  times  as  they  may  determine,  or 
at  the  call  of  the  President,  upon  not  less  than  three  days'  written 
notice  to  the  address  of  each  Director,  as  the  same  appears  upon  the 
books  of  the  League.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  least 
once  in  each  month,  upon  such  days  and  upon  such  notice  as  it  may  by 
vote  determine.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  five  mem- 
bers shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  at  all  meetings  of  the  Executive 
Committee  a  majority  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE   VI. 

No  bills  shall  be  contracted  on  behalf  of  the  League  beyond  the 
amount  of  money,  otherwise  unappropriated,  which  is  at  the  time  ac- 
tually in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer.  The  Treasurer  shall  pay  out  no 
money  except  upon  written  vouchers  approved  in  writing  by  the  Presi- 
dent or  some  one  Director  other  than  himself. 

ARTICLE    VII. 

The  League  shall  have  a  corporate  sea  of  such  design  as  may  be 
prescribed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  League  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  Life  and  Active  Members  present,  provided  notice 
of  the  proposed  amendment  has  been  given  in  the  call  of  the  meeting.

WHAT  THE  LAW  SAYS. 

From  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Massachusetts. 

Chap.  212,  Section  70. —  Whenever  an  owner,  possessor,  or  person 
having  the  charge  or  custody  of  an  animal,  cruelly  drives  or  works  it 
when  unfit  for  labor,  or  CRUELLY  ABANDONS  it,  or  carries  it,  or 
causes  it  to  be  carried,  in  or  upon  a  vehicle,  or  otherwise,  in  an  un- 
necessarily cruel  or  inhuman  manner,  or  knowingly  and  wilfully 
authorizes  or  permits  it  to  be  subjected  to  -unnecessary  torture,  suffer- 
ing or  cruelty  of  any  kind  ....  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  for 
not  more  than  one  year,  or  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  two  himdred 
and  fifty '  dollars,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.

TENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  Animal  Rescue  League  was  organized  in  Park  Street 
Chapel,  Tuesday,  February  7, 1899,  —  ten  years  ago.  Ten  years  is 
a  long  time  or  a  short  time,  as  one  may  regard  it.  There  is  time 
for  growth  and  time  for  failure  in  ten  years,  but  I  hope  that  the 
progress  of  the  League  has  not  disappointed  any  who  were  with 
us  at  our  first  meeting,  or  who  joined  us  as  members  that  first 
experimental  year. 

We  started  with  1 10  members  and  about  $1 .200.  At  the  close 
of  fhe  first  year  we  had  653  members  and  had  received  and  spent 
a  little  over  three  thousand  dollars.  Now,  at  the  close  of  the 
tenth  year,  we  have  2,952  members  (I  am  sorry  I  cannot  say 
three  thousand)  and  our  expenditures  during  the  last  year,  not 
counting  the  $7,500  we  paid  on  our  debt,  or  the  expense  of  the 
boarding  stable,  the  purchase  of  old  horses,  the  dog  ambulance 
and  pair  of  horses  connected  with  it,  and  Pine  Ridge,  our  Country 
Annex,  are  $15,482,  which  is  less  than  four  times  as  much  as 
we  spent  the  first  year.  Now,  as  we  have  taken  care  of  nearly 
eight  times  as  many  animals  as  we  did  the  first  year,  our  record 
being  20,100,  and  as  this  number  includes  4,550  dogs,  making  our 
account  for  food  much  larger  than  it  was  that  first  year,  when  the 
animals  we  received  were  principally  cats,  I  think  I  may  safely 
claim  that  the  amount  we  are  now  spending  is  only  proportionate 
to  the  increase  of  the  work  and  that  we  have  conducted  the  work 
during  this  tenth  year  of  our  existence  as  economically  and  care- 
fully as  we  did  at  the  beginning. 

As  I  have  just  said,  our  record  of  animals  received  this  year  has 
been  20,100,  including  4,550  dogs.  15,330  cats  and  kittens,  158 
horses,  and  62  birds  and  smaller  animals.  I  am  not  including  in 
this  number  the  63  horses  that  we  have  boarding  in  our  stable. 


improvement  in  them  has  been  remarkable. 

We  were  occupying  one  house  ten  years  ago,  but  were  crowded 
for  space  before  the  year  had  ended.  We  are  now  using  five 
houses  and  a  stable  in  the  city,  and  a  house,  stable,  and  kennels  at 
Pine  Ridge,  our  Country  Annex  and  Home  of  Rest  for  Horses  in 
Dedham;  and  we  could  use  more  room  if  we  had  it,  that  is,  we 
should  be  very  thankful  indeed  if  the  money  came  in  sufficiently 
to  allow  us  to  establish  branches  in  different  parts  of  the  city  and 
in  some  of  the  suburbs  which  would  relieve  the  pressure  of  our 
work  somewhat  at  Carver  Street  and  would  be  the  means  of 
taking  out  of  their  misery  many  more  cats  and  kittens,  par- 
ticularly from  the  tenement-house  districts. 

We  had  three  employees  the  first  year;  this  year  we  have 
twelve,  not  counting  the  caretaker  at  Pine  Ridge  or  the  men  at 
the  boarding  stable.  Including 
these,  we  have  twenty-five,  and 
so  it  seems  clear  that  our  work 
has  been  greatly  needed,  other- 
wise there  would  not  have  been 
such  growth,  and  that  the  in- 
crease of  expenditure  has  not 
been  more  than  proportionate 
with  the  growth  of  the  work. 

As   soon    as    the    League  was 

started  we  were   called   upon  to 

send   for   dogs   and   cats    in  the 

FOUND  STARVING  '^^^^  ^""^    ^°   ^^^    Hcar   suburbs. 

Our    first    plan   was    simply   to 

have  a  place  to  which  such  animals  could  be  brought,  but  we 

soon  recognized  the  fact  that  we  could  save  a  great  many  more 

animals  if  we  would  send  for  them,  so  we  began  to  respond  to 

as  many  calls  as  our  limited  help  admitted.     As  we  have  gone 

on  with  the  work,  the  calls  —  I  might  say  demands —  upon  us 

to  send  for  animals  have  greatly  increased. 

In  looking  over  the  order  slips  on  the  matron's  desk  recently, 
I  found  we  were  called  upon  that  day  to  send  to  Medford,  West 
Medford,   Somerville,    Watertown,   Charlestown,    East   Boston, 


Cambridge,  South  Boston,  Dorchester,  and  Roxbury,  besides  a 
number  of  calls  that  must  be  made  in  the  city.  The  fact  that  we 
try  to  send  our  men  for  dogs  and  cats  when  requested  to  do  so  is 
taken  advantage  of,  and  persons  Hving  at  a  distance  who  might 
bring  or  send  the  animal  themselves  often  ask  us  to  send  a  man 
on  what  may  be  a  three  hours'  trip  to  get  a  cat  or  kitten,  then 
wonder,  and  sometimes  are  offended  with  us,  because  we  ask 
them  to  pay  the  car  fares  and  a  small  sum  besides  and  because 
we  cannot  send  immediately. 

If  dogs  or  cats  belonging  to  no  one  are  brought  in  to  us  by 
any  one  who  is  kind  enough  to  take  that  trouble,  we  ask  no  fee. 
If  the  animal  is  brought  by  the  owner,  who  wishes  to  get  rid  of  it, 
we  think  it  no  more  than  right  to  ask  such  persons  a  small  fee. 
If  we  send  for  these  animals,  it  certainly  seems  as  if  all  who  are 
able  to  pay  ought  to  be  willing  to  give  the  small  amount  we  ask 
for  this  work. 

Our  men  go  to  many  places  every  week  where  the  people  are 
too  poor  to  pay  even  car  fares,  and  at  such  places  they  are  in- 
structed to  take  the  dog  or  cat  without  any  payment  being 


There  is  nothing  new  to  report  about  the  conditions  of  our 
work.  The  superstition  that  it  is  bad  luck  to  take  your  cat  with 
you  when  you  move  is  hard  to  kill,  as  all  superstitions  are,  so  cats 
are  still  cruelly  deserted  even  when  they  have  little  families  of 
kittens  to  suffer  with  them.  The  most  encouraging  feature  of  our 
work  is  the  increasing  number  of  children  who  bring  us  deserted 
dogs,  cats,  and  kittens,  some  of  them  braving  the  scorn  and 
persecution  of  boys  who  are  depraved  enough  to  enjoy  cruelty. 
I  could  tell  you  of  acts  of  fiendish  cruelty  that  have  been  reported 
to  me,  and  could  describe  the  dreadful  condition  of  animals,  par- 
ticularly cats  and  kittens,  that  have  been  picked  up  half  alive  and 
brought  to  us,  proving  these  deeds  of  cruelty,  but  no  one  wishes 
to  hear  such  stories  and  I  shall  not  repeat  them.  Yet  I  cannot 
help  wishing  that  all  those  who  think  it  more  merciful  to  give  cats, 
kittens,  dogs,  and  puppies  away  to  anybody  who  will  take  them 
rather  than  to  have  them  killed  could  see  and  hear  how  much 
misery  is  inflicted  on  these  animals  and  what  risks  are  run  in 
giving  them  away. 

I  say  again,  and  say  it  from  painful  knowledge  of  the  suffering 
I  have  seen,  that  death  is  often  the  least  of  evils  for  our  four- 
footed  friends,  and  I  can  entirely  enter  into  the  feelings  of  any 
man  or  woman  who  comes  to  the  League  with  a  beautiful,  loving 
dog  or  cat  of  their  own  that  circumstances  have  compelled  them 
to  part  with,  when  they  say,  often  weeping,  as  they  say  it,  "  It 
must  not  be  given  away.     I  want  it  put  to  its  last  sleep  now. 


before  I  go.  I  want  to  know  it  is  safe."  I  believe  that  these 
persons  love  their  animals  more  than  those  do  who  are  willing  to 
let  us  place  them  in  another  home,  knowing  that  the  animal  may 
escape  and  travel  perhaps  miles  in  a  vain  attempt  to  find  the 
friends  it  loved,  hungry,  footsore,  dying,  perhaps,  on  the  way. 

And  yet  there  are  dogs  and  cats  that  one  feels  sure  will  settle 
down  in  a  new  home,  and  there  are  homes  where  it  is  safe  to 
venture  to  put  them.  We  try  to  make  a  careful  study  of  this 
particular  thing, — what  dogs  and  what  cats  among  the  many  we 
receive  are  likely  to  stay  in  a  new  home,  and  what  homes  are  likely 
to  be  good  homes  for  these  sensitive  creatures;  and  I  say  it  with 
sorrow,  we  have  more  animals  suited  to  good  homes  than  we  are 
able  to  place,  one  reason  for  this  being  that  so  few  persons  are  will- 
ing to  take  a  mongrel  dog  or  any  cat  that  is  not  young  and  pretty. 

The  reason  why  we  decided  to  set  a  moderate  price  on  animals 
we  place  in  homes  was  because  men  and  women  do  not  prize  what 
they  get  for  nothing,  and  before 
setting  a  price  we  were  beset  with 
rough  appearing  men  and  boys 
from  neighborhoods  in  the  city 
where  we  would  not  place  either 
a  dog  of  a  cat.  The  amount  we 
get  in  this  way  is  a  help  toward 
feeding  the  animals,  but  does  not 
begin    to  compensate   us   for   the 

cost  of  keeping  them  until  we  find  ^^^^.  y^,^^J,  ^  p,,„p  home  in 
good  homes  for  them.  mystic,  aiN.-i. 

We  could  give  away  perhaps 
double  the  number  of  cats,  particularly  if  we  could  find  safe 
homes  to  place  them  in.  I  have  repeatedly  been  criticised  and 
even  ridiculed  because  I  am  so  careful  where  our  animals  are 
placed  and  so  afraid  that  they  will  not  be  made  happy.  Absurd 
stories  have  been  circulated  that  no  one  would  believe,  unless  he 
or  she  were  prejudiced,  to  the  effect  that  I  will  not  have  cats 
given  away  to  catch  mice.  I  make  no  such  stipulations;  on  the 
contrary,  I  have  loaned  cats  to  a  good  home  for  a  few  months  for 
the  purpose  of  ridding  the  house  of  rats  and  mice;  but  in  these 
cases  we  are  particular  about  the  cat  and  particular  about  the 
home.  I  should  be  glad  to  pay  more  attention  personally  to 
placing  animals,  but  am  too  much  occupied  with  other  duties. 


large  correspondence  which  increases  greatly  every  year  and 
extends  all  over  this  country,  into  the  provinces,  and  in  Europe; 
seeing  visitors ;  going  out  occasionally  to  speak  or  give  a  lantern- 
slide  lecture;  and  constantly  thinking  and  planning  and  working 
to  raise  money  to  meet  our  expenses,  takes  so  much  of  my  time 
that  I  cannot  give  the  attention  I  otherwise  would  to  interviewing 
applicants  for  dogs  or  cats. 

In  Charles  Dudley  Warner's  delightful  book,  "  My  Summer  in 
a  Garden  "  he  tells  about  the  difficulty  he  found  in  planting  his 
garden.  One  neighbor  urged  him  to  plant  potatoes,  another 
condemned  potatoes  and  begged  him  to  plant  strawberries,  and 
other  kind  friends  recommended  him  to  plant  something  else,  so 
"  there  it  was,  somebody  offended  in  any  case,"  and  he  decided 
that  he  had  "got  to  put  his  footdown  or  he  would  not  have  a  thing 
growing  in  his  garden."  I  have  been  in  much  the  same  position  in 
this  work.  One  member  is  grieved  to  the  point  of  dropping  her 
membership  because  so  many  animals  are  killed;  another  is  in 
an  unhappy  state  of  mind  because  so  many  are  placed  in  homes. 
One  thinks  no  females  should  be  given  away,  and  another  thinks 
it  a  crime  to  let  them  be  chloroformed. 

I  cannot  please  all,  so  I  try.  governed  by  my  knowledge  of  the 
conditions  of  dogs  and  cats  generally,  and  of  our  own  dogs  and 
cats  in  particular,  to  do  what  seems  to  me  best  for  their  comfort, 
what  will  save  suffering,  and  not  add  to  the  great  ocean  of  misery 
that  they  are  called  upon  to  endure.  We  learn  by  our  experience 
with  the  animals  at  the  League  to  be  pretty  good  judges  whether 
dogs  or  cats  are  suited  for  new  homes,  but  of  course  much  depends 
on  the  way  that  they  are  cared  for  during  the  first  two  or  three 
weeks.  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  they  all  need  to  be  given 
not  only  food  and  shelter,  but  affection ;  and  if  there  is  no  one  in 
the  new  home  to  give  them  this,  the  chances  are  that  they  will 
run  away.  So  I  consider  it  necessary  as  a  part  of  the  work  to 
ascertain  if  possible  whether  those  who  apply  for  our  animals 
wish  them  simply  for  useful  machines  or  are  capable  of  entering 
enough  into  their  feelings  to  take  an  interest  in  their  welfare  and 
bestow  upon  them  kind  words  and  affection.  This  is  not  senti- 
ment, it  is  common  sense;  it  is  advanced  education. 

I  accidentally  found  out  that  a  woman  and  child  from  New- 
bury  Street,  on  their  way  to  the  League  with  a  female  cat,  were 


stopped  by  a  man  in  a  market 
near  our  place,  who  asked  them 
to  give  him  the  cat,  saying  that 
she  would  be  killed  if  she  were 
brought  to  our  League.  The 
woman  gave  him  the  cat.  I 
saw  it  a  few  days  later,  and  a 
more  miserable,  homesick  cat 
I  never  saw.  I  remonstrated 
with  the  man,  told  him  I  knew 
he  had  a  number  of  cats  in  his 
cellar  that  never  seemed  to  see 
daylight  unless  through  a  small 
cellar  window,  but  he  declared 
that  they  were  all  needed,  as 
he  had  so  many  rats,  and  re- 
fused to  let  me  take  the  cat. 
She  was  given  to  him,  he  said. 

Later  the  cat  disappeared.  rascal,  placed  in  a  oodd  h.ime 
The  man  said  she  ran  out  and 

went  into  a  tenement  house  near  by.  I  have  never  seen  her  since, 
but  the  man  now  says  he  has  found  her  again  and  carried  her  to 
his  home.  I  hope  this  is  true,  but  had  she  been  my  cat  I  should 
never  have  felt  easy  about  her  again.  Keeping  a  number  of  cats 
shut  up  in  cellars  in  the  city  and  letting  them  breed  in  these 
cellars  is  a  common  thing,  and  it  accounts  for  many  of  the  wild, 
half-starved,  often  dying  cats  and  kittens  that  are  found  wander- 
ing on  the  city  streets.  One  man  told  me  that  he  never  had  an 
overplus  of  cats  and  kittens,  as  they  somehow  got  out  of  the 
cellar  and  disappeared  or  died. 

It  is  possible  to  keep  one  or  two  cats  in  a  store  or  market  and 
take  good  care  of  them,  so  that  they  will  be  happy,  as  well  as  use- 
ful, but  one  ought  to  be  very  sure  of  the  place  and  the  care  that 
will  be  given  the  cat  or  kitten  before  placing  one  in  such  a  situa- 
tion. A  pair  of  male  kittens,  not  too  small,  are  more  likely  to 
thrive  and  stay  in  places  of  business  than  a  cat  not  used  to  such  a 
place. 

We  have  had  some  unusually  pretty  cats  this  winter  that  have 
come  to  us  in  various  ways.  A  white  cat  was  brought  to  us  in 
January  with  the  reputation  of  having  saved  six.  \we=,.    T\vfe

He  deserved  a  good  home, 
and  we  kept  him  hoping  that  such  a  home  would  be  offered  him, 
but  one  morning  he  was  found  lying  peacefully  in  his  comfortable 
basket  in  one  of  the  cat  rooms,  dead.  We  think  it  was  from  the 
effect  of  the  fire,  as  he  had  seemed  well  and  had  bad  a  good 
appetite. 

One  of  the  cats  we  have  received  has  been  for  about  a  year  an 
inmate  of  the  League.     We  did  not  keep  him  so  much  for  his 
beauty  as  we  did  for  qualities  he  possessed  that  discouraged  us 
from  giving  him  away.     Most  cats  are  remarkable  for  their 
ability  to  walk  over  tables  and  even  on  mantlepieces  without 
knocking  off  anything.     Chilla,  as  we  named  him,  his  coat  being 
much  like  chinchilla  fur,  reminds  me  of  Mrs.  Pardiggle,  who, 
when  she  went  into  a  room,  in  simply  turning  around  and  taking 
a  seat  knocked  over  everyth  ng  within  quite  a  distance  of  her 
skirts;  so  Chilla  may  be  trusted  to  knock  all  the  small  things  off 
the  desks,  bookcases,  and  shelves  that  are  not  fastened  down,  and 
it  sometimes  seems  as  if  he  deliberately  picked  out  the  most 
breakable  and  most  valu- 
able things  to  throw  on  to 
the    floor.        His    latest 
achievements  were  chewing 
up  a  valuable  photograph 
placed  on  my  desk  to  be 
used  for  this  report,  injur- 
ing it  beyond  repair,  and 
knocking  a  watch  from  the 
table  to  the  floor,  breaking  chilla 


the  crystal.  He  chose  these  articles  from  others  that  he 
might  equally  well  have  amused  himself  with  and  done  less 
mischief.

She  loved  children 

jentle  with  them,  but  she  was  very  jealous 

ive  to  the  other  dogs,  even  going  so  far  on 

as  to  attempt  to  fight  the  dog  she  was 


The  dogs  and  cats  we  keep  on 
indefinitely  at  Carver  Street  or 
Pine  Ridge  all  have  a  history  that 
explains  our  keeping  them  instead 
of  placing  them  in  homes.  Mit- 
tens, our  little  Yorkshire  terrier,  is 
greatly  admired  by  strangers  who 
come  to  the  League,  and  many  of 
them  express  a  wish  to  take  her 
into  their  homes,  but  Mittens  has 
her  outs  which  would  make  it 
doubtful  if  any  one  outside  of  the 
League  would  keep  her  a  month. 
MCTTENs  '^'^^  same  may  be  said  of  Princess, 

the  white  Pomeranian  at  the 
League;  of  Dusty,  the  Irish  terrier;  old  Bobs,  the  big  bloodhound 
and  mastiff;  and  Poodlunis,  the  gray  Russian  poodle,  —  these 
latter  three  at  Pine  Ridge,  and  fine  watch  dogs. 

Among  the  dogs  that  we  have  had  a  chance  to  grow  specially 
fond  of  is  a  notable  one,  David  Crabtree,  whose  father  and  mother 
were  both  on  the  stage  with  that  fascinating  actress,  Lotta,  whose 
fame  is  not  forgotten.     David  was  brought  to  the  League  because 
some  of  his  teeth  and  portions  of  his  upper  and  lower  jaws  were 
decayed,  which  prevented  him  from  eating  solid  food  and  made  his 
mouth  and  breath  very  offensive.   Dr.  Frank  Sullivan,  our  veterin- 
ary doctor,  removed  the  teeth  and  pieces  of  the  jaw,  and  took  care 
of  the  mouth  until  it  was  healed.     But  this  trouble  had  caused  an 
opening  in  the  roof  of  the  mouth  leading  to  the  nostrils,  and  any 
food  taken  got  into  the  nasal  passages  causing  continued  sneezing 
and  foulness.     The   dog 
could  have  no  comfort  or 
health  unless  this  could  be 
remedied.      Dr.    Sullivan 
called  a    skillful   dentist, 
who  took  several  plaster 
casts  of  the  mouth,  until 
he  could  get  a  perfect  one, 
when  he  made  a  solid  gold 
plate,   twenty-two  carats 

fine,  which  he  fitted  into  bob,  a  good  watch  dog 
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comfort,  and  even  enjoy  gnawing  a  bone.  He  has  gained  about 
ten  pounds  since  this  was  done.  He  has  been  with  us  all  through 
this  remarkable  surgical  and  dental  operation,  and  sleeps  at  night 
behind  the  stove  in  the  kitchen  of  the  kennel  with  Tommy,  the 
kennel  cat,  to  bear  him  company. 

David  is  an  affectionate  dog  and  willingly  presents  his  paw 
to  any  one  who  asks  for  it.     That  he  is  very  intelligent  may  be 
judged  by  this  story  of  his  early  life.     He  was  not  six  months  old 
when  he  accompanied  a  member  of  the  family  who  drove  from 
Squantum  into  Boston  to  the  Quincy  Market.     By  some  mis- 
chance David  got  lost  there.

1  half  a  dozen  suspicious  cases.  We  con- 
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sider  our  veterinary  doctor  one  of  the  best  authorities  on  all 
diseases  of  dogs  and  one  of  the  most  successful  in  treating  them. 
He  has  kept  under  observation  a  number  of  cases  that  were  sus- 
pected, and  only  one  proved  to  be  more  than  a  suspicion.  It 
seems  as  if  a  society  that  handles  so  many  dogs  in  a  year  as  the 
Animal  Rescue  League  would  be  likely  to  know  if  an  epidemic  of 
any  disease  among  dogs  was  raging. 

I  do  not  say  that  there  is  no  such  disease;  I  only  claim  that 
the  disease  is  rare  and  that  the  fear  which  is  fostered  by  so  much 
writing  about  it  is  doing  more  harm  than  the  dogs,  even  in  some 
cases  frightening  nervous  men  and  women  into  illness. 

We  had  a  sudden  summons  to  send  for  a  "  mad  "  dog  in  a 
business  house  in  Boston.     When  our  agent  got  there  he  found 
that  the  fear  of  this  dog  had  scattered  about  all  the  clerks  or 
employees,   and    the    place    was 
almost   deserted.      In    an    upper 
room  was  a  little  Boston  terrier  in 
a  fit,  frothing  at  the  mouth.     He 
was  brought  to  the  League,  and 
the  next  day  was  playing  out  in 
the  yard,  entirely  recovered  from 
what  was  probably  a  fit  of  indi- 
gestion. 

Nine  Chinamen  came  into  the 
doctor's  office  one  day  bringing  a 


nome. 

We  have  had  quite  a  number  of  such  cases,  and  in  on'.y  one 
instance  did  it  turn  out  that  the  dog  was  really  attacked  with  the 
dread  disease.  One  out  of  4.550  dogs  does  not  seem  like  an 
"  epidemic  of  rabies." 

Many  dogs  have  been  shot  because  they  have  bitten  persons 
who  were  teasing  them.  One  dog  was  protecting  her  mistress, 
who  was  alone  with  her  baby  in  a  tent  last  summer,  being  ill  with 
tuberculosis.  Heartless  boys  used  the  tent  as  a  tai^et  for  stones, 
and,  seeing  the  httle  dog,  teased  and  stoned  her.  Naturally,  she 
believed  them  to  be  attacking  her  mistress  whom  she  was 
guarding  and  so  flew  at  the  boys  and  bit  one  of  them.  The  boy's 
father,  instead  of  punishing  the  boy  for  his  wicked  and  cowardly 
conduct,  declared  that  the  dog  must  be  killed,  and  she  was  taken 
away  from  her  weeping  mistress  and  brought  to  the  League.  We 
heard  the  story  and  refused  to  kill  her.  The  man  came  to  the 
League  several  times  and  made  quite  a  scene,  declaring  he  would 
get  the  police  to  order  her  killed.  We  told  him  that  we  would 
stand  by  the  woman  who  owned  the  dog  and  go  to  court  for  her 
if  necessary.  The  chief  of  pohce  was  called  up,  and  he  agreed 
with  us  that  there  was  no  reason  why  the  dog  should  be  killed, 
as  she  was  perfectly  healthy  and  was  only  protecting  her  mistress. 
The  quarrel  raged  for  over  a  month.  -We  kept  the  little  dog  six 
weeks,  I  think,  when  a  sister  of  the  sick  woman  came  and  said  she 
was  going  to  take  the  dog  to  her  home.  When  the  faithful  little 
creature  was  brought  up  from  the  kennel  and  saw  two  members 
she  flew  into  their  arms  and  there  was  a 
Incidentally,  she  never  even  snapped  at 
ague. 

i  there  were,  according  to  a  recent  report 
140  cases  of  hydrophobia  in  the  state  and 
le  year  there  were  in  Massachusetts  at 
8  from  the  bites  of  dogs,  and  415  injuries 
[  July  celebration.  In  the  whole  country 
id  5.460  injuries  as  the  result  of  one  day's 
tie  we  have  heard  about  the  deaths  and 
li  as  total  blindness  and  the  loss  of  legs, 
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fulness  as  guardians  of  the  home,  but  we  might  eliminate  the 
noisy,  dangerous  explosives  used  in  our  idiotic  celebration  of  the 
Fourth  of  July  with  very  great  advantage  to  the  whole  country. 
This  is  a  source  of  danger  far  beyond  the  danger  from  dogs,  as 
statistics  will  show.  It  is  also  worth  noting  that  fifty-five  of 
the  deaths  resulted  from  tetanus.  During  the  past  six  years 
the  grand  total  of  killed  and  injured  by  our  patriotic  Fourth  of 
July  celebration  is  39,296,  the  dead  numbering  1,316.  Might  it 
not  be  well  for  our  doctors  and  our  newspapers  to  transfer  some 
of  the  agitation  on  the  subject  of  dogs  to  the  many  deaths  and 
serious  injuries  caused  by  our  celebration  of  the  Fourth? 

It  is  not  best  for  us.  however,  or  for  the  dogs,  to  allow  them  to 
multiply  to  any  great  degree.  I  believe  the  dog  license  is  not 
only  a  safeguard  for  the  public,  but  for  the  dog,  as  it  keeps  within 
some  bounds  the  ownership  of  dogs  by  irresponsible  men  and 
boys  who  neglect  them  and  even  cause  them  to  suffer  in  many 
ways.  Chaining  them  up  is  one  of  these  ways.  A  dog  was  no 
more  meant  to  be  chained  than  a  bird  was  meant  to  be  caged, 
and  if  a  dog  is  so  savage-  or  such  a  tramp  that  he  has  got  to  be 
chained,  he  would  better  be  killed.  I  have  been  kept  awake 
night  after  night  when  I  was  suffering  for  sleep  by  the  barking  of 
dogs  shut  out  of  doors,  a  nuisance  which  should  not  be  allowed. 
In  our  kennels  at  Pine  Ridge  last  summer  we  had  at  one  time 
twelve  dogs.  They  were  always  quiet  at  night,  but  one  or  two 
dogs  in  the  neighborhood  frequently  barked  all  night  and  made 
sleep  impossible.  Those  who  allow  their  dogs  to  be  such  nui- 
sances are  encouraging  high  license  laws  and  the  extermination  of 
dogs. 

I  put  it  down  as  one  of  the  rules  for  kind  treatment  of  dogs  or 
cats  that  they  shall  be  kept  in  the  house  or  bam  or  a  comfortable 
shed  or  cellar  at  night.  This  is  for  the  sake  of  human  beings  as 
well  as  for  the  animals.  They  are  safer  inside,  as  they  cannot  be 
reached  by  poison  or  by  strangling,  which  methods  have  been 
employed  to  silence  dogs  that  are  wandering  about  outside. 
Dogs  give  a  surer  alarm  and  cause  marauders  more  fear  when  they 
are  inside  the  building. 


BinzZLmG  DOGS 


There  is  a  decided  difference  of  opinion,  even  among  our 
League  members,  on  the  subject  of  muzzling.  Personally  I 
dislike  it  because  I  am  in  a  way  to  know  that  it  is  a  cause  of  much 
suffering  to  many  dogs — -not  all  dogs,  as  some  bear  it  ven- 
patiently  and  do  not  appear  to  suffer,  but  others  show  unmis- 
takably how  much  suffering  it  causes  them,  and  refuse  to  wear 
the  muzzle.  Then,  again,  owners  of  dogs  are  often  just  as  careless 
about  the  muzzle  as  they  are  about  feeding,  gi\-ing  water  fre- 
quently, and  other  care  of  the  dog,  and  I  have  seen  muzzles  on 
dogs  that  I  felt  sure  were  a  positive  injur\-  to  them.  In  one  case 
the  muzzle  was  broken  and  pressing  most  painfully  into  the 
dog's  eye.  It  is  a  very  rare  thing  for  dogs  to  bile  any  one  who 
does  not  tease  or  handle  them,  and  grown  people  as  well  as 
children  should  be  taught  not  to  touch  a  strange  dog.  Boys 
who  tease  and  torment  dogs  deser\'e  to  be  bitten  more  fre- 
quently than  they  are.

I  have  spoken  of  our  dogs  at  Pine  Ridge,  and  will  speak  briefly 
of  our  horses.  The  special  object  of  this  home  is  to  give  vaca- 
tions to  tired  horses,  or  horses  that  are  temporarily  disabled, 
thus  oftentimes  saving  them  from  being  put  up  in  auction  when 
they  are  only  in  need  of  a  rest  and  kind  care.  Our  quarters  are 
limited.  We  have  but  eight  stalls,  and  we  need  twenty,  but 
horses  are  coming  and  going  all  the  year,  so  we  have  helped  and 
restored  to  good  condition  a  considerable  number  during  the 
year.  Since  our  last  report,  the  horses  that  have  enjoyed  the 
comfort  of  Pine  Ridge  have  numbered  twenty-five  in  all, 

Two  remarkable  cures  from  lameness  have  been  wrought  by 
vacations  at  Pine  Ridge.

we  took  a  cab  horse  whose  owner  was 

in  died  and  the  horse  remained  with  us 

until  the  widow  got  a  good  chance  to  sell  him.     This  horse  is 

now  boarded  in  our  stable  by  his  new  owner. 

July  I!  we  received  a  cab  horse  in  very  bad  condition.  Our 
doctor  gave  him  medicine,  and  after  two  months  he  was  able  to 
work  again.  His  owner  said  that  the  horse  was  worth  twice  as 
much  as  he  ever  was  before. 

One  fairly  young  horse  was  brought  to  us  lame  in  both  fore 
legs,  and  spavined  in  both  hind  legs.  His  owner  had  let  him  out 
to  a  man  who,  he  supposed,  could  be  trusted  to  use  hira  well,  but 
the  horse  was  nearly  ruined  bj'  ill  treatment  and  came  to  us  a 
wreck.  He  was  blistered  all  round;  then,  when  better,  spent  the 
days  in  the  paddock  enjoying  the  sunshine  and  fresh  air,  returning 
to  his  comfortable  stall  at  night,  and  in  two  months  he  went  back 
to  the  city  so  changed  that  his  owner  hardly  knew  him.  These 
cases  might  also  be  classed  among  the  remarkable  cures. 

The  horses  are  taken  free  unless  the  owners  are  able  to  pay 
something  for  them.  No  price  is  set  for  board.  If  we  set  a 
price,  the  horses  we  most  want  to  get  would  not  be  brought  to  us. 
If  any  man  is  able  to  give  us  anything,  we  put  it  down  as  a  dona- 
tion to  Pine  Ridge  and  are  grateful  for  any  such  consideration, 
and  a  few  of  the  men  have  gladly  contributed  something  in 
gratitude  for  the  help  received. 


Mollie,  a  pretty  little  mare  belonging  to  a  pedlar  who  has  no 
work  for  her  this  winter,  came  to  our  Home  of  Rest  in  Decem- 
ber. She  will  remain  until  her  owner  is  able  to  begin  his 
work  in  the  early  spring.  Mollie  was  lame  and  tired  from  steady 
work,  but  is  improving  in  health  and  spirits  every  day.  Her 
owner  is  verj'  fond  of  her.  He  wanted  to  keep  her,  yet  could  not 
afford  to  pay  her  board,  and  we  were  glad  to  help  him  in  his 
difficulty  as  he  seemed  a  kind  and  honest  man.  He  occasionally 
goes  out  on  a  Sunday  to  visit  Mollie  and  take  her  candy,  which 
he  says  she  is  very  fond  of,  and  he  has  expressed  great  pleasure 
at  the  improvement  in  her  condition. 

A  week  ago  last  Sunday  a  fine  looking  black  mare  was  brought 
to  Pine  Ridge  by  her  owner,  a  cab  driver,  who  was  enabled  to  buy 
another  horse,  which  he  put  in  our  boarding  stable  in  the  city, 
because  we  consented  to  take  the  horse  he  had  been  using  a  long 
time  and  give  her  the  rest  and  the  care  she  needs.  This  newcomer 
was  lame,  but  no  one  would  have  believed  it  who  had  seen  her 
when  she  was  first  put  in  the  paddock  one  sunshiny  day.  She 
stood  a  moment,  looked  around  as  if  bewildered,  then  seemed  to 


understand  she  was  not  in  the  shafts,  was  free  from  harness, 
and  bad  her  liberty.  She  lay  down  on  the  snow  and  rolled  over 
on  one  side,  and  then  on  the  other,  and  threw  her  legs  up  in  the 
air,  and  rolled  again  and  jumped  up  and  galloped  around  the 
paddock  as  il  so  glad,  so  full  of  joy,  that  she  could  not  contain 
herself.  I  can  hardly  say  whether  the  sight  of  that  mare's  joy 
at  her  unexpected  freedom  was  most  pleasant  or  pathetic,  but 
I  could  not  help  thinking  of  the  many  horses  that  spend  their 
weary  lives  in  harness  and  from  the  time  they  are  colts  never 
know  what  it  is  to  have  one  good  roll  on  blessed  Mother  Earth. 

I  told  you  last  year  of  Nellie,  the  bay  mare  that  came  to  us  in 
such  a  sad  condition,  and  of  Black  Beauty,  another  half-starved 
lame  mare,  in 
foal,  the  first 
guests  we 
received,  and 
I  know  you 
will  be  glad 
to  hear  that 
they  are  with 
us  now,  hav- 
ing been  back 
to  the  city 
and  worked, 
and  returned 
to  us,  as  their 
owners  prom- 
ised    they 

should   be,  if  robin  reclvekcm;  frum  an  injury 

they     ran 

down  again.  Now  they  are  given  up  to  us.  We  bought  Black 
Beauty,  though  we  could  ill  afford  it,  to  save  her  from  being  put 
in  auction;  she  was  in  good  condition  but  not  strong  enough  for 
her  owner's  work.  Fannie  B.,  Black  Beauty's  foal,  born  at 
Pine  Ridge,  August  6,  1907,  is  with  us  too.  As  Xellie  mothered 
Fannie  when  Black  Beauty  went  back  to  work,  there  has  been 
some  feeling  of  jealousy  between  the  two  mares,  and  I  am 
obliged  to  say  that  Fannie  seems  to  love  her  adopted  mother 
the  best. 


We  are  planning  to  have  a  Special  Visitors'  Day  at  Pine  Ridge 
in  May,  and  I  hope  many  who  read  this  report  will  go  there  and 
see  for  themselves  how  lovely  it  is.  They  will  see,  besides  onr 
horses  and  dogs,  a  few  cats,  a  pair  of  pretty  pigeons  that  a  mem- 
ber of  the  League  found  on  the  street  unable  to  take  care  of 
themselves,  and  they  may  see,  if  he  has  not  been  set  free,  irtiicb 
now  would  mean  his  death,  a  tame  and  lively  robin  that  our 
caretaker  found  early  in  the  winter  in  our  back  paddock,  woitnded 
by  a  gun  or  a  stone  and  unable  to  fly,  but  now  fully  recovered, 
spending  his  days  singing  and  eating.  What  else  we  toaj 
gather  in  before  the  summer  remains  to  be  seen,  but  ev«iy 
day  this  winter,  on  the  bird  table  set  at  the  comer  of  our 
bungalow,  many  birds  congregate,  sometimes  fifty  at  one 
time,  ~-  sparrows  of  two  kinds,  juncos,  chickadees,  and  the 
downy  woodpecker,— enjoying  the  feast  provided  for  them  by 
the  bungalow  occupant,  who  finds  much  happiness,  during  his 
banishment  from  city  life,  in  the  horses,  dogs,  and  birds  at 
Pine  Ridge.

lat  we  buy  them  because  that  gives 
I  mediately  from  their  owners  and 
attend  ourselves  to  having  them  humanely  killed.  We  do  not 
trust  men  who  are  working  or  trading  in  such  horses.  We  know 
that  these  poor  old  horses  are  likely  to  be  sold  again,  even  when 
pronounced  unfit  for  work,  or,  if  they  are  not  sold  for  further 
work,  we  know  that  they  are  likely  to  be  compelled  to  walk  a  long 
distance  to  their  death.  As  these  horses  may  have  been  standing 
tor  hours  in  an  auction  stable  without  food  or  water,  and  as  they 
may  not  have  been  fed  before  they  started  on  their  journey  to 
auction,  and  as  they  are  always  old,  lame,  or  otherwise  in  bad 
condition,  we  wish  to  save  them  from  any  further  suffering. 
This  we  can  do  only  by  paying  from  three  to  five  dollars,  occa- 
sionally more,  and  so  we  get  the  right  to  send  for  a  horse  ambu- 
lance and  have  them  humanely  killed  as  near  the  place  where 
they  are  bought  as  possible.  At  least  we  can  give  them  a 
merciful  death,  if  we  cannot  do  more. 

Sometimes  we  have  given  them  a  few  weeks  of  good  feeding 
and  kind  care  in  our  stable  at  Pine  Ridge.  Sometimes  we  have 
had  them  put  up  temporarily  in  a  stable  in  the  city.  An  old 
horse  from  Newton  Center  was  reported  to  our  office  as  being 
very  old  and  feeble,  but  her  owner,  a  poor  man  who  was  a  pedlar 
in  one  of  the  suburbs,  was  not  willing  to  have  her  killed.  He 
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care  "she  was  getting. 

We'do  not  take  any  money  from  our  general  fund  for  this 
branch  of  our  work  but  depend  on  special  donations  for  the 
purchase  of  old  horses. 


PIKE  RIDGE  CEMETERY 


Just  a  word  about  the  little  cemetery  at  our  Annex.  Many 
persons  have  expressed  great  satisfaction  that  there  is  a  place 
where  they  can  lay  away  the  bodies  of  their  household  com- 
panions that  they  have  loved.  Since  our  last  report  fifteen 
bodies  of  dogs  and  cats  have  been  added  to  the  ten  placed  there 
the  first  summer  of  the  cemetery. 

The  cemetery  takes  in  only  a  corner  of  Pine  Ridge  and  conse- 
quently is  not  large,  and  lots  are  being  chosen  by  those  who  see 
old  age  creeping  on  to  some  dog  or  cat  they  own  and  know  that 
the  end  cannot  be  far  away.  A  receiving  tomb  has  been  built 
partly  under  and  against  a  rock  behind  the  bam  for  winter  use. 

The  few  photographs  of  graves  we  show  n  this  report  can 
give  but  a  slight  idea  of  the  cemetery,  which  is  remarkably 
beautiful.  Cappi's  little  grave  represents  a  serious  loss  to  a 
couple  who  were  traveling  from  one  city  to  another  when  the 
dog  was  taken  sick  on  the  cars.     He  died  in  a  hospital  m  fto^Xati,

country  and  in  England  and  Europe  for  fourfooted  friends  are 
far  more  common  than  one  would  imaginu  who  has  not  looked 
into  the  matter.  Probably  the  most  notable  monument  ever 
erected  to  an  individual  animal  is  the  monument  in  the  Paris 
cemetery,  which  was  put  up  to  the  memory  of  Barrj',  the  St. 
Bernard  dog  on  the  Alpine  Pass  who  saved  forty  lives.  About 
equally  notable  is  that  of  Greyfriars'  Bobby,  whose  wonderful 
devotion  to  his  master's  memorj'  has  been  chronicled  many 
times  in  prose  and  in  verse,  and  won  for  him  a  monument  from 
the  Baroness  Burdett-Coutts.  Two  fine  monuments,  including 
drinlong  fountains,  have  been  erected  to  horses  killed  in  war, 
and  one  monument,  which  has  been  the  cause  of  much  dis- 
cussion, has  been  put  up  in  memory  of  a  little  dog  that  died  a 
Tictim  of  vivisection. 

I  am  well  aware  that  many  persons,  even  amonp  those  who 
nncerely  love  their  four-footed  friends  and  daily  companions, 
think  it  is  going  too  far  in  sentiment  to  give  them  a  decent 
burial,  and  that  a  cemetery  devoted  to  the  so-called  lower  animals 
is  almost  a  sin.  Men  differ  in  regard  to  the  disposal  of  their  own 
bodies.  Some  wish  to  be  cremated,  while  others  look  with  horror 
upon  the  burning  of  the  body.     In  such  matters  it  seems  clear 


a  lillle  body  that  held  a  great  heart" 


to  me  that  we  should  respect  our  fellow  man's  personal  feelings, 
and  since  it  is  impossible  for  all  to  think  alike,  be  strong  in  our 
disapproval  of  nothing  that  does  not  injure  our  fellow  creatures, 
or  infringe  on  their  rights.  Since  there  is  so  great  a  lack  of  ten- 
derness in  the  world  toward  the  animals  that  minister  to  man's 
comfort,  it  is  certainly  wise  to  encourage  a  sentiment  which  means 
sympathy  and  love  for  them.  If  our  friends  have  so  loved  and 
so  cherished  a  dog  or  cat,  or  any  other  living  creature  capable  of 
returning  their  aflection,  that  even  the  body  when  the  spirit  that 
animated  it  has  departed,  is  too  dear  to  hand  over  to  the  garbage 
plant,  who  shall  judge  them?  I  never  knew  a  more  perfect  love 
or  more  unselfish  devotion  than  was  given  me  for  six  years  by  a 
little  dog,  and  I  frankly  own  that  his  grave  in  Pine  Ridge  Ceme- 
tery is  now,  though  eighteen  months  have  passed  by  since  T  laid 
the  beautiful  body  under  the  sod,  a  sacred  spot  to  me  —  a 
memorial  of  a  love  that  I  believe  is  immortal. 

Some  of  the  greatest  thinkers  and  writers  of  the  past  and 
present  age  have  expressed  the  strongest  opinion  that  if  the 
spirit  of  the  animal  man  is  immortal,  so  is  the  spirit  of  other 


animals.  The  Indian  sage  wrote,  thousands  of  years  ago,  "  That 
which  is  can  never  cease  to  be."  Darwin,  Agassiz,  Pope,  Robert 
Southey,  Robert  Browning,  Cowper,  Tennyson,  are  iimong  those 
who  have  expressed  their  belief  in  the  possibility  of  a  future 
life  for  the  lower  animals.  Plutarch  said  in  "  Caio,"  "  Many 
have  shown  particular  marks  of  regard  in  burying  the  dogs 
which  they  have  cherished,  and  among  the  rest  Xanthippus  of 
old,  whose  dog  swam  by  the  side  of  his  galley  to  Salamis,  when 
the  Athenians  were  forced  to  abandon  their  city,  and  was  after- 
ward buried  by  his  master  upon  a  promontory  which  to  this  day 
is  called  the  '  Dog's  Grave.'  "

WATERmG  HORSES  AT  THE  STATIOHS* 

Realizing  how  much  the  horses  suffer  for  water  in  the  hot 
weather,  and  being  unable  to  get  drinking  fountains  put  up  near 
the  North  and  South  Stations,  where  so  many  horses  go  every  day, 
the  Animal  Rescue  League  kept  a  man  with  two  pails  and  a 
Sponge  for  wetting  the  horses'  heads  at  each  of  these  stations  from 
July  until  October.  Over  two  thousand  horses  were  watered 
during  this  time.  Some  horses  came  several  times  a  day,  and  a 
number  of  drivers  borrowed  the  second  pail  when  our  man  was 
using  the  first.  This  work  was  so  deeply  appreciated  by  the 
drivers  of  horses  last  summer,  and  it  did  so  much  good,  that  we 
would  like  to  carry  it  on  next  summer,  beginning  in  June,  when 
we  sometimes  have  very  hot  days.  Whether  we  can  do  this  or 
not  depends  upon  how  much  the  public  is  willing  to  assist  us. 
We  should  be  glad  of  donations  for  this  special  purpose,  but 
if  by  giving  to  our  work  for  horses  our  friends  curtail  what  they 
have  been  giving  us  for  the  general  work  of  the  League,  they  are 
carrying  out  the  old  saying  "  Robbing  Peter  to  pay  Paul," 
for  we  do  not  receive  one  dollar  more  than  we  need  in  the  general 


work  of  the  League,   and  our  work  for  horses  in  its  three 
branches  should  be  supported  as  a  separate  charity. 

I  will  just  add  that  dogs  and  birds  came  for  a  refreshing  drink, 
and  our  men  had  many  opportunities  of  giving  out  humane 
literature  and  putting  us  in  the  way  of  helping  ill-cared  for 
horses. 

MODEL  BOARDING  STABLE 


In  my  report  a  year  ago  I  told  of  the  great  suffering  of  working 
horses  because  they  were  not  well  fed  or  cared  for  in  the  stable. 
Of  course,  in  high-priced  stables,  where  board  is  eight  and  nine 
dollars  a  week,  conditions  are  better,  but  in  the  average  stable 
board  ranges  from  six  to  seven  dollars  a  week,  and  the  experi- 
ment we  have  made  on  West  Brookline  Street  has  shown  us 
that  in  these  times  when  hay,  oats,  and  straw  are  so  very  dear, 
the  men  who  are  running  these  stables  have  got  to  economize 
somewhere  if  they  are  going  to  meet  their  expenses. 

The  result  is  that  they  buy  a  cheap  quality  of  hay  and  oats, 
give  the  horses  scanty  and  cheap  bedding,  and  sometimes  use  a 
prepared  food  which  is  cheaper  than  grain  and  goes  to  flesh  more 
than  to  muscle  and  strength.  In  some  stables  they  crowd  the 
horses  so  that  they  have  not  room  to  lie  down  and  have  to  stand 
all  night. 

It  is  partly  the  fault  of  the  owners  of  these  horses  that  the 
stable  manager  economizes  on  feed.  Some  drivers  appear  to 
care  more  for  their  carriages  and  harnesses  than  they  do  for  the 
comfort  of  their  horses,  and  at  a  low  rate  of  board  it  is  not  possible 
to  hire  carriage  washers,  harness  cleaners,  and  hostlers  enough 
to  keep  everything  up  to  the  highest  degree  of  polish,  and  at 
the  same  time  afford  to  buy  the  best  quality  of  feed.  If  owners 
and  drivers  made  it  their  -first  object  to  have  their  horses  well 
cared  for,  and  let  their  teams  come  second,  I  think  more 
attention  would  be  paid  to  feed  and  to  bedding  and  to  com- 
fortable stalls  in  all  the  stables. 

Our  Boarding  Stable  opened  last  March.  The  stable  filled 
slowly,  as  men  seemed  to  be  suspicious  of  us,  and  a  report  went 
out  that  we  would  keep  the  horses  from  work  if  they  were  not  in 
good  condition.  We  certainly  did  intend  to  interfere  with  our 
boarders  if  they  used  horses  unfit  for  work,  and  we  have  done 
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so,  but  in  spite  of  this  we  now  are  boarding  sixty-three  horses, 
and  we  have  not  had  more  than  half  a  dozen  cases  where  we  felt 

it  necessary  to  interfere.  We  have  had  to  send  two  or  three  men 
out  of  the  stable,  making  them  our  enemies,  and  they  have  done 
all  in  their  power  to  injure  the  stable  by  false  statements,  but  we 
cannot  believe  that  any  one  whose  opinion  is  of  any  value  would 
take  the  stories  of  discharged  boarders  or  employees  seriously. 
People  of  their  own  sort  may  have  been  influenced  by  these 
,  stories,  and  probably  some  men  have  been  kept  from  entering 
the  stable,  but  we  have  about  all  we  can  accommodate  now,  and, 
on  the  whole  a  very  satisfactory  class  of  boarders,  many  of  whom 
seem  really  appreciative  of  the  excellent  care  their  horses  have 
received.  One  driver  said  that  his  horses  had  gained  a  hundred 
per  cent.  A  number  of  the  drivers  have  expressed  surprise  and 
gratitude  at  the  improvement  in  their  horses.  When  we  see  that 
a  horse  is  run  down  or  lame  we  take  him,  if  we  have  room,  to 
our  Home  of  Rest  in  Dedham  until  he  is  fit  for  work  again. 
Our  veterinary  doctor  examines  the  horses'  teeth  and  files  them 
when  needed,  and  looks  after  their  general  condition. 

The  stable  has  been  a  very  great  care  and  expense,  but  it  is  a 
complete  success  from  the  humane  point  of  view,  proving  what 
3  change  can  be  made  in  almost  any  horse,  even  when  he  is 
working  steadily,  by  good  food  and  care,  and  a  chance  to  lie 
down  comfortably  in  his  stall  at  night. 

Financially,  it  has  not  met  our  hopes.  We  have  found  it 
impossible  to  meet  expenses  at  $6.00  a  week,  and  the  question 
came  up  this  winter,  when  the  surplus  money  I  had  begged  for 
this  greatly  needed  help  for  horses  was  exhausted,  whether  we 
should  not  raise  the  board  to  $6.50,  which  would  just  about 
enable  us  to  cover  expenses.  Taking  it  into  serious  considera- 
tion, I  found  that  while  perhaps  half  or  two  thirds  of  the  men 
there  would  try  to  meet  the  increase,  others  who  are  finding  it 
hard  this  winter  to  live  would  be  obliged  to  put  their  horses  into 
a  cheaper  stable,  and  as  I  walked  up  and  down  between  the  long 
rows  of  stalls  late  one  afternoon,  when  a  number  of  the  tired 
horses  were  coming  in  from  their  day's  work,  and  saw  how 
eagerly  they  entered  their  stalls,  and  what  good  oats  and  hay 
were  ready  for  them,  and  noticed  other  horses,  those  that  were 
to  go  on  night  work,  lying  down  so  comfortably  on  good  straw 
bedding,  I  felt  as  if  I  would  do  anything  rather  than  send  these 


faithful  creatures  out  from  such  comfort  —  all  the  comfort  these 
working  horses  can  be  given  —  back  to  the  cheap  stable,  the 
semi-starvation,  and  miserable  chance  for  rest  to  their  weary 
bodies.  So  I  pledged  myself  to  raise  the  money  needed  to  keep 
the  stable  as  it  is,  at  least  through  the  winter,  hoping  and  trusting 
that  help  would  be  given  me.  We  should  not  have  to  borrow 
from  the  Animal  Rescue  fund  for  this  work.  We  really  have  no 
right  to  do  it,  as  we  need  all  we  have  got  and  can  get  for  that  part 
of  our  work;  and  when  so  many  men  and  women  profess  to 
sympathize  with  the  hardships  that  horses  have  to  endure,  I 
cannot  understand  why  the  money  should  not  flow  in  freely  for 
this  undertaking.  It  is  a  work  never  attempted  before,  and  it 
is  the  best,  the  most  practical  way,  of  helping  working  horses 
that  has  ever  been  tried. 

What  does  our  pity  amount  to  if  it  does  not  reach  as  far  as  our 
pockets?  What  does  it  amount  to,  if  we  never  make  any  sacri- 
fice to  help  these  our  fellow  creatures  that  are  wholly  dependent 
on  us  for  their  welfare?  We  are  as  God  to  them.  Let  us  be 
what  we  would  like  God  to  be  to  us. 

Just  one  word  more.  You  are  not  helping  at  all  our  great 
work  for  horses  if  you  only  give  what  you  have  always  given  our 
work,  simply  dividing  it  into  parts.  Our  treasurer  said  one  day, 
when  anxious  about  expenses,  that  he  feared  our  work  for  horses 
was  taking  away  from  the  donations  heretofore  given  to  our 
general  fund.  I  hope  this  is  not  so.  If  it  is,  —  if  those  who  have 
given  us,  say,  $io  a  year  for  sheltering  and  feeding  and  humanely 
disposing  of  dogs  and  cats,  give  $5  for  this  work  and  $5  for  the 
horses,  it  does  not  require  a  mathematician  to  see  that  we  cannot 
extend  our  work.  To  extend  our  work  means  that  we  must  have 
more  money,  and  when  what  we  are  trying  to  do  is  so  evidently 
needed,  and  so  practical,  I  say  again  that  we  ought  to  have  it. 

If  twenty  people  would  pledge  themselves  to  gives  us  $100 
before  next  sunmier  there  would  be  no  difficulty  in  keeping  our 
stable  as  it  is  another  year  at  least.  By  that  time,  perhaps, 
there  would  be  a  more  general  awakening  to  the  need  of  this 
work  for  horses;  and  men  and  women  who  are  not  interested 
in  dogs  and  cats,  but  who  do  care  for  horses,  might  help  us. 

It  should  be  one  of  the  established  humane  institutions  of 
Boston,  and  might  easily  be,  if  even  a  small  proportion  of  the 
men  who  are  getting  their  living  through  what  the  work  horses 
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and  whose  horses  when  no  longer  fit  for  their  work  come  down  to 
smaller  expresses  and  markets  and  cabs,  have  helped  us.  Will 
not  the  friends  of  horses  see  what  can  be  done  to  make  this  plan 
for  the  comfort  of  working  horses  a  success? 


HnHAHE  EDUCATION 

I  occasionally  hear  it  said  that  the  only  work  worth  doing  for 
the  lower  animals  lies  in  humane  education.  The  Animal  Rescue 
League  has  not  neglected  this  part  of  humane  work.  During 
the  year  1908  we  have  circulated  about  forty  thousand  copies  of 
Our  Fourfooted  Friends  and  over  fifteen  thousand  leaflets  on 
humane  subjects.  Orders  for  our  story  leaflets  for  children  are 
frequently  received,  also  many  of  these  leaflets  are  given  to  the 
children  who  bring  animals  into  the  League.  A  gratifying  letter 
has  recently  been  received  from  Mrs.  Florence  Suckling,  one  of 
the  best  known  humane  workers  in  England.  She  writes  that 
she  has  been  posing  some  of  the  village  children  for  lantern  slide 
pictures  to  illustrate  the  story  of  "  Old  Jessie's  Christmas,"  one  of 
the  favorite  leaflets  published  by  the  League.  Lantern  slide 
lectures  and  other  talks  are  given  in  schools,  churches,  and  clubs 
as  frequently  as  I  am  able  to  take  the  time  from  the  Other  duties 
of  the  League.  Our  Christmas  gatherings,  at  the  reading  room 
of  the  boarding  stable  for  the  drivers,  and  at  Pine  Ridge,  for 
the  Riverdale  School  children,  were  both  not  only  entertaining 
but  educational  in  their  character. 


LIHCOLN  MEDALS 

The  Lincoln  Medals  are  given  every  year  by  Mrs.  Alice  N. 
Lincoln,  the  originator  of  the  plan,  to  boys  who  have  done  the 
most  heroic  acts  in  rescuing  animals  from  misery.  Mrs.  Lincoln 
presented  the  medals  from  the  platform  at  our  annual  meeting 
this  year  to  Maurice  Spinoza  and  Thomas  Barry.  The  former 
was  on  his  way  from  Dorchester  to  Boston  to  see  a  street  parade, 
but  gave  up  his  pleasure  to  rescue  a  wretched  kitten  he  saw 
crawling  along  the  road;    it  was  pursued  by  boys  who  had 


he  is  a  bright  and  shining  member,  Mrs.  Wheat  reports  that  the 
boy  was  stoned  and  his  blouse  torn  by  the  cruel  little  savages 
who  were  chasing  him.  It  is  very  certain  that  boys  who  will 
torture  helpless  animals  will  not  hesitate  to  ill-treat  little  children 
if  they  have  a  chance  to  do  it. 

Thomas  Barry  picked  up  a  half  frozen  and  miserable  little  dog 
in  the  street  and  walked  a  long  distance  with  it  to  the  League, 
carrying  it  in  his  arms.  Honorable  mention  was  made  of  Henry 
Uadden,  Edward  and  Whitney  Draper  for  acts  of  kindness  that 
deserve  a  medal  had  we  had  more  medals  to  give.

The  Emma  L.  Borden  prizes,  given  each  year  to  cab  drivers 
who  take  the  best  care  of  their  horses,  were  given  this  year  to 
Edward  Kelly,  P.  Griffin,  John  Hurley.

F.  Cain,  and  Mr.  Keefe. 

A  BRAnCH  WORK 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  North  Bennet  Street  Industrial 
School,  a  branch  of  our  work  has  been  established  there,  and 
since  October  ao  they  have  taken  in  154  cats  and  kittens  and  17 
dogs.  One  of  the  police  officers  in  that  vicinity  has  been  very 
helpful  by  taking  dogs  to  this  branch.  Our  agents  go  there 
twice  a  week  or  oftener  if  necessary,  to  get  the  animals  that  are 
carried  there  and  bring  them  to  the  League  We  wish  that  many 
more  such  branches  might  be  established. 


THE  CHELSEA  FIRE 


One  of  the  daily  papers  condemned  the  League  for  not  sending 
^ents  to  look  for  homeless  and  injured  animals  after  the  Chelsea 
ent  asking  why  it  was  not  done.  As 
three  agents  were  sent  every  day;  also 
it  was  supposed  the  cats  that  might  be 
ikely  to  be  found.  It  would  be  well 
hasty  in  our  condemnation  of  societies 
e  exact  truth  of  the  case. 
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WORK  AT  THE  BEACHES 

The  agents  of  the  League  have  been  many  times  to  all  the 
beaches  near  Boston  after  deserted  cats,  and  we  continue  to  send 
whenever  we  are  notified  that  any  deserted  animals  are  still  to 
be  seen  about  the  Nantasket,  Hull,  Revere,  Winthrop,  or  Lynn 
beaches. 


THE  AHItVAL  FAIR 


December  7,  8,  and  g  was  a  very  pleasant  occasion  and  we 
realized  from  it  $3,603.83,  as  will  be  seen  in  the  treasurer's 
account.  Without  this  fair  every  year  we  should  come  out  very 
badly  in  our  annual  income.  If  any  one  can  suggest  a  way  of 
getting  as  much  assistance  by  some  other  means,  we  are  always 
glad  to  receive  suggestions,  but  as  long  as  we  need  money  as 
much  as  we  do  now  (and  shall  until  we  get  more  frequent  and 
larger  donations  and  bequests  than  we  have  yet  received),  the 
annual  fair  will  be  a  necessity.  We  ask  members  and  friends 
of  the  League  to  begin  now  and  prepare  for  the  next  occasion 
of  this  sort,  which  we  hope  will  take  place  as  usual  the  first  week 
in  December. 

PnfE  RIDGE— HOW  TO  REACH  IT 


The  Pine  Ridge  Home  of  Rest  for  Horses  is  in  Dedham,  Visi- 
tors are  welcome  at  any  time  excepting  Sunday  forenoon.  Trains 
go  from  the  South  Terminal  or  Back  Bay  Station,  and  from 
Dedham  a  carriage  may  be  taken  for  2$  cents  to  the  Home, 
the  distance  being  about  one  mile.  A  pleasant  way  of  going 
in  summer  is  by  the  Needham  electric  cars,  which  leave  Dudley 
Street  Terminal  at  ten  minutes  of  and  twenty  minutes  past  the 
hour.  It  is  a  ride  of  three  quarters  of  an  hour  to  Pine  Street, 
Dedham,  and  a  walk  of  not  over  five  minutes  down  the  road  to 
Pine  Ridge. 


MEMBERSHIPS* 


Our  list  of  members  numbers  2,9521  Of  these  there  are  72 
Life,  470  Active,  1,914  Associate,  and  496  Junior  Members. 
The  income  from  membership  fees  has  been  $3,278.55.  It  may 
readily  be  seen  that  this  would  be  considerably  larger  if  some  of 
the  members  did  not  forget  to  pay  their  dues.  I  now  make  an 
earnest  appeal  to  all  who  have  joined  the  League  recently  or  in 
years  past  to  remit  their  membership  dues  if  this  has  been 
neglected.  I  thank  very  much  those  who  are  keeping  up  their 
membership  dues  and  ask  them  if  they  will  be  kind  enough  to 
try  to  get  us  one  or  more  new  members  this  year.  We  ought  to 
have  5,000  members;  we  ought  at  any  rate  to  increase  our 
membership  to  the  extent  of  one  thousand  this  year,  and  could 
easily  do  this  if  all  our  friends  would  take  an  interest  in  this  part 
of  our  work.  When  we  do  not  hear  from  our  members  in  re- 
sponse to  the  notifications  which  are  sent  out  from  this  office,  we 
have  no  way  of  telling  whether  the  omission  is  through  forget- 
fulness  or  a  loss  of  interest  in  the  work  the  League  is  doing.  If 
the  former,  we  hope  that  this  hint  will  remind  the  delinquents. 
If  the  latter,  we  ask  you  to  do  us  the  favor  of  notifying  us  that 
you  wish  to  drop  your  membership,  and  why,  as  this  is  only 
treating  us  in  a  fair  manner.  If  any  members  think  that  they 
have  any  grievance  against  the  League,  by  stating  this  grievance 
it  will  give  us  a  chance  to  correct  it  if  we  are  wrong,  or  to  explain 
it  if  the  member  is  wrong. 

Is  it  right  to  draw  back  from  any  work  that  on  the  whole  is  a 
good  and  a  necessary  work,  because  it  is  not  perfect?  Is  any 
work  or  is  any  individual  entirely  without  fault?  We  are  trying 
to  carry  on  the  League  in  the  best  possible  manner  for  the 
animals  that  are  taken  into  our  care,  and  if  we  offend  any  in- 
dividuals by  doing  this  we  are  very  sorry.  Certainly  it  is  not 
our  intention  to  do  so.  The  more  carefully  our  work  is  ex- 
amined and  looked  into  the  more  convinced  every  one  must  be 
of  its  value  and  of  the  fact  that  it  deserves  hearty  support.

He  said  he 
ould  have  a  large  liberty  there,  and  every  comfort  possible, 
lat  was  a  year  ago,  and  Tom  is  still  a  happy  inmate  of  a  quiet 
tie  home  in  the  suburbs  of  Boston,  where  he  makes  life  much 
>re  cheerful  for  one  who  can  seldom  leave  the  house,  and  who 
ids  the  interest  of  something  living.

Home 
is  open  day  and  night,  Sundays  and  holidays,  to  receive  animals. 
From  18,000  to  20,000  cats  and  dogs  cared  for  every  year. 


PINE  RIDGE  HOME  OF  REST  FOR  HORSES 

At  the  Country  Annex  of  the  League,  238  Pine  Street,  Dedham, 
near  the  Needham  line  of  electric  cars,  tired  and  temporarily 
disabled  horses,  whose  owners  are  willing  to  given  them  a  vacation, 
are  received  for  a  limited  time  free  of  expense  for  those  not  able 
to  pay. 

Old  horses  not  fit  for  work  are  purchased  from  their  owners 
and  killed,  to  save  them  from  the  auction  room.  Twenty-six  such 
horses  were  taken  during  the  month  of  November.

EDUCATIONAL  WORK 

Our  Fourfooted  Friends,  a  sixteen-page  paper  published  by  the 
League,  has  gained  a  wide  circulation  and  received  much  praise. 
The  story  leaflets.  Old  Jessie's  Christmas,  The  Grocer's  Boy, 
Harold's  Dream,  and  Mollie  Whitefoot's  Vacation,  are  given  to 
children  bringing  in  animals,  and  have  been  sent  to  many 
schools.  Many  other  leaflets  on  humane  subjects  may  be  had  at 
the  League.

ELEVENTH  ANIfUAL  REPORT 


The  report  of  the  year  1909  must  necessarily  be  similar  to  the 
reports  given  every  year  since  the  organization  of  the  League, 
eleven  years  ago  this  month,  the  difference  being  the  natural 
increase  of  the  work  and  the  addition  of  branches  planned  from 
the  beginning  of  the  League. 

We  have  taken  through  our  open  doors  at  Carver  Street  during 
the  lost  year  35,784  animals  and  birds.  Beginning  with  the 
largest  number,  this  is  the  way  our  record  stands : 

Twenty  thousand  four  hundred  and  fourteen  cats  and  kittens, 
more  than  half  this  number  being  kittens;  5,242  dogs  and  pup- 
pies, 86  pigeons  and  sparrows,  32  rats  and  mice.  (Incidentally, 
I  have  been  told  there  are  some  persons  who  appear  to  believe 
that  we  keep  these  rodents  and  spend  money  to  feed  them. 
There  was  just  one  case  when  we  kept  a  cage  of  white  mice  for 
a  grieving  boy  until  he  got  better  reconciled  to  giving  them  up, 
the  Animal  Rescue  League  feeling  for  the  sorrows  of  children  as 
well  as  for  fourfooted  animals.)  To  return  to  our  records,  8 
rabbits,  i  squirrel,  and  i  canary  bird,  in  its  cage,  finish  the  list  on 
our  books  of  what  we  have  received  at  Carver  Street. 

At  our  country  annex,  Pine  Ridge  Home  of  Rest  for  Horses, 
in  Dedham,  we  have  given  23  horses  vacations  of  from  one 
month  to  three  months,  particulars  of  which  will  be  given 
later  in  this  report.  We  are  keeping  for  their  owners,  for  special 
reasons,  two  horses.  We  continue  to  keep  for  our  own  use  on  the 
farm  Black  Beauty,  the  broken-down  exf)ress  horse  that  we 
bought  of  her  owner  to  save  her  from  auction,  and  her  dauj^hter, 
Famiie  B.,  bom  at  Pine  Ridge  August  6.  1907.  and  not  yet 
trained  to  harness.  We  have  two  Angora  goats,  their  history 
being  that  the  Board  of  Health  sent  their  mistress,  who  lived  in

Ridge  by  a 
grieving  owner.     We  kept  a  limited  number  of  dogs  and  cats 
through  the  summer  at  Pine  Ridge,  in  the   excellent  kennels 
there,  for  owners  who  wished  them  cared  for  temporarily  and 
had  no  other  place  they  could  find  at  that  time  where  they  felt  it 
safe  to  leave  them.    Several  crows  and  robins  that  were  shot  at 
and  wounded  in  the  neighboring  woods  and  managed  to  flutter 
over  into  our  paddocks  have  been  relieved  from  their  misery. 
Hundreds  of  birds,  including  juncos,  chickadees,  winter  sparrows, 
woodpeckers,    and 
cedar  waxwings, 
have  been  bounti- 
fully fed   on  the 
bird  table   at    the 
bungalow  and 
around    the   barn, 
and   blue  jays, 
crows,   and   squir- 
rels have  not  been 
turned    away.     A 
pair  of   partridges 
have  had  a  home 
and  have  been  fed 
all  winter  in  the  two  pigeons  at  pinb  ridgb

cemetery  for  animals,  which  occupies  one  corner  of  our  country 
annex  and  receives,  one  might  say,  both  the  "  quick  and  the 
dead,"  while  inside  our  bam,  besides  the  horses  and  dogs,  a 
family  of  eight  sparrows  and  four  juncos  have  taken  up  their 
abode. 

We  have  boarded  at  our  stable  on  West  Brookline  Street  dur- 
ing the  year  over  70  horses  at  different  times,  the  average  being 
55.  We  have  kept  there  temporarily,  free  of  charge,  at  least 
10  hones  belonging  to  men  and  women  not  able  to  pay  their 
board. 

Through  our  veterinary  doctor,  Frank  Sullivan,  186  horses, 
old  or  otherwise  unfit  for  work,  have  been  taken  from  their 
ownen,  either  by  persuasion  or  by  payment  of  from  three  to  five 
didlan,  and  the  doctor  has  seen  that  they  were  promptly  and 
humanely  killed,  excepting  in  some  special  cases,  where  we  kept 
them  for  a  time,  either  at  the  boarding  stable  or  at  Pine  Ridge. 
For  example,  all  the  horses  purchased  a  week  before  Christmas 
were  kept  in  our  boarding  stable  through  the  holidays  and  most 
tendoiy  cared  for  in  memory  of  Him  who  was  bom  in  a  stable.

This  is  a  concise  statement  of  our  work  during  the  year  of 
1909.  and  covers  at  least  twenty-seven  thousand  living  creatures 
of  one  sort  or  another  that  have  been  cared  for  or  humanely 
disposed  of  by  the  League. 

WATERING  STATIOHS 
The  Animal  Rescue  League  established  three  watering  stations 
for  horses  last  summer.  The  need  was  great,  there  being  no 
provision  for  watering  horses  near  either  of  our  large  terminal 
stations  or  at  the  markets.  The  place  where  this  work  was  most 
needed,  besides  the  stations,  seemed  to  be  down  near  Atlantic 
Avenue,  at  a  place  called  "  The  Dump,"  Richmond  Street,  where 
vegetables  and  fruits  are  sold  to  peddlers.  Some  of  the  most 
neglected  horses  may  be  found  there.  The  most  ignorant  owners 
care  nothing  about  their  horses  excepting  for  what  they  can  get 
out  of  them,  and  they  do  not  even  reason  enough  to  know  that  it 
pays  to  feed  a  horse  well,  give  him  plenty  of  fresh  water  and  a 
stall  wide  enough  to  lie  down  and  rest  in.  We  watered  about 
eighteen  thousand  horses  during  the  summer  at  the  three  stations.

nGHT  WORK 
Animals  have  been  brought  to  Carver  Street  at  about  every 
hour  of  the  day  and  night.  It  is  nothing  unusual  to  receive  them 
as  early  as  six  in  the  morning,  and  they  have  come  in  up  to  and 
on  a  few  occasions  after  midnight.  One  midnight  call  this 
winter  was  from  a  young  woman  who  was  on  her  way  to  Roxbury- 
When  on  Beach  Street  she  heard  the  pitiful  cry  of  young  kittens. 
Following  the  sound,  she  came  to  an  ash  barrel  in  an  alleyway, 
where  in  a  basket  that  was  rapidly  being  covered  with  snow  she 
found  two  kittens,  put  there  to  perish  in  the  storm.  She  came 
out  of  her  way,  a  considerable  distance,  to  bring  them  to  the 
League,  reaching  there  just  after  midnight. 

In  one  evening,  between  nine  and  ten  o'clock,  five  dogs  were 

brought  in,  three  of  them  strays  and  two  of  them  given  up  by 

owners.    The  stray  dogs  were  very  hungry.    No  matter  at  what 

hour  of  the  day  or  night  a  hungry  animal  is  brought  in.  it  is 

offered  food  and  water. 

A  man  came  at  midnight  out  of  his  way  to  bring  a  kitten  that 

he  had  found  on  the  street. 

Another   man   brought   in   a 

puppy  at  four  in  the  morning 

that  he  picked  up  when   he 

was  on   his  way  home  from 

night  work.

IHCIDEHTS 
Every  week  there  are  stories  enough  brought  with  the  animals 
to  the  League  to  fill  a  report,  and  it  is  difficult  to  choose  from 
them  the  most  interesting.  Tales  of  cruelty  are  never  enjoyable, 
so  we  will  not  linger  over  such  cases.  We  still  find  it  to  be  a 
common  habit  in  some  of  the  districts  of  the  city  to  throw  live 
kittens  into  ash  barrels,  but  it  is  even  more  pathetic  when  the 
homeless  mother  cat  has  crawled  into  the  ash  barrel,  the  only 
bed  she  can  find,  while  she  suffers  the  pangs  of  maternity,  and 
has  left  her  little  family  of  kittens  there,  while  she  goes  on  a 


quest  for  food,  and  per- 
haps never  returns. 

The  misery  of  the  home- 
less female  cat  is  beyond 
words  to  describe,  and  no 
one  who  saw  as  much  of 
it  as  we  at  the  League 
have  seen,  and  are  seeing 
constantly,  would  wish  us 
THRBB  LEAGUE  WAIFS  to  vuTi  the  Hsk  of  adding 

Dog  on  the  left  found  in  storm  to  this  ocean  of  misery  by 

sending  the   female   cats 

taken  in  at  the  League  out  again  into  the  cruel  world.    Yet  we 

got  a  telephone  message  one  day  from  a  woman  who  wanted  us 

to  promise  to  find  a  home  for  her  female  cat.    When  the  matron 

told  her  there  was  but  a  small  chance  of  finding  a  good  home  for 

a  female  cat,  and  we  could  not  promise  to  keep  the  cat,  the  woman 

replied  that  she  would  rather  leave  it  behind  when  she  moved,  to 

take  the  chances  of  a  de- 
serted cat,  than  to  have  it 

chloroformed,  showing  how 

little   she   knew  or   cared 

about  the  prolonged  misery 

the  cat  was  certain  to  suffer 

if  deserted. 

In  the  Christmas  storm 

a  little  dog  was,  we  were 

told,    purposely    deserted. 

She  was  crs^ng  pitifully  out 

in  the  dark  and  the  cold 

and  the    snow,  her   httle 

body  being  rapidly  buried 

in    icy  covering,    when    a 

good  Samaritan  heard  her 

and  took  her  in  until  the 

League  could  be  notified. 
On  January  7  we  were 

notified    that    a    man    in 

Watertown  had  been  taken 

to  some  hospital  suddenly,  league  dog  in  a  good  home 


leaving  two  horses,  eight  cows,  sixteen  dogs  and  puppies,  and 
four  cats,  with  no  one  to  care  for  them.  We  sent  a  man  as 
quickly  as  possible  with  food  for  the  dogs  and  cats  and  with  an 
order  to  bring  back  the  horses  to  our  stable.  He  found  that  the 
horses  and  cows  had  been  carried  off  for  debt.  The  house  had 
been  ransacked  from  top  to  bottom  and  was  in  a  horrible  condi- 
tion, and  some  one  had  either  carried  off  or  drowned  a  litter  of 
young  puppies,  leaving  the  mother  in  great  suffering.  All  the 
remaining  dogs  and  cats  were  frantic  with  hunger  and  eagerly 
ate  the  food  we  sent.  This  was  Saturday,  and  on  Sunday 
morning  we  sent  our  ambulance  after  the  dogs  and  cats. 
Nine  dogs  and  two  cats  were  secured  and  brought  to  the 
League.  On  Monday  we  sent  again  and  another  cat  was 
found.  The  fourth  must  have  run  a  distance,  perhaps  to  some 
other  house. 


So  bad  was  the  condition  of  nearly  all  the  animals  that  death 
was  the  greatest  boon  we  could  give  them.  We  only  found  three 
among  them  that  it  was  humane  to  keep. 

The  kindness  of  poor  women  who  often  come  long  distances  to 
bring  animals  to  the  League  is  worthy  of  note.  A  Mrs.  McKenzie 
often  comes  from  South  Boston  with  miserable  strays,  one  of  the 
last  cases  being  that  of  a  female  cat  found  in  a  snowstorm,  with 
one  leg  cut  off,  Marie  Sunder  came  all  the  way  from  Cambridge 
to  bring  a  cat  that  had  her  feet  frozen. 

BRASCH  WORK 

The  accessibility  of  the  Animal  Rescue  League  to  a  large  por- 
tion of  the  city  is  greatly  in  its  favor.  Had  we  been  obliged  to 
locate  in  one  of  the  suburbs,  or  anywhere  but  in  a  comparatively 
central  location,  we  should  not  have  had  so  many  animals 
brought  to  us,  neither  could  our  agents  have  attended  to  so  many 
calls  on  every  side  of  the  city  in  one  day.  I  have  before  men- 
tioned that  our  calls  come  not  only  from  the  city  proper,  but 
from  East  Boston,  South  Boston,  Chelsea,  Somerville,  Maiden, 
Charlestown,  Winthrop,  Revere,  Cambridge,  Arlington,  Auburn- 
dale,  RosUndale,  the  Newtons,  Dorchester,  Milton,  Neponset, 
Roxbury.  If  in  all  these  places  one-room  branches  could  be 
established,  we  would  gladly  support  as  many  such  branches  as 
could  be  properly  managed,  but  the  difficulty  is  to  find  rooms 
and  trustworthy  women  to  receive  the  animals  and  care  for 
them  until  we  can  send  for  them. 

In  Roxbury  we  now  have  a  branch  that  so  far  has  done  satis- 
factory work. 
It  is  at  69 
Ro  X  b  u  r  y 
Street,  near 
S  h  awm  u  t 
Avenue  and 
the  Dudley 
Street  Trans- 
fer Station, 
under  the 
charge  of 
Mrs.  Moog,  a 

widow,      who  IIKSEHTEI) 


could  spare  two  back  rooms  for  the  animals  and  has  seed  of  the 
work.  This  receiving  station  was  opened  in  July,  and  386  ani- 
mals, principally  cats,  have  been  carried  there  by  Roxbury  resi- 
dents. Our  agents  call  there  as  often  as  notified  to  take  the 
animals  to  the  League. 

The  North  Bennet  Street  Industrial  School  continues  its 
branch  work,  and  Mr.  Alvin  E.  Dodd,  director  of  the  school,  has 
sent  me  the  following  most  encouraging  report :

neighborhood." 
We  regret  very  much  that  there  are  not  more  of  the  settlement 
houses  in  Boston  where  the  residents  are  willing  to  spare  a  comer 
for  the  reception  of  the  many  uncared-for  cats  always  to  be  found 
in  such  localities.  Surely  such  a  branch  introduced  into  their 
work  for  children  would  do  much  to  teach  the  spirit  of  kindness 
and  unselfishness. 

In  Cambridge,  at  the  Neighborhood  House  on  Moore  Street, 
they  have  promised  to  help  us  by  receiving  any  animals  brought 


diere,  and 
have  al- 
ready begun 
a  branch 
work. 

We  partic- 
ularly need 
branches  or 
receiving 
stations  i  n 
Dorchester, 
in  South 
Boston,  and 

in     Charles-  don,  in  a  good  country  homb 

town,  but  so 

far  no  place  that  we  can  use  in  this  way  has  been  found.     In- 
deed, it  is  not  easy  to  find  such  places. 

Surprise  is  sometimes  expressed  that,  although  we  have  taken 
oS  the  streets  so  many  thousands,  of  homeless  cats  and  kittens  ' 
since  the  League  was  established,  the  number  of  those  the  League 
receives  seems  rather  to  increase  than  to  diminish  each  year. 
The  explanation  of  this  is  clear  enough.    Every  year  the  Animal 
Rescue  League  becomes  more  widely  known,  which  means  that 
the  extent  of  its  work  is  multiplied.    Another  reason  is  that  as 
long  as  our  tenement  house  districts  are  filled  with  a  foreign 
population,  who,  as  a  rule,  have  little  care  for  cats  beyond  the 
use  they  make  of  them,  and  who  allow  them  to  multiply,  rapidly 
filling  neighborhoods 
with    half  -  starved, 
wild  kittens   and 
wretched  cats,  just  so 
long  will  the  work  we 
are  doing  be  a  neces- 
sity both  from  a  hu- 
mane   and     sanitary 
point  of  view. 

If   humane  educa- 
tion  could  be   intro- 
duced and  efficiently 
BLIND  WITH  MANCR  taught     iu     all     the 
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schcwls  in  the 
state,  and  if 
pains  were 
taken  to  im- 
press  upon 
children  how- 
much  the 
abused,  neg- 
lected cats, 
dogs,  and 
horses  suffer, 
and  how  the 
children  them- 
selves could 
prevent  much 
of  this  sufEer- 
ing,  in  many 
ways,  I  believe 
we  should  see 
a  great  differ- 
ence in  even  a 
few  years.

ence  of  the 
Animal  Rescue  League  over  boys  and  girls  of  all  ages,  who  come 
often  long  distances  bringing  dogs,  cats,  and  kittens  they  have 
frequently  rescued  from  cruel  treatment.  If  there  were  no  place 
to  bring  these  animals,  they  would  have  to  leave  them  to  suffer, 
as  they  could  seldom  take  them  to  their  own  homes. 

We  have  quite  a  list  of  boys  and  girls  who  are  deserving  of 
mention  on  account  of  the  humanity  they  have  shown.  Mrs. 
Lincoln  presented  the  Lincoln  medals  to  two  of  the  boys  she  has 
chosen  from  our  list.  They  were  Thomas  Goggan,  who  with  a  good 
deal  of  difiScuIty  got  a  cat  off  a  roof,  the  cat  having  been  there 
three  days,  and  Henry  Simpson,  who  took  two  kittens  from  boys 
who  were  using  then  as  targets  on  a  street  in  Cambridge. 

John  Rake, a  young  boy,  brought  in  his  arms  to  theLeague  a  stray 
puppy  which  was  just  about  as  large  as  he  could  carry,  coming  all 
the  It-ay  from  Charlestown. 


'  Carl  Nelson  brought  a  cat  covered  with  mange  from  South 
Boston.  Some  boys  were  kicking  it  up  the  street  when  he  saw  it, 
and  the  poor  creature  had  already  received  quite  an  injury  from 
these  bo3rs. 

Abraham  Shaer,  nine  years  old,  found  a  cat  on  the  street  with 
^th  eyes  closed  with  mange  and  brought  it  to  the  League. 

Mention  has  been  made  in  this  report  before  of  the  splendid 
work  Mrs.  Herbert  Wheat,  of  Dorchester,  is  doing  for  animals. 
She  is  president  of  a  Band  of  Mercy  composed  of  750  boys  which 
she  has  organized  herself  and  which  she  constantly  superintends. 
This,  of  course,  accounts  for  the  usefulness  of  the  Band. 
She  either  brought  or  sent  during  the  last  year  293  cats  and  52 
dogs  to  the  Animal  Rescue  League.  In  her  Band  of  Mercy  are 
four  boys  who,  at  her  request,  received  prizes,  the  Animal  Rescue 
League  giving  two  medals  and  two  books. 

Arthur  B.  Corbett  received  the  first  medal.  He  found  a 
wretched  little  dog  at  the  end  of  the  South  Boston  pier.  The 
dog  was  nearly  bUnd,  was  covered  with  mange,  and  had  a  large 
tumor.  He  walked  all  the  way  from  South  Boston  pier  to  the 
Animal  Rescue  League,  bringing  it  in  his  arms. 

Joseph  H.  Greene  received  the  second  medal.  He  saw  two 
boys  who  seemed  to  be  pushing  something  down  into  an  ash  barrel 
and  covering  it  up.  He  chased  the  boys  away  and  found  that 
they  had  a  cat  in  the  barrel  which  they  were  trying  to  bury 
there. 

Edward  Corbett,  brother  of  Arthur  Corbett,  was  presented  with 
a  book.  He  heard  a  cat  mewing  as  he  was  passing  through  a 
field,  searched  until  he  found  it  lying  under  a  bush,  carried  it 
home  to  his  house,  fed  it,  intending  to  bring  it  to  the  League, 
but  it  died  that  afternoon.  One  splendid  thing  that  this  boy  and 
the  others  we  are  mentioning  have  done  together  is  to  search  at 
Mattapan  in  the  woods  for  the  bird  traps  set  there.  They  have 
found  thirty  or  forty  traps  which  were  set  for  birds  and  for 
squirrels.  They  found  two  squirrels  in  the  trap  dead,  and  a  cat 
with  her  neck  torn  very  badly. 

James  Corbett  saw  a  cat  very  badly  diseased  with  mange  and 
followed  her  for  fifteen  minutes  until  at  last  he  succeeded  in  secur- 
ing her  on  the  fourth  floor  of  a  house.  In  order  to  get  into  the 
place  where  she  had  hidden,  he  had  to  get  out  on  a  fire  escape, 
climb  down  on  a  roof,  and  get  through  a  small  window. 
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]>0G  CATCHING 

We  succeeded  a  year  ago  last  summer  in  getting  the  work  of 
taking  up  the  unlicensed  dogs.  We  asked  for  it  because  we  knew 
it  had  not  t)een  conducted  htmianely  heretofore,  not  because  we 
wanted  it.  We  knew  if  we  took  it  that  we  should  be  subjected 
to  criticism.  On  the  one  hand,  it  would  be  said  by  those  who 
wanted  the  work  for  the  sake  of  what  they  might  get  out  of  it 
that  we  were  not  zealous  enough,  while  those  who  wished  to 
evade  the  license  law  would  call  us  too  zealous.  But  we  can  say 
noWy  after  two  sununers  and  a  winter  of  this  work,  our  work  being 
continuous  at  all  times  of  the  year,  that  we  have  received  no 
criticisms  worthy  of  any  notice,  and,  on  the  other  hand,  have 
received  much  commendation  from  police  headquarters  and 
from  individuals.  We  are  most  certainly  carrying  on  this 
work  humanely,  and,  we  believe,  efficiently.  Our  record  of  5,242 
dogs  during  the  last  year  is  a  good  one.  We  have  looked  care- 
fully through  every  district  for  unlicensed  dogs,  our  ambulance 
with  two  horses  purchased  for  this  purpose,  or  sometimes  our 
single  team,  alwa3rs  with  two  reliable  men,  taking  every  district 
by  turn.  The  dogs  have  been  carried  to  our  cheerful,  comfort- 
able cottage  kennels  with  large  adjoining  yards,  kept  five  days, 
and  fed  well.  Morning  and  night  they  have  boiled  beef  and  bread 
mixed,  and  dog  biscuit  is  given  them  for  a  luncheon  the  middle 
of  the  day.  In  cold  weather  their  supper  and  breakfast  is  warm. 
In  every  kennel  a  pail  of  fresh  water  is  kept  standing.  The 
dogs  sleep  inside  the  cottages  summer  and  winter,  and  our  night 
watchman  looks  after  them.  In  cold  weather  there  is  steam  heat 
in  the  iottages  and  excelsior  is  put  in  boxes  raised  from  the  floor 
for  their  beds.  Males  and  females'  are  kept  separate.  Any 
mother  with  puppies  has  a  room  to  herself.  Everything  is  done 
that  can  be  done  to  make  the  poorest  mongrel  picked  up  on  the 
street  comfortable.  When  this  excellent  care  is  contrasted  with 
that  of  the  dog  catcher,  who  is  in  it  for  gain,  and  gives  no  care  to 
any  but  valuable  dogs  he  has  picked  up,  every  one  with  a  spark 
of  humanity  must  rejoice  that  the  Animal  Rescue  League  has 
this  work  in  its  hands. 

We  have  restored  one  hundred  and  sixty  dogs  to  their  owners, 
some  of  which  were  lost  dogs  and  some  found  on  the  streets 
without  collars.  In  cases  where  we  can  trust  individuals,  the 
tmlicensed  dog  is  not  taken  from  his  home,  but  the  owner  is 
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warned  and 
in  nearly 
every  case 
the  license  is 
procured  be- 
fore  our 
agents  pay 
the  next  visit, 
which  is  usu- 
ally one  week 
later.  When  a 
dog  is  taken 
up,  being 
without  a 
collar,  and 
brought  to 
the  League, 
the  owner  of 
the    dog   has

reclaim  him 
because  of  our  rule  to  keep  every  dog,  unless  he  is  suffering  from 
a  serious  injury  or  sickness,  five  days.  This  rule  is  more  often 
broken  by  extension  of  time  than  by  shortening  it. 

A  woman  came  one  day  to  the  League  and  asked  to  look  at  the 
dogs.  She  said  an  old  woman,  over  eighty,  a  relative  of  hers, 
was  mourning  the  loss  of  an  old  dog  that  she  acknowledged  had 
been  out  on  the  street  without  a  collar  and  unlicensed.  I  went 
with  her  myself  to  look  over  the  dogs  and  we  found  the  dog  in 
the  female  quarters.  She  called  her  by  name,  Bessie,  then  turned 
away,  the  tears  running  down  her  cheeks.  I  then  made  arrange- 
ments with  her  about  getting  a  hcense,  and  she  carried  Bessie 
back  to  her  old  mistress.  It  was  a  case  similar  to  that  touching 
story  of  David  and  Jonathan,  a  copj-  of  which  I  gave  to  each  of 
our  agents  who  go  out  after  dogs,  only  Bessie's  owner  did  not 
have  time  to  go  through  so  much  suffering  before  she  got  her 
flog  back  as  old  David  did  in  the  story.  As  far  as  I  know,  we 
have  not  had  one  case  in  which  a  dog  that  had  a  good  home  was 
taken  away  from  it  to  the  League  and  put  to  death,  but  we  have 
had  many  cases  when  there  were  joyful  reunions,  and  the  city 


is  the  richer  by  many  license  lees  wliieh  ive  huve  been  the  means 
of  getting  for  them. 

The  work  is  extremely  disagreeable  and  sometimes  dangerous. 
Our  ambulance  and  our  horses,  Rolfe  and  Ready,  have  been 
pelted  with  sticks  and  stones,  and  our  men  have  been  struck  and 
sworn  at  in  the  tenement  house  districts  of  West  End  and  South 
Boston  particularly,  where  tinhappy  dogs,  often  stolen,  are  hid- 
den away  in  cellars  and  attics,  with  hope  of  gain  by  breeding 
them  or  selling  them.  These  are  the  places  where  the  most  unli- 
censed dogs  are  kept,  not  in  the  suburbs  or  in  the  country,  and 
these  are  the  places,  above  all,  where  no  dogs,  licensed  or  un- 
licensed, should  be  kept,  as  their  lives  cannot  be  otherwise  than 
wretched. 

LICEHSniG  CATS 
The  annoyance  many  persons  suffer  from  uncared-for  cats 
has  led  to  a  demand  that  cats  should  be  licensed,  and  I  have 
frequently  been  urged  to  try  to  bring  this  about.     I  cannot  say 
that  I  believe  the  licensing  of  cats  to  be  a  humane  proposition. 
It  would  be  next  to  impossible  in  those  districts  where  the  largest 
number  of  cats  are  found  to  prove  the  ownership  of  a  cat.     It 
would  be  extremely  difficult  to  secure  wild  and  frightened  cats. 
Cats  would  all  have  to  wear 
collars,  which  are  not  safe 
for  an  animal  that  climbs 
trees  and  squeezes  its  way 
between     the     pickets     of 
fences.     A  lost  cat  with  a 
collar  fan  in    the  city  may 
sometimes  be  returned  to  its 
home  by  means  of  the  collar, 
but  in  the   suburbs,  where 
there  are  trees  and  bushes, 
the  lost  cat  may  be  caught 
by  its  collar  and  be  unable 
to  extricate   herself.     Even 
in  the  city,  on  the    Public 
Garden,   a   cat   was    found 
caught  by  her  collar   on  a 
bush  and  unable  to  free  her-  ^^^^^^^  ^^^^  ^  LExc^jt  c^t; 


self.  I  wish  there  could  be  some  way  to  prevent  the  keeping  of 
more  than  two  cats  in  one  family,  however,  and  I  wish  that  every 
one  owning  a  dog  or  a  cat  could  be  compelled  to  keep  the  animal 
in'the  house  at  night. 

It  is  the  women  who  keep  so  many  cats  and  who  let  them  roam 
about  the  neighborhood,  and  who  give  away  so  many  kittens, 
that  are  likely  to  bring  about  rules  or  laws  they  will  regret.  It  is 
a  case  of  "  deliver  me  from  my  friends."  The  disturbance  made 
by  cats  and  dogs  that  are  allowed  to  stay  out  at  night  is  a  serious 
trouble  in  some  neighborhoods  and  should  not  be  allowed. 

The  same  is  true  of  the  unfortunate  dog  kept  chained  to  a  dog 
house,  where  he  spends  his  life  in  misery.  There  should  be  a  law 
passed  forbidding  any  one  to  keep  a  dog  chained  unless  it  might 
be  for  an  hour  or  two  in  the  day.  A  dog  is  an  active  animal,  and 
long  confinement  is  nothing  less  than  torture  to  him,  and  often 
to  humane  neighbors  as  well. 

CATS  AND  BIRDS 

The  protection  of  birds  is  urged  as  one  reason  why  cats  should 
be  licensed  and  their  ranks  greatly  depleted,  but  I  maintain  that 
women  are  more  responsible  for  the  loss  of  birds  than  the  cats 
are.  When  women  give  up  entirely  the  barbarous  ornamenta- 
tion of  feathers,  and  when  they  refuse  to  allow  their  boys  air 
guns  and  shotguns,  and  teach  them  that  it  is  a  crime  to  shoot  a 
bird,  we  shall  see  our  birds  again  multiplying  and  doing  their 
beneficent  work,  giving  us  the  joy  of  their  happy  songs  and  rid- 
ding our  woods  and  gardens  of  harmful  insects. 

A  dispatch  February  3  from  Honolulu  states  that  twenty-three 
Japanese  have  been  arrested  for  killing  birds,  250,000  pairs  of 
wings  being  found  in  their  possession.  Every  woman  who  wears 
a  wing  or  the  feathers  of  birds  or  fowls  is  a  participant  in  this 
awful  crime  of  bird  slaughter  by  encouraging  a  wholly  useless 
and  unnecessary  fashion. 

I  wish  that  every  member  of  the  Animal  Rescue  League  wotdd 
refuse  to  wear  even  a  quill  in  her  hat,  no  matter  how  persuasive 
the  milliner  may  be,  and  deny  resolutely  to  her  boys  a  gun  of 
any  sort,  even  an  air  gun  or  sling  shot.  Let  us  pull  the  beam  out 
of  our  own  eyes  before  we  try  to  extricate  the  mote  from  the  cat's 
eye,  and,  to  return  to  the  cats,  let  us  remember  that  unless  we 
can  he  sure  that  the  work  of  collecting  unlicensed  dogs  or  cats  will 
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always  be  in  the  charge  of  a  humane  society,  which  it  certainly 
should  be,  there  is  not  only  danger  but  certainty  of  there  being 
much  cruelty  co'hnected  with  it. 

.    WORK  AT  THE  BEACHES 

Not  as  many  cats  have  been  abandoned  at  the  beaches  near 
Boston  as  there  were  in  fonner  years,  but  we  think  it  best  to  send 
an  agent  19  Hull.  Nantasket,  and  the  long  stretch  of  beach  be- 
tween these  stations,  also  to  Revere  and  Winthrop,  every  fall. 

Miss  Floretta  Vining;  who  has  a  handsome  cottage  at  Hull, 
offered  the  hospitality  of  her  cottage  to  our  agent,  thereby 
enabling  him 
to  work  early 
and  late. 
Foiuteen  cats 
were  secured, 
but  they  were 
so  wild  £our 
agent  was 
obliged  to  use 
our  trap  to 
catch  them. 
In  one  day 
five  were 
secured  at 
Revere  by 
our  [agent, 
and  two  at 
Winthrop. 
Residents  at 

Winthrop  and  Revere  have  secured  others  and  notified  us,  so 
that  l^we  feel  sure  these  beaches  have  been  pretty  thoroughly 
searched  for  abandoned  cats. 

It  has  been  reported  to  us  that  there  are  many  deserted  cats 
on  the  beaches  south  of  us.  Onset  being  particularly  mentioned. 
We  will  send  longer  distances  if  money  enough  is  given  us  to 
employ  a  Icmg-distance  agent.  As  it  is,  wc  are  so  overwhelmed 
with  calls  in  our  city  and  suburbs  that,  although  we  have  nine 
men  employed  in  this  part  of  our  work,  we  are  frequently  obliged 
to  reply  to  calls  tor  an  agent  that  we  cannot  send  Ioy  Iomy  ox  ^mc 


days.  For  this  we  are  sometimes  criticised  unfavorably,  the 
public  forgetting  that  they,  not  we,  are  responsible  for  the  num- 
ber of  agents  we  are  able  to  employ.  We  will  engage  to  spend  all 
the  money  that  the  public  will  give  us  in  needed  humane  work. 
I  can  clearly  see  how  a  million  dollars  could  be  spent  to  great 
advantage  in  saving  suffering  and  advancing  the  cause  of  those 
who  cannot  speak  for  themselves,  and  would  like  nothing  better 
than  to  have  the  spending  of  it,  giving  a  strict  account  of  every 
dollar. 

DIFFICULTY  OF  FIHDIHG  GOOD  HOMES 

The  tendency,  not  only  among  the  uneducated,  ignorant  popu- 
lation, but  among  those  who  should  know  better,  to  let  kittens 
and  puppies  live  and  give  them  away,  often  almost  forcing  them 
upon  people  who  really  tlo  not  want  them,  is  another  cause  of  the 
multitude  of  neglected  cats  and  dogs,  and  of  untold  suffering. 

The  Animal  Rescue  League  is  condemned  by  some  impulsive 

and  unreasoning  people  because  we  have  so  many  animals  killed. 

I  have  often  said  that  one  week,  possibly  one  day,  spent  at  the 

League  wa  tcbing  every  cat,  kitten,  dog,  and  puppy  that  is  brought 

in,  and  hearing  the  stories  connected  mtV  VneTO.,  co^ft.  -wii,  twi. 


to  cMtvince  any  one  not  detenninedly  prejudiced  against  taking 
life  tliat  it  is  no  humanity  to  keep  alive  the  very  large  majority 
of  the  UTiiTWflN  brought  to  the  Legaue.  We  keep  the  best,  and 
even  few  these  it  is  difficult  to  get  good  homes. 

We  see  so  many  animals  that  are  suffering  for  lack  of  proper 
care,  it  is  evident  that  really  good  homes  are  not  the  rule,  but 
the  eitception,  and  we  think  we  have  been   very  fortunate  in 
I^acing  during  the  last  year  about  nine  hundred  dogs  and  cats 
in  homes  that  we  believed  to  be  satisfactory.    This  number,  com- 
pared to  the  number  we  have  received,  will  seem  small  to  those 
vho  are  prejudiced  against  taking  life,  but  1  must  repeat  that  I 
cannot    im- 
agine how  any 
one    could    in 
reason  wish  us 
to   keep    alive 
for  any  length 
of  time  dogs  or 
cats    that    we 
know  we  can- 
not   place    in 
good    homes. 
It  is  no   com- 
fort for   these 
animals  to  be 
herded     to- 

gether  and  de-  snow-white,  a  league  i>og.  now  in  a  iiAPrv  home 
prived  of  their 

freedom,  no  matter  how  well  fed  or  comfortably  sheltered  they 
are;  neither  is  it  right  to  spend  money  to  keep  alive  any  animal 
whose  life  does  not  serve  some  good  purpose,  and  is  not  a  happi- 
ness to  the  animal  itself. 

I  am  convinced  that  this  is  a  reasonable  and  humane  attitude 
to  take  in  regard  to  these  animals  that  we  receive.  We  try  to 
be  very  careful  where  we  place  dogs  or  cats,  asking  so  many 
questions  that  those  who  are  not  real  lovers  of  animals  sometimes 
get  offended.  Every  one  taking  a  dog  or  cat  has  to  pay  some- 
thing, which  is  also  a  safeguard,  and  we  .send  postal  cards  asking 
about  the  animals  that  have  gone  out  from  the  League,  and  get 
many  good  replies.

PIKE  RIDGE  BOBIE  OF  REST  FOR  HORSES 

The  Country  Annex  of  the  Animal  Rescue  League  has  given 
much  comfort  to  animals  and  to  their  owners.  It  is  in  many 
respects  unique,  being  not  only  a  paradise  for  horses,  but  a  happy 
home  for  smaller  animals  and  birds.  During  the  last  year  23 
horses  have  enjoyed  the  hospitality  of  this  Home  of  Rest. 

From  the  caretaker's  notebook  I  will  take  a  few  cases  to  illus- 
trate the  work: 

Mare,  owned  by  a  cab  driver.  Run  down,  lame,  ringbone. 
Received  January  31.  Returned  April  4  in  good  condition 
for  work. 

Horse,  owned  by  expressman.  Very  tired,  spring  halt. 
Received  May  22.     Returned  June  6.    Much  improved. 

Horse,  owned  by  cab  driver.  Lame  and  tired.  Received 
May  30.    Returned  June  27.    Very  much  improved. 

Horse,  owned  by  peddler.  Young,  but  badly  broken  down. 
Received  July  8.  Rapid  improvement.  Returned,  in  good 
condition.  August  19. 

Horse,  owned  by  cab  driver.  Needing  rest.  Received 
June  6.     Returned  July  it  in  fine  condition. 

Horse,  owned  by  widow  of  cab  driver.  Needing  rest. 
Received  July  14.  Returned  August  18  in  good  condition, 
and  was  sold  for  good  price  to  man  in  the  country. 

Horse,  belonging  to  cab  driver  who  was  obliged  to  go  to 
City  Hospital  for  an  operation.  Took  the  horse  for  rest  dur- 
ing his  owner's  absence  from  work,  June  25  to  September  3, 

Horse,  belonging  to  cab  driver.  Needing  rest;  was  also 
lame.  Received  August  11,  Returned  October  3  in  good 
condition. 


of  several  weeks  Prince  went  back  to  work  greatly  improved 
and  did  well  until  late  last  summer,  when  he  began  to  seem  tired 
and  his  foot 
troubled  him 
again. 

Upon  ap- 
plication, we 
gladly  re- 
ceived him 
once  more  at 
Pine  Ridge, 
and  a  proof 
of  a  horse's 
memory  was 
given  by  the 
way  he  start- 
ed up  on  a 
good  trot,  re- 
gardless  of 

his  lame  foot,  prisce 

when    within 

two  miles  of  Pine  Ridge,  taking  all  the  turns  without  being 
guided  and  stopping  at  the  gate  of  his  own  accord,  although  it 
was  two  years  since  he  had  been  there. 

Job  was  one  of  the  most  pathetic  cases  we  have  had  at  our 
Home  of  Rest.  A  telephone  message  from  Roslindale  told  me 
that  a  man  who  had  set  up  his  son  in  a  small  grocery  store  bought 
a  cheap  horse  in  the  spring.  He  was  no  judge  of  horses,  and  he 
found  out  very  soon  that  the  horse  was  unfit  for  work.  He  begged 
us  to  take  him  for  even  a  week  or  two  and  see  if  we  thought  that 
a  rest  would  set  him  up  again.  He  had  no  facilities  himself 
for  giving  the  horse  such  care  as  he  needed,  not  bnst^  a.  '«\6.e 


enough  stall  for  him  to  lie  down  in  comfortably,  so  we  decided 
to  do  what  we  could  for  him. 

I  named  the  poor  creature  Job  on  the  spot,  for  he  had  the  Mg- 
gest  and  the  sorest-looking  **  shoe  boil  "  I  ever  saw  on  a  hone. 
One  of  his  hips  seemed  to  be  strained  and  he  held  up  one  hind 
leg  when  standing,  as  if  in  pain.  He  was  very  thin,  hardly  more 
than  skin  and  bone,  and  altogether  was  a  most  pitiable  looldng 
object.  His  age  might  have  been  fifteen  or  it  might  have  been 
twenty-five.  His  new  owner  knew  little  about  his  previous 
history,  but  understood  that  he  had  been  a  **  trotter." 

Job  came  to  Pine  Ridge  Tuesday,  July  27.  He  was  put  out  in 
a  small  paddock  near  the  bam  a  few  hours  the  second  day.  Sat- 
urday he  was  turned  into  the  lane  leading  to  one  of  the  larger 
paddocks,  with  another  weary  horse.  To  the  great  surprise  of 
our  caretaker,  he  trotted  down  the  lane  into  the  paddock,  raced. 
about  the  paddock  a  few  times,  then  lay  down,  very  carefully, 
on  the  grass  and  stretched  himself  out  in  blissful  ease. 

Simday  I  watched  him  in  the  paddock,  and  it  brought  the  tears 
to  my  eyes  to  see  how  he  enjoyed  rolling  and  stretching  himself 
on  the  ground.  He  lay  so  still  for  a  time  that  I  feared  he  had 
actually  died  of  joy,  then  he  raised  himself  slowly  and  carefully 
and  sat  on  his  haunches  like  a  dog,  then  rolled  over  on  to  the 
other  side  and  lay  there,  whisking  his  long  tail  over  his  body  to 
drive  off  the  flies,  and  occasionally  raising  his  head  and  nibbling 
at  the  grass. 

Every  night  he  had  a  special  food,  and  soon  after  he  had  his 
supper  he  stretched  himself  out  luxuriously  on  his  soft  bed  of 
meadow  hay  in  his  wide  stall. 

Poor  Job  was  so  gentle,  so  affectionate,  and  so  grateful  that 
I  am  sure  he  was  once  a  family  pet.  Since  then  he  evidently  had 
suffered  much,  but  nothing  had  changed  his  sweet  disposition. 
He  must  have  had  a  kind  mistress  some  time,  for  as  soon  as  I 
appeared  near  the  paddock  fence  he  came  to  me  and  stretched 
out  his  nose  for  sugar,  which  he  always  got. 

We  kept  him  five  weeks,  then  his  owner  gave  him  up  to  us,  to 
go  to  his  final  rest,  as  he  evidently  had  a  painful  trouble  with  his 
hip  that  was  incurable. 

We   received   at   Pine    Ridge   three   horses   belonging    to   a

It  should  be  noted  that  we  seldoni  had  a  horse  with  us  less 
than  four  weeks,  and  usually  a  longer  time,  which  explains  why 
we  could  not  receive  a  larger  number  in  the  course  of  the  year. 
Every  horse  we  received  made  rapid  and  great  improvement  with 
the  exception  of  five,  and  these  were  not  permitted  to  return  to 
work  but  were  finally  given  up  to  the  League,  either  with  or 
without  payment.  In  one  instance  the  horse  could  easily  have 
been  sold  for  sixty  or  seventy  dollars  if  his  owner  had  doctored  his 
foot  to  hide,  temporarily,  the  lameness.  This  is  often  donejby 
unprincipled  horse  dealers  and  is  one  of  the  reasons  why  we  are 
so  anxious  to  get  such  horses  in  our  possession. 


Our  Country  Annex,  called  Pine  Ridge  because  of  its  beautitui 
pine  trees,  is  well  worth  visiting.  There  is  much  to  see  that  is 
interesting, — horses,  dogs,  goats,  cats,  and.  for  those  who  can 
enter  into  the  spirit  of  it,  the  picturesque,  quiet  cemetery. 
Visitors  are  welcome  at  all  times  excepting  Sunday  forenoon. 
when  our  caretaker  is  at  church.  Directions  for  reaching  it  will 
be  found  in  the  back  of  our  printed  report. 

We  added  to  Pine  Ridge  last  summer  nearly  seven  acres  of 
land,  and  built  a  wing  on  our  bam,  giving  six  more  stalls,  but  we 
could  easily  fill  another  bam  in  the  summer  season  with  so  many 
bones aee&og  vacations  on  every  side  of  us.    As  a mat^jet  olla.t\„ 
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every  working  horse  needs  a  vacation  in  the  country  i 
just  as  much  as  every  working  man  and  woman  requires  a  little  rest 
and  change  during  the  year.  In  some  ways  the  horses  need  this 
change  more  than  men,  for  they  never  have  a  chance  to  take 
their  shoes  off  to  rest  their  tired  feet,  or  to  stretch  themselves, 
or  to  enjoy  a  day  off  in  the  country  free  from  work,  as  most  men 
are  able  to  do.  Some  of  them  do  not  even  have  a  chance  to  he 
down  at  night. 

It  is  only  necessary  to  watch  horses  when  they  are  having  a 
vacation  to  understand  what  it  means  to  them.  The  way  they  lie 
down  and  roll  and  kick  up  their  heels,  even  poor,  lame  horses  that 
we  thought  could  hardly  trot  again,  is  a  sight  to  make  one  rejoice. 

I  watched  eight  horses  at  Pine  Ridge  that  were  put  for  a  few 
hours  in  a  paddock  after  a  snowstorm  recently,  and  they  were 
like  a  lot  of  happy  schoolboys  just  let  loose  from  school.  They 
chased  each  other,  and  they  roiled  in  the  snow  until  they  were 
plastered  like  images,  then,  springing  up  with  surprising  agility, 
gave  a  mighty  shake,  and  I  could  almost  see  them  laugh  when  the 
snow  flew  like  a  cloud  in  every  direction. 

Surely  it  is  a  duty  to  give  these,  our  faithful  helpers,  a  good 
time  once  in  a  while.    They  have  i:\cVi\v  earcveivt. 
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I  read  in  a  Washington  paper  that  the  horses  working  for  the 
government  were  to  be  given  a  month's  vacation  every  summer. 
I  hope  this  is  true,  and  that  other  cities  will  follow  our  national 
capital  in  so  good  a  work. 

Our  needs  at  Pine  Ridge  are,  more  bam  room,  fencing  for  new 
paddocks,  and  a  well,  as  the  water  supply  now  comes  from 
the  street  and  caxmot,  without  great  expense,  be  carried  down 
into  our  back  paddocks.  We  need  at  least  a  thousand  dollars 
to  spend  as  soon  as  the  spring  comes,  in  making  preparations  for 
our  summer  visitors,  the  tired  horses;  and  we  could  make  good 
use  there  of  a  much  larger  amount. 

OLD  HORSE  FUND 

Dr.  Prank  Sullivan,  our  veterinary  doctor,  has  done  good  work 
through  the  year  in  looking  up  old  horses  and  horses  unfit  for 
work,  in  auction  rooms  and  sales  stables,  or  on  the  streets,  and 
getting  possession  of  them,  sometimes  by  paying  a  small  sum,  by 
which  means  he  can  get  immediate  possession  of  the  horse,  and 
sometimes  by  persuasion.  We  have  before  explained  that  unless 
we  do  get  the  horse  into  otir  hands  at  once,  the  tricks  of  the  trade 
are  so  many  and  so  sharp  that  there  is  no  certainty  whether  the 
horse  will  be  taken  to  the  abattoir  or  will  fall  into  other  hands 
and  be  smuggled  out  of  the  city.  This  is  why  we  buy  them  and 
have  them  immediately  killed,  because  we  are  not  certain  of 
saving  them  from  an  extension  of  their  misery  in  any  other 
way. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  we  should  take  all  these  horses 
out  to  Pine  Ridge  and  give  them  a  happy  time  before  they  die. 
We  do  give  some  of  them  a  short  period  of  comfort,  either  at  Pine 
Ridge  or  in  our  boarding  stable,  but  as  we  have  taken  fropi  their 
owners  over  i86  horses  during  the  last  year,  and  as  we  have  our 
Home  of  Rest  filled  during  the  summer  with  horses  that  can  be 
restored  to  good  condition  by  a  few  weeks'  vacation,  it  is  obvi- 
ously impossible  for. us  to  keep,  for  even  a  short  period  of  time, 
all  the  horses  we  rescue  from  misery;  neither  in  the  majority  of 
cases  would  it  be  humane. 

To  some  persons  it  seems  wicked  to  have  a  horse  killed  as  long 
as  he  has  any  strength  left  in  his  aged  legs  to  totter  along  and  drag 
a  cart  behind  him.  To  us  it  seems  a  crime  to  sell  an  old  horse  or 
to  let  him  work  after  the  infirmities  of  age  or  weaktves^s  ol  ^v^^^^^ 
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arc    upf.n 

buy  horses 
of  this  kind 
to  save  them 
from  being 
kept  at  work 
until  they 
drop  dead  in 
harness.

Was  found  in  a  stable  and  bought 
by  our  doctor. 

Bay  horse  in  good  condition,  excepting  for  running  sore  on  one 
hip.  Doctor  threatened  the  owner  to  prosecute  him  if  he  did 
not  give  up  the  horse  to  him  at  once.  He  allowed  the  man  five 
dollars. 

Bay  horse,  lame,  very  thin.  After  considerable  bargaining,  the 
owner  sold  bim  to  the  doctor  ioT  five  doWar^, 


Old  sorrel  horse,  teeth  worn  down  to  the  gums.  The  owner  was 
very  poor.    Took  the  horse  and  gave  the  man  five  dollars. 

Roan,  very  bad  case  of  heaves.  Was  working  in  a  coal  wagon. 
Persuaded  the  owner  to  part  with  him  for  five  dollars. 

Small  gray  horse  used  in  a  hurdy-gurdy,  but  brought  into 
auction  because  he  was  in  bad  condition.  Allowed  the  auc- 
tioneer five  dollars. 

White  horse;  doctor  discovered  symptoms  of  glanders.  Very 
thin  and  his  legs  swollen.    Had  him  at  once  put  out  of  the  way. 

Brown  mare.  Got  cast  every  night,  and  during  the  day  was 
used  by  a  peddler;  was  in  bad  condition.    Paid  five  dollars. 

Old  brown  mare,  thin  and  not  fit  for  work.  Condemned  the 
horse,  but  paid  five  dollars  to  secure  him  at  once. 

Bay  horse,  emaciated  and  old;  was  used  in  an  express.  Paid 
five  dollars  and  secured  him. 

Gray  horse;  fell  on  the  street,  unable  to  get  up.  The  doctor 
was  called,  and,  after  quite  a  struggle  with  the  owner  of  the  horse, 
the  doctor  sent  for  the  abattoir  wagon  and  had  the  horse  shot,  as 
he  was  evidently  unable  to  get  up. 

Bay  horse,  old  and  starved;  fell  on  the  street.  Doctor  saw 
him,  -sent  for  the  abattoir  wagon,  and  had  him  killed  after  getting 
permission  of  the  owner. 

White  horse:  fell  on  the  street.  The  owner  had  just  bought 
him.  The  doctor  allowed  five  dollars  for  him  and  took  posses- 
sion. 

Gray  horse,  fell  on  the  street;  in  bad  condition.  The  doctor 
did  not  allow  the  owner  to  take  him  away,  but  had  him  shot. 

Gray  horse,  thin,  sore  front  feet.  Was  a  kicker  and  was  having 
a  very  hard  life  with  his  lameness  and  the  punishment  he  got 
for  kicking.  Paid  the  owner  five  dollars  and  took  him  out  of  his 
misery. 

White  horse;  fell  on  Park  Square.  Owner  wished  to  take  him 
away  and  take  care  of  him,  and  would  not  sell  him.  The  doctor 
followed  the  case  up,  and  four  days  later  went  to  the  hospital 
and  bought  the  horse,  as  he  was  wholly  unfit  for  further  work. 


Any  money  given  to  our  Old  Horse  Fund  will  be  kept  expressly 
for  the  purpose  of  rescuing  from  misery  old  horses  and  horses 
otherwise  unfit  for  work. 

THE  MODEL  BOARDING  STABLE 

The  second  year  of  the  Model  Boarding  Stable  ends  the  first 
of  March,  and  the  stable  will  then  be  given  up,  as  the  expense 
of  carrying  it  on  is  too  great.  Whether  the  good  it  has  done  has 
been  sufficient  to  balance  the  outlay  of  money  and  thought,  we 
shall  not  be  able  to  know  in  this  world . 
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We  have

that  the  thin,  spiritless  condition  of  many  of  the  horses  we  see 
on  the  streets  is  undoubtedly  due  to  poor  food  and  general  lack 
of  good  care,  not  because  the  horses  are  naturally  thin,  as  their 
drivers  will  usually  declare.  One  good  result  of  our  work  is  the 
fact  that  this  has  been  demonstrated  by  practicitl  illustration, 
not  only  to  the  owners  and  drivers  of  the  horses  we  have  had 
in  our  stable,  who  now  know  what  a  difference  good  feed  and 
care  can  make  in  working  horses,  but  to  outside  observers. 

A  man  whose  horse  is  in  the  stable  said  very  emphatically 
recently  that  no  boarding  stable  in  Boston  could  show  such  a 
number  of  working  horses  in  good  condition  as  the  Le^ue  stable, 
and  this  we  know  is  the  mind  of  most  of  our  boarders. 

I  stopped  one  day  and  spoke  to  a  tru 
thin  horse,  standing  by  the  curbstone,  i 
It  was  near  the  League  stable,  and  I  ss 
that  stable  and  I'll  promise  you  there  wi 
before  long."  He  said  he  would,  and  he 
month  his  horse  gained  in  flesh  so  tha 
known  him.  This  horse  and  another  one 
are  now  in  our  stable  and  in  goO(\  couA\\ 


I  spoke  to  a  cab  driver  one  day  this  winter  about  his  horse, 
saying  it  was  too  thin.  He  replied  that  he  only  bought  the  horse 
two  weeks  before  in  auction,  and  in  two  weeks'  time  he  had  gained 
twenty  pounds  in  the  Animal  Rescue  League  stable.  Besides 
the  gain  in  flesh  and  strength  that  has  been  so  perceptible  in 
horses  that  entered  the  League  stable  looking  thin  and  hungry, 
quite  a  large  number  of  horses  have  benefited  by  treatment 
from  Dr.  Sullivan,  the  League  veterinarian,  so  that  the  stable  has 
served  as  a  hospital  as  well  as  a  boarding  place. 

I  will  give  just  a  page  or  two  from  the  doctor's  report.  He  says: 

"  I  have  treated  at  the  Model  Boarding  Stable  in  the  past  two 
years  over  150  horses,  and  have  fixed  the  teeth  of  more  than  50 
horses  at  51  Carver  Street  that  belonged  to  men  we  were  unable 
to  accommodate  at  our  stable.  Some  of  the  special  cases  were 
one  white  horse  and  one  black,  belonging  to  a  truck  man,  both 
emaciated,  the  white  one  much  troubled  with  colic  when  he  first 
entered  the  stable,  but  finally  relieved.  Both  horses  improved 
150  to  200  pounds,  and  were  as  fine  a  looking  pair  of  big  horses  as 
any  in  Boston. 

**  One  horse  had  pneimionia.  We  nursed  him  night  and  day 
at  the  stable  for  two  weeks  until  he  recovered.  One  horse  that 
had  a  large  shoe  boil  was  treated  and  entirely  cured.  A  number 
of  horses  came  to  the  stable  jnth  harsh  coats  and  hide  bound. 
I  gave  them  powders  and  oil  meal,  and  in  every  case  there  was 
quick  improvement. 

**  One  horse  had  a  wrenched  hind  leg.  We  kept  him  in  a  box 
stall  at  the  stable  until  he  was  able  to  go  out  to  Pine  Ridge,  and 
in  eight  weeks  he  got  completely  well. 

**  A  bay  horse  had  a  lame  shoulder.  Rested  him  at  stable,  then 
he  went  to  Pine  Ridge  for  three  weeks  and  was  cured.  One  gray 
horse  was  thin  and  had  a  sore  back.  He  came  to  the  stable  for 
treatment.  After  constant  care  for  six  weeks,  he  was  entirely 
cured  and  improved  in  flesh. 

"  A  very  bad  case  was  a  bay  horse  whose  foot  was  punctured 
with  a  nail,  causing  blood  poison.  His  leg  swelled  and  he  had 
a  great  deal  of  fever.  I  poulticed  and  bandaged  his  foot  for 
three  weeks  and  treated  him  for  fever.  In  a  month  he  was  sound 
and  well. 

"  A  number  of  horses  that  were  troubled  with  tender  forefeet 
from  continued  poimding  on  street  have  been  treated  at  stable 
on  coming  in  nights  by  soaking  the  feet,  and  moist  swabs  after- 
ward appUed,  which  relieved  them  to  a  great  extent. 

"  As  many  as  a  dozen  horses  have  come  to  the  stable  with 
abscess  of  jaw  from  decayed  teeth,  and  have  been  suce^?>^l>3J^^ 
treated,  much  to  the  relief  of  the  animal. 
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**  Have  treated  and  completely  cured  two  cases  of  mange  on 
horses,  owner  being  refused  admission  to  other  stables  on  account  * 
of  fear  of  spreading.  Completely  cured  both  without  danger  to 
other  horses.  These  horses  were  afiUcted  six  months  and  were 
being  driven  from  one  boarding  place  to  another,  for  as  soon  as 
condition  was  discovered  the  owner  got  notice  to  leave,  and  as 
he  did  not  understand  the  horses'  condition  he  felt  discouraged. 

**  Other  cases  have  been  collar  and  saddle  galls,  abscesses, 
injured  eyes  and  injured  feet  from  nails  and  from  wrenches  caused 
by  falUng  on  slippery  streets." 

These  cases  will  give  some  idea  of  the  comfort  and  relief 
afforded  to  many  horses  by  the  League  stable.  Another  way 
in  which  good  has  been  done  may  be  understood  by  one  or  two 
examples : 

About  two  months  ago  a  doctor  telephoned  to  the  League  that 
he  was  sending  a  man  to  the  hospital  and  there  was  no  one  to 
look  after  his  horse,  neither  could  he  afford  to  board  him  out. 
**  I  thought  this  might  be  a  case  for  you,"  the  doctor  said.  I 
got  the  man's  address  and  sent  that  afternoon  to  South  Boston 
after  the  horse.  The  horse  was  blind,  but  in  fairly  good  condi- 
tion otherwise.  We  kept  him  until  his  owner,  who,  it  seems,  was 
a  coal  peddler,  came  out  of  the  hospital  and  took  up  his  work 
again.  The  horse  gained  in  flesh  and  was  much  benefited  by 
his  change  to  our  stable,  where  I  had  one  of  the  men  exercise 
him  every  few  days.  The  man  seemed  very  grateful  and  prom- 
ised to  let  me  know  if  he  should  want  to  give  up  the  horse. 

A  woman  telephoned  that  her  husband  had  met  with  an  acci- 
dent and  she  did  not  know  what  to  do  about  his  horse.  She  could 
not  bear  to  send  him  to  auction,  yet  there  was  no  money  to  keep 
him  with.  I  knew  the  woman  to  be  exceptionally  kind  and  good. 
She  had  been  a  member  of  the  League  since  its  start  and  often 
came  in  for  literature  to  distribute,  and  I  told  her  to  send  the 
horse  to  our  stable  and  we  would  keep  him  until  her  way  seemed 
clearer  before  her. 

We  have  had  at  least  thirty  cases  in  the  two  j^ears  when,  be- 
cause of  sickness,  accident,  or  death,  we  have  boarded  a  horse  at 
our  stable  free  for  a  few  weeks,  in  this  way  saving  the  horse  from 
a  forced  sale  and  almost  certain  suffering.  In  most  of  these  cases 
the  owners  were  themselves  deserving  of  help  in  time  of  need. 
In  some  of  them  the  horses  were  much  nobler  than  their  owners, 
who  were  not  men  or  women  it  was  an>j  ^\^».%Mt^\.^\«X^. 


DISCOURAGING  FEATURES 

The  most  discouraging  features  of  the  work  have  been  the 
fact  which  I  suppose  was  to  be  expected,  that  among  fifty  or 
sixty  men  who  were  owners  or  drivers  of  the  horses  boarding  in 
the  stable,  there  were  those  who  took  imfair  advantage  whenever 
it  was  possible,  and,  while  receiving  favors,  returned  these  favors 
with  dishonesty  in  the  stable  and  falsehoods  outside,  deliberately 
and  maliciously  trying  to  injure  our  work. 

A  member  of  the  League  living  on  Back  Bay  spoke  to  a  cab 
driver  she  employed  about  his  horse  being  very  thin.  He  told 
her  that  he  was  boarding  the  horse  in  the  Animal  Rescue  League 
stable  and  he  was  not  allowed  oats  enough  to  give  the  horse  a  good 
dinner.  He  said  the  horse  was  thin  for  lack  of  food.  Fortunately 
the  lady  to  whom  he  made  this  statement  was  not  one  of  those 
who  seem  glad  to  take  for  truth  any  adverse  criticism  made  by 
tmtrustworthy  and  disgruntled  men  and  women,  and  to  repeat 
the  story  without  getting  at  the  facts.  She  came  to  me  and  I 
knew  at  once  who  the  man  was.  I  went  to  the  stable  at  the  hour 
when. his  bag  was  filled  for  his  horse's  dinner,  and  going  to  him 
asked  him  how  many  quarts  of  oats  he  was  carrjdng  out.  He 
said  about  four.  I  told  him  he  ought  to  carry  out  five  or  six,  and 
I  asked  the  floor  man  to  bring  a  measure  and  measure  the  con- 
tents of  the  nose  bag.  The  man  walked  away  with  his  face 
turning  very  red,  and  no  wonder,  for  he  had  a  good  seven  quarts 
of  oats  in  the  bag. 

I  made  further  inquiries  and  found  that  he  not  only  managed 
to  get  an  extra  quantity  of  oats  every  day,  but  he  was  a  very 
hard  driver,  fretting  his  horse  constantly. 

Another  cab  driver  whose  horse  looked  badly  and  was  standing 
unblanketed  in  the  cold  wind  told  me  when  I  stopped  and  said 
his  horse  looked  in  bad  condition  that  he  boarded  him  in  the 
**  Cruelty  to  Animals  "  stable,  a  story  he  made  up  to  excuse 
himself,  the  horse  not  being  one  of  the  League  boarders.  Here, 
again,  if  this  story  were  told  to  any  one  inclined  to  be  prejudiced 
against  our  stable,  it  would  very  likely  have  been  believed. 

For  the  sake  of  justice  as  well  as  humanity,  those  who  have 
heard  stories  they  do  not  hke  about  the  League  work  shotild 
come  to  headquarters  for  the  truth. 

We  started  by  asking  six  dollars  a  week  for  board.    We  found 
a  year  ago  the  deficit  was  too  great,  atv^  t\v^  Tcvgra.  ciSftted  of  their 


own  accord  to  pay  I6.50.  This  has  not  been  enough.  In  making 
up  our  accounts  we  found  that  even  $8  would  not  cover  the  cost 
of  such  good  feed  as  we  buy  and  the  expense  of  the  sort  of  stable 
we  hired.  We  tried  to  get  a  less  expensive  stable,  but  no 
stable  we  would  be  willing  to  occupy  could  be  found. 

Our  object  was  to  get  a  really  good  and  comfortable  stable  in 
every  respect  and  provide  a  very  good  quality  of  oats  and  hay, 
and  employ  good  men  to  work  in  the  stable,  not  the  cheapest 
kind  of  help.  The  experiment  we  have  made  has  demonstrated 
that  this  cannot  be  done  unless  a  high  price  is  paid  for  board,  or 
several  thousand  dollars  is  given  by  humane  people  interested 
in  such  an  experiment  every  year  to  make  up  the  deficit  which 
must  inevitably  occur.  In  most  of  the  boarding  stables  where 
an  average  of  seven  dollars  a  week  is  charged  for  board,  the  own- 
ers of  the  stables  make  them  pay  by  keeping  a  certain  number 
of  horses  in  the  stable  that  they  let  out,  thus  combining  a  livery 
with  a  boarding  stable.  Letting  horses  out  at  two  dollars  or 
more  a  day  helps  them  out  in  their  expenses  to  a  very  great 
degree,  but  this  is  something  we  did  not  wish  to  do;  also  very  few 
stables  furnish  the  quality  of  food  we  have  used. 

The  plan  that  I  had  in  mind  really  required  as  much  money  for 
carrying  out  as  the  Franklin  Square  House  for  working  girls,  or 
the  Willard  Y  Settlement,  and  it  has  been  made  very  evident  to 
me  that  the  public  do  not  feel  willing  to  support  any  such  place 
as  that  for  working  horses.  Undoubtedly,  as  I  before  said,  a 
stable  like  this  carried  on  by  a  humane  society  means  that  some 
obstacles  are  met  with  which  stables  carried  on  from  purely 
business  principles  do  not  have;  that  is,  we  are  taken  greater 
advantage  of  by  unprincipled  men,  as  we  do  not  like  to  carry 
cases  into  court  when  we  are  cheated  out  of  our  money,  which 
we  should  do  if  we  were  not  a  humane  society. 

If  the  day  ever  could  come  when  all  the  stables  in  a  city  were 
owned  by  humane  societies  or  by  a  stable  corporation  for  the 
express  purpose  of  regulating  them  in  regard  to  the  comfort  of 
horses,  of  their  food,  and  in  every  other  respect,  we  should  see  a 
very  great  difference  in  the  condition  of  horses  on  the  streets. 
We  are  hoping  that  some  laws  will  be  made  regarding  stables 
that  do  not  now  exist.  For  example,  no  stable  should  be  allowed 
where  the  stalls  are  too  narrow  for  a  horse  to  lie  down  in,  and  yet 
there  are  such  stabJes  in  the  city  to-day.    "NeitYvet  sVovA^  ^^cv^x^ 
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be  any  stables  where  the  horses  are  kept  in  damp  cellars.  Stables 
should  be  so  built  that  horses  could  be  kept  on  the  first  floor,  as 
it  is  much  safer  in  case  of  fire,  but  I  think  there  are  not  mpre 
than  one  or  two  in  the  whole  city  where  the  horses  are  not 
carried  up  on  the  second  and  third  floors. 

On  account  of  our  own  ambulance  and  horses  and  of  charity 
or  emergency  cases  which  we  wish  very  much  to  be  able  to  re- 
ceive, like  those  I  have  mentioned,  a  stable  for  the  Animal  Rescue 
League  seems  to  me  very  necessary  as  a  part  of  our  work.  We 
have  succeeded  in  finding  a  small  stable  at  96  West  Brookline 
Street,  which  will  give  us  box  stalls  for  our  own  horses  and  two  to 
four  good  wide  stalls  for  any  emergency  cases  that  may  come  up. 


PINE  RIDGE  CEMETERY 

The  need  of  a  cemetery''  for  animals  near  our  large  cities  is 
beginning  to  be  generally  recognized.  Many  persons  owning 
dogs  or  cats  they  love  do  not  possess  any  land  where  they  can 
bury  them,  or,  if  they  do,  it  is  too  far  from  their  winter  residence  to 
be  available  if  the  household  companion  dies  in  the  winter  season. 

Paris,  London,  Edinburgh,  New  York,  and  Philadelphia  have 
such  burial  places,  and  the  few  acres  we  have  devoted  to  this 
work  at  Pine  Ridge  has  already  been  very  keenly  appreciated. 

We  have  published  this  year  a  booklet  entitled  **  Cemeteries 
Ancient  and  Modern,  and  the  Life  Beyond."  The  price  of  it  is 
twenty-five  cents,  and  we  will  send  it  to  any  address  on  receipt 
of  the  price. 

There  are  twenty-seven  illustrations  taken  from  photographs 
of  headstones  or  graves  in  foreign  cemeteries,  and  there  are  four- 
teen that  represent  portions  of  the  cemetery  at  Pine  Ridge.  A 
chapter  en  the  immortality  of  animals  shows  that  some  of  the 
greatest  thinkers  of  past  and  present  times  have  expressed  the 
opinion  that  "  if  there  is  a  life  be^^'ond  for  the  human  race,  we 
have  good  reason  to  believe  the  lower  animals  also  possess  an 
intelligent  soul  that  will  live  on  after  death." 

There  have  been  forty-two  burials  at  Pine  Ridge.  The  price 
of  privilege  of  burial  is  from  ten  to  twenty  dollars.  This  includes 
digging  the  grave,  enclosing  it  in  floral  wire  if  so  desired,  tagging 
it,  or  arranging  for  a  headstone  if  requested  to  do  so,  and  per- 
petual care  of  the  grave.  The  cemetery  is  exceedingly  picturesque 
and  well  worth  a  visit. 
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EDUCATIOHAL  WORK 

Few  even  of  our  members  are  aware  of  the  extent  of  our  edu- 
cational work.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  during  the  last  year  we 
have  distributed  50,000  humane  leaflets,  besides  about  40,000 
copies  of  Our  Foorfooted  Friends.  Our  story  leaflets  have  been 
sent  for  from  distant  states.  From  Missouri  a  request  came  for 
3. 300  in  one  order,  from  England  one  large  order  has  been  re- 
ceived, and  there  is  hardly  a  state  in  the  Union  into  which  our 
literature  is  not  going. 

We  have  no  appropriation  for  humane  education.  If  we  had, 
we  should  make  it  a  point  to  publish  more  story  leaflets,  as  there 
is  a  constant  demand  for  them  from  teachers  and  children. 
Lessons  in  humane  treatment  of  animals  can  best  be  taught  in 
this  way. 

For  new  publications  this  year  we  have  a  little  one-page 
leaflet,  "  The  Way  to  the  Circus,  "  in  which  we  have  tried  to  show 
the  great  suffering  that  circuses,  menageries,  and  zoological  gar- 
dens cause  to  the  wild  animals,  and  the  booklet  on  Cemeteries,  as 
beretotore mentioned.   Acard.  "  The  Delivery ttotafe"  \stae:a.TA.\ji

show  how  a  little  consideration  on  the  part  of  housekeepers  will 

save  tired  horses  many  unnecessary  steps.    We  will  send  samples 

of  our  leaflets,  magazine,  and  report  on  receipt  of  six  cents  in 

stamps. 

MEMBERSHIPS 

Our  list  of  members  last  year  numbered  2,952.  During  the 
year  24  members  have  died,  and  possibly  more  that  we  have  not 
heard  about.    We  have  this  year  a  total  of  3,078  on  our  books. 

Again  we  urge  our  members  to  help  the  cause  by  getting  new. 
members  and  subscriptions  to  Our  Fourfooted  Friends,    It  woiUd 
seem  as  if  each  member  could  in  the  course  of  a  year  get  either 
one  new  member  or  a  subscription  to  the  League  paper. 

We  wish  that  every  member  would  subscribe  for  Our  Fourfooted 
Friends,  which  is  only  fifty  cents  a  year,  and  not  only  subscribe 
for  it,  but  read  it.  It  is  not  a  paper  exclusively  for  children,  as 
some  people  seem  to  think,  and  it  would  be  a  great  encourage- 
ment to  the  editor  to  know  that  all  the  members  of  the  League 
would  read  it  and  try  to  get  new  subscribers  for  it. 

ENTERTAINMENTS 

Visitors'  Day  is  now  observed  every  spring  at  Pine  Ridge. 
May  26  was  the  day  appointed  last  spring,  and  a  large  number 
of  visitors  came  from  many  directions.  A  charming  concert 
was  given  at  the  Bungalow,  the  residence  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Smith, 
at  3.30  P.M.,  under  the  management  of  Miss  Katharine  Foote. 
There  were  songs  by  Miss  Judith  Longyear,  Miss  Margaret 
Murray  Glenn,  and  Mrs.  Charlotte  Jones.  Mr.  S.  C.  Colbum  was 
the  accompanist.  The  concert  realized  about  $150,  and  $124 
were  taken  at  the  teatables  and  palmist's  booth. 

The  Annual  Fair  took  place  at  Copley  Hall,  December  7  and  8, 
under  the  management  of  Mrs.  Arthur  T.  Cabot.  Through  the 
efforts  of  Mrs.  John  Fairchild  a  delightful  entertainment  was 
given  on  the  afternoon  and  evening  of  Monday,  the  8th,  in  con- 
nection with  the  fair,  by  Mr.  J.  B.  Smith  and  friends  who  assisted 
him.  The  net  proceeds  of  the  fair  were  $3,923.68.  Again  we  say 
that  in  no  other  way  can  we  realize  so  much  money,  and  as  the 
summer  is  a  time  of  great  outgo  and  very  little  income,  we  are 
obliged  to  do  something  in  the  early  winter  to  make  up  the  in- 
evitable summer  deficit.  We  ask  our  friends  now  to  be  kind 
enough  to  bear  this  in  mind  and  do  what  they  can  through  the 
coming  summer  for  the  necessary  aivivMa\ia\t  mD^c^tciber. 


In  summing  up  our  year's  experiences,  I  think  we  have  reason 
to  believe  that  we  have  both  relieved  and  prevented  a  large 
amount  of  suffering.  We  have  tried  to  do  all  we  could  in  all  the 
ways  we  could  in  this  cause.  If  we  have  erred,  I  think  it  has  not 
been  for  lack  of  zeal.  If  we  have  been  too  zealous  and  have  given 
offense,  I  am  sure  that  all  who  truly  care  for  the  suffering  of 
animals  will  understand  and  forgive. 

Twenty-four  of  our  members  have  this  year  crossed  the  bar. 
They  have  gone  onward  and  upward  from  the  darkness  into  the 
light,  to  that  world  where  we  believe  the  strange  and  terrible 
mystery  of  suffering  which  casts  such  a  shadow  over  our  lives 
here  will  be  revealed  to  us. 

Among  those  who  have  left  us  are  the  names,  which  will  long 
be  remembered  and  revered,  of  Dr.  Edward  Everett  Hale,  who 
spoke  from  this  platform  in  behalf  of  our  work;  of  Dr.  John 
Withrow,  who  many  times  in  this  building  gave  me  comfort  and 
courage  by  his  advice  and  sympathy;  of  George  T.  Angell, 
whose  lifelong  work  for  animals  has  been  an  inspiration  to  many 
men  and  women  all  over  this  country;  of  Mrs.  Annie  Lowry,  who, 
though  living  in  Philadelphia,  took  such  an  interest  in  our  work 
that  she  left  us  a  bequest  of  $5,000;  of  Mrs.  Catherine  Rogers, 
a.  member  of  the  League  of  long  standing,  who  remembered  us 
with  a  bequest  of  $200. 

■  The  generous  bequests  we  have  received  have  lifted  a  load  of 
anxiety  from  our  minds.  The  debt  that  has  pressed  so  heavily 
upon  us  can  be  entirely  lifted  this  spring. 

Yet  we  cannot  relax  our  efforts.  Our  work  is  like  a  strong  and 
healthy  child,  still  growing,  and  if  we  should  relax  even  a  little, 
we  would  be  unable  to  meet  the  increasing  expenses  of  every 
year. 

We  have  now  sixteen  paid  employees,  yet  we  need  more  help 
for  the  coming  spring  and  summer.  We  thank  our  members,  and 
friends  who  are  not  members,  for  all  the  help  they  have  given 
us,  and  beg  them  to  continue  to  keep  our  treasury  so  well  filled 
that  we  shall  not  need  to  restrict  our  work  or  our  help.  The 
better  you  will  acquaint  yourself  with  our  work,  the  clearer  you 
will  imderstand  our  needs.

TWELFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  work  of  the  Animal  Rescue  League  has  ceased  to  be  a 
novelty.  For  twelve  successive  years  in  this  same  month  and 
chapel  we  have  held  a  public  meeting  for  two  purposes;  one  is, 
that  once  in  a  year  we  whose  hearts  are  in  this  work  may  by 
meeting  together  get  renewed  strength  and  inspiration  for 
another  year,  and  the  second  reason  is  the  hope  that  an  influence 
may  go  out  from  this  meeting  into  other  and  perhaps  distant 
cities  which  will  tend  to  the  advancement  of  the  great  cause  we 
are  engaged  in.  We  know  that  this  hope  is  justified,  since  every 
year  new  shelters  for  homeless  and  neglected  animals  are  being 
started  through  the  influence  of  our  work.  Some  of  these  have 
adopted  our  name,  —  a  name  to  which  we  gave  hours  of  careful 
consideration,  —  and  now  it  is  no  unusual  thing  to  see  in  news- 
papers from  other  towns  and  cities  a  record  of  good  work  per- 
formed by  Animal  Rescue  Leagues  in  other  places.  I  received 
in  January  of  this  year  from  a  zealous  worker,  one  of  the 
directors  of  the  Manchester,  N.  H.,  Animal  Rescue  League, 
Mrs.  H.  B.  Neal,  a  letter  which  gave  me  great  pleasure  and 
encouragement.     She  wrote,  — 

**  I  thought  you  would  be  very  much  interested  to  hear  about 
the  Animal  Rescue  League  that  you  helped  us  start  in  the  state 
of  New  Hampshire  five  years  ago.  I  remember  well  the  night 
you  came  to  Manchester;  it  was  a  terrible  blizzard.  Now  we 
are  doing  all  kinds  of  good  for  those  who  cannot  speak  for  them- 
selves." 

I  had  the  pleasure  of  speaking  in  Dalton  aud  P\V1^^^\^  "a:^^ 


assisting  in  the  work  of  starting  the  Berkshire  Animal  Rescue 
League,  now  doing  such  fine  work  for  horses,  dogs,  and  cats 
under  the  able  management  of  its  president,  Mrs.  Franklin 
Couch,  one  of  our  life  members  and  generous  helpers.  I  have 
spokeii  for  this  cause  in  several  other  cities  and  states.  I  have 
replied  to  many  letters  and  sent  many  of  our  reports  to  more 
distant  cities  where  they  wished  to  start  a  shelter  for  animals, 
but  I  wish  to  mention  only  enough  of  this  work  to  show  how  far 
the  influence  of  any  good  work  spreads  and  to  say  that  for  this 
reason  we  ought  to  make  our  own  organization  here  in  Boston 
as  perfect  as  possible.  The  better  it  is,  the  .more  likely  it  is  to 
lead  others  to  copy  it.  We  should  be  **  like  a  city  set  upon  an 
hill  whose  light  cannot  be  hid,"  and  that  not  for  fame  or  for 
personal  gratification,  but  because  our  great  aim  is  to  spread 
abroad  the  gospel  of  humanity. 

We  do  not  always  know  how  far  our  influence  is  spreading.  A 
letter  recently  received  from  Mrs.  Florence  Suckling,  of  Highwood, 
Romsey,  England,  an  ardent  worker  for  years  in  this  cause  we 
represent,  is  an  illustration  of  the  widespread  influence  of  a  good 
work,  and  I  give  it  because  I  believe  it  is  right  that  those  who 
have  labored  with  me  so  faithfully  to  build  up  the  Animal  Rescue 
League  of  Boston  should  realize  and  rejoice  with  me  over  the 
good  it  has  done. 

She  says:  ''We  all  very  much  admire  and . appreciate  your 
magazine,  and  I  very  often  quote  from  its  pages,  acknowledging 
the  source,  save  on  very  rare  occasions  when  I  think  it  will  do 
more  if  the  remarks  fall  from  the  clouds.  I  *  lifted  '  what  you 
said  about  animal  shelters  and  the  '  divine  pity  shining  in  the 
eyes  of  the  ragged  children  from  the  tenements,  who  brought 
strays.  [This  was  from  the  September  Fourfooted  Friends.]  It 
so  exactly  fitted  the  case  of  the  shelter  for  strays  at  Southamp- 
ton that  I  made  your  article  into  a  newspaper  letter  and  sent  it  to 
the  lady  secretary  to  sign.  She  tells  me  she  has  received  so  many 
letters  in  consequence,  with  postal  orders  and  offers  of  help,  that 
I  felt  sure  you  would  be  glad  and  not  mind  the  theft.  We  all 
attribute  the  founding  of  the  Shirley  Home  for  Cats  to  your 
direct  influence  and  the  example  of  your  truly  magnificent  work. 
I  think  it  is  well  to  halt  and  turn  back  sometimes  and  to  trace 
the  source  of  work,  and  we  have,  as  I  have  said,  traced  Shirley 
to  you,  and  to  Carver  Street.

WORK  FOR  THE  YEAR 

What  have  we  done  this  year?  We  have  received  23,089  cats 
and  kittens;  5,454  dogs;  175  horses;  100  birds,  including 
pigeons;  7  rabbits;  5  rats  and  mice  that  had  been  children's 
pets;  2  squirrels  that  were  seriously  injured;  i  monkey  suffering 
with  tuberculosis,  and  i  alligator  that  some  misguided  individual 
brought  from  Florida  thinking  it  might  be  an  interesting  pet, 
but,  coming  to  a  different  conclusion,  sent  it  to  Carver  Street  for 
us  to  dispose  of.  This  makes  a  total  of  28,834  ahimals  and 
birds  we  have  cared  for. 

Of  the  cats  and  kittens  received,  many  were  deserted;  others 
were  given  up  by  their  owners.  Many  women  in  the  tenement- 
house  districts  now  send  litters  of  kittens  to  us  instead  of  letting 
them  live  wild  and  uncared  for,  either  finally  starving  to  death 
or  stealing  just  enough  food  to  keep  them  barely  alive. 

A  record  of  animals  brought  by  our  agents  or  by  visitors  gives 
the  color,  sex,  place  the  animal  comes  from,  and  a  brief  note 
of  its  condition.  Looking  over  these  records,  I  find  that  a  very 
large  number  of  the  cats  and  dogs  we  receive  ast  <i\?Ras«i,.

those  common  diseases  that  not  infrequently  affect  even  i 
cared-for  animals,  quickly  seize  upon  the  homeless, 

ones  and  form  the  climax  to  their 
misery.  It  is  no  uncommon  event 
to  receive  from  the  poorer  quar- 
ters of  the  city  cats  partially  or 
wholly  blind  with  mange.  If  it  is 
not  humane  to  gather  in  such 
animals  and  give  them  a  blessed 
release  from  their  suffering,  then 
what  is  humane?  Yet  we  are 
severely  criticised  by  some  people 
who  refuse  us  their  assistance  be- 
cause we  put  so  many  animals  to 
death.  Would  they  have  us  keep 
alive  diseased  animals  and  ani- 
mals for  whom  we  cannot  find 
good  homes?  Have  we  any  right 
to  spend  money  that  way  when

THE  EFFECT  OF  THE  WORK  UPON  CHILDREN 

The  effect  upon  children  of  having  a  shelter  for  animals  in 
a  city  or  town  is  the  best  kind  of  humane  education  that  can  be 
given  them  because  it  is  practical.  They  come  across  a  weak, 
half-starved  dog,  cat,  or  kitten  in  their  play,  or  going  to  and  from 
school.  They  know  that  they  cannot  take  it  home;  the  school 
teacher  cannot  receive  it;  if  they  must  pass  it  by,  they  must 
learn  to  harden  their  hearts  against  these  pathetic  sights,  but 
if  they  know  of  a  place  where  they  can  take  it,  a  pleasant,  cheer- 
ful home  where  the  matron  has  a  kind  word  of  praise  to  the  child 
who  has  come  out  of  his  way  to  bring  the  poor  dog  or  cat  to  safety, 
—  this  act  of  kindness  warms  the  child's  heart.  He  is  happy  to 
think  he  has  saved  some  poor  creature  from  dying  on  the  streets 
of  hunger  or  cold,  and  he  has  got  a  lesson  he  will  never  forget 
in  practical  kindness. 

The  public,  and  even  the  members  of  this  League,  would  be 
surprised  if  they  could  see  for  themselves  the  large  number  of 
children  that  bring  dogs,  cats,  ■woutiAeA  p\^eot\&,  \»  xJwe.  \jiapie. 


and  to  our  receiving  stations.  In  vacation  time  and  on  Satur- 
days it  is  no  exaggeration  to  say  that  we  liave  had  thirty  children 
come  in  one  day.  It  is  true  that  this  means  sometimes  five  or 
six  children  coming  together  with  one  or  two  poor  little  waifs 
they  have  picked  up  somewhere,  but  the  fact  that  they  will 
take  the  trouble  to  bring  them  shows  that  the  League  work  is 
humaneeducation,  which  is  of  the  greatest  importance  in  molding 
these  children's  lives. 


CHILDREN'S  WORK 

Here  are  a  few  incidents  taken  out  of  many  showing  the  rescue 
work  of  children. 

Rose  Kaddy,  132  Castle  Street,  City,  brought  in  three  kittens 
that  a  woman  threw  out  of  a  window  and  told  a  boy  to  get  rid  of. 
The  boy  threw  them  into  another  street.  They  crowded  into  a 
grating,  where  Rose  with  difficulty  rescued  them. 

Rachel  Shese,  young  girl  living  at  20  Laconia  Street,  City,  saw 
some  boys  abusing  a  cat,  got  it  away  from  them,  and  carried  it 
home.  Her  mother  was  not  willing  to  keep  '\t  auA  ^.tA^Vw  Wi 
imagit  to  the  League.

the  city,  the  cat  would  probably 
have  been  turned  out  again  to  fresh 
suffering. 

Thomas  Lenehan,  .62  Fayette 
Street,  City,  saw  some  boys  throw 
a  kitten  into  a  box  of  lime.  He 
rescued  it  and  brought  it  to  the 
League. 

Charles  W.  Marlowe,  young  boy 
living   at  35    Moulton   Street, 

Charlestown,  walked  all  the  way  into  Carver  Street  carrying  in 

his  arms  a  stray  dog  he  found.  , 

Harold  Stone,  130  Myrtle  Street,  City,  found  four  little  kittens 

left  to  die  in  some  rubbish  in  a  cellar.    He  heard  them  crying  as 

he  was  passing  the  house  and  looked  until  he  found  them.     Their 

mother  lay  near  them  dead. 

Carl  Nelson,   young  boy  at  70 

Tudor  Street,  South   Boston,   saw 

some  boys  kicking  a  cat    in   the 

street,  took  it  away  from  them, 

and  brought  it  to  the  League. 
David   Hallstrom,  twelve  years 

old,   509   Putnam   Avenue,   Cam- 
bridge,   picked   up   two    homeless 

cats  he  saw  on  the  street  in  a  cold 

rain.      He   took   them   home,   fed 

them,  brought  one  to  Carver  Street, 

and  asked  to  have  our  agent  sent  for  the  other, 
"Frank  Quarin,  a  young  boy  at  28  Fayette  Street,  City,  brings 

a  great  many  miserable  cats  and  kittens  to  the  League.    Fayette 

Street  is  a  thickly  settled,  tenement-house  district  where  families 

are  always  coming  and  going  and  many  cats  are  deserted. 

This  applies  to  most  of  the 
streets  I  have  mentioned,  and  it  is 
very  encouraging  to  us  to  find  so 
many  children,  boys  as  well  as 
girls,  who  help  us  in  our  work  of 
rescuing  animals;  but,  as  I  said  be-

animals  that  are  homeless  and  neglected  if  there  were  no  shelter 
where  they  could  take  them. 


RECEIVING  STATIONS 

It  is  for  this  reason  that  we  wish  to  establish  receiving  stations 
or  branches  in  the  different  districts  or  suburbs  of  Boston. 
Wherever  we  start  a  receiving  station,  before  long  the  children 
become  interested  in  the  work  and  give  us  their  help.  It  is 
humane  education  in  a  practical  form,  and  we  very  much  regret 
that  so  far  we  have  been  able  to  get  only  two  of  the  settlement 
houses  to  cooperate  with  us  by  granting  to  us  a  little  space 
which  we  could  fit  up  and  use  for  a  receiving  station.  Surely 
one  of  the  most  important  lessons  for  these  settlement  houses 
to  teach  is  thoughtful  consideration  for  every  creature,  and  in 
no  way  could  it  be  better  taught  than  by  cooperation  with  us  in 
our  work. 

We  have  five  receiving  stations  at  present.  The  North  Bennet 
Street  Industrial  School,  through  the  kindness  of  Mrs.  Quincy 
A.  Shaw,  has  a  receiving  station,  and  the  superintendent,  Mr. 
Alvin  T.  Dodd,  is  convinced  that  the  work  has  been  very  bene- 
ficial in  that  neighborhood.  During  the  year  they  have  received 
^Sjldtteas,  164  cats,  71  dogs,  4  mice,  and  jbvTds. 


The  Roxbury  receiving  station  is  at  69  Roxbuiy  Street,  under 
the  charge  of  Mrs.  Moog.  There  have  been  carried  to  this  station 
during  the  year,  mostly  by  Roxbury  children,  753  cats,  722 
kittens,  139  dogs,  and  2  birds.  Mrs.  Moog  reports  that  at  least 
fifteen  of  these  cats  were  found  in  the  snow  in  a  half-frozen 
condition,  and  two  had  been  dragged  out  of  the  sewer.  Quite  a 
number  had  been  injured  by  cruel  men  or  boys.  I  happened  to 
call  at  the  station  myself  one  morning  when  a  cat  was  brought 
in  that  had  been  so  tortured  it  could  not  stand  and  had  to  be 
put  at  once  into  the  chloroform  box  kept  there  for  cases  of  special 
suffering.  We  send  our  gasoline  runabout  to  this  station  every 
afternoon,  sometimes  getting  from  there  as  many  as  twelve  cats 
and  kittens  that  have  been  carried  in  during  the  day. 

The  Neighborhood  House  at  79  Moore  Street,  Cambridge, 
has  been  kind  enough  to  allow  us  a  receiving  station  and  to  take 
charge  of  it.  At  this  branch  there  were  brought  in  last  year 
72  kittens,  54  cats,  and  23  dogs. 

We  opened  a  small  receiving  station  at  Revere  the  first  of 
January  under  the  following  circumstances:  Miss  Margrefha 
Marston,  of  Revere,  having  great  pity  for  the  cats  that  are 
deserted  on  Revere  Beach,  came  to  the  League  and  offered  to 
open  a  shelter  at  her  home  where  cats  could  be  taken  until  we 
could  send  our  runabout  aiter  t\iem.    TV«t  «.\«  ■ma.w-i  v^t^«^vks 


who  will  [Hck  up  a  cat 
and  carry  it  a  short 
distant^  to  a  shelter 
who  would  not  bring  it 
fts  far  as  Carver  Street. 
Miss  Marston  receives 
such  cases,  and  when 
her  accommodations 
are  full  we  send  our 
runabout  for  six  or 
eight  cats  when  we 
should  not  feel  justi- 
fied in  sending  so  long  shui  uf  in  a  vac*ni  ho™  tw^siv-eichi  Davs 
a  distance  for  one. 

One  of  the  cats  Miss  Marston  has  cared  for  was  shut  up  in  the 
cellar  of  a  vacant  house  for  twenty-eight  days  before  she  was 
discovered.    She  was  then  only  just  alive. 

Last  of  our  branches,  but  I  am  sure  not  least,  is  the  Stone- 
ham  branch,  which  has  made  such  a  good  beginning  that  we 
believe  in  time  it  will  become  an  independent  society.  I  went  to 
Stoneham  November  9  and  met  at  the  home  of  Mrs.  Hawkins 
some  of  the  Stoneham  ladies.  We  organized  then  and  there  the 
Stoneham  Animal  Shelter,  with  a  regular  force  of  officers: 
President,  Mrs.  T.  F.  Emery;  secretary.  Miss  Mabel  Hawkins; 
treasurer,  Mrs.  Wallace  Leavitt.  There  is  a  board  of  fifteen 
managers.  They  have  a  shelter  at  a  pleasant  farm  house  on 
the  route  of  the  Stoneham  electric  cars,  with  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Weston,  51  Marble  Street.  Although  this  branch  is  so  new,  it 
has  already  cared  for  25  cats  and  kittens,  2  dogs,  and  8  horses. 
One  of  these  horses  fell  exhausted  in  Stoneham,  and  was  taken 
to  the  Shelter  until  he  was  able  to  travel.  Another  they  reported 
to  us  and  our  veterinary  doctor  persuaded  the  owner  to  give 
him  up,  to  be  put  to  his  final  rest.  We  have  not  been  called  upon 
to  give  much  help  to  this  branch.  They  have  forty-one  members 
and  already  have  put  $100  in  their  treasurer's  hands. 


This  finishes  our  present  list  of  branches  or  receiving  stations,

open  shelters  where  homeless  and  undesired   animals   can   be 
taken  and  humanely  disposed  of. 

We  believe  most  heartily  in  these  branches,  but  we  shall  find 
it  impossible  to  extend  them  as  we  would  like  to  do.  until  the 
public  shall  recognize  this  need  and  give  us  the  money  with  which 
to  meet  the  demand.  Each  new  branch  means  an  added  expense 
to  us.  We  are  trying  to  start  a  special  fund  for  branch  work. 
Who  will  help  us?  You  cannot  help  us,  however,  if  you  give  less 
to  the  general  fund  in  order  to  give  to  a  special  fund.  The  con- 
stant growth  of  the  Le^ue  work  calls  for  increased  emd  not 
diminished  financial  assistance  in  every  part  of  its  work.  If  the 
public  expects  us  to  clear  this  whole  city  and  its  suburbs  of 
homeless  cats,  as  they  appear  to  do,  they  expect  a  large  work,  and 
they  must  give  largely  to  support  it.  We  have  no  endowment 
fund.  We  are  not  yet  out  of  debt.  Our  donations  last  year  fell 
off  $5,000.  Why,  we  could  not  tell.though  I  heard  that  a  report 
had  been  circulated  to  the  effect  that  we  were  very  prosperous 
and  needed  no  help.  We  bought  one  house  during  the  year, 
giving  us  an  outlet  on  Pleasant  Street.  We  did  it  as  a  measure  of 
self-protection.  Had  we  not  secured  it  when  it  was  offered  for 
sale,  the  injury  to  us  might  have  far  outweighed  the  expense  of 
purchase.

with    its    pair    of    horses    is    in    use    every    day    collecting 
dogs. 

In  connection  with  receiving  stations  of  the  League  mention 
should  be  made  of  the  work  Mrs.  Herbert  Wheat  has  done  in 
Dorchester  during  the  year  through  her  Band  of  Mercy.  She 
gives  me  a  list  of  animals  and  birds  rescued  and  most  of  them 
brought  to  the  League:  345  cats;  50  dogs;  28  pigeons;  22 
sparrows;  8  other  birds;  also  one  horse  owned  by  an  expressman 
reported  to  the  League  and  shot  by  Dr.  Sullivan.  Each  animal 
and  bird  received  the  personal  care  of  Mrs.  Wheat,  and  as  most 
of  them  were  homeless  or  deserted,  they  required  a  good  deal 
of  time  and  attention.  The  expense  of  feeding  them  and  sending 
them  to  the  League  was  entirely  borne  by  Mrs.  Wheat.  Mrs. 
Wheat  has  a  "  roll  of  honor  **  and  sends  us  twenty  names  of 
boys,  all  of  whom  we  would  like  to  mention  for  si)ecial  acts  of 
kindness  had  we  space  to  give  for  this  purpose.  Among  these 
boys  is  one  specially  notable  case,  that  of  Joseph  Greene,  who 
has  rescued  from  the  worst  districts  of  this  city  171  cats  and 
kittens  during  the  year.  As  he  received  a  medal  last  year,  we 
cannot  present  him  with  another,  but  we  are  glad  to  give  him 
this  *'  honorable  mention  "  for  the  good  he  has  done. 

GOOD  HOMES  FOR  DOGS  AND  CATS 

The  question  of  how  many  animals  we  find  homes  for  is  fre- 
quently asked,  and  the  answer  is  variously  commented  on.  As 
I  have  said  before,  it  is  not  easy  to  find  good  homes  for  them,  and 
we  never  intend  to  let  a  dog  or  a  cat  go  out  from  our  doors  unless 
we  feel  as  certain  as  it  is  possible  to  feel,  after  questioning  the 
applicant  and  asking  for  references  when  there  is  any  doubt, 
that  the  home  offered  is  a  good  one. 

We  have  placed  884  in  homes  during  the  last  year,  and  in 
reply  to  the  cards  of  inquiry  sent  out,  it  appears  that  the  large 
majority  have  been  satisfactory,  thereby  giving  evidence  of  the 
care  we  have  taken,  not  only  to  get  a  good  home,  but  to  provide 
as  satisfactory  an  animal  as  we,  with  the  limited  knowledge  we 
necessarily  have  of  these  animals,  can  choose  from  the  many  we 
receive. 

We  cannot  guarantee  any  dog  or  cat,  and  we  warn  those  who 
take  animals  from  us  that  they  do  so  at  their  own  risk,  Frota 
many  letters  and  cards  received,  I  quote  a  levj.

Now  and  then  we  get  a  letter  saying  that  the  dog  or  cat  has 
either  run  away  or  been  stolen.  Our  Animal  Rescue  League  tag 
that  is  placed  on  the  collar  of  every  dog  we  send  out  has  been 
the  means  of  restoring  a  few  such  animals. 

I  must  make  a  brief  allusion  to  a  false  report  that  has  been 
circulated  about  the  League  which  I  cannot  help  thinking  has 
been  done  purposely  to  injure  us.  It  is,  that  animals  are  ob- 
tained from  the  League  for  vivisection.  The  extreme  care  we 
take,  the  references  we  require  when  there  seems  the  slightest 
doubt,  the  many  refusals  to  men  and  women  we  are  not  sure  of, 
are  all  guards  against  such  use  of  our  animals,  and  it  does  not 
seem  to  me  possible  that  with  such  care  as  we  exercise,  a  dog  or 
cat  could  go  from  us  to  any  but  a  good  home.  Our  dread  of  some 
evil  befalling  them  has  led  us  to  err  if  anything  on  the  other  side, 
and  doubtless  we  sometimes  refuse  to  place  do^s  ox  c^X^  ^\ifc\^ 
they  might  have  been  well  cared  for,  in  exces?>  ol  caLM>LvoTv.

ABOUT  LOST  DOGS 

We  have  the  morning  papers  examined  and  cut  out  all  ad- 
vertisements of  lost  dogs  and  cats.  These  advertisements  are 
pasted  the  same  day  into  our  "  Lost  and  Found  "  book  and  are 
dated.  Our  head  kennel  man  takes  the  book  to  the  kennels  and 
compares  it  with  animals  brought  in.  If  he  thinks  there  is  even 
a  chance  that  one  of  our  dogs  may  be  the  one  advertised,  a  postal 
card  is  sent  at  once  to  the  one  who  has  advertised.  Thus  every 
pains  is  taken  to  restoi'e  animals  to  their  owners,  and  we  res- 
tored 48  through  advertisements  during  the  last  year. 

Out  of  about  six  hundred  and  fifty  advertisements  we  clipped 
from  daily  papers  last  year,  forty-eight  of  the  animals  adver- 
tised came  into  our  hands  and  were  restored  to  their  owners. 
It  seems  reasonable  to  suppose  that  more  than  six  hundred 
d(^s  and  cats  were  stolen  by  professional  dog  and  cat  thieves 
during  the  year.  Only  two  arrests  were  made.  It  is  time  that 
more  vigorous  methods  were  taken  to  secure  these  criminals 
who  are  guilty  not  only  of  stealing  but  of  great  cruelty,  for  next 
to  child  stealing  the  theft  of  an  animal  one  has  loved  and  cared 
for  tenderly  causes  the  deepest  suffering.  In  both  cases  of  arrest 
the  men  involved  were  stealing  the  cats  for  use  in  colleges. 
Valuable  dogs  are  watched  by  do^  t\vvK>ifts  a.\vd  when  a  chance 
is  found  to  steal  them  they  are  at  once  s\i\v?eA.

immediately  restored  to  his  home. 

Perhaps  some  of  the  readers  of  the  Boston  Post  may  remember 
a  story  of  a  Spanish  sailor,  lost  from  his  ship,  unable  to  speak 
good  enough  English  to  tell  his  story  to  the  officer  who  found 
him  wandering  about  in  a  dazed  condition  accompanied  by  a 
weary,  half-starved  d(^.  When  taken  to  the  station  house  and 
sentenced  to  the  Island  the  man  wept  bitterly  about  the  sepa- 
ration from  his  dog,  and  the  officers  at  the  station  were  kind 
enough  to  comfort  him  by  promising  to  send  "  Beppo  "  where 
she  would  be  cared  for  until  he  was  liberated. 

Beppo  was  with  us  about  six  weeks.  Her  master's  sentence 
was  shortened  through  the  influence  of  a  minister  who  is  Interested 
in  prisoners  and  who  guided  the  man  to  the  League  to  claim  his 
dog. 

Some  months  later  we  were  asked  to  send  for  a  dog  belonging 
to  a  Spanish  sailor,  the  sailor  having  been  arrested  for  vagrancy 
and  sentenced  to  three  months  at  the  Island.

Beppo  seemed  glad 
to  have  a  regular  abid- 
ing place  and  two  good 
meals  a  day.    She  ate 
and  slept  welt  and  had 
great  frolics  with  her 
companions. 
But  again  Beppo's  master  appeared  suddenly  at  the  Le^ue, 
let  out  before  his  sentence  expired.     Beppo  was  taken  up  into 
the  office  where  the  man  sat,  a  miserable,  dirty,  dejected  object, 
waiting  for  his  only  friend.     The  d<^  did  not  see  him  at  first, 
but  when  she  turned  her  head  she  literally  flew  into  his  arms. 
She  flung  her  paws  around  his  neck.  He  had  arisen  to  meet  her, 
but  in  her  rapture  she  threw  him  back  into  his  chair.     She 
leaped  up  on  to  his  lap  —  then  down  again;   she  lapped  his  face 
all  over  again  and  again.    She  knocked  his  shabby  cap  on  to  the 
floor  and  dragged  an  old  blue  handkerchief  off  his  neck.     It 
seemed  as  if  she  would  die  of  joy  and  at  last  she  sank  exhausted 
at  his  side,  only  to  jump  up  again  and  encircle  him  with  her 
paws  and  lay  her  head  on  his  shoulder  when  he  got  up  to  go,  as 
if  she  said,  "  You  must  not,  you  cannot  leave  me  again!  " 

There  were  several  lookers-on  and  I  think  not  a  dry  eye.     It 
was  a  most  affecting  scene. 

I  saw  them  go  down  the  street  with  a  sad  heart,  wondering 
what  the  ultimate  fate  of  this  devoted,  faithful  dog  would  be. 

CONTAGION  FROM  DOGS  AND  CATS 

A  great  deal  is  said  of  late  about  the  danger  of  cats  carrying 
and  spreading  diseases.  No  doubt  this  is  possible,  yet  I  have 
never  known  of  one  case  among  our  agents  in  eleven  years  where 
any  sickness  could  be  traced  to  the  diseased  animals  th^  handled. 
/  have  myself  repeatedly  taken  caSs  atiA,  io^  'ScaX  \saA.  ddn 


diseases  into  my  arms  and  I  have  visited  the  rooms  where  dogs 
were  in  high  fever  and  nearly  blind  with  distemper,  without  any 
ill  effects. 

Diseased  animals  that  are  roaming  about  the  streets  are  very 
likely  to  spread  the  disease  they  are  suffering  from  among 
healthy  animals  of  the  same  kind.  I  have  heard  of  cases  where 
one  homeless  cat  afflicted  with  mange  gave  it  to  nearly  every 
cat  in  the  neighborhood.  It  is  not  only  an  act  of  mercy  to  the 
homeless  cat,  but  to  all  the  cats  in  the  neighborhood,  to  secure 
these  unfortunate  strays  as  soon  as  possible  and  have  them 
humanely  put  to  death.  Since  I  am  on  this  subject,  it  is  well  to 
say  that  ringworm,  which  sometimes  afflicts  dogs  and  cats,  is 
considered,  and  I  believe  rightly  so,  a  very  infectious  disease  to 
human  beings.  My  advice  is  always  to  keep  a  sick  animal  in  a 
quiet  room  by  itself  if  possible,  and  particularly  not  to  allow 
children  to  be  playing  with  it  and  handling  it.  Yet  it  is  no 
exa^eration  to  say  that  hundreds  of  children  btm%  d\^(£asRji 
cata  in  their  arms  to  ^e  League  every  year ,  and  \  Ao  t«i\.\>^w?«fe

that  one  of  these  children  has  ever  suffered  from  this  act  of 
mercy. 

A  newspaper  reporter  came  to  the  League  and  asked  if  he 
might  borrow  some  pictures  of  our  cats  for  an  article  in  a  Sunday 
paper  about  tuberculosis  in  cats.  I  told  him  we  had  no  pictures 
of  sick  cats,  and  that  from  our  experience,  receiving  thousands 
of  cats  every  year  and  noting  their  condition,  we  were  certain 
that  tuberculosis  was  a  very  rare  disease  in  cats.  The  reporter 
looked  over  our  pictures  and  borrowed  several  that  had  been 
.  taken  of  healthy  cats  we  had  placed  in  good  homes.  When  the 
article  appeared,  these  cats  were  labeled  ''  tuberculosis  cases." 
It  being  theories,  and  a  sensational  article  he  was  after,  he 
entirely  ignored  the  facts  he  got  from  the  Animal  Rescue  League 
regarding  the  diseases  of  cats,  which  I  think  we  have  a  right  to 
claim  were  worthy  of  consideration.  Facts  coming  from  practical 
and  careful  observation,  it  seems  to  me,  are  better  than  all  the 
theories  in  the  world. 

Dr.  Sullivan,  our  veterinary  doctor,  who  has  been  with  us  ten 
years,  and  not  only  sees  many  hundreds  of  sick  cats  every  year 
in  his  office  at  Carver  Street,  but  is  frequently  called  outside  to 
cases  of  sick  animals,  says  that  tuberculosis,  although  occasion- 
ally found,  is  not  at  all  common  among  them.  There  are  far 
more  cases  of  pneumonia  than  of  tuberculosis.  He  ranks  among 
common  diseases  of  dogs  and  cats,  distemper,  skin  diseases,  and 
worms.  A  dog  or  cat  afflicted  with  either  distemper  or  worms 
has  often  a  troublesome  cough. 

Some  doctor  has  recently  propounded  the  idea  that  infantile 
paralysis  can  be  traced  to  cats,  and  that  cats  spread  this  disease 
by  means  of  fleas.  This  is  the  most  astonishing  theory  yet 
invented,  and  unless  very,  conclusive  proof  can  be  shown  it  is 
hardly  worth  considering. 

While  our  scientific  friends  are  trying  to  lay  every  disease 
that  afflicts  mankind  on  dogs  and  cats,  let  us  who  do  not  look 
upon  them  as  disease  breeders,  hold  up  for  public  edification  the 
good  they  do;  the  lives  they  save;  the  comfort  they  give  by 
their  companionship;  the  use  they  are  in  protecting  property; 
the  example  they  give  us,  if  we  will  recognize  it,  of  patience  under 
suffering  and  injustice,  of  devoted  affection,  of  absolute  loyalty, 
of  anxiety  to  serve,  of  gratitude  for  the  smallest  favors.  What 
a  lonely  world  this  would  be  without  them !

WORK  FOR  HORSES 


Everywhere  we  go,  in  every  city,  town,  village,  country,  in 
mining  districts,  logging  camps,  we  see  our  faithful  helpers,  the 
horses,  hard  at  work  for  mankind.  What  do  they  get  in  return 
for  their  lifelong  service?  Comfortable  shelter?  Bedding  in 
stalls  wide  enough  to  lie  down  in?  The  amount  of  nourishing 
food  they  need?  Water  when  they  are  thirsty?  Rest  when  they 
are  weary  and  feeble  with  age?  You  do  not  need  to  ask  these 
questions.  If  you  observe  carefully  all  the  horses  you  meet 
whenever  and  wherever  you  meet  them,  their  mutilated  tails, 
cruel  check  reins,  swollen  legs,  limping  feet,  protruding  hip 
bones  and  ribs,  tired  and  often  blind  eyes,  drooping  heads  and 
weary  gait  (and  such  horses  are  everywhere  to  be  seen)  tell  the 
tragic  story  of  the  horse  and  of  man's  ingratitude. 

I  can  scarcely  think  or  speak  of  the  common  suffering  of 
horses  without  my  eyes  filling  with  tears.  They  are  some  of  the 
martyrs  of  this  world,  whose  inarticulate  moans  are  constantly 
rising  to  the  heavens. 

Our  work  for  horses  during  the  last  year  has  not  been  large, 
but  it  has  been  according  to  our  means.  A  vacation  of  a  few 
weeks  is  often  all  that  a  man  needs  to  put  him  in  good  condition 
for  work.    Jt  may  save  him  when  taken  in  t\me  liom.  a.  cftTOs^va 


breakdown.  A  tired  horse  may  be  saved  in  the  same  way,  yet 
few  of  their  owners  realize  this,  or  if  they  do,  they  are  so  short- 
sighted they  will  not  spare  the  horse  long  enough  to  get  this 
needful  rest. 

We  are  constantly  met  by  this  obstacle  when  we  hear  of  or  see 
A  tired-out  horse  and  ask  his  owner  to  give  him  a  vacation. 
The  owner  expresses  willingness  to  rest  the  horse  if  we  will  supply 
his  place.  This  we  are  not  yet  able  to  do.  In  some  cases  it 
would  not  be  wise,  yet  if  we  should  ever  become  prosperous 
enough  to  keep  a  strong  horse  to  loan  while  another  horse  was 
resting,  we  could  find  good  use  for  such  a  horse.

During  the  year  we  have  taken  at  Pine  Ridge  twenty-foar 
horses.  Among  these  have  been  cab,  express,  grocers',  peddlen', 
and  team  horses.  These  horses  were  generally  thin  from  ovef^ 
work  and  often  insufficient  or  poor  food.  We  have  had 
horses  with  mange,  with  milk  leg,  with  sore  back,  sore  nedCi 
fistula,  spavins,  wrenched  shoulder,  galled,  lame.  Most  of 
these   horses  improved  very   much    or   got   entirely  well  aod

We  are  taking,  one  at  a  time,  some  horses  from  a  Brookline 
express.  The  route  recently  changed  hands.  The  horses  were 
all  in  miserable  condition.  The  new  owner  wishes  to  give 
them  good  care  and  we  are  helping  him  do  so.  It  has  been  a 
great  satisfaction  to  see  the  rapid  improvement  in  the  two  we 
have  taken.  When  they  first  came  they  had  no  life.  They 
seemed  to  want  nothing  but  to  rest  and  eat.  When  they  began 
to  roll  and  gallop  our  hearts  rejoiced.

We  kept  two  horses  while  their  owners  were  ill  in  a  hospital. 
One  of  these  horses,  belonging  to  a  working  woman  who  has  had 
him  from  a  colt,  was  with  us  a  month  and  when  he  was  being 
driven  away  he  turned  his  head  back  to  the  sunny  barn  and 
paddock  where  he  had  been  so  happy  and  well  cared  for,  and 
whinnied  all  the  way  up  the  street  as  far  as  we  could  see  and  hear 
him.  The  owner  of  this  horse  has  since  made  a  will  giving  the 
horse  to  the  League,  as  she  says  she  never  will  part  with  him,  and 
she  wishes  to  feel  easy  about  him  in  case  she  has  another  attack 
of  illness.

came  on  foot. 
One  was   brought   in   an   ambulance,    being   unable   to   walk. 
About  this  horse  I  had  a  story  in  the  September  number  of  Our 
Fourfooted  Friends.    It  was  a  most  pathetic  case  and  one  that  I 
shall  never  forget,  but  I  have  the  satisfaction  of  remembering 
that  this  particular  martyr,  for  martyr  he  was,  ended  his  suffering 
days  with  us  in  peace. 

I  am  convinced  that  the  horses  we  build  up  get  better  care 
after  they  are  returned.  I  sent  for  a  cab  one  stormy  day  this 
winter.  The  cab  came  for  me  at  Carver  Street.  I  went  out  and 
spoke  to  the  man,  at  first  not  recognizing  him  as  he  stood  on  the 
sidewalk.  I  looked  at  the  horse  as  I  always  do.  He  was  a  fine- 
looking  black  horse.  His  head  was  turned  around  and  he  was 
looking  me  directly  in  the  face  with  a  most  intelligent  expression. 
The  cab  driver  smiled.  "  He  looks  well,  doesn't  he?  "  he  said; 
and  I  exclaimed,  "Why,  it's  one  of  our  horses,  and  I  think  he 
knows  me!  "  It  was  more  than  a  year  since  he  was  taken,  very 
lame  and  tired,  to  Pine  Ridge.  We  had  him  there  for  about  six 
weeks  and  he  made  a  fine  recovery.  I  was  delighted  to  see  him 
in  such  good  condition,  and  I  could  not  help  thinking  that  the 
horse  remembered  me. 

We  have  recently  taken  another  cab  horse.  The  first  day  he 
was  put  out  in  the  paddock  there  was  no  snow  on  the  ground  and 
he  walked  half  way  across  the  paddock,  his  nose  close  to  the 
ground,  snifhng  at  it  as  he  walked.    Then  he  laid  himself  care- 


fully  down  and  rolled  and  rolled,  then  he  got  up  and  gave  him- 
self a  mighty  shake  and  galloped  as  hard  as  he  could  go  around 
the  paddock,  and  then  he  stood  still  a  moment,  but  as  if  his  joy 
was  too  great  for  him  he  began  to  buck  like  a  wild  broncho  — 
and  it  was  a  gladsome  sight.  Since  then  he  goes  out  every  day 
from  his  box  stall  and  races  and  rolls  in  spite  of  the  lame  leg 
which  Edward,  our  caretaker,  is  treating  so  carefully. 

There  is  a  great  pleasure  in  seeing  these  faithful,  hard-working 
horses  enjoy-  .

HORSE  RESCUE  WORK 

We  still  continue  our  work  of  looking  up  horses  that  are  unfit 
for  work  and  purchasing  them  when  we  find  that  by  so  doing  we 
can  save  them  from  much  future  suffering.  Dr.  Sullivan  has 
secured  150  this  year,  some  especially  hard  cases  being  among 
them.  One  of  these  was  a  horse  with  the  reputation  of  being  a 
dangerous  kicker.  He  was  being  traded  from  one  man  to  another, 
and  most  cruel  methods  had  been  taken  to  cure  him  of  this  habit. 
It  was  undoubtedly  a  case  where  we  could  save  a  horse  from  great 
suffering  only  by  purchasing  him.  This  we  did.  Our  great 
regret  was  that  we  could  not  keep  him  and  try  the  treatment  of 
kindness,  but  there  were  reasons  why  this  was  thought  unwise,  so 
he  was  put  to  death. 

One  notable  case  we  had  was  where  eight  horses  were  left 


without  hay  or  grain  in  a  stable  in  South  Boston  while  their 
owner,  who  had  almost  completed  arrangements  to  sell  them  to 
be  taken  to  the  country,  was  on  a  prolonged  spree.  Dr.  Sullivan 
heard  of  the  case  and  visited  the  stable.  He  provided  the  horses 
with  food  over  Sunday.     On  Monday  the  man's  wife  came  to 

Carver  Street 
and  we  set- 
tled with  ber 
to  buy  the 
eight  horses 
for  fifty  dol- 
lars. Most  of 
them  were 
old.  They 
were  every 
on"e  diseased 
and  unfit  for 
work.

ham  who  had  a  wretched  horse,  old  and  thin.    I  got  the  man  to 
promise  to  send  the  horse  to  Pine  Ridge  to  see  if  he  could  be 
built   up.      After  the   horse   had    been   with    us    for    a   litde 
while  the  man 
consented  to 
sell  him  to  us 
for    five   dol- 
lars.

One  of  the  directors  of  the  League,  Miss  Helen  Willard,  saw 
the  horse  whose  picture  we  show  above  on  the  street,  March 
30,  standing  harnessed  to  a  large  wagon  belonging  to  a  junk 
dealer  and  apparently  very  much  exhausted.  She  hastened  to 
the  League,  which  was  near  by,  and  got  the  veterinary  doctor 
to  go  and  examine  the  horse.  He  found  that  he  was  too  old 
and  feeble  to  work,  and  bought  him  of  the  man  for  five  dollars. 
Upon  inquiry  we  found  that  this  man  had  bought  the  horse  a 
few  weeks  previous  for  twenty-five  dollars. 

The  plea  is  often  made,  "  1  am  a  poor  man.  1  can't  afford 
a  good  horse."  In  several  such  cases  1  have  heard  afterward 
that  the  poor  man  regularly  buys  and  works  to  death  about  four 
dd  horses  every  year.  Yet  the  public  continue  to  cry,  "  Don't 
take  the  poor  man's  horse  away  from  him !  Give  him  [the  poor 
man]  a  chance."  I  wish  1  could  stand  in  a  line  all  the  "  poor 
men's  horses  "  that  the  Animal  Rescue  League  has  taken  during 
the  last  year,  paying  a  small  sum  for  them.  The  sight,  1  believe, 
would  convince  any  reasonable  person  that  if  a  man  is  too  poor 
to  give  proper  food  and  care  to  a  horse,  he  should  not  be  allowed 
to  carry  on  a  business  requiring  the  service  he  cannot  pay  for. 


This  old  gray  horse  was  discovered  by  a  friend  to  hofaes  in 
Roxbur>',  March  29,  and  sent  to  the  League  for  cmr  doctor  to 
examine.  He  pronounced  him  wholly  unfit  for  work  and  bot^t 
him  for  a  small  sum.  He  was  led  into  an  enclosure  back  of  our 
dog  kennels,  where  water  and  food  such  as  could  be  qinddy 
obtained  were  given  him.  He  ate  four  loaves  of  bread  while 
he  stood  there  waiting  for  the  ambulance.  He  was  too  weak  and 
weary  even  to  be  carried  to  our  stable,  and  death  seemed  to  be 
the  greatest  kindness  we  could  give  him. 


WATERING  STATIONS 

We  continued  work  at  our  three  watering  stations  during  the 
summer,  and  watered  at  the  North  Station,  the  South  Station, 
and  The  Dump,  37,644  horses.  Our  veterinary  doctor  treated 
350  horses  free  of  charge  during  the  year,  filing  their  teeth,  givti^ 
medicine  for  worms,  liniments  for  lame  legs,  and  general  advice 
to  their  0 


EDUCATIONAL 

Besides  the  practical  humane  education  I  have  spoken  of  in 
connection  with  our  work,  we  are  sure  that  the  wide  circulation 
of  our  leaflets,  the  Annual  Report,  and  the  monthly  magazine  we 
publish,  Our  Fourfooled  Friends,  has  done  much  to  advance  the 
cause  of  thoughtful  consideration  for  animals  and  birds. 

We  give  hundreds  of  the  stories  published  by  the  Le^ue  to 
children  who  bring  us  dogs  and  cats,  and  we  send  hundreds  away. 
We  have  received  from  all  over  the  country  orders  for  "  Harold's 
Dream,"  "  Old  Jessie's  Christmas."  "  The  Grocer's  Boy,"  "  The 
Way  to  the  Circus,"  "  Mollie  Whitefoot's  Vacation,"  "  The 
Stolen  Nest,"  "  The  Care  of  Horses,  Dogs,  Cats,"  "  How  Wild 
Animals  are  Trained,"  "The  Need  of  Properly  Conducted 
Shelters  for  Animals,"  in  numbers  varying  from  a  dozen  to  one 
thousand.  When  we  do  not  give  these  leaflets  outright,  which 
we  often  do,  we  sell  them  so  near  cost  price  that  the  profit  on 
them  is  too  small  to  give  us  a  sufficient  fund  to  help  us  to  publish 
new  leaflets  that  might  do  an  immense  amount  of  good.  We  are 
constantly  hoping  that  some  one  who  has  examined  our  stories 
for  children  and  taken  the  trouble  to  find  out  how  much  good 
they  are  doing  will  make  us  a  special  donation  for  this  educational 
work,  which  should  go  hand  in  hand  with  the  work  of  rescuing 
and  caring  for  suffering  animals. 
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TlicTe  is  110  reason  why  our  wnrk  should  he  limilcd  wlicii 
through  and  because  of  this  work  \vc  are  uhlc  to  reach  a  multitudi: 
of  men,  women,  and  children  with  whom  we  are  daily  brought 
into  contact,  and  others  at  a  greater  distance  who  write  to  us 
disking  advice. 

The  child  who  brings  us  a  cat  or  dog  and  is  given  one  of  our 
stories  to  read  takes  it  home,  and  other  members  of  his  family 
are  reached  and  influenced  by  it.  There  is  no  danger  of  over- 
doing humane  educational  work. 

We  circulated  during  the  year  at  least  82,000  leaflets  and 
papers.  These  have  been  sent  to  nearly  every  state  of  this  coun- 
try, to  Canada,  to  England,  to  France  and  Germany,  to  the 
Philippines,  to  Australia.  Had  I  time  I  would  like  to  read  you 
some  of  the  letters  I  have  received,  I  have  dictated  by  actual 
count  2,500  letters  during  the  year. 

Last  year  I  reported  that  one  of  the  stories  we  publish, 
"  Old  Jessie's  Christmas,"  had  been  turned  into  a  lantern 
slide  lecture  by  Mrs.  Florence  Suckling,  of  Romsey,  Highwood, 
England.  This  year  I  am  sure  you  will  be  glad  to  hear  that 
the  principal  of  one  of  our  large  city  schools  asked  my  per- 
mission to  use  the  same  story  in  a  new  series  of  school  readers, 
and  it  may  be  found  in  "  The  Fourth  Howe  Reader."  A 
letter  from  California  from  an  active  humane  worker,  Mrs. 
Alice  Parks,  reports  that  she  sent  about  Christmas  time  the 
same  story  to  336  newspapers  in  California,  and  it  was  used 
in  all  these  papers.  She  also  sent  in  the  same  way  "  The 
Grocer's  Boy  "  broadcast  over  the  state  of  California. 

I  feel  sure  you  will  understand  that  I  am  not  reporting  in  any 
boastful  spirit,  this  wide  circulation  of  stories  that  1  have  written 
and  the  League  has  published,  but  because  1  wish  very  much 
that  the  members  of  the  League  particularly  would  recognize  the 
educational  value  in  various  ways  of  our  work.     We  are  educat- 
ing the  whole   country   to  have   pity  for  the  suffering  of  all 
animals  and  to  protect  the  birds;  in  fact,  to  do  practical  humane 
work.   Taking  care  of  suffering  and  neglected  animals  is  the  duty 
of  every  city  and  town.    It  is  a  matter  not  only  of  humanity  but 
I  an  encouragement  to  cruelty  and  hard-hearted- 
starve,  suffer,  and  die  with  no  one  to  pity  or 
the  Animal  Rescue  League  goes  deeper  into  the 
nd  educates  while  it  relieves. 
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At  Christmas  time  we  gave  blankets  and  feed  bags  where  we 
knew  they  were  needed.  Our  Christmas  celebration,  very  quietly 
observed,  included  special  treats  for  horses  both  at  Pine  Ridge 
and  at  our  stable  in  the  city,  where  we  kept  over  the  holidays 
two  horses  that  had  been  starved  and  abused  and  were  too  weak 
and  lame  to  be  taken  out  to  Dedham.  We  had  special  treats  for 
all  the  dogs  and  cats  in  our  city  quarters  and  at  Pine  Ridge. 
Special  work  for  the  birds  was  done  by  inviting  the  children  of 
the  Riverdale  School  near  our  country  annex  to  a  "  Birds' 
Christmas  Tree  "  at  Pine  Ridge,  where  cedars  and  pines  around 
the  bungalow  were  decorated  with  little  pails  of  bird  seeds,  and 
balb  of  suet,  while  crumbs,  and  nuts  for  the  squirrels,  were 
scattered  over  the  rocks  and  under  the  trees.  Inside  the  bunga- 
low an  entertainment  was  given  for  the  children.  Rev.  W.  R,  Lord 
gave  a  talk  on  birds.  Miss  Katharine  Foole  sang  Christmas  carols, 
and  the  children  themselves  added  much  to  the  pleasure  and  profit 
of  the  occasion  by  singing  from  "  Songs  of  Happy  Life,"  "  Don't 
Rob  the  Birds  of  Their  Eggs,"  "  Song  of  the  Chickadees,"  and 
reciting  beautiful  bird  poems,  after  which  refreshments  were 
served,  a  few  parting  words  spoken,  and  the  children  went 
merrily  home.

PINE  RIDGE  CEMETERY 
This  little  cemetery  for  dogs  and  cats  is  in  a  secluded  part  of 
the  country  annex  of  the  League,  bordered  on  the  back  by 
Jenny's  Lane,  an  old  Indian  trail.  There  have  been  about 
sixty  burials  since  the  cemetery  was  opened.  The  cost  of  burial 
is  from  ten  to  twenty  dollars,  according  to  location.  This  in- 
cludes digging  the  grave,  surrounding  it  with  wire  guard,  and 
tagging  it  with  name,  and  care  of  the  grave.  Applications  should 
be  made  at  headquarters,  51  Carver  Street. 
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MEMBERSHIP 

We  have  added  to  our  list  of  members  during  the  year 
3  life,  5  active,  loi  associate,  and  45  junior  members.  We 
have  figured  out  that  the  Animal  Rescue  League  is  serving  a 
population  of  over  i  ,000,000,  of  which  670,000  are  in  Boston.  Can 
it  be  possible  that  out  of  this  number  there  are  only  3,208 
individuals  who  have  enough  sympathy  with  suffering  and  neg- 
lected animals  to  pay  each  year  the  very  small  sum  we  ask  for 
a  membership  fee?  Let  those  who  have  not  aided  us  to  this  small 
extent  think  how  many  dollars  they  squander  through  the  year 
in  unnecessary  ways  that  neither  do  them  any  good  nor  help 
any  other  living  creature,  and  surely  they  will  resolve  to  add 
their  names  at  once  to  those  who  are  trying  to  support  a  work 
which  benefits  very  greatly  not  only  the  animals,  but  human 
beings  in  and  for  miles  around  the  city  of  Boston. 

If  any  prejudice  against  the  League  or  its  president  is  holding 
you  back  from  help,  be  sure  you  are  right  before  you  let  a  story 
you  have  heard  turn  you  from  helping  suffering  animals.  Noth- 
ing is  more  unreasonable,  unfair,  and  cruel  than  to  cherish  a 
prejudice  against  a  work  or  an  individual  when  you  have  not 
examined  into  it  carefully  and  with  willingness  to  see  the 
other  side  of  the  question.  I  sometimes  hear  rumors  of  stories 
that  have  been  told  to  the  injury  of  the  work  that  did  not  have 
even  a  grain  of  truth  for  foundation.  But,  granting  there  are 
some  things  about  the  League  you  would  like  to  see  changed, 
ask  yourself  if  the  good  the  League  is  doing  in  saving  so  many 
thousands  of  animals  from  a  lingering,  painful  death  does  not 
outweigh  the  evil.  When  evil  reports  are  circulated,  the  fair- 
minded  person  will  go  to  the  president  at  once  and  find  out  the 
truth  before  the  time  has  gone  by  to  correct  the  fault,  if  fault 
there  be. 

We  want  very  much  to  double  the  number  of  our  members 
this  year.  Will  not  you  who  are  reading  this  report  join  the 
League,  or,  if  already  a  member,  resolve  to  work  until  you  have 
got  one  or  more  of  your  friends  to  join? 

If  any  of  our  members  have  let  the  year  go  by  without  paying 

their  membership  dues,  we  beg  of  them  to  send  us  their  fees  now. 

The  summer  is  coming  on,  when  our  expenses  are  very  great  and 

donations   infrequent.     Please   help  us  before   you   go   away.

IN  MEMORIAM 

Since  our  last  report  was  issued  it  has  been  our  sad  duty  to 
cross  off  our  list  of  officers  the  names  of  two  valued  and  prominent 
members  who  have  passed  on  to  the  larger  and  better  life.  Mrs, 
Julia  Ward  Howe,  though  not  able  to  take  any  active  interest 
in  the  work  of  the  League,  manifested  her  approval  by  giving 
her  name  as  one  of  our  vice-presidents. 

Mrs.  William  Endicott,  Jr.,  became  one  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors the  first  year  the  League  was  started  and  was  one  of  its 
most  generous,  loyal,  and  encouraging  officers  up  to  the  time  when 
ill-health  forced  her  to  resign  from  the  Board.  It  was  through 
Mrs.  Endicott  that  I  first  resolved  to  start  in  connection  with  the 
League  a  Home  of  Rest  for  Horses,  and  I  have  now  upon  a  shelf 
in  my  office  the  report  of  the  Home  of  Rest  for  Horses  near 
London  which  Mrs.  Endicott  sent  me  in  the  summer  of  1902, 
after  visiting  that  home.  Mrs.  Endicott  was  one  of  the  most 
helpful  workers  in  our  annual  fair,  and  has  been  greatly  missed 
there,  as  she  has  in  all  the  work  of  the  League,  particularly  in 
our  directors'  meetings,  where  her  wise  and  sympathetic  counsel 
was  a  constant  aid  and  inspiration. 

Among  our  life  members  we  record  the  loss  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
Stuart  Phelps  Ward,  whose  earnest  work  in  behalf  of  animals 
is  widely  known,  and  whose  book,  **  Loveliness,"  was  written 
with  a  special  purpose  to  lessen  the  misery  inflicted  upon  animals.

DONATIONS 

If  those  who  help  this  cause  have  any  preference  where  their

HORSES*  AID  ASSOCIATION 

This  association  was  composed  chiefly  of  cab  drivers  and  men 
Km  the  smaller  express  routes.  Six  prizes  were  given  annually  to 
the  men  whose  horses  showed  the  best  care.  When  the  League 
had  a  boarding  stable,  these  horses  were  looked  after  so  carefully 
in  our  own  stable  that  we  did  not  continue  the  prize  offer,  but  at 
the  request  of  a  number  of  the' cabmen,  formerly  members  of  the 
association^  we  have  renewed  it  this  year,  and  the  prizes  will 
be  given  next  fall.  The  League,  if  so  desired,  will  be  glad  to 
recommend  cab  drivers  and  expressmen  whom  we  know  to  be 
considerate  of  their  horses.  It  will  help  the  horses  very  much 
if  no  one  will  employ  a  man  who  drives  a  thin,  old,  or  lame  horse. 

VISITING  HOURS 

Visiting  hours  at  Carver  Street  are  from  10.30  a.m.  to  5  p.m. 
No  visitors  are  admitted  on  Sundays  or  holidays,  excepting  those 
who  come  to  bring  animals  or  to  inquire  about  lost  animals. 
Carver  Street  starts  opposite  Boston  Common  on  Boylston 
Street  very  near  Park  Square  and  crosses  Eliot,  ending  at  Pleas- 
ant Street.  It  is  five  minutes'  walk  from  the  entrance  to  the 
subway  on  the  Public  Garden,  or  from  the  exit  corner  of  Tremont 
and  Boylston  streets.  Animals  are  received  at  all  hours,  day  or 
night.  Agents  are  sent  out  in  response  to  calls  from  9  a.m.  until 
5.30  P.M.  No  agent  is  sent  out  in  the  night,  as  there  is  only  a 
night  watchman  at  the  League  from  6  p.m.  until  7  a.m. 

INCINERATING  PLANT 

During  the  year  the  League  has  installed  an  incinerating  plant 
for  the  cremation  of  the  bodies  of  small  animals.  The  plans  were 
drawn  by  Mr.  W.  F.  Morse,  consulting  engineer,  and  the  con- 
struction was  done  under  his  supervision  by  the  Jarvis  Engineer- 
ing Company.  This  plant,  operated  by  gas  burners  under  air 
pressure,  is  very  satisfactory,  and  is  so  thoroughly  efficient  and 
sanitary  in  its  riesults  that  we  wonder  how  we  ever  got  along 
without  it.  A  full  description  of  the  plant,  cost  of  operation, 
and  so  on,  will  be  gladly  furnished  to  directors  of  humane 
societies  or  others  expecially  interested  in  the  subject.

THIRTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


One  of  the  most  encouraging  signs  that  the  world  swings  out 
toward  the  light  is  the  increasing  number  of  organizations  and 
societies  that  are  formed  for  the  purpose  of  relieving  and  pre- 
venting suffering  and  crime.  Selfishness  and  cruelty  were  the 
characteristics  of  the  savage.  We  are  slow  in  getting  beyond 
the  savage  stage,  —  we  are  only  yet  on  the  edge  of  civilization,  — 
but  every  unselfish  deed,  every  effort  we  make  to  lift  the  world 
about  us  out  of  its  low  state  of  selfishness  is  bringing  us  a  little 
nearer  civilization  and  the  light. 

'*  Wilt  thou  draw  near  the  nature  of  the  gods? 
Draw  near  them,  then,  in  being  merciful; 
Sweet  mercy  is  nobility's  true  badge." 

There  is  so  much  suffering  in  the  world  that  many  people 
prefer  to  turn  away  their  eyes  and  not  look  at  it,  yet  unless  we 
look,  and  sympathize,  and  help,  we  are  little  better  than  the 
savages,  who  cared  for  nothing  but  their  own  comfort;  who 
abandoned  even  their  fathers  and  mothers  when  thev  were  feeble 
and  needed  help. 

I  read  every  year  with  great  interest  the  Annual  Report  of 
Charitable  Organizations  in  this  state.  I  find  recorded  in  the  last 
report  more  than  five  hundred  organizations  for  helping  human 
beings,  and  there  is  not  one  too  many.  I  wish  them  all  the 
greatest  success.  But  as  I  read  about  them  and  hear  of  their 
numbers,  I  sometimes  wonder  that  any  one  can  make  the  excuse 
when  asked  to  help  a  work  for  animals,  —  "  I  think  we  ought  to 
help  human  beings." 


So  do  I ;  so  do  we  all ;  but  when  we  set  against  between  five 
and  six  hundred  charitable  organizations  for  men,  womtta,  and 
children  in  this  state,  seven  societies  formed  in  the  interests  of 
the  lower  animals,  which  is  the  number  given  in  thissamereport, 
it  would  seem  as  if  even  those  who  are  most  indifferent  to  the 
suffering  of  the  lower  animals  would  admit  that  the  animals,  as 
we  call  them,  ignoring  the  fact  that  we  are  also  animals,  are  not 
getting  their  share. 

The  large  majority  of  men  and  women  are  very  Aaw  to  ac- 
knowledge their  kinship  with  the  lower  animals,  or  the  rightful 
claims  these  animals  have  on  them  for  protection  and  sympathy. 

There  were  many  homes,  hospitals,  and  organizations  in  this 
state  for  the  benefit  of  human  beings  when  I  first  started  the 
Animal  Rescue  League,  in  1899,  thirteen  years  ago,  but  at  that 
time  there  was  not  in  the  whole  of  Massachusetts  one  shelter 
whose  doors  were  open  to  receive  any  and  all  animals,  either 
lost,  abandoned,  or  those  whose  owners  wished  to  dispose  of  them. 
I  lay  stress  on  this  last  point,  for  one  of  my  reasons  for  starting 
this  League  was  to  have  a  place  where  not  only  stray  or  homeless 
animals  might  be  received,  but  where  animals  whose  owners 
wished  to  get  rid  of  them  might  be  carried  and  humanely  disposed 
of.  By  receiving  dogs,  cats,  and  kittens  whose  owners  no  longer 
want  them,  yet  will  not  put  them  to  death,  I  am  sure  we  have 
saved  thousands  from  being  abandoned. 

From  the  beginning  of  our  work  we  acted  on  the  belief  that  a 
humane  death  was  preferable  to  starvation,  abuse,  or  neglect, 
and  if  really  goad  homes  could  not  be  found  for  healthy  animals 
it  was  a  mercy  to  them  to  put  them  beyond  the  reach  of  further 
misery.  As  I  have  often  said,  the  Animal  Rescue  League  was 
not  founded  for  the  purpose  of  providing  families  with  dogs,  cats, 
or  horses,  or  to  make  a  record  of  a  large  number  of  animals 
placed  in  homes,  or  to  keep  superfluous  animals  alive  for  the  sake 
of  keeping  them  alive,  but  our  purpose  has  been  and  is  to  see 
how  large  a  number  of  animals  we  can  save  from  suffering. 

WORK  OF  THE  YEAR 

During  the  year  ending  December  31,  1911,  the  Animal  Rescue 
League  received  at  51  Carver  Street  4,975  dogs  and  puppies; 
23,691  cats  and  kittens;  120  pigeons  and  sparrows  found  on  the 
streets  and  the  Common,  injured  in  some  way  not  known;   28

rabbits  that  had  been  children's  pets,  but  were  no  longer  desired ; 
9  guinea  pigs  given  up  for  the  same  reason;  2  butterflies  that 
had  been  found  dying  on  the  city  street  by  compassionate 
children;  2  turtles,  a  monkey,  an  owl,  a  hen  and  chicken,  a 
squirrel,  and  several  rats  and  mice  brought  to  be  humanely 
killed. 

We  record  every  living  thing  that  is  brought  to  the  League, 
and  1  give  these  details  to  show  the  general  usefulness  of  a  shelter 
or  receiving  station  for  animals  if  it  is  carried  on  in  a  way  that 
will  encourage  every  one  to  bring  to  it  animals  or  birds  that  are 
injured,  homeless,  or  no  longer  wanted.  It  is  humane  education, 
because  it  leads  children  to  look  after  animals  that  are  in  need  of 
care. 

I  am  sure  it  would  be  a  surprise,  even  to  a  great  many  of  our 
members,  to  know  how  many  children  of  their  own  accord 
bring  animals  and  birds  to  the  League.  The  importance  of  our 
work  for  this  reason  alone  is  very  great.  How  can  we  teach 
children  compassion  for  lost  and  suffering  animals  if  they  do  not 
know  what  to  do  with  them  when  they  see  them,  but  must 
harden  their  hearts  and  pass  them  by? 

Pity  without  action  is  as  empty  as  faith  without  works.  The 
child  that  is  taught  never  to  pass  by  an  unfortunate  creature 
without  trying  to  alleviate  its  suffering  is  going  to  be  more  careful 


not  to  cause  suffering  to  his  fellow  creatures  as  well  as  to  animals, 
and  so  the  family,  the  neighborhood,  the  world,  will  be  the  better 
for  it.  Yet,  if  there  is  no  place  to  which  these  animals  can  be 
taken,  children,  however  sympathetic,  must  pass  them  by,  or 
take  them  to  their  own  homes,  which  often  is  not  possible  or 
advisable. 

Every  day  children  bring  animals  to  the  League,  many  of  them, 
coming  from  tenement-house  districts.  Here  are  a  few  notes  our 
matron  has  made,  and  we  might  give  pages  of  such  notes.  I 
shall  omit  names  and  addresses,  lest  other  children  who  have 
done  equally  kind  deeds  may  see  this  report  and  feel  hurt  at 
being  left  out. 

Three  boys,  ages  ten  and  eleven  years,  came  together  bringing 
kittens  they  found  put  out  to  die  in  a  box  on  a  back  street. 

One  boy  of  eleven  years  brought  two  kittens  he  found  in  an 
ash  barrel,  half  smothered  in  ashes,  but  still  alive. 

A  boy  ten  years  old  brought  a  wounded  pigeon  he  found  on 
the  car  track. 

A  boy  eleven  years  old  brought  a  sparrow  he  took  away  from 
other  boys  that  were  squeezing  it  to  death. 

Two  boys,  twelve  and  thirteen  years,  walked  from  Charlestown 
one  evening  bringing  a  sick  dog  they  found  on  the  street. 

A  boy  of  eleven  years  rescued  two  kittens  from  boys  who  were 
tossing  them  up  in  the  air,  one  of  the  kittens  landing  on  an  iron 
fence. 

A  boy  nine  years  old  saw  some  boys  kicking  a  kitten  on  the 
street.  He  ran  home  and  told  his  father,  who  got  the  kitten  away 
from  the  boys  and  sent  it  to  the  League. 

A  boy  twelve  years  old  found  a  starving  dog  in  the  woods. 
He  took  him  to  his  home  and  fed  him,  then  brought  him  to  the 
League. 

A  boy  thirteen  years  old  found  a  lame  dog,  took  it  home,  had 
his  mother  put  a  bandage  on  the  dog's  foot,  then  brought  it  to 
the  League. 

Three  boys  brought  a  kitten  that  they  had  rescued  on  Lenox 
Street  from  a  colored  man  who  was  kicking  it  out  of  his  store, 
having  already  broken  its  leg. 

I  mention  these  humane  acts  done  by  boys  to  show  what  boys 
will  do  if  they  are  encouraged  to  rescue  animals  from  suffering, 
instead  of  to  chase  and  kill  them  as  they  would  be  tempted  to  do 


if  the  horribly  cruel  suggestion  of  a 
bounty  of  fifty  cents  paid  for  every 
cat  caught  and  killed  under  a 
license  law  were  to  be  adopted. 

Can  any  one  imagine  a  more 
complete  education  in  crime  than 
a  plan  whereby  boys  are  invited  to 
chase,  hunt,  and  kill  animals  or 
birds  in  order  to  make  money? 
Coax  them  to  join  bands  of  mercy

BRANCH  WORK 

Dogs  and  cats  to  the  number  of  3,510  came  through  our 
branches  or  receiving  stations  this  last  year.  At  69  Roxbury 
Street,  Mrs.  Moog,  in  whose  house  we  have  a  receiving  station, 
has  taken  during  the  year  1,910  cats  and  kittens,  140  dogs,  one 
bird,  one  rat.  As  she  is  in  the  midst  of  a  tenement-house  district, 
the  animals  are  taken  there  mostly  by  the  poorer  classes  of  men, 
women,  and  children.  Many  pitiful  cases  of  diseased  and  abused 
animals  have  been  reported  from  this  branch.  One  of  the 
Lincoln  medals  is  awarded  to  Alice  Kelley,  of  that  district,  for 
brave  rescue  of  a  cat,  as  will  be  seen  later.  Mrs.  Moog  has  a 
large  family  of  young  children,  but,  so  far  as  we  know,  not  one 
of  the  children  has  ever  taken  any  disease  from  the  many  cats 
that  have  been  carried  there.  We  have  reason  to  feel  sure  that 
the  danger  of  contagion  from  cats,  that  so  much  has  been  smd 
about,  has  been  greatly  exaggerated. 

The  receiving  station  at  the  North  Bennet  Street  Industrial 
School  has  taken  874  cats  and  kittens  and  27  dogs. 

At  the  Neighborhood  House,  79  Moore  Street,  Cambridge, 
219  cats  and  kittens  and  13  dogs  have  been  received. 

Miss  Marston,  who  had  charge  of  our  Revere  station,  moved 
to  another  state,  and  the  station  was  given  up,  but  we  have  kept 
closely  in  touch  with  Revere,  sending  our  agents  to  the  beach. 
Other  beaches  our  agents  have  visited  are  Nantasket,  Hull, 
Winthrop,  and  Allerton,  finding  at  these  places  about  30  de- 
serted cats.    We  are  now  making  arrangements  to  have  a  receiv- 


ing  station  at  the  house  of  Mrs.  Wood,  Revere,  near  the  line 
of  the  Boston  &  Lynn  electric  car  line.  * 

The  Stoneham  branch,  which  we  started  November,  1911,  has 
done  most  praiseworthy  work  and  is  now  practically  an  inde- 
pendent society,  though  not  yet  incorporated.  Their  receiving 
station  is  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Weston,  51  Marble  Street.  I  will 
give  the  report  sent  in  by  the  *'  Stoneham  Animal  Shelter." 

From  December  19,  1910,  to  December  19,  191 1,  they  reorived 
284  cats  and  kittens,  43  dogs,  and  2  rabbits.  Some  of  the  dogs 
and  cats  were  placed  in  good  homes,  and  some  were  lost  animals 
that  were  restored  to  their  owners.  The  dogs  were  broi^ht  to 
51  Carver  Street.  The  Stoneham  branch  has  been  giving  much 
attention  to  the  general  condition  of  animals  in  Stoneham,  in- 
cluding horses,  advising  and  helping  whenever  and  wherevor  they 
had  opportunity.  They  have  been  the  means  of  giving  a  vaca- 
tion to  one  horse,  for  which  we  paid  out  of  our  Horse  Rescue 
Fund,  and  of  having  eight  others  that  were  in  bad  condition  put 
to  death. 

The  president  of  the  Stoneham  Animal  Shelter  is  Mrs.  T.  F. 
Emery;  the  treasurer  is  Miss  Carrie  Robinson,  and  Miss  Mabel 
Hawkins  is  secretary.  They  have  an  excellent  board  of  directors, 
and  a  regular  membership  fee  of  $1.  Miss  Robinson,  70  Pleas- 
ant Street,  Stoneham,  receives  and  acknowledges  any  fees  or 
donations  intended  for  the  Stoneham  work. 

Last  April,  at  the  request  of  some  of  the  ladies  of  New  Bedford, 
I  went  there  with  the  purpose  of  forming  a  shelter.  After 
speaking  in  the  vestry  of  the  Unitarian  Church,  there  was  a 
supplementary  meeting,  and  a  president  and  other  officers  were 
chosen.  It  was  started  as  a  branch  of  our  Animal  Rescue  League 
with  the  idea  that  as  soon  as  they  felt  courage  they  would  incor- 
porate and  become  an  independent  society.  This  they  did  late 
in  the  summer  and  they  have  since  made  most  encouraging  prog- 
ress. Their  shelter  is  on  Purchase  Street,  in  an  old  house  which 
the  ladies  have  fitted  up  for  the  work.  An  operetta  was  given 
for  the  benefit  of  the  work,  which  netted  them  $152.  They  have 
65  active  and  188  associate  members,  and  have  $465  in  the  treas- 
ury, —  a  remarkable  record  for  less  than  a  year.  The  president 
of  the  League  is  the  Rev.  W.  B.  Geoghegan;  the  treasurer,  Miss 
Augusta  Thornton;  the  secretary,  Mrs.  Henry  Taber.  I  feel 
very  proud  of  the  success  of  this  branch  from  our  League,  which 


has  taken  the  name  of  the  "  Animal  Rescue  League  of  New 
Bedford." 

There  is  something  more  I  would  like  to  say  in  relation  to  our 
branch  work. 

After  the  Animal  Rescue  League  was  started  it  did  not  take 
long  to  realize  the  practical  humanity  of  the  work.  Much  com- 
plaint has  for  a  long  time  been  made  about  a  superfluity  of  cats 
in  city  and  country.  These  are  not  always  homeless,  in  one 
sense;  there  are  many  families  and  storekeepers  and  farmers 
who  allow  any  number  of  cats  to  multiply  on  their  premises  in 
barns,  cellars,  sheds,  to  keep  the  mice  away;  but  the  owners  do 
not  feed  these  cats  regularly  or  take  any  responsibility  about 
them,  so  the  poor  creatures  wander  about  the  neighborhood,  often 
hungry,  are  a  disturbance  at  night,  have  litters  of  kittens  in 
such  holes  and  corners  as  they  can  find,  and  finally  get  to  be  so 
wild  it  is  difficult  to  lay  hand  upon  them. 

The  cat-lovers,  who  keep  so  many  cats,  let  them  breed,  give 
away  kittens,  and  increase  the  number  of  these  animals  that  arc 
already  too  numerous  for  their  own  good,  are  to  blame  for  much 
of  the  suffering  inflicted  on  cats.     It  is  a  case  of  "  deliver  me 


from  my  friends.*'     Those  who  want  to  have  dqg^  and  cats 
valued  and  well  cared  for  should  not  make  them  ii>6  common. 

It  is  because  cats  are  so  numerous  as  to  becotjoie  a  nuisance  to 
those  who  are  not  fond  of  them  that  a  license  bitf  is  proposed. 

I  have  opposed  licensing  cats  because  they  cannpt,  without 
great  cruelty,  be  caught  by  the  men  and  boys  who  would  prob- 
ably be  appointed  to  do  the  work,  and  because  they  would  be 
obliged  to  wear  collars  if  licensed,  which  is  unsafe.  In  fact,  I 
consider  the  plan  wholly  impracticable.  It  is  an  entirely  different 
proposition  from  a  doglicense;  but  I  have  urged  shelters  in  every 
city,  town,  and  village,  for,  wherever  a  receiving  station  or 
humane  shelter  is  opened  for  such  animals,  as  soon  as  it  is  known 
many  humane  men,  women,  and  children  will  watch  their 
chance  to  secure  neglected  cats  in  their  own  neighborhoods  and 
carry  or  send  them  to  this  shelter.  In  this  way,  and  in  this  way 
only,  the  number  of  uncared-for  cats  can  be  greatly  lessened  in  a 
humane  manner. 

Through  the  influence  and  help  of  our  work  in  Boston,  a 
number  of  similar  Animal  Rescue  Leagues  or  shelters  have  been 
started  in  this  and  other  states,  and  many  more  are  needed.  I 
go,  when  invited,  if  I  possibly  can,  wherever  I  see  a  chance  of 
starting  a  shelter.  If  it  is  near  enough  for  our  runabout  or  ambu- 
lance to  visit  it  and  remove  the  animals,  I  make  it  a  receiving 
station  of  the  League.  If  it  is  at  a  distance,  as  in  the  case  of 
New  Bedford  and  Stoneham,  I  advise  those  who  are  interested 
to  organize  as  an  independent  society.  An  independent,  in- 
corporated society  has  a  greater  sense  of  responsibility  and  does 
better  work. 

In  such  cases  I  work  against  the  interests  of  my  own  society 
but  for  the  larger  interests  of  humanity.  For  example,  I  did  all 
I  could  to  help  Mrs.  Franklin  Couch  start  the  Berkshire  Animal 
Rescue  League,  now  such  a  successful  society.  For  this  purpose 
I  went  to  Pittsfield  and  Dalton  to  speak,  although  knowing  that 
if  the  society  or  League  were  started  there,  between  one  and  two 
hundred  dollars  Mrs.  Couch  had  very  kindly  raised  every  year 
for  our  Boston  work  must  be  used  in  her  local  work  and  we  be 
the  losers  of  so  much.  In  New  Bedford  and  in  Stoneham  we 
had  members  whose  annual  dues  were  rightly  diverted  from  us 
to  their  own  local  interests. 

I  have  a  purpose  in  speaking  of  this.    I  am  sure  all  our  mem- 
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bers  will  be  glad  to  hear  of  every  new  Animal  Rescue  Leag:ue  or 
shelter  I  have  been  the  means  of  starting,  but  they  should  do 
something  more  than  approve;  they  should  try  to  make  up  to 
our  League  all  that  we  sacrifice  so  willingly  for  the  larger  cause. 
These  more  distant  societies  do  not  lessen  our  work.  We  some- 
times have  to  give  them  a  little  help  in  various  ways  to  start 
with.  We  diminish  our  income  in  their  behalf,  yet  our  own  work 
goes  on  increasing,  and  the  need  of  help  to  support  it  is  greater 
every  year.  We  need  more  receiving  stations.  We  should  have 
one  in  every  district.  Surely  there  should  be  interest  enough 
and  money  enough  in  Greater  Boston  to  enable  the  League  to 
add  these  receiving  stations  and  to  carry  on  our  own  work  with- 
out the  pressing  anxiety  for  funds  that  1  am  always  laboring 
under.  This  is  a  burden  our  members  can  greatly  lighten  if  they 
will  make  a  little  more  effort  to  raise  money  for  the  League. 
Every  new  member  helps. 

1  have  had  most  earnest  calls  to  start  this  work  in  six  new 
localities  where  it  is  greatly  needed.  Three  of  these  should  be 
independent  societies,  and  money  we  are  now  receiving  from 
those  places  would  be  put  into  the  local  work.  I  shall  do  all  I 
can  to  encourage  the  formation  of  these  new  shelters,  but  1  beg 


all  our  members  to  think  of  this,  —  if  they  want  to  spread 
humane  work,  they  should  support  their  own  local  work  as 
generously  as  possible,  giving  a  little  more  than  they  have  been 
giving,  making  a  little  more  personal  sacriBce  for  the  cause. 
A  receiving  station  costs  the  League  from  $4  to  $8  a  week,  and  I 
should  be  glad  of  money  for  this  special  work.  Unless  I  do  have 
money  for  this  purpose,  I  must  refuse  to  start  receiving  stations 
in  localities  where  they  could  do  much  good  in  every  way. 
Certainly  a  humanely  conducted  animal  shelter  is  better  than 
the  wholesale  slaughter  of  cats  we  should  have  to  see  under  a 
cat  license  bill. 


PINE  RIDGE  HOME  OF  REST  FOR  HORSES 

Our  Home  of  Rest  for  Horses  was  established  on  Pine  Street, 
Dedham,  as  a  branch  work  of  the  Animal  Rescue  League  at  51 
Carver  Street,  Boston,  and  under  the  same  management,  accord- 
ing to  plans  made  when  the  League  was  first  established,  not  as 
an  afterthought,  as  those  may  see  who  will  consult  my  first 
annual  report  rn  1900.  When  the  name  "  Animal  Rescue 
League  "  was  adopted  it  was  because  we  wanted  to  rescue  every 
kind  of  animal  that  needed  our  help.  If  1  were  asked  to  receive 
an  elephant  or  a  tiger,  1  should  try  to  do  it. 

1  find  it  is  necessary  to  make  a  statement,  that  the  Animal 
Rescue  League  of  Boston  is  an  independent  society,  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  Massachusetts,  March  13,  1899,  and  this 
includes  Pine  Ridge  Home  of  Rest  for  Horses  in  Dedham. 

The  Animal  Rescue  League,  with  Pine  Ridge,  its  Country 


Annex,  is  not  in  any  way  connected  with  any  other  society, 
and  never  was. 

I  have  often  been  asked  if  we  are  a  branch  of  the  Massachusetts 
Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals.  I  supposed  it 
was  generally  understood  that  we  were  neither  a  branch,  nor  an 
offshoot,  of  any  other  society;  but  having  good  reason  lately  to 
know  that  there  is  a  misconception  on  this  point  in  many  di- 
rections, I  should  be  glad  to  have  this  fact  generally  known. 

Our  work  at  Pine  liidge  is  intended  entirely  for  horses,  though 
to  oblige  Dedham  residents  we  have  taken  care  of  about  forty 
dogs  and  cats  during  the  year,  but  our  place  for  that  work  is  in 
Boston. 

The  main  purpose  of  our  Home  of  Rest  is  to  give  vacations  to 
horses  that  are  tired,  lame,  and  run  down,  without  charge  when 
the  owners  are  unable  to  pay.  In  no  case  do  we  press  payment 
or  ask  more  than  a  nominal  price  for  board.  In  the  majority  of 
vacation  cases  we  receive  no  payment  whatever. 

We  take  a  few  temporary  boarders  for  special  reasons,  and  a 
few  pensioners.  When  we  see  horses  we  consider  unfit  for  work 
and  cannot  persuade  their  owners  to  give  them  up  in  any  other 
way,  we  sometimes  succeed  in  taking  them  from  work  by  offering 
to  give  them  a  rest.  In  this  way  we  have  often  got  final  posses- 
sion of  horses  that  are  old  or  disabled  beyond  the  point  of  recuper- 
ation.    The  calls  made  upon  us  to  help  horses  through  Pine 


Ridge  Home  of  Rest  are  constantly  increasing.  During  last 
summer  we  had  a  waiting  list  of  horses  needing  vacations,  and 
our  stalls  were  filled  from  early  spring  until  winter.  We  have 
but  fifteen  stalls.  Five  of  these  have  permanent  occupants,  and 
as  we  do  not  like  to  give  any  horse  less  than  two  weeks'  vacation 
and  keep  most  of  them  four,  six,  and  eight  weeks,  according  to 
their  condition  and  circumstances,  we  are  only  able  to  average 
about  twenty-eight  horses  for  vacations  in  a  summer. 

The  horses  received  during  the  last  year  were  mostly  cab, 
express,  and  peddlers'  horses.  From  one  cab  driver  we  received 
at  different  times  his  two  horses  that  were  badly  run  down. 
Each  horse  was  in  the  Home  about  a  month  and  returned  to 
work  in  good  condition.  One  noteworthy  feature  of  this  caseis 
that  whereas  the  owner  of  these  horses  had  not  treated  them  as 
considerately  as  he  should  before  they  came  to  us,  he  has  now 
learned  a  lesson,  and  when  our  veterinarian  looked  up  the  horses 
recently  he  found  them  both  looking  as  well  as  when  they  went 
back  to  work. 

Another  specially  gratifying  case  was  that  of  a  large  black 
horse  we  frequently  saw  on  an  oil  team  in  Dedham,  looking 
gaunt  and  tired.  We  plead  for  the  privilege  of  giving  this  horse 
a  rest,  and  his  owner,  who  was  really  a  kind-hearted  man,  hired 
a  horse  to  take  his  place  and  sent  "  Old  Blackie  "  to  us.    He  was 


I  us  from  October  ll  until  December  6.  At  tiist  he  had  no 
in  him  and  we  doubted  if  he  would  ever  be  good  for  work 
n.  Then  he  began  to  improve,  and  one  could  see  from  day 
ay  the  change  for  the  better.  He  put  on  flesh  rapidly  and 
ime  lively  as  a  young  horse.    Every  one  who  had  seen  him  at 

marveled  at  the  change.  Since  he  is  doing  the  same  work 
>edham  as  before  his  vacation,  we  have  been  able  to  watch 
;  and  all  through  this  hard  winter  he  has  kept  in  good 
lition.  He  is  only  used  four  days  in  the  week  and  1  shall  hope 
et  him  for  a  short  vacation,  at  least,  next  summer, 
he  nature  of  our  work  at  Pine  Ridge  may  be  judged  best  by 
ting  a  few  entries  from  our  record  book: 
ebruary  26.  —  Gray  express  horse,  tired  and  thin.  Gave  him 
icine  for  worms.  Horse  went  back  to  work  March  12  greatly 
roved. 

ebruary  27.  —  Received  a  small  chestnut  mare,  owned  by 
I.  R.,  a  dressmaker,  who  had  raised  the  mare  from  a  colt 

used  her  for  light  driving.  Mrs.  R,'s  husband  being  ill  with 
;rculosis,  she  was  not  able  to  take  care  of  the  mare,  yet  could 

bear  to  sell  her.  We  took  her  at  Pine  Ridge  and  kept  her 
1  August  17,  when  her  mistress  was  able  to  send  her  to  her 
home  in  the  country. 


March  2.  ■ —  We  received  a  gray  horse,  badly  spavined  and 
sore  from  much  blistering,  very  thin  and  lame,  that  one  day  when 
on  my  way  to  the  train  I  saw  standing  in  an  express  W£^;on  near 
the  Back  Bay  Station.  I  sfient  about  an  hour  with  the  owner  at 
his  office,  urging  him  to  have  the  wretched  horse  killed,  which  he 
refused  to  do,  saying  he  would  send  him  into  the  country.  I 
knew  what  this  meant,  and  went  again  to  the  man's  office,  and 
Dr.  Sullivan  followed  up  the  case.  So  we  persisted  until  we  got 
the  man  to  send  the  horse  to  Pine  Ridge.  The  poor  creature  was 
too  lame  and  weak  to  lie  down  and  roll,  which  is  the  first  thing

most  of  our  vacation  horses  do,  but  he  would  He  on  the  grass  in 
the  sun  for  hours.  He  gained  in  flesh  a  little.  He  was  ravenously 
hungry,  but  his  lameness  was  hopeless,  his  hip  and  leg  being 
affected.  We  kept  him  about  three  weeks,  his  owner  still  declar- 
ing that  he  would  not  allow  us  to  put  him  to  death,  but  finally 
we  succeeded  in  persuading  the  man  to  let  us  do  what  we  thought 
best,  and  we  had  the  horse  put  beyond  reach  of  further  suffering. 
I  have  seldom  seen  a  sadder  case  than  this  was  of  a  horse  killed 
by  overwork  and  starvation.  He  had  once  been  a  handsome 
animal,  and  he  still  had  most  beautiful,  pathetic  eyes.  It  must 
have  hurt  him  to  walk,  yet  those  hours  he  spent  lying  in  the  sun, 
nibbling  the  fresh,  tender  new  grass  as  he  lay  on  his  side,  1  am 
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sure  were  full  of  comfort.  But  not  even  months  of  comfort  could 
ever  compensate  for  the  years  of  misery  he  had  suffered. 

The  saddest  of  it  is  that  there  are  hundreds  of  overworked, 
overioaded  horses  this  moment  dragging  their  weary  feet  over 
the  pavements  until  exhausted,  then  returning  to  stables  where, 
without  sufficient  food,  they  try  to  rest,  often  in  stalls  too  narrow 
to  lie  down  in,  and  without  bedding  or  warm  blankets  in  winter. 
How  we  ever  are  going  to  put  a  stop  to  these  cruelties  to  man's 
most  faithful  friends  and  helpers,  only  God  knows,  —  it  is  beyond 
me. 

To  return  to  our  record  book  for  1911. 

In  April  we  succeeded  in  getting  two  old  and  thin  horses  that 
were  working  every  day,  though  wholly  unfit  for  work,  —  one 
belonging  to  an  Italian  peddler  in  Newton,  and  one  to  a  man  in 
Dedham.  We  gave  them  two  weeks  of  comfort  at  Pine  Ridge 
and  then  had  them  put  to  death. 

April  16  we  took  a  horse  belonging  to  a  man  in  South  Boston, 
who  sent  us  an  urgent  request  to  receive  this  horse  at  our  Home 
of  Rest,  saying  that  he  had  had  him  for  years  and  could  not  bear 
to  have  him  killed.  Thinking  it  a  good  plan  to  secure  the  horse, 
we  gave  the  man  permission  to  bring  him  to  Pine  Ridge,  but 
were  shocked  beyond  words  at  his  condition      He  was  thin  to 


emaciation,  matted  with  burrs,  and  one  eye  appeared  to  have 
been  gouged  out.  When  I  went  to  the  paddock  or  to  his  stall  to 
give  him  sugar  and  he  turned  his  marred  face  to  me,  it  seemed 
too  much  to  bear.  We  kept  him  several  weeks  and  gave  him  all 
the  comfort  we  could,  then  told  his  owner  that  the  greatest 
boon  we  could  give  him  was  death,  and  the  man  then  consented. 
This  horse  had  been  hidden  away  in  the  rear  of  a  South  Boston 
stable.  How  much  longer  he  would  have  suflfered  there  if  it  had 
not  been  for  our  Home  of  Rest  no  one  can  tell,  as  the  man  pro- 
fessed to  love  him  too  much  to  send  him  to  be  killed. 

But  we  had  many  happier  experiences  at  Pine  Ridge  last 
summer,  of  horses  coming  to  us  tired,  lame,  and  galled,  that  went 
back  to  the  city  after  a  few  weeks'  vacation  in  excellent  condi- 
tion. In  June  and  July  we  had  as  many  cab  horses  as  we  could 
accommodate,  and  all  went  away  rested  and  refreshed  by  their 
vacation. 

One  dear  old  pensioner  we  had  learned  to  love  died  a  natural 
death  from  old  age  December  2,  after  a  week's  illness,  £^;ed 
thirty-two  years.  I  have  written  about  Old  Huckleberry  in 
Our  Fourfooled  Friends,  his  amusing  tricks  and  his  intelligence. 
We  miss  him,  and  it  will  be  a  long  time  before  we  forget  him. 

We  have  now  a  mare  at  Pine  Ridge  who  came  to  us  in  No- 
vember in  deplorable  condition.    Her  mistress  had  been  obliged 


to  break  up  her  home  in  Bridgewater,  and  she  loaned  Nellie,  a 
family  pet,  to  a  neighbor,  who  promised  to  be  very  careful  of  her 
and  give  her  only  light  work.  Last  fall,  after  many  cold  storms 
and  frosts,  some  one  wrote  telling  Nellie's  owner  she  would 
better  look  after  her.  Following  up  this  advice  the  owner  found 
poor  Nellie  turned  out  in  a  field  without  shelter,  exposed  night 
and  day  to  the  cold  storms,  and  with  no  feed  but  what  she  could 
get  from  the  dried  and  frosted  grass. 

An  urgent  appeal  was  made  to  us  to  take  her.  She  came  to 
Boston  by  freight  car,  but  being  too  weak  to  walk  out  to  Ded- 
ham,  we  had  to  hire  a  horse  ambulance  to  convey  her  to 
our  Home  of  Rest.  She  was  emaciated,  lame,  stiif,  and  nearly 
dead  with  starvation.    It  was  pitiful  to  see  her  eagerness  for  food. 

For  about  two  weeks  she  was  unable  to  get  up  without  help, 
then  she  began  to  improve,  and  to-day  she  is  fat  and  can  lie  down 
and  roll,  and  jump  up  again  and  run  without  any  difficulty. 
Her  feet  will  always  be  tender,  but  her  mistress  is  hoping  to  have 
a  home  next  summer  where  she  can  again  have  her  old  pet  with 
her.  This  is  another  one  of  the  many  instances  we  have  known 
showing  the  risk  of  trusting  a  horse  with  any  one  we  do  not 
know  intimately. 

I  could  tell  many  more  stories  of  horses  we  have  had  with  us 
at  Pine  Ridge,  but  all  I  could  tell  would  not  give  an  adequate  idea 
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of  the  enjoyment  these  animals  take  in  our  Home  of  Rest.  One 
could  only  judge  this  from  watching  them  run  and  roll  and  prance 
and  eat,  happy  as  children  that  have  been  long  deprived  of  a 
chance  for  freedom  and  pleasure.  It  is  infinitely  sad  to  think  of 
the  many  horses  that  never  have  one  week  or  day  of  liberty  in 
fields  where  they  can  exercise  themselves  in  a  natural  way. 
If  every  horse,  whether  kept  for  pleasure  or  for  work,  could  be 
given  at  least  two  weeks*  vacation  every  summer,  it  would  pro- 
long the  horse's  life  and  give  him  a  little  of  the  happiness  and 
comfort  he  so  richly  earns.  It  is  his  due.  We  have  no  right  to 
keep  these  animals,  so  sensitive  to  pain  and  to  pleasure,  so  capable 
of  enjoying  every  moment  of  liberty  that  can  be  given  them,  with- 
out giving  them  some  happiness. 


Hearing  that  the  donkeys  at  Lexington  Park  were  to  be  sold 
and  that  there  were  special  reasons  why  three  of  them  would 
need  very  kind  care  for  some  months,  I  went  with  Dr.  Sullivan 
to  the  Park  and  decided,  after  talking  with  Mr.  Benson,  their 
owner,  to  take  four  —  a  mother,  her  seven-weeks*-old  baby,  and 
two  others.  Mr.  Benson,  being  anxious  to  have  them  safely 
provided  for,  made  a  special  price  for  them,  and  about  the  first 
of  September  we  received  them  at  Pine  Ridge.  We  have  given 
them  Italian  names,  as  that  seemed  appropriate,  and  visitors  at 
Pine  Ridge  are  already  learning  to  know  Beppo,  the  father; 
Madrina,  the  little  mother;  Dino,  the  baby;  and  Anita,  Dino's 
half  sister.  We  have  a  little  cart  for  Beppo,  and  find  him  very 
useful  in  work  amongst  the  trees  and  in  the  cemetery,  where  a 
horse  could  not  go. 

We  have  at  Pine  Ridge,  at  present  writing,  eight  horses,  two 
ponies,  four  donkeys,  five  dogs  belonging  to  the  place,  a  cat, 
six  geese,  a  few  pigeons,  and  a  crow  that  was  brought  with  a 
wounded  wing  and  now  lives  amicably  with  our  caretaker's 
interesting  family  of  hens. 

We  have  many  birds  of  various  kinds,  having  fed  them  all 
winter,  and  in  that  peaceful  retreat.  Pine  Ridge  Cemetery, 
squirrels,  pheasants,  and  partridges  may  often  be  seen.  I  am 
sorry  to  say  that  Fido  and  Fluffy,  in  their  many  races  together, 
sometimes  invade  the  cemetery  and  groves  and  frighten  the 
birds.    If  bird  lovers  would  kindly  contribute  toward  the  cost  of 
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a  fence  across  the  field  leading  to  the  cemetery,  it  would  be  flffBIt 
gratefully  received.    It  is  something  I  greatly  desire  to  have^ 

Visitors  to  Pine  Ridge  often  comment  on  the  fact  that  onr 
lai^e  family  of  different  animals  get  on  together  ao  pleaasitfly. 
We  hope  it  is  the  atmosphere  of  kindness  and  love  whtdi  we  tiy 
to  cultivate  throughout  the  place.  Occasionally  there  ia  a  Itttie 
jealousy  among  the  horses  and  dogs,  particularly  when  treats  of 
sugar  are  coming,  but  on  the  whole  Pine  Ridge  is  a  home  (rf  peace 
as  well  as  a  horns  of  rest. 


VISITING  HOURS  AT  CARVER  STREET 

Visiting  hours  at  Carver  Street  are  from  10. 30  A.M.  to  5  p.m. 
No  visitors  are  admitted  on  Sundays  or  holidays,  excepting  those 
who  come  to  bring  animals  or  to  inquire  about  lost  animals. 
Carver  Street  starts  opposite  Boston  Common  on  Boylston 
Street  very  near  Park  Square  and  crosses  Eliot,  ending  at  Pleas- 
ant Street.  It  is  five  minutes'  walk  from  the  entrance  to  the 
subway  on  the  Public  Garden,  or  from  the  exit  comer  of  Tremont 
and  Boylston  streets.  Animals  are  received  at  all  hpurs,  day  or 
night.  Agents  are  sent  out  in  response  to  calls  from  9  a.m.  until 
5.30  P.M.  No  agent  is  sent  out  in  the  night,  as  there  is  only  a 
night  watchman  at  the  League  from  6  p.m.  until  7  a.m. 


PINE  RIDGE  CEMETERY 

The  cemetery  where  we  grant  privilege  of  burial  for  smaller 
animals  lies  at  the  rear  of  Pine  Ridge  grounds  and  is  made 
beautiful  and  picturesque  by  a  natural  growth  of  cedars,  pines, 
wild  cherry,  oak,  and  nut  trees,  and  shrubs  and  vines.  About 
eighty  burials  have  taken  place  there.  Blue-ribbon  dogs  and 
cats,  and  dogs  and  cats  with  no  claims  to  greatness  but  the  great 
devotion  they  gave  to  their  mourning  friends  are  laid  there.  A 
parrot,  beloved  for  eighteen  years,  and  a  pet  robin  have  been  laid 
away  in  this  lovely  spot.  Let  those  who  are  disposed  to  cavil 
at  a  cemetery  for  animals  think  of  the  many  men  and  women  of 
intellect,  genius,  high  position,  who  have  had  little  cemeteries  of 
their  own  for  their  beloved  fourfooted  companions,  among  them 
being  Queen  Victoria,  the  Emperor  of  China,  Gladstone,  Sir 
Walter  Scott,  Wagner,  and  Matthew  Arnold.  About  this  I  have 
written  in  a  booklet  entitled,  "  Cemeteries  for  Animals,  Ancient 
and  Modern,  and  the  Life  Beyond."  This  booklet  of  thirty-two 
pages  describes  various  cemeteries  at  home  and  abroad  and 
contains  more  than  twenty-five  illustrations  of  stones  and  epi- 
taphs.

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League,  51  Carver  Street,  Boston,  Mass.,  price  25  cents,  and 
two<ent  stamp  for  mailing. 

For  burial  of  dog  or  cat  in  Pine  Ridge  Cemetery  the  price  is 
from  $10  to  $15  according  to  location.  This  price  includes  en- 
closure of  wire,  a  metal  label  and  care  of  the  grave. 

Arrangements  for  burials  should  be  made  at  51  Carver  Street, 
Boston,  (Telephone,  Oxford  244.)  Visitors  are  welcome  to  the 
cemetery.    See  directions,  page  33. 

Tennyson's  hope  so  beautifully  expressed  was: 

"  That  nothing  walks  with  aimless  feet.

HORSE  RESCUE  WORK 

Our  purchase  of  horses  that  are  old  or  worn  out  or  otherwise 
unfit  for  work  has  been  kept  up.  Dr.  Sullivan  got  an  unusually 
large  number  during  the  year,  having  taken  286  horses  either  by 
purchase  or  by  persuasion  from  auction  rooms,  sales  stables, 
private  stables,  and  even  from  the  streets.  On  several  occasions 
he  stopped  men  on  the  street  and  succeeded  in  convincing  them 
that  they  would  better  not  use  their  horses  another  hour.  In 
these  cases  the  horses  were  taken  to  the  nearest  stable,  where  the 
wagon  was  left,  and  our  doctor  watched  the  horse  until  it  was 
mercifully  put  beyond  the  reach  of  further  labor. 

Two  old,  worn-out  horses  were  purchased  and  taken  from  work 
to  our  stable  in  Boston,  where  they  were  kept  across  the  holidays. 
Our  man  who  has  charge  of  the  stable  said  that  he  never  saw 
hungrier  horses  in  his  life.  The  contrast  between  these  two 
horses  occupying  the  vacant  stalls  in  our  stable  and  our  splendidly 
cared-for  ambulance  horses  was  pathetic. 

I  could  give  many  interesting  details  from  the  record  of  the 
286  horses  Dr.  Sullivan  rescued  during  the  year,  but  I  have  space 
for  only  a  very  few. 
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In  Dr.  Sullivan's  report  of  horses  bought  within  the  last  month, 
one  of  them  was  a  very  thin  and  old  pacing  mare,  put  up  at 
auction,  whose  hips  were  badly  chafed  from  standing  in  a  narrow 
stall,  a  spirited  little  creature  that  would  never  shirk  as  long  as 
she  could  stand .  Another  was  a  brown  horse  that  had  been  kicked 
over  the  eye  by  another  horse,  crushing  the  bone,  causing  a  con- 
tinuous discharge  from  the  nostril.  The  owner  was  trying  to  sell 
him  for  work,  but  Dr.  Sullivan  succeeded  in  getting  him  for  a 
small  price.  Three  horses  were  brought  into  the  auction  from 
one  stable,  very  thin  and  covered  with  dirt.  They  were  old.  It 
had  evidently  been  a  long  time  since  any  care  had  been  given 
them,  and  they  appeared  nearly  starved.  The  doctor  purchased 
the  three  for  $27.  They  had  suffered  too  much  already,  and  it 
was  cruel  to  think  of  having  them  go  on  to  other  owners  to  suffer 
still  more.  There  were  reasons  why  they  had  to  be  kept  in  the 
stable  over  night,  and  our  doctor  paid  their  board,  aa  he  has  done 
in  other  cases  where  the  horses  were  worn  out  and  starved,  giving 
them  a  good  supper  and  breakfast  before  the  end  came. 

In  the  last  report  the  doctor  said  he  had  purchased  at  a  little 
above  his  usual  price  a  number  of  horses  from  the  poorer  cleiss  of 
dealers,  —  horses  that  he  found  were  being  passed  from  one 
dealer  to  another,  during  which  time  they  were  scarcely  fed  at 
all,  but  they  could  not  be  condemned  as  they  were  not  lame. 

The  Animal  Rescue  League  began  this  buying  of  old  hoises 
in  1906.     At  that  time  no  other  society  was  doing  this  sort  of 


work,  but  since  that  time  other  societies  have  taken  it  up  to  a 
certain  extent. 

If  horses  unfit  for  work  cannot  be  taken  away  from  their 
owners  before  they  are  on  the  verge  of  death,  the  only  way  of 
dealing  with  this  question  humanely  seems  to  be  that  which  the 
Animal  Rescue  League  has  chosen,  and  been  following  for  seven 
years,  during  which  time  we  have  rescued  over  one  thousand 
horses  and  could  have  bought  a  much  larger  number  had  we 
been  more  abundantly  supplied  with  funds  for  this  purpose. 


You  will  observe  that  the  horses  we  take  at  Pine  Ridge  that 
are  unfit  for  work  could  not  be  obtained  excepting  through  our 
first  promising  to  keep  them  long  enough  to  convince  their 
owners  that  they  are  really  past  work;  but  the  horses  we  pur- 
chase in  and  around  Boston  are  ours  to  do  as  we  think  best  with. 
Their  condition  is  often  such  that  there  is  risk  of  glanders;  most 
of  them  are  in  too  bad  condition  to  walk  out  to  Dcdham,  although 
it  is  not  too  long  a  walk  for  horses  that  arc  simply  run  down  or  a 
little  lame.  The  price  of  hiring  an  ambulance  is  seven  dollars, 
for  which  we  could  purchase  one  or  two  more  miserable  horses. 
So,  while  it  would  give  us  more  happiness  than  1  can  express  to 
take  every  horse  we  purchase,  not  acutely  suffering  from  lame- 
ness, to  Pine  Ridge  for  even  two  weeks  of  comfort,  there  comes 
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in  a  question  of  how  we  ought  to  spend  the  money  entrusted  to 
us.  Shall  we,  for  example,  spend  one  hundred  dollars  in  sending 
ten  horses  to  Pine  Ridge  and  caring  for  them  there  two  weeks,  or 
shall  we  with  that  hundred  dollars  buy  and  release  from  suffering 
twenty  more  of  these  poor  victims  that  might,  if  we  did  not  buy 
them,  suffer  for  weeks  or  months? 

In  my  own  opinion  the  latter  is  the  wisest  way.  Perhaps  we 
do  not  give  so  much  happiness,  but  we  undoubtedly  save  more 
suffering. 

It  is  not  as  if  we  received  very  much  money  for  this  branch  of 
out  work.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  so  many  persons  express  great 
sympathy  for  horses,  the  sympathy  does  not  reach  very  deep  into 
their  pockets.  The  Animal  Rescue  League  rarely  receives  large 
donations  or  bequests  for  any  part  of  its  work,  and  it  is  a  constant 
struggle  to  do  as  much  work  as  we  are  doing.  We  have  many 
friends,  but  not  many  of  great  wealth.  I  am  most  grateful  for 
every  dollar  we  receive,  and  it  is  my  earnest  wish  to  show  this 
appreciation  of  the  trust  given  us  by  careful  study  of  the  way  to 
relieve  the  greatest  possible  number  of  animals  from  suflTering. 
If  this  relief  must  come  through  death,  how  few  of  us  would  not 
welcome  death,  if  we  were  neglected,  starving,  beaten,  forced  to 
work  when  hardly  able  to  stand! 

There  is  another  point  of  view  that  i  wish  we  might  all  find 
comfort  in,  —  the  belief  in  a  hereafter  for  all  living  creatures. 


"  The  tender  mercy  of  God  is  over  all  his  works,"  said  the 
Apostle  Paul.  In  "  The  Mystery  of  Suffering  in  Animals,"  an 
English  writer  said : 

"  It  would  seem  to  be  inconsistent  with  the  ways  of  an  all-wise 
and  merciful  Creator  to  bring  into  existence  these  countless 
millions  of  the  animal  creation  —  subject  like  us  to  pain  and 
disease,  very  many  suffering  great  evils  from  man  —  unless  in 
some  way  or  other  there  is  a  future  before  those  animals.  It 
seems  to  me  that  we  would  be  guilty  of  wrong  ideas  towards  the 
Creator  unless  we  believe,  not  that  God  has  created  myriads  of 
creatures  for  constant  pain  and  suflfering,  but  rather  that,  in 
some  way  past  our  finding  out,  animals  must  have  some  future 
existence." 

Let  me  close  this  chapter  on  our  work  for  horses,  which  gives 
but  a  very  inadequate  idea  of  what  we  are  doing  or  trying  to  do, 
with  this  comforting  verse,  the  authorship  of  which  I  do  not  know : 

"  Now  just  within  the  gates  of  Paradise 
A  green  field  lies  'mid  groves  and  streams.     In  this 
The  shades  of  horses,  worn  in  service  here, 
Do  graze  in  peace,  and  drink  the  waters  clear 
In  equine  bliss." 
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WATERING  HORSES 

The  extent  to  which  horses  are  allowed  to  suffer  from  thirst 
is  far  greater  than  most  people  imagine.  The  Animal  Rescue 
League  has  always  realized  this  and  tried  to  do  everything  in  its 
power  to  remedy  some  of  this  suffering.  Through  the  generosity 
of  Miss  E.  L.  Borden,  the  Animal  Rescue  League  put  up  a  large 
fountain  in  Hancock  Square,  Charlestown;  and  another  in 
Sheridan  Square  in  this  city,  through  appeals  to  the  water 
commission.  In  1908  we  tried  to  get  a  fountain  put  up  near 
the  South  Terminal,  but  no  place  could  be  allotted  it  there.  It 
was  then  that  we  started  watering  stations,  having  men  with 
pails  at  the  North  and  the  South  stations,  and  at  the  "  Dump," 
near  Atlantic  Avenue.  We  should  have  enlarged  this  work, 
seeing  the  great  need  of  it,  but  it  was  taken  up  later  by  the 
S.  P.  C.  A,,  so  we  kept  only  the  three  stations  we  already  had 
and  did  not  attempt  others.  Last  summer  being  extremely  hot, 
our  men  were  kept  very  busy  not  only  watering  horses  but 
giving  relief  by  sponging  them  and  other  care.  The  money 
was  given  us  especially  for  this  work,  otherwise  we  could  not 
have  done  it. 


EDUCATIONAL 

Every  year  the  educational  work  of  the  Le£^ue  increases.  We 
have  received  orders  for  our  humane  publications  from  many 
different  states,  sometimes  over  a  thousand  in  one  order,  and 
many  encouraging  letters  have  been  sent  us  in  regard  to  them. 
Our  new  publications  this  year  have  been  a  booklet  entitled 
"  A  Book  of  Cheerful  Dogs  and  Cats";  two  one-page  circulars, 
"  The  Mad  Dog  Scare,"  and  "  Who  is  Responsible?  "  and  a  folder 
and  card  on  the  care  of  horses,  printed  at  the  expense  of  Miss 
E.  F.  Munroe.  A  story,  "  Francesco's  Sacrifice,"  which  1  wrote 
after  returning  from  Europe,  for  the  purpose  of  teaching  consid- 
eration for  the  much-abused  little  donkeys  in  Italy,  has  been 
approved  by  the  Princess  Mele  Barese,  president  of  the  Naples 
Humane  Society,  who  writes  me  that  she  is  having  it  translated 
for  circulation  in  the  schools  in  Italy. 

For  the  special  benefit  of  birds  we  again  had  the  "  Birds' 
Christmas  Tree,"  inviting  the  children  of  the  Riverdale  School, 
about  eighty  in  number,  and  the  three  teachers,  to  Pine  Ridge. 
They  first  gathered  at  the  bungalow,  where  Mr.  E.  H.  Forbush, 
State  Ornithologist,  and  Miss  Jessie  Kimball,  secretary  of  the 
Audubon  Society,  spoke  to  them  about  birds  and  their  value. 
The  children  sang,  and  recited  humane  selections,  then  went  to 
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the  barn  and  sheds,  decorating  the  cedar  trees  as  they  went  with 
balls  of  suet  and  little  pails  of  seeds.  Next  came  treats  of  sugar, 
apples,  and  carrots  for  the  horses,  donkeys,  and  dogs.  A  large 
cedar  tree,  which  had  already  done  duty  as  a  Christmas  tree  in  a 
schoolroom,  was  disclosed  in  the  shed,  hung  with  bags  of  candy, 
while  a  long  table  stood  by  its  side,  spread  with  cake  and  dishes  of 
ice  cream.  It  was  an  occasion  that  the  children  will  be  likely  to 
remember,  and  the  fact  that  it  was  given  in  behalf  of  the  birds 
and  animals  will  incline  the  children  to  be  more  thoughtful  of 
what  the  good  St.  Francis  called  their  '*  little  brothers  of  the 
earth  and  air.'* 

The  bird  table  we  placed  in  the  school  yard  last  year  has  been 
kept  supplied  with  crumbs  and  seeds  through  the  winter  by  some 
of  the  children  in  the  school  and  neighborhood.  We  wish  that 
every  country  schoolhouse  would  have  its  bird  table  in  the  yard» 
with  special  monitors  appointed  each  week  to  see  that  it  is  not 
forgotten. 

Through  the  thoughtful  kindness  and  generosity  of  Miss 
Helen  Willard,  one  of  our  board  of  directors,  the  pigeons,  spar- 
rows, and  squirrels  on  the  Common  have  for  several  years  been 
fed  every  day  with  cracked  corn  bj'  one  of  our  men.  We  feed  the 
pigeons  on  Carver  Street  every  forenoon  at  about  eleven  o'clock, 
and  they  may  be  seen  gathering  for  their  lunch  early  in  the  fore- 
noon. Since  this  work  was  begun  by  our  League  workers  it  has 
been  observed  both  on  the  Common  and  on  Carver  Street  that 
others  have  taken  it  up;  so  every  good  work  spreads. 


VISITORS'  DAY 

Visitors*  Day  is  always  a  happy  occasion  at  Pine  Ridge  and  will 
be  observed  this  spring  or  early  summer.  Although  visitors  are 
welcome  at  Pine  Ridge  at  any  time  excepting  Sunday  forenoons, 
we  have  a  special  "  Visitors*  Day  "  every  year,  late  enough  in 
the  spring  to  enjoy  being  out  of  doors.  Light  refreshments  are 
served.  Sometimes  an  entertainment  is  given.  We  try  on  this 
occasion  to  give  pleasure  and  to  get  a  little  help  for  the  work. 
Feeding  hungry  horses  is  an  expensive  form  of  charity,  but  every- 
one must  acknowledge  they  richly  earn  the  little  we  do  for  them. 

At  the  Home  of  Rest  near  London  one  wealthy  lady  has  given 
$5,000  to  endow  a  stall  in  memory  of  a  horse  she  owned  and  loved.

It  was  a  beautiful  memorial,  and  I  wonder,  when  so  many  men 
and  women  express  love  for  their  own  horses,  that  no  one  has  yet 
endowed  a  stall  at  Pine  Ridge  in  which  some  of  the  many  faithful 
working  horses  needing  a  rest  can  always  be  received.  Even 
$500  would  build  an  addition  of  six  box  stalls  and  stand  as  a 
lasting  memorial  of  love  for  horses,  and  appreciation  of  their 
faithful  service. 


VISITORS  TO  PINE  RIDGE 

A  special  visitors'  day  is  observed  every  year  late  in  the  spring 
at  Pine  Ridge  Home  of  Rest  for  Horses,  in  Dedham,  but  visitors 
are  welcome  at  all  times  excepting  Sunday  forenoon.  Pine 
Ridge  may  be  reached  by  the  Needham  (not  Dedham)  electric 
cars,  which  leave  Forest  Hills  Elevated  Station  at  present 
writing  about  on  the  hour  and  half  hour.  Leave  the  car  at  Pine 
Street,  Dedham,  about  five  minutes  beyond  the  Charles  River 
Bridge.  The  caretaker's  house  is  the  third  on  the  right,  not 
over  five  minutes'  walk  from  the  car.  Or,  one  may  go  by  steam 
cars  from  South  Station,  or  Back  Bay  Station  on  Dartmouth 
Street.  Trains  leave  for  Dedham  about  every  half  hour.  Time, 
from  sixteen  minutes  by  express  to  twenty-five  minutes  by 
accommodation  trains.  Carriages  may  be  had  at  Dedham 
station.  The  drive  is  not  over  fifteen  minutes  from  the  village, 
and  is  very  pleasant. 
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MEMBERSHIP 

During  the  last  year  we  have  received  209  new  members.  We 
have  lost  over  thirty  members  by  death,  and  our  whole  member- 
ship is  only  about  3,400. 

How  small  is  this  number  compared  with  what  it  should  be! 
There  are  many  men  and  women  who  profess  to  be  fond  of  horses, 
d(^s,  and  cats  who  will  not  pledge  themselves  to  give  even  a 
dollar,  or  five  dollars,  annually,  toward  a  cause  that  is  wholly 
devoted  to  saving  these  animals  from  suffering.  Why  is  this? 
Do  these  people  really  have  any  fondness  for  animals  or  pity 
for  those  that  suffer?  One  would  think  that  all  who  have  the 
least  spark  of  compassion  would  be  glad  to  ally  themselves  with 
a  society  that  takes  into  its  doors  and  feeds  and  cares  for  hu- 
manely so  many  thousands  of  homeless  and  neglected  d(^s  and 
cats,  to  say  nothing  of  the  work  we  are  doing  for  suffering  horses, 
and  for  humane  education. 

We  get  a  depressing  view  of  human  nature  at  the  League.    Men 


and  women,  well  dressed,  who  without  doubt  think  nothing  of 
spending  five  dollars  for  the  theater  or  opera,  come  for  a  dog  or 
a  cat  and  seem  to  be  offended  because  it  is  suggested  to  them  that, 
as  it  costs  so  much  to  collect  and  to  feed  the  animals  we  receive, 
they  should  be  glad  to  give  us  a  small  donation  to  help  the  cause. 
Every  dog  we  receive,  even  the  poorest  mongrel,  gets  good 
food  twice  a  day,  —  dog  biscuit  and  good  beef  and  bread.  He 
has  a  pail  of  fresh  water  to  go  to  at  any  time,  day  or  night.  The 
rooms  where  the  dogs  are  kept  are  sunny,  and  steam  heated  in 
winter.  There  are  large,  sunny  yards  for  them  to  exercise  in; 
they  are  given  every  comfort,  and  unless  in  very  bad  condition 
are  kept  from  three  to  five  days;  often,  when  they  are  desirable 
for  homes,  for  a  much  longer  time.  The  cats  are  just  as  well 
cared  for  as  the  dogs.  Surely  every  one  who  feels  the  slightest 
sympathy  for  suffering  animals  ought  to  help  support  a  work 
that  has  been  pronounced  by  visitors  from  all  over  this  country  to 
be  the  most  humane,  practical,  complete  in  its  equipment,  and 
widespreading  in  its  influence  for  good  of  any  work  for  animals 
in  this  country.

Will  not  our  members  try,  each  one,  to  get  at  least  one  new 
member  this  year?  Some  of  our  members  have  forgotten  to  pay 
their  dues.  We  cannot  tell  whether  this  is  intentional  or  not. 
If  they  have  any  reason  for  it,  any  criticism  to  make  on  the  work, 
it  is  not  kind  —  I  will  go  further  than  that- — ^it  is  unfair  and 
unjust,  not  to  tell  us  wherein  we  have  fallen  short  of  our  ideals. 
We  have  from  seven  to  ten  men  working  for  us  at  headquarters, 
and  if  they  do  or  say  anything  that  does  not  seem  right  we 
should  be  told  of  it  at  once.  We  had  to  dischai^e  two  men  last 
year.  Some  months  later  we  heard  that  one  of  our  members  had 
taken  a  prejudice  against  us,  and  on  looking  into  the  matter  we 
found  that  one  of  these  men  had  asked  for  money  when  he 
should  not  have  done  so,  and  we  were  blamed  for  it.  Another 
one  had  refused  to  take  two  cats  when  he  was  asked  to  remove 
them.  In  this  the  man  broke  our  rules,  but  it  was  done  in  such  a 
way  we  had  to  take  the  blame  for  it. 

We  are  ready  to  examine  into  every  complaint  we  receive. 
If  it  is  promptly  given  we  have  a  chance  to  find  out  the  truth  of 
it.    We  cannot  trace  it  when  months  have  elapsed. 

Turning  the  cold  shoulder  on  a  society  or  an  individual  never 
helps  matters;  "  speaking  the  truth  in  love  "  was  the  wise  com- 
mand that  has  been  given  us  to  follow. 


IN  MEMORIAM 

Since  our  last  report  was  issued  we  have  lost  a  number  of 
valued  members  by  death.  Among  them  was  one  of  our  vice- 
presidents,  Mrs.  J.  Arthur  Beebe,  whose  warm  interest  in  the 
League  has  been  manifested  from  year  to  year  by  generous 
donations  which  have  been  a  great  help  to  us  in  our  work,  and 
by  her  never  failing  sympathy,  which  we  greatly  miss. 


HORSES'  AID  ASSOCIATION 

The  prizes  were  given  this  year  to  two  members  of  the  Horses' 
Aid  Association  who  have  taken  excellent  care  of  their  horses 
through  the  year.  Mr.  C.  Buckley,  a  city  expressman,  received 
the  prize  of  $15  for  bringing  a  horse  which  he  bought  in  very 
poor  condition  up  to  fine  condition  during  the  year  through  his 
good  care.  Mr.  John  Hurley  received  a  second  prize  for  the 
uniformly  good  care  he  had  taken  of  his  horse  through  a  trying 
winter  and  under  particularly  hard  circumstances. 


THE  PUBLIC  MEETING  AND  MEDALS 

The  public  meeting  of  the  Animal  Rescue  League  was  held 
at  Park  Street  Chapel,  February  27,  at  3  p.m.  After  the  annual 
report  was  read  by  the  president,  Mrs.  Roland  C.  Lincoln  spoke 
to  the  audience  on  humane  and  heroic  deeds  and  presented 
the  Lincoln  medals  to  R.  Frank  Waugh,  who  pushed  his  boat 
a  mile  through  broken  ice  cakes  on  the  Penobscot  River  and 
rescued  a  kitten  whose  tail  was  frozen  into  the  ice;  Sergeant 
Frederick  J,  Swendeman  and  James  S.  Keating,  of  Police  Boat 
Watchman,  who  rescued  a  dog  from  floating  ice  in  Boston 
Harbor;  and  Miss  Alice  Kelley,  of  Roxbury,  who  went  to  the 
rescue  of  a  cat  two  boys  were  abusing. 

After  the  meeting  tea  was  served  in  the  smaller  vestry,  the 
ladies  assisting  being  Mrs.  A.  W.  Estabrook,  Mrs.  James  I. 
Wingate,  Miss  E,  W.  Storer,  Miss  Katharine  Foote,  and  others. 
Reports  and  League  literature  were  distributed  from  a  table  in 
the  chapel  by  Mrs.  Robert  Miller. 

The  pictures  of  "  Dicey,"  the  dog  rescued  from  the  ice  by  the 
brave  police  officers  with  great  difficulty  and  danger  to  them- 
selves, do  not  do  justice  to  her  sad  condition  when  first  rescued 
and  her  happy  condition  at  present  time. 


RESCUE  OF  "MAD  DOG" 

This  beautiful  little  Boston 
terrier  had  a  narrow  escape  from 
being  killed  as  a  "  mad  dc%." 
He  was  wandering  on  the  Public 
Garden,  wild  with  loneliness,  and 
probably  suffering  with  hunger 
and  thirst.  He  finally  ran  up  on 
the  steps  of  a  house  on  Arlington 
street  and  was  taken  in  by  the 
kind-hearted  mistress.  A  gentle- 
man who  was  there  declared  the 
dog  "  mad "  and  insisted  on 
having  him  sent  away  at  once. 
A  mounted  police  officer  brought 

him  to  the  League  about  midnight.  He  was  so  exhausted  he 
fell  asleep  almost  in  the  night  watchman's  arms,  but  he  soon 
recovered  and  the  next  week  he  was  carried  to  New  Hampshire 
to  be  the  companion  of  the  dear  little  boy  in  the  picture.  This 
happened  over  a  year  ago,  and  he  is  still  happy  and  giving  happi- 
ness in  his  country  home.

As  it  is  I  drive  over  to  see  him  often  and  the  last  time  I  appeared 
he  climbed  into  the  sleigh  and  put  two  big  paws  and  his  head 
right  in  my  lap.  I  was  asking  our  coachman,  who  owns  him, 
about  "  Birny,**  as  he  calls  him,  to-night,  and  I  wish  you  could 
hear  him  chuckle  as  he  tells  me  about  the  dog.

Tke  expense  of  printing  and  sending  out  these  reports  is  a  very 
considerable  one,  yet  we  have  reason  to  know  that  their  influence  for 
good  has  been  fell  nol  only  all  over  this  slate,  but  in  many  other 
slates.  Will  not  every  one  who  receives  a  report  and  who  believes 
in  its  value  as  a  means  of  humane  education  send  something  to  help 
us  defray  the  expenses  of  this  part  of  our  work?  Ten  cents  even,  in 
money  or  in  stamps,  addressed  to  the  Animal  Rescue  League,  51 
Carver  Street,  if  sent  by  each  reader,  would  assist  us  very  much. 


THE  NEW  ELEGTRILETHAL  METHOD 

One  of  the  noteworthy  events  of  the  year  has  been  the  installa- 
tion at  51  Carver  Street  of  automatic  electric  cages,  invented 
by  Mr.  Huntington  Smith,  for  the  destruction  of  small  animals, 
the  first  plant  of  the  kind  to  be  established  and  put  in  operation 
anywhere  in  the  world. 

It  was  interesting  to  read  in  a  newspaper  not  long  ago  that  **  a 
Boston  man  *'  had  invented  *'  an  electric  chair  for  cats,  on  the 
same  principle  as  that  used  to  execute  criminals."  If,  in  order 
to  destroy  the  life  of  an  animal  by  electricity,  it  were  necessary 
before  switching  on  the  current  to  shave  the  back  of  the  neck  of 
the  poor  beast,  put  a  helmet  on  its  head,  fasten  an  electrode  to 
one  of  its  legs,  and  strap  it  down  immovably  in  a  chair,  the  very 
suggestion  would  be  enough  to  arouse  the  antagonism  of  every 
humane  society  in  the  country.  Such  a  proposition  could  not  be 
considered  seriously  for  a  moment. 

The  automatic  electric  cage  is  not  modeled  at  all  after  the 
electric  chair;  as  a  matter  of  fact,  there  is  no  similarity  what- 
ever between  the  two,  except  that  in  both  the  electric  current  is 
used  to  extinguish  life.  Animals  are  killed  in  the  automatic 
electric  cage,  not  only  absolutely  without  pain,  but  without  any 
preliminary  terror  or  even  discomfort,  and  this  is  done  rapidly, 
under  the  most  sanitary  conditions,  and  without  any  danger  to 
the  operator. 

Two  distinct  types  of  cages  are  used,  one  especially  designed 
for  dogs,  and  the  other  for  cats.  The  dog  cage,  large  enough  to 
take  any  dog  up  to  a  St.  Bernard  or  mastiff,  is  well  lighted  and 
well  ventilated.  The  animal  enters  as  it  would  enter  any  ordinary 
enclosure,  and  it  has  freedom  to  move  about  at  will,  restrained 
only  by  a  collar  and  lead.  The  animal,  when  placed  in  the  cage, 
manifests,  as  a  rule,  some  little  curiosity  in  regard  to  its  environ- 
ment. It  sniffs  around,  wags  its  tail,  and,  if  it  is  a  healthy,  normal 
animal,  looks  quite  happy.  As  long  as  the  door  of  the  cage  is 
open,  the  electric  current  cannot  enter  the  cage.  The  instant 
the  door  is  closed,  the  current  passes  through  the  body  of  the 
animal.  This  means  that  it  lapses,  in  an  infinitesimal  fraction  of 
time,  from  consciousness  to  unconsciousness. 

That  there  is  no  pain  associated  with  death  by  this  means  is 
evident,  not  only  by  the  opinion  of  the  best  scientific  authorities, 
but  by  the  appearance  of  the  body  of  any  animal  killed  in  this 
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way.  It  has  a  singularly  serene  and  peaceful  expression,  and,  if 
it  were  not  for  the  fact  that  the  eyes  are  always  open,  one  would 
say  that  the  animal  destroyed  in  the  automatic  electric  cage 
had  literally  '*  gone  to  sleep." 

For  cats,  a  cage  of  entirely  different  design  is  provided.  This 
is  in  the  form  of  a  shallow  tray,  large  enough  to  take  any  size  of 
cat  comfortably,  with  a  cover  opening  at  the  top.  A  cat  is 
placed  inside,  as  it  would  be  placed  in  a  shipping  crate  or  basket. 
While  the  cover  is  up,  the  animal  has  all  the  light  and  air  it  needs. 
The  instant  the  cover  is  closed,  the  electric  current  passes  and 
the  animal  is  deprived  of  life. 

The  destruction  of  superfluous  animals  is  a  problem  that  de- 
mands the  careful  attention  of  every  city  and  town  in  the  country, 
not  only  for  humane  reasons,  but  out  of  regard  for  the  sanitary 
welfare  of  the  f)eople.  The  advantages  of  the  automatic  electric 
cage  for  this  purpose  are  unquestionable.  There  is  no  doubt 
whatever  that  the  lethal  electric  current,  rightly  administered, 
provides  the  most  humane,  the  only  absolutely  humane,  form  of 
death  known  to  science. 

Chloroform,  the  different  poisons,  the  lethal  chamber  with  its 
horrible  preliminary  terror  and  seconds  at  least  of  intense  suffer- 
ing, —  even  shooting,  which  may  be  painless  in  individual  cases, 
but  which  often  drives  animals  frantic  when  they  smell  the  blood 
of  previous  victims,  —  all  these  should  now  become  obsolete. 
It  is  surely  a  matter  for  congratulation  that  a  method  has  at 
length  been  found  whereby  the  unfortunate  victims  of  the 
negligence  and  indifference  of  man  may  be  eliminated  without 
possibility  of  suffering,  and  in  a  way  that  would  be  regarded  by 
the  most  sensitive  owner  of  the  most  cherished  fourfooted  com- 
panion as  a  means  of  happy  release. 

To  provide  the  current  for  the  operation  of  the  automatic 
electric  cages,  special  apparatus  was  required,  and  to  the  solu- 
tion of  this  problem  Prof.  W.  L.  Puffer,  formerly  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Electrical  Engineering,  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology, has  given  freely  of  his  time  and  expert  knowledge.  The 
thanks  of  the  president  and  directors  are  cordially  extended  to 
Professor  Puffer  for  the  assistance  which  he  has  rendered  in  the 
successful  accomplishment  of  this  highly  important  undertaking. 

The  automatic  electric  cages  for  the  humane  killing  of  super- 
fluous animals,  and  the  gas-operated  incinerator  for  the  sanitary 


cremation  of  the  bodies,  now  in  operation  at  51  Carver  Street, 
constitute  a  unique  and  highly  satisfactory  equipment  for  a 
practical  and  necessary  work  that  sooner  or  later  must  be 
adopted  by  every  progressive  municipality. 


I  weigh  26 
pounds.  1  have  been  so  much  admired  there  that  I  am  sure  you 
will  like  to  have  my  latest  picture,  I  do  not  look  much  as  I  did 
five  years  ago  when  the  Animal  Rescue  League  took  me  into 
their  hospitable  home,  or  when  my  good  master  and  mistress, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Warren  E.  Leach  took  me  out  to  Allston,  where  I 
have  had  a  very  happy  home  with  them.  I  wish  you  would 
help,the  League  all  you  can  in  its  merciful  work.

INCINERATING   PLANT 

The  League  installed  in  1910  an  incinerating  plant  for  the 
cremation  of  the  bodies  of  small  animals.  The  plans  were  drawn 
by  Col.  W.  F.  Morse,  consulting  engineer,  and  the  construction 
was  done  under  his  supervision  by  the  Jarvis  Engineering  Com- 
pany. This  plant,  operated  by  gas  burners  under  air  pressure, 
is  very  satisfactory,  and  is  so  thoroughly  efficient  and  sanitary 
in  its  results  that  we  wonder  how  we  ever  got  along  without 
it.  A  full  description  of  the  plant,  cost  of  operation,  and  so  on, 
will  be  gladly  furnished  to  directors  of  humane  societies  or 
others  especially  interested  in  the  subject.

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FOURTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


To  give  a  condensed  record  of  the  work  of  the  League  during 
the  year  1912  is  not  an  easy  thing  to  do,  the  work  has  been  so 
large  and  so  varied,  and  there  are  so  many  interesting  incidents 
connected  with  it  that  one  would  like  to  relate. 

The  number  of  animals  taken  during  the  year  from  the  streets, 
alleys,  stables  and  individuals  is  32,793.  To  give  the  numbers 
more  in  detail,  we  have  cared  for  27,670  cats  and  kittens;  4,646 
dogs;  265  horses;  175  birds;  and  37  smaller  animals,  such  as  we 
usually  receive,  rabbits,  pet  rats  and  mice,  squirrels,  guinea 
pigs,  a  goat,  a  hen,  two  turtles,  and  one  alligator. 

This  number  given  of  32,793  refers  only  to  animals  we  have 
taken  .entire  possession  of.  It  does  not  include  the  large  number 
of  cats  and  dogs  our  veterinary  doctor  has  helped  by  giving  free 
advice  through  the  telephone,  by  letter,  and  to  visitors  who 
came  to  his  office  in  the  League  infirmary,  sometimes  25  in  one 
day.  It  does  not  include  the  52  horses  that  were  given  a  vaca- 
tion at  Pine  Ridge  Home  of  Rest  during  the  year,  or  the  28,286 
horses  our  agents  watered  during  the  summer  at  our  three 
watering  stations,  or  the  horses  visited  in  stables  that  have 
been  complained  of,  numbering  at  least  two  hundred,  or  the 
horses  fed  Christmas  Eve,  numbering  between  three  and  four 
hundred.     I  shall  speak  more  of  these  later. 

WORK  FOR  CATS 

The  number  of  cats  rescued  during  the  year  shows  an  increase 
of  about  four  thousand  above  the  previous  year.  This  may  be 
accounted  for  by  stating  that  we  were  able  last  spring  to  sec  u re 
a  new  and  more  serv^iceable  motor  truck  which  is  used  entireh- 
in  the  work  for  cats;  thus  we  can  send  longer  distances  and 
collect  a  larger  number  of  cats  on  each  trip  than  we  ever  haxe 
been  able  to  do  before.  A  few  thoughtful  friends  sent  us  nionex- 
expressly  for  our  work  at  the  beaches,  and  this  enabled  us  to 
send  agents  more  frequently  to  different  beaches,  and  to  keep 
an  agent  with  one  of  our  traps  several  days  where  the  deserted 
cats  were  most  numerous. 


In  September  and  October  we  took  from  the  beaches  at 
Ke^'ere,  Beachmont  and  Winthrop,  23  deserted  cats  and  kittens. 
In  October  we  took  50  cats  and  kittens  from  Nantasket  and 
Hull,  30  of  which  were  caught  by  our  agent  in  our  humane  trap. 
A  woman  living  in  a  cottage  at  one  of  the  beaches  asked  us  to 
send  for  a  cat  that  had  crawled  under  the  steps  of  the  next 
collage  (which  was  vacant)  and  had  given  birth  there  to  seven 
kittens.  I  cannot  understand  how  any  humane  person  can 
criticize  the  League  for  not  giving  away  female  cats,  or  express 
surprise  l)ecause  we  prefer  to  have  any  cat  or  dog  humanely 
killed,  rather  than  to  place  it  in  a  home  where  we  see  the  least 
chance  of  its  being  neglecttxl  or  deserted. 

A  minister  of  a  church  in  the  city  called  up  the  League  and 
said  that  a  cat  with  six  little  kittens  had  taken  refuge  in  the 
cellar  window  of  the  church.  He  asked  to  have  an  agent  sent 
fiuickh',  as  the  sexton  was  keeping  watch  to  prevent  boys  in  that 
neighborhood  from  seizing  the  kittens.  Hearing  this  pathetic 
story  of  the  deserlcKl  cat  trying  to  crawl  through  the  cellar 
window  and  find  refuge  for  herself  and  her  little  ones  in  the 
church,  makes  one  think  of  the  verse  in  Psalms: 

"  Vea,  the  sparrow  hath  found  a  house,  and  the  swallow  a 
nest  for  herself  where  she  may  lav  her  young,  even  thine  altars, 
0  \jyri\  of  Hosts." 

1  often  think  of  this  verse  when  1  read  of  men  and  women 
who  want  the  little  sparrows  slaughtered. 

It  seems  to  me  a  strange  inconsistency  that  there  are  amongst 
those  who  profess  to  believe  in  the  teachings  of  the  Bible,  mj 
many  who  show  no  interest  in  the  suffering  of  this  that  we  call 

the  "lower  creation."  Surely 
that  one  promise, "  Blessed  are 
the  Merciful,"  given  by  Him 
whose  whole  teaching  was  the 
duty  of  love  and  kindness, 
should  be  enough  to  incline 
I  he  heart  of  every  one  who 
believes  in  any  sort  of  higher 
life  to  regard  with  compassion 
the  suffering  of  ever\'  living 
creature.  But  we  are  not  yet 
rivilized  or  Christianizcxi,  and 
1  am  convinced  we  ne\er  shall 
be  until  the  conduct  of  the 
world  is  founded  upon  love,  which  will  bring  forth  kind  con- 
sideration for  everything  that  lives.  This  is  the  sort  of  teaching 
we  need  in  our  churches  and  schools.  Were  such  teaching  to  be 
iLicrHTal,  we  should  ha\  e  a  \ery  different  world  from  what  we 
li\  e  in  now. 
I'l'oiu  notes  taken  iw  the  matron's  office  I  find  the  record  of  a

boy  who  saw  a  woman  throw  dx  or  seven  kittens  out  of  her 
window.  The  boy  said  that  se\eral  boys  on  the  street 
"  scrambled  "  to  get  the  kittens  and  threw  them  about  like 
balls.  He  only  succeeded  in  getting  one  of  the  unfortunates  and 
that  one  he  brought  to  the  League.  It  was  nearly  dead  when  he 
rescued  it. 

Even  a  few  minutes  devoted  daily  to  the  teaching  of  kindness 
in  our  schools  would  help  restrain  lioys  from  such  cruclt>. 
Sunday  School  teachers  could  do  no  better  work  than  to  teach 
kindness,  and  show  the  e\il  effects  of  cruelty  on  character. 

\Vc  are  glad  to  have  teachers  bring  classes  of  their  pupils 
either  to  Carver  Street  or  to  our  Home  of  Rest  for  Horses  in 
Dedham.  A  number  of  teachers  have  done  this,  and  I  am  sure 
those  visits  were  most  practical  lessons  in  kind  and  thoughtful 
consideration  for  weaker  creatures. 

There  have  been  during  the  year  man>'  cases  of  cats  rcscue<l 
from  very  painful  situations.  A  number  of  cats  were  taken  from 
roofs  of  houses,  from  tall  trees,  and  from  hiding  places  between 
walls  or  floors.  One  cat  was  hidden  in  the  walls  of  an  empty 
house  for  ten  days.  The  League  was  notified  before  the  \>(m>t 
creature  reached  the  point  of  starvation,  and  one  of  our  agents, 
Joseph  Greene,  who  is  specially  good  at  rescuing  cats  from 
perilous  situations,  got  permission  to  have  a  carpenter  break  a  hole 


through  the  wall,  so'that 
thecatcouldbefed.  After 
he  had  vlated  the  house 
several  times  and  put 
meat  out  in  the  room 
where  the  opening  had 
been  made,  the  cat  was 
at  last  secured.  One  cat 
had  its  head  so  firmly 
wedged  in  an  empty  tin 
can  that  it  was  extricated 
cai  Fuisd  neariv  deau  wiih  hkau  Caichi    wlth  great  difiiculty.

Another  cat  was  rescued  with  difficulty  from  a  tall  tree  in 
which  he  had  been  crying  for  two  days.  A  few  days  later  a 
woman  came  to  the  League  saying  that  she  had  lost  a  cat  she 
was  \erj-  fonti  of  and  had  been  searching  for  him  night  and  day, 
walking  up  and  down  the  streets  and  giving  up  her  work  (she 
was  a  working  woman)  to  look  for  him.  When  she  went  into 
our  cat  room  she  immediately  recognized  the  cat  that  was  found 
up  in  the  tree.  She  took  him  in  her  arms  and  sat  holding  him 
for  a  few  minutes;  then  she  said,  "You  don't  know,  you  can't 
guess,  what  it  means  lo  me  to  get  this  cat  back!"  She  had 
c\'idently  lost  much  in  her  life  that  makes  for  happiness,  and 
this  cat  was  the  one  thing  left  that  was  dear  to  her. 

1  wish  that  thosf.'  men  and  women  who  are  crying,  "  The  cat 
is  of  no  use;  exterminate  the  cat!"  could  spend  a  few  days  in  our 
office  and  see  what  the  cat  really  means  to  hun<lreds  of  their 
fellow  creatures,  not  only  through  its  usefulness,  but  through 
the  comfort  of  its  companionship. 

A  man  came  into  our  office  asking  to  get  a  cat  for  a  pet.     He 
said,  "  My  wife  and  I  are  lonesome  and  we  want  a  cat  for  corn- 
pan}.     W  e  had  one  several  jears  and  it  died,   and  I  felt  so  bad 
lurried.     Once,"  said  he,  "I  would  have  laughed  at  any  one  for 
being  so  silly."   Some  one  will 
say,  "Why  did  they  not  adopt 
a  child?"    There  is  some  dif- 
ference between  the  responsi- 
bility and  expense  of  adopting 
a  child  and  taking  a   cat;  a 
working     man      or     working 
woman   may  enjoy  the  com- 
|)anionship  and  affection  of  a 
ilog  or  cat  when  their  circum- 
stances would  make  it  impos- 
s^ilile  for  them  to  take  charee 
,  .,  ,, .^  „  ^  .jfa  child. 


A  woman  who  came  asking  for  a  cat  said,  "I've  always  had'a 
cat  and  when  the  last  one  died  I  felt  so  bad  I  thought  I  would 
never  have  another,  but,  O,  dear!  a  kitchen  is  not  a  kitchen 
without  a  nice  cat  in  it!" 

I  am  often  asked  why  i  oppose  a  license  law  for  cats,  and  I 
always  reply  that  I  can  see  no  way  of  carrying  out  such  a  law 
without  a  good  deal  of  cruelty,  but  I  wish  men  and  women 
could  be  prevented  in  some  humane  way  from  keeping  so  many 
cats. 

A  FEW  FACTS  ABOUT  DOGS 

We  have  not  taken  in  during  the  year  1!!12  quite  as  many 
dogs  as  we  did  in  1911.  This  is  an  encouraging  sign.  We  have 
been  and  are  working  diligently  to  take  from  the  streets  all 
neglected  and  homeless  dogs  in  the  city  and  suburbs,  and  there 
certainly  is  a  difference  for  the  better.  It  is  not  often  now  that 
homeless,  starved  dogs  are  seen  running  at  large,  but  we  still 
find  some  of  these  unfortunates,  and  always  shall  while  men 
and  women  keep  female  dogs  and  give  the  puppies  away  indis- 
criminately, thus  thoughtlessly  increasing  the  numl>er  of  dogs 
that  will  not  be  taken  good  care  of. 

Our  dc^  ambulance  goes  out  every  week  day,  winter  and 
summer,  with  the  exception  of  two  weeks  in  summer,  when  we  give 
our  good  horses,  Rolfe  and  Ready,  a  vacation.  Among  the  4,646 
dogs  we  have  taken  in  charge,  2,108  were  stray  dogs,  or  dogs  that 
had  been  purposely  deserted;  2,.i38  were  owned,  and  of  these 
we  restored  212  to  their  owners,  the  others  being  given  up  to  the 
League  for  various  reasons.  We  have  placed  in  homes  during 
the  year  641  dogs.  Our  reluctance  to  place  in  homes  the  female 
dogs  we  take  into  our  kennels  would  be  readily  understood  and 


approved  if  any  one  with  fondness  for  dogs  and  sympathy  for 
their  suffering  would  spend  a  little  time  at  Carver  Street  learning 
the  conditions  under  which  some  of  our  dogs  are  found. 

One  dog  was  found  under  a  doorstep  with  ten  puppies;  she 
appeared  to  have  been  deserted  quite  a  long  time  as  she  was 
very  thin.  Another  was  brought  to  the  League  with  seven 
puppies;  she  also  had  found  refuge  under  a  bam  and  was  trying 
to  live  and  nourish  her  little  family  under  these  sad  conditions. 

One  of  the  most  recent  cases  of  this  sort  was  that  of  a  little 
dog  who  had  been,  we  were  told,  homeless  for  several  months. 
She  hid  under  a  garage  in  Cambridge  and  there  she  had  a  family 
of  three  puppies.  When  she  was  pursued  and  frightened  she 
changed  her  hiding  place  and  went  underneath  a  stable  near  by. 
She  had  to  get  her  living  from  garbage  pails  in  the  neighborhood 
where  she  had  chosen  to  live,  and  that  annoyed  some  of  the 
families  to  such  an  extent  that  a  policeman  was  urged  to  shoot 
her.  He  fired  at  her  three  different  times,  but  fortunately  did 
not  wound  her.  Of  course  all  this  made  the  poor  little  mother 
very  much  afraid  of  human  beings, — human  but  not  humane. 
What  a  difference  that  one  letter  makes! 

At  last  it  occurred  to  some  one  to  call  Upon  the  League  and 
we  sent  an  agent  to  see  what  he  could  do.  He  crawled  under 
the  garage  and  found  the  puppies,  but  the  mother  fled.  He 
secured  the  puppies,  believing  that  by  that  means  he  would  be 
more  likely  to  get  the  mother,  but  even  the  sight  of  her  puppies 
in  his  hands  would  not  bring  her  within  reach  of  him.  The 
puppies  were  large  enough  to  lap  milk,  and  he  carried  them  to 
the  League.  He  went  back  the  next  day  and  made  another 
unsuccessful  effort  to  get  the  mother,  but  the  third  day  he  found 
her  curled  up  in  an  old  dog  kennel.  She  acted  like  a  heart- 
broken creature,  as  if  she  had  got  beyond  caring  what  became 
of  her,  and  she  made  no  resistance  when  our  agent  took  her  and 
partly  led  and  partly  carried  her  to  the  League. 

When  she  was  put  into  a  little  room  that  was  devoted  exclu- 
sively to  her  and  her  puppies  she  seemed  dazed.  I  went  to  the 
room  to  watch  her.  She  trembled,  and  hung  her  head,  and  for 
several  minutes  took  no  notice  of  her  puppies  who  were  lying 
asleep  in  one  corner  of  the  box  that  was  their  bed.  Our  head 
kennel  man  put  a  pan  of  warm  milk  between  the  puppies  and 
their  unhappy  mother,  and  the  little  ones  woke  up.  They 
lapped  a  little  milk,  and  suddenly  discovered  their  mother 
standing  a  little  distance  from  them.  Then  there  was  a  most 
interesting  performance.  It  seemed  exactly  as  if  the  puppies 
went  to  work  to  cheer  her  up.  The\-  jumped  around  her;  one 
of  them  kissed  her  face  repeatedly  while  another  busied  itself 
biting  her  legs.  One  could  almost  hear  them  saying  to  her, 
**  Cheer  up,  cheer  up,  mama!  Here  we  are,  all  together  again." 
After  a  little  time  she  did  cheer  up,  and  as  this  is  written  she  is 
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perfectly  at  home  am)  very  happy  with  her  little  ones,  who  are 
always  frolicking  when  they  are  not  asleep. 

It  is  the  exception  when  we  place  a  female  dog,  there  are  so 
few  homes  where  we  think  it  is  wise  to  give  them.  We  might 
easily  increase  instead  of  decrease  the  number  of  dogs  wandering 
about  the  city  and  suburbs,  poorly  cared  for  and  a  trouble  to 
humane  persons  who  see  them  neglected,  by  giving  the  dogs  we 
have  in  our  knjinels,  male  and  female,  to  any  one  and  every  one 
who  comes  asking  for  a  dog;  Init,  as  I  have  often  said,  the  Animal 
Rescue  League  was  organized  to  rescue  and  to  save  animals  from 
suffering,  in  fact,  to  lessen  the  number  of  dogs  and  cats  in  the 
city  and  suburbs,  knowing  as  we  do  how  many  of  them  suffer 
from  the  ignorance  or  indifference  of  their  owners.  Our  society 
is  purely  in  the  interests  of  the  animils,  and  we  only  keep  alive 
the  best  we  receive  because  there  are  some  homes  offer«i  that 
we  think  are  safe  for  the  animal.  In  such  homes  we  are  glad 
to  put  our  waifs.. 

We  would  far  rather  have  dogs  humanely  put  to  death  than 
to  place  them  where  they  will  have  to  be  kept  chained,  or  where 
they  will  be  tormentetl  by  children,  or  poorly  fed,  or  allowed  to 
run  at  large  on  city  streets.  We  do  not,  if  we  know  it,  place  cats 
where  we  think  there  is  the  least  danger  of  their  getting  out  on 
the  streets  of  the  city,  as  they  are  likely  to  do  when  put  in  stores. 
or  hxlging  houses,  or  in  any  place  where  the  doors  are  constantly 
opening  and  closing.  We  will  not  place  cats  where  they  are 
going  to  be  kept  shut  up  in  cellars.  We  try  to  be  very  careful 
only  to  place  a  cat  where  it  will  ha\  e  a  good  and  a  safe  home,  and 
for  that  reasoii  we  place  very  few  cats. 

We  not  only  think  il  right,  but  we  know  it  is  a  safeguard  to  the 
animals,  to  ask  some  donation  for  the  dogs  we  put  in  homes.    If 


men  and  \Yomen  pick  out  ojie  of  the  (ew  \aliiable  flo^s  w  e  '-appen 
to  have  in  our  kennels  and  want  to  get  it  for  nothing,  or  for  one 
dollar,  when  we  are  sure  of  getting  a  good  home  for  the  same  dog 
and  a  donation  of  from  three  to  five  dollars,  it  certainly  appears 
as  if  the  person,  objecting  to  pay  such  a  reasonable  donation  for 
a  good  dog,  cannot  be  in  sympathy  with  our  work,  and  cannot 
be  relied  upon  to  take  the  best  care  of  the  dog. 

Everj'  one  must  understand  that  it  is  quite  an  expense  for  us 
to  keep  dogs  and  cats  and  feed  them  well  for  several  days,  and 
in  some  cases  one  or  two  weeks,  in  order  to  find  just  the  right 
home  for  the  animal ;  and  it  is  always  a  surprise  to  us  when  well- 
dressed  persons  come  to  get  an  animal  from  us  and  feel  unwilling 
to  give  our  charitable  organization  a  sum  that  they  would  spend 
<in  theatre  tickets  in  a  week,  and  think  nothing  of  it.  For  many 
of  our  four-footed  friends  death  is  the  least  of  all  evils  they  have 
to  fear  or  to  meev. 


We  receive  many  letters  in  the  course  of  the  year  about  the 
dogs  and  cats  we  have  place*!  in  homes.  Most  of  these  reports 
are  favorable.  Many  are  enthusiastic  in  praise  of  the  animal  we 
have  sent  out.  A  few  report  that  the  animals  were  "tramps" 
and  had  run  away,  and  these  we  try  to  follow  up  and  again 
rescue  from  the  streets.  .A  few  are  taken  sick  soon  after  they 
leave  us.  We  never  place  in  a  home  a  dog  that  we  do  not 
think  is  in  a  healthy  condition,  but  we  cannot  always  tell  when 
a  dog  is  just  coming  down  with  a  cold  or  (listenij)er.  We  do 
the  l«st  we  can. 


BRANCH  WORK 

The  question  of  increasing  the  work  of  the  League  by  adding 
branches  or  receiving  stations  in  different  districts  of  the  city 
is  one  that  has  occasioned  us  much  perplexity.  No  doubt  a 
receiving  station  would  do  much  in  every  district  to  lessen  the 
number  of  neglected  cats  and  kittens  that  are  allowed  to  live 
and  rim  wild  in  the  neighborhood,  but  such  stations  are  an  added 
expense  which  the  League  has  found  it  difficult  to  meet. 

In  districts  where  these  receiving  stations  are  needed,  it  is 
often  impossible  to  find  just  the  right  place  and  the  right  woman 
to  take  charge  of  the  place,  so  our  branch  work,  for  these  reason? 
I  ha\'e  given,  makes  but  slow  progress.  I  will  state  briefl> 
what  has  been  done  through  branch  work  during  the  year. 

The  Roxbury  receiving  station,  at  69  Roxburj-  Street,  in 
charge  of  Mrs.  Moog,  received  2,806  animals,  the  record  beinR 
1,78,">  kittens;  84!) cats;  164 dogs; 3 puppies; 4  pigeons;!  chicken. 

At  the  North  Bonnet  Street  Industrial  School  where  Mrs. 
Quincy  Shaw  has  been  kind  enough  to  allow  us  to  have  a  re- 
ceiving station  for  the  past  four  >cars,  1 ,022  small  animals  were 
taken,  brought  (or  the  most  part  by  children. 

The  Neighborhood  House,  79  M(K»re  Street,  Cambridge, 
received  327  animals.  \Vc  watit  \ery  much  to  get  another  re- 
ceiving station  in  Cambridge  as  we  have  many  calls  to  go  there 
for  dogs  and  cats. 

Mrs.  Herbert  Wheat,  290  Geneva  Aveime,  Dorchester,  con- 
tinued her  rescue  work  for  homeless  animals  and  sent  547  to  the 
League,     She  also  did  a  good  work  for  horses.

We  are  just  opening  a  receiving  station  al  248  Adams  Street, 
Dorchester,  a  thickly  settled  neighborhood  on  the  line  of  the 
Milton,  Xeponset,  Quincy  and  Ashmont  cars  and  near  the 
Harrison  Square  Railroad  station.  Our  calls  to  Dorchester  are 
constant  and  this  station  is  greatly  needed.  We  have  done  a 
very  large  work  in  Dorchester  and  in  South  Boston,  taking  off 
the  streets  sick,  homeless  and  miserable  animals,  but  very  little 
help  has  been  given  the  League  from  cither  of  these  districts. 
If  the  people  in  moderate  circumstances  would  all  give  just  a 
little  help,  charitable  work  would  not  bear  so  heavily  on  the  few. 

Two  years  ago  I  went  to  Stoneham  and  assisted  some  humane 
women  to  form  a  branch  of  our  work  iu  that  town.  This  branch 
has  been  doing  excellent  work  and  is  really  an  independent 
society  though  not  incorjwraicd.  The  record  sent  me  for  the 
last  year  is  271  cats  and  47  dogs.  The  agent,  Mr.  Weston, 
sends  or  brings  to  Carver  Street  the  dogs  ihey  cannot  tvwi.  ■gai.iA. 


homes  for.  Mrs.  T.  F.  Emery  is  president  and  Miss  Mabel 
Hawkins  secretary.  This  Stoneham  shelter  not  only  has  a 
comfortable  place  for  dogs  and  cats,  but  is  arranging  in  Mr. 
Weston's  bam  a  stall  where  they  can  put  a  horse  and  make  htm 
comfortable. 

EarK'  in  the  year  1  went  to  Worcester  ac  the  ui^ent  invitation 
of  some  women  anxious  to  have  an  Animal  Rescue  League  there, 
and  spoke  on  that  subject  for  about  an  hour.  I  am  glad  to  say 
the  result  was  satisfactory,  and  there  is  now  a  Worcester  Animal 
Rescue  League  doing  good  work.  This  League  is  incorporated  as 
an  indejjendent  society,  which  I  always  advise  when  it  is  possible, 
as  the  interest  is  naturally  greater  where  the  society  is  thrown 
on  its  own  efforts  for  success.  In  every  citj-  or  town  of  any  size 
there  should  be  a  society  o.-  league  formed  expressly  to  carry  on 
a  shelter  for  animals. 

Through  the  influence  and  assistance  of  our  League,  Animal 
Rescue  Leagues,  or  shelters  for  animals  under  similar  names, 
ha\e  been  established  in  ten  other  cities  and  towns,  four  of  these 
being  in  Mnssachu setts.  Whenever  it  has  been  possible  for  me 
to  go  to  another  city  to  aid  in  forming  or  starting  a  shelter  for 
animals.  1  have  done  so,  without  asking  for  or  wishing  other 
compensation  than  my  traveling  expenses  and  the  comfort  of 
knowing  that  more  of  the  neglected,  homeless  and  suffering 
animals  would  he  cared  for  humanely.  I  have  recently  been 
called  to  S|>eak  in  Providence.  R.  L.  where  I  hope  there  will  be 
a  Providence  Animal  Rescue  League  organized  this  spring.

WORK  FOR  HORSES 

There  is  no  form  oi  cruelly  that  seems  to  be  as  persistent, 
and  to  wliidi  the  general  public  is  so  indifferent,  as  the 
cruelly  lo  horses.  So  far  ihc  most  that  has  been  accomplished 
is  that  mcii  do  not  dare  to  beat  their  horses  cruelly  in  any  public 
place,  or  to  drive  horses  that  are  ver>-  noticeably  lame,  but  they 
continue  to  overload,  overdrive  and  Htar\e  them,  and  to  keep 
them  at  work  when  they  are  so  old  and  feeble  that  e\ery  step 
must  be  an  effort  to  them.  It  will  be  noticed  too,  by  any  one 
who  cares  to  observe,  that  behind  the  old  horse,  plodding  along 
so  painfully,  there  is  always  a  driver  with  a  whip,  urging  the  poor 
creature  to  a  greater  pace  than  the  stiff,  old  legs  are  equal  to. 

What  treatment  these  old  horses  receive  in  the  stable  we  do 
not  like  to  dwell  ujion.  Docs  any  one  for  a  moment  imagine 
that  when  an  old  horse  cannot  eat  the  coarse,  dry  hay  and  poor 
oats  placed  before  him,  because  of  decaying  teeth,  or  lack  of 
teeth,  the  owner  of  such  a  horse  takes  any  pains  to  give  him  cut 
hay  or  soft  feed  that  he  can  eat?  The  many  thin,  staned- 
lookiny  horses  we  see  on  the  streets  answer  that  question. 

Is  it  at  all  likely  that  these  old  horses  are  well  bedded  <low[i 
at  night,  or  have  warm  blankets  to  cover  them?  Our  experience 
in  our  work  for  old  horses  has  shown  that  the  older  the  horse 
grows  the  less  care  he  gets  and  the  hanler  is  his  fate.  Yet  some 
men  ami  women  who  call  themselves  humane  think  it  is  kinder 
111  sell,  loan  or  give  away  a  horse  that  is  advancing  in  years 
ralJKT  than  to  have  him  killed.  Little  do  they  realize  what  sad 
fate  is  likely  to  befall  the  horse  that  they  think  is  "  too  good  to 
kill,"  but  not  too  good  to  take  out  of  his  comfortable  surround- 
JHys  ill  an  age  when  he  desenes  an<l  needs  the  best  care,  and 
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start  him  on  the  downward  path  that  leads  to  the  auction  room, 
or  the  cheap  horse  trader  and  misery. 

Our  work  for  horses  was  begun  the  first  year  after  we  started 
the  Animal  Rescue  League.  It  is  certainly  a  rescue  work  greatly 
needed,  and  the  farther  we  have  gone  on  in  it  the  deeper  has 
I>een  our  realization  of  the  suffering  inflicted  on  horses  and  the 
duty  uf  every  humane  society  to  work  with  greater  energv  in 
their  behalf. 

NUMBER  OF  HORSES  AIDED 

It  is  not  easy  to  give  an  adetjuate  idea  of  the  work  we  have 
done  for  horses,  but  the  following  notes  may  be  relied  upon  as 
being  at  least  within  bounds  of  our  work.  It  would  not  be 
possible  to  tell  all  that  we  have  done  in  this  report. 

During  the  year,  our  veterinarj-  doctor,  Frank  Sullivan,  has 
made  his  usual  visits  to  auction  and  sales  stables  where  he 
rarely  fails  to  pick  up  some  horse  that  should  not  be  sold  for 
working  pur|K)ses,  but  is  offered  for  sale  tn  any  one  who  may 
chance  to  buy. 

He  also  visited  oul-i)f-ti>tt  ii  place.s  where  horse  sales  had  been 
ailvertised  an<!  securc<i  horses  from  Woburn,  Bridgewatcr, 
Newton,  Hyde  Park,  Cambridge,  South  Boston  and  Dorchester, 
By  these  means  he  has  bought,  paying  from  $i  to  S1.5,  and  in 
some  cases  taken  without  buying  Ijy  convincing  the  owners  that 
their  horses  were  wholly  unfit  for  use,  2()5  horses. 

We  have  had  in  our  Home  of  Rest  for  Horses,  Pine  Ridge, 
Dedham,  o2  horses,  two  ponies,  live  donkeys,  <luring  the  year. 
This  number  includes  horses  thai  came  from  the  city  for  vaca- 
tions, staying  in  the  Home  from  two  weeks  to  two  months;  five 
pensioners,  and  a  few  horses  that  we  purchased  an<l  kept  in  our 


Home  of  Rest  for  awhile  before  we  put  tliem  through  the  "House 
of  Blessed  Release,"  in  other  words,  the  humane  electric  stall  in 
which  the  horse  when  he  enters  passes  out  of  this  troubled  life 
without  one  pang  of  fear  or  pain. 

\Vc  have  obtained  some  horses  through  visits  that  Dr.  Sullivan 
and  our  ambulance  driver,  Joseph  DeCosie,  have  made  to 
stables  outside  the  city  where  we  had  reason  to  believe  there 
were  horses  unfit  for  work.  In  the  course  of  these  visits  about 
one  hundred  horses  have  been  examined,  and  their  owners 
advised  or  warned,  as  the  case  might  be. 

At  the  three  watering  stations  that  the  League  has  taken  in 
charge  for  several  years  28,280  horses  were  watered  during  the 
summer  season. 


Christmas  Eve  two  of  our  men  went  out  with  our  large  dog 
ambulance  loaded  with  tubs  of  carrots  cut  up  and  mi\ecl  with 
meal,  apples  cut  in  pieces,  and  bimp^  of  sugar,  with  which 
Christmas  fare  they  fed  between  three  and  four  hundred  horses 
that  were  standing  in  the  snowstorm  wailing  for  theatre  goers. 
visitors  at  hotels,  and  bar  rooms,  ami  in  citv  carts  where  men 
were  shovelling  snow.  From  nine  n'cl<K-k  until  close  to  mid- 
night our  ambulance  carried  its  Chri>lnias  tribute  to  our  four- 
footed  friends,  in  memory  of  Him  who  was  horn  in  a  manger  and 
whose  earliest  companions  were  (he  humble  occiipants  of  a 
stable.     The  drivers   were    not    neglected,   und  '^alUw-s  vA  \\^vv. 


coffee  with  pilot  bread  and  doughnuts  cheered  the  hearts  of 
many  a  man  whose  duty  kept  him  out  on  that  festive  night. 

In  these  ways  I  have  mentioned  we  may  safely  say  that  the 
Animal  Rescue  League  did,  during  the  last  year,  give  practical 
help  to  about  twenty-nine  thousand  horses. 

SOME  INCIDENTS  OF  THE  WORK 

One  of  our  objects  in  sending  our  agents  to  stables  where 
horses  are  known  to  be  kept  that  are  in  bad  condition  is  to  see  if 
we  cannot  get  possession  of  these  horses.  For  example,  passing  ^ 
through  Dedham  village  one  day  on  my  way  to  the  train  I  saw 
a  heavy  furniture  wagon  drawn  by  two  horses.  One  horse 
limped  badly  and  the  other  looked  old  and  thin.  Fortunately 
there  was  a  name  on  the  wagon  and  the  next  day  we  sent  Joseph 
DeCoste  to  the  stable  in  Hyde  Park  where  these  horses  were 
kept.  He  went  there  three  times,  once  remaining  until  nine  in 
the  evening  in  order  to  see  the  owner  of  the  horses,  but  he  was 
rewarded  at  last  by  getting  the  very  two  that  I  saw  in  the 
furniture  wagon,  for  five  dollars  each,  with  the  provision  that 
we  should  take  them  to  our  Home  of  Rest  for  awhile.  One 
was  a  young  horse  with  a  lame  or  diseased  hip;  the  other  was 
one  of  those  old,  patient,  pathetic  horses  we  often  see  at  work, 
trying  to  do  their  best,  though  weary  and  burdened  with  years. 
1  am  ahva>'s  most  thankful  when  we  can  get  one  of  these  old 
horses  out  of  harness,  even  if  we  can  only  save  him  a  few  months 
of  increasing  misery. 

There  were  no  stalls  in  this  stal)le  wide  enough  for  a  horse  to 
lie  down  in  without  being  badly  cramped,  as  they  were  not  over 
three  and  a  half  feet  wide.  What  the  horse  with  a  lame  hip  must 
have  suffered  we  could  only  judge  by  the  way  he  stretched  him- 
self out  iji  his  box  stall  at  Pine  Ridge,  with  every  apjiearance  of 
til  king  the  greatest  comfort. 

I  (lro\e  one  day  several  miles  in  |)ursuit  of  a  horse  that  had 
been  complained  of  for  at  least  a  year  by  residents  of  Dedham. 
Thr  liorse  was  said  to  be  very  old  and  lame,  and  so  stiff  that  he 
had  been  ^een  to  fall  on  the  road  more  than  once.  We  found 
IJial  the  o\\  ner  of  the  horse  was  a  baker  with  a  large  family.  He 
plea.l  his  i)overt>  and  said  that  he  could  not  afford  to  buy  a  good 
horsr.  I  ffli  >orry  for  him,  but  I  have  never  yet  been  able  to  see 
wliy,  l)e(  au>e  a  man  is  poor,  he  should  be  allowed  to  use  a  horse 
thai  is  old,  feeble,  stiff,  lame,  and  wholly  unfit  for  work.  The 
man  was  strong  and  fairly  young;  he  had  a  fine,  healthy-looking 
sun  about  fifteen  \ears  old  working  with  him,  and  this  wretched 
old  horsi'.  with  his  faltering  footsteps,  was  doing  the  hardest 
l^art  of  their  work.  We  jiaid  the  man  810.00  on  account  of  his 
circumstances,  and  as  the  horse  was  loo  lame  to  walk  without 
pain  we  had  him  taken  to  our  Home  of  Rest  in  an  and)ulance. 
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To  those  who  say.  Why  did  you  not  have  him  killed  then  and 
there?  I  reply,  The  owner  of  the  horse  would  not  consent  to  it, 
for  one  thing,  and  again  we  were  very  glad  to  give  this  horse  that 
had  suffered  so  long  and  so  much  a  little  happiness  before  the 
end. 

Hearing  that  we  were  going  to  take  this  horse,  a  grocer  in  the 
same  neighborhood  voluntarily  gave  up  an  old  horse  he  had  been 
using  for  many  years,  but  would  not  part  with  unless  we  would 
take  him  to  our  Home  of  Rest,  and  so  the  two  horses  w-ent,  one 
in  the  ambulance,  one  walking  behind,  to  Pine  Ridge,  where 
they  enjosed  a  few  weeks  of  as  perfect  comfort  as  we  could  give 
them. 

As  a  rule,  the  horses  we  obtain  in  and  around  the  city  are  put 
to  death  close  by  where  they  are  found  under  the  suF)erinten- 
dence  of  the  doctor.  Not  one  of  them  is  trusted  to  men  or  boys 
to  be  led  to  the  abattoir.  This  is  for  two  reasons.  C)nc  is  that 
very  few  of  these  horses  are  in  condition  to  walk  several  miles 
to  be  killed;  another  reason  is  that  if  these  horses  have  any  life 
left  in  them  there  are  always  men  on  the  watch  to  see  if  they 
cannot  intercept  them  on  the  way  to  the  abattoir,  and  buy  them 
for  a  small  sum,  with  the  hope  of  getting  a  little  more  work  out 
of  them. 

We  knew  of  one  case  last  summer  where  a  horse  was  bought 
for  two  dollars  when  on  the  way  to  the  Brighton  abattoir  by  an 
Italian  who  was  holding  him  in  his  stable  for  work,  when  Dr. 
Sullivan,  being  notified  of  the  case,  found  the  horse  and  had  him 
killed  at  once. 

Only  a  few  of  the  horses  we  have  obtained  in  thecity  have  been 
taken  to  our  Home  of  Rest.  We  would  eladly  give  them  all  a  few 
weeks  of  happiness  before  they  are  passed  on  to  their  final  rest, 
but  hay  and  grain  are  very  high,  our  stable  is  limited  in  size, 
manv  of  the  horses  are  not  in  fit  condition  to  be  taken  to  Dedham, 
and,  last  but  not  least,  the  men  and  women  who  are  interested 
in  work  for  horses  are  so  few  it  is  a  constant  struggle  to  raise 
money  for  the  work.  Last  year  the  expenses  of  Pine  Ridge  were 
$300  in  excess  of  the  donations  received  for  this  part  of  our  work, 
and  \vc  had  to  call  on  our  general  fund  to  help  us  meet  the  de- 
ficit. It  is  a  fact  worthy  of  note  here  that  not  one  man  who 
keeps  fast  horses,  attends  horse  shows,  plays  polo,  has  ever 
given  us  fwc  dollars  (I  think  I  might  safely  say  $1.00)  to  help  us 
maintain  a  Home  of  Rest  for  Horses,  though  to  our  certain 
knowledge  we  ha\e  rescued  from  misery,  and  cared  for  kindly, 
several  horses  and  one  pony  that  once  belonged  to  men  of  that 
stamp,  and  that  were  sold  without  any  regard  to  their  ultimate 
fate. 

In  the  spring,  through  the  generosity  of  a  member  of  the 
League,  we  were  able  to  add  another  annex  to  our  barn  contain- 
ing six  box  stalls,  also  to  put  tjiree  stalls  in  one  of  our  sheds 
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which  made  comfortable  quarters  for  summer  use.  We  had 
special  stalls  arranged  in  a  small  building  for  the  ponies  and 
donkeys  and  with  this  most  welcome  help  we  were  able  to  care 
for  fifty-two  horses  comfortably,  though  not  all  at  one  time. 

We  have  now  in  our  Home  of  Rest  eight  Memorial  Stalls. 
These  stalls  have  each  a  plate  over  the  door  giving  either  the 
name  of  the  donor,  or  of  the  horse  whose  memory  is  in  this  way 
perpetuated.  Two  of  these  stalls  are  in  memory  of  horses  that 
were  pensioned  and  died  at  our  Home  of  Rest  after  some  years 
of  happiness.  Two  were  given  by  one  woman  who  loves  horses 
so  deeply  and  feels  such  great  sympathy  for  their  suffering  that 
it  is  her  request  to  have  her  memorial  stalls  always  filled  with 
horses  we  rescue  from  suffering.  These  horses  she  pays  for  and 
supports,  as  long  as  we  think  best  to  keep  them,  making  her  offer- 
ing to  the  cause  a  most  generous  one.  One  memorial  stall  has 
this  on  its  plate — **Almy — Gatter.  In  Memory  of  Horses  we 
have  Loved.'*  This  stall  was  paid  for  by  two  sisters  in  Connec- 
ticut, great  animal  lovers  who  also  have  adopted  two  of  our 
little  donkeys.  The  donkeys  are  still  at  Pine  Ridge,  their  ex- 
p>enses  paid,  and  are  enjoying  life  with  their  own  companions. 
How  happy  these  little  creatures  are  no  one  could  fail  to  realize 
who  watched  them  frolicking  together  in  our  fields.  Another 
Memorial  Stall  was  given  by  Mrs.  F.  W^inthrop  Swan  in  memory 
of  her  pet  horse,  '*Bessie  Swan,"  who  died  at  the  good  old  age 
of  38  years. 

AT  PINE  RIDGE  HOME  OF  REST 

Of  the  fifty-two  horses  that  enjoyed  the  hospitality  of  our 
Home  of  Rest  during  the  year,  the  horses  sent  by  their  owners 
were  most  of  them  sound,  but  tired  and  in  need  of  a  vacation, 
as  every  hard-working  horse  is.  It  was  a  cheerful  sight  to  see 
these  horses  prancing  and  dancing  through  the  paddocks,  manes 
and  tails  (when  they  had  any)  flying  in  the  wind,  or  to  see  them 
rolling  on  the  ground.  If  they  could  find  a  spot  that  was  muddy 
or  dusty  they  liked  it  all  the  better,  and  it  was  not  unusual  to  see 
the  horses  go  in  the  stable  at  night  plastered  with  mud  which 
they  found  in  a  piece  of  low  ground  not  far  from  the  bam,  and 
evidently  rejoiced  in. 

There  were  some  horses,  however,  that  came  with  lame  legs 
or  sore  feet  or  some  other  disablement,  and  it  was  a  great  satis- 
faction to  see  these  horses  improve.  One  horse  was  in  a  serious 
condition  from  blood  poisoning.  He  had  stepped  on  a  rusty 
nail, — a  frequent  source  of  injury  on  the  sireets  or  in  stables,  — 
and  at  first  there  did  not  seem  to  be  much  hope  of  his  recovery. 
The  whole  leg  was  badly  swollen  and  he  had  some  fexer,  but 
before  very  long  lie  began  to  improve,  and  after  about  six  weeks' 
stay  at  Pine  Ridge  he  was  wholly  well  and  returned  to  work. 


Anirtlu-r  handsome  yoiiii};  cab  horse  had  fallen  on  the  sli[>[)ery 
city  street  and  seemed  to  have  <!islocated  his  hip,  as  he  was 
most  pninfuiiy  lame.  He  had  been  kept  (or  awhile  in  a  eity 
stable,  but  was  not  improving,  and  his  owner,  who  had  had 
horses  at  Pine  Ridge  before,  thought  that  if  there  were  any 
chance  for  the  horse  to  get  well,  it  must  be  in  the  country  air 
in  our  light  ami  cheerful  stable.  So  the  horse  was  brought  in 
an  ambulanL-e,  but  he  was  so  lame  that  he  had  to  be  kept  as 
quiet  as  he  could  be  without  putting  him  in  a  sling.  Through 
several  weeks  of  the  beautiful  summer  weather  he  stood 
in  his  stall  with  that  pathetic  patience  suffering  animals  al- 
most always  show.  He  could  not  at  first  be  allowed  even  the 
freedom  of  a  box  stall,  but  all  the  stalls  at  Pine  Ridge  have 
windows  that  the  horses  can  look  out  of,  and  it  was  touching 
to  see  him  stand  for  hours  with  his  head  out  the  window, 
looking  on  at  more  fortunate  horses  running  and  racing  in  one 
of  the  pad.locks. 

Rut  he  had  his  pleasures,  loo.  ICvery  day  bunches  of  fresh, 
ureen  grass,  a  lump  or  two  of  sugar,  and  sweet  carrots  were  passed 
through  the  window  to  the  patiejii.  intelligent  face  stretched 
out  to  greel  his  visitors.  It  was  a  ha]>py  day  when  he  was  put 
into  a  box  stall,  and  a  still  happier  one  when  one  Sunday  his 
owner  eanu-  lo  sec  him  and  we  decided  lo  let  him  go  into  a  small 
paddock  for  i  tittle  while.  When  given  his  lil)erty  he  danced 
and  tossed  his  head  and  jumped  ahoul  as  if  to  show  us  who  were 
watching  him  how  well  he  fell.  A  little  later  he  went  back  to 
work  entirely  cured  and  has  never  shown  a  trace  of  lameness 
since.     This  was  considered  a  remarkable  cure. 


A  fruit  peddltT  hired  a  horse  for  three  weeks  in  order  to  (jive 
his  horse  a  vacation  at  Pine  Ridge.  Several  ciib  drivers  hired 
horses  for  the  same  reason.  Two  of  tlie  cat)  horses  wc  received 
had  been  hired  out  to  do  duty  in  the  annual  military  manoevres. 
These  horses  came  to  Pine  Ridge  in  a  very  run  down  and  nervous 
condition  from  the  treatment  they  had  rccci\cd  in  the  field.  We 
warned  their  owner  that  if  he  e\er  let  his  horses  go  for  such  a 
purpose  again  he  must  not  look  to  the  Animal  Rescue  League 
to  build  them  up. 

Much  satisfaction  was  expressed  by  men  whose  horses  had 
the  benefit  of  a  vacation  at  Pine  Ridge  in  their  improved  condi- 
tion when  they  returned  to  work.  If  horses  were  called  for 
before  we  considered  them  fit  for  work  we  refused  to  let  them  go. 

Every  year  we  get  possession  of  horses  that  are  old  and  unfit 
for  W'Ork  through  the  medium  of  our  Home  of  Rest.  We  can 
persuade  men  to  send  their  horses  for  a  rest,  with  the  under- 
standing that  the  horse  will  be  given  up  to  us  if  he  does  not  seem 
fit  for  work  in  a  given  time,  when  we  cannot  persuade  them  to 
have  the  horse  killed  at  once. 

We  obtained  in  this  way  two  horses  that  had  l)een  a  source 
of  worry  to  humane  persons  in  Dedham  fur  at  least  two  years. 
Many  complaints  had  been  made  atmut  these  horses,  but  upon 
looking  into  their  cases  we  found  that  we  could  not  take  the 
horses  away  from  their  owners  as  the>'  had  not,  we  were  told, 
"  reached  the  limit."  When  taking  one  of  these  horses  to  our 
place,  on  the  way,  our  man  was  stopped  more  than  once  with  the 
question,  "Where  did  you  get  that  wreck?"  He  answered, — 
"  That  is  one  of  the  horses  the  law  would  not  allow  us  to  take 


without  paying  for  him.  He  hasn't  reacheci  the  limit!  "  "  What 
is  the  limit?  "  is  frequently  asked  us,  and  we  reply, — "  The  limit 
is  rea<h«l  when  a  horse  is  just  about  dying.  Before  that  time 
we  cann**!  force  his  owner  to  give  him  up  if  the  owner  says  he 
will  kit'p  him  in  the  stable  and  take  care  of  him,  or  send  him  into 
ihe  country — either  of  which  promise  is  usually  an  excuse  for 
sellinj;  him-   ami  that  is  why  we  buy  these  old  horses." 


A  IIORSK  THAT  "REACHKD  THE  LIMIT" 

Aboul  nini'  ii'chK'k  one  Saturday  c\oning  in  Januar\-  a  man 
stopiH'd  at  Pine  Ridge  with  an  old  mare  that  was  so  exhausted 
he  could  not  get  her  any  farther.  Our  caretaker,  Edward 
DeCoste,  knew  the  man,  who  was  Mr.  \V. — ,  a  carpenter  in 
Eitst  Dedham.  and  a  man  of  g<KMt  repute.  Mr.  \V.  said  that 
(he  mare  had  i>ecn  working  in  a  Roxbury  express  up  to  within 
a  few  days,  hut  her  owner  lold  him  she  had  been  complained  of 
so  much  that  it  would  nut  do  to  use  her  any  more  in  Roxbury  or 
Boston.  He  gave  Mr.  W.  the  mare,  saying  that  she  would  be  all 
right  in  the  country.  Mr.  W.  undertook  to  get  her  from  Rox- 
bury lo  Detlham,  but  by  the  time  he  had  been  on  the  road  with 
her  three  hours  he  found  she  was  in  such  a  condition  that  he 
<ietfrniine<i  to  leave  her  at  Pine  Ridge  with  the  request  that  she 
should  he  put  to  death.  "  1  would  not  drive  such  a  lame  and 
feeble  old  horse  for  any  amount  of  money,"  he  said. 

Of  course  the  ptwr  creature  was  made  welcome  and  as  com- 
fortable as  possible  in  a  box  sta'l.  She  ate  a  warm  mash  eagerly, 
and  lived  over  Sunday,  then  laid  herself  down  on  her  soft  bed 
i)f  meadow  hay  never  to  rise  again.  She  had  "  reached  the 
limit."  aiul  was,  without  iloubl,  almost  in  a  dying  condition 
wlu-n  she  was  being  dragged  along  the  road  on  her  last  wear\- 
march.  Old.  lame,  galled  and  sore,  what  she  must  have  suffereil 
ihrouKli  die  last  months  of  her  sad  life  1  cannot  bear  to  think  of. 
The  onl>'  ccmifon  we  had  was  thai  the  last  few  hours  of  her  life 
were  rest  and  peace.  The  saddest  i»art  of  it  is  that  there  are 
->  man\  such  horsi'sat  work  in  vixy  ami  country  to-dav. 


AN  OLD  RACER 

A  l-.orsf  fouiKl  ill  the  hands  of  a  horse  trader  in  Boston  by 
Dr.  Sulli\a.i  in  one  <if  his  searches  evidently  had  been  a  (rotter. 
Something:  of  his  previous  history  was  ascertained  by  the  doc  .or. 
He  had  gone  lame  with  a  bad  lameness;  bee-,i  sold  to  a  grocer  and 
then  went  from  the  groier  to  a. junk  peddler.  His  lameness  in- 
creased so  that  he  could  not  be  safely  Lsed  on  the  streets  of 
Boston,  lameness,  if  bad  enough,  lieing  the  one  form  of  suffering 
that  exempts  a  horse  from  duty;  but  in  order  to  get  a  little  more 
out  of  him  he  had  Ijeen  very  recently  "  nerved,"  as  was  evident 
from  the  coiuiiiion  of  one  of  his  hind  legs,  a  painful  operation 
used  by  unprincipled  horse  dealers  which  hides  the  lameness 
for  a  few  months,  or  ptjssibly  a  >ear,  and  enables  the  horse  to 
walk  or  trot  withoiii  limping,  as  the  nerve  of  sensation  is  de- 
stroyed. The  final  result  <if  this  operation  is  that  the  hoof  rots 
off,  and  then  there  is  no  further  possibility  of  trading  off  the 
horse,  and  his  torture  is  ended. 

This  horse  was  being  offered  for  sale  for  $28,  but  the  doctor 
got  him  for  ten  dollars,  and  he  was  brought  to  Carver  Sic,-.. 
On  one  side  of  our  kennels  we  have  a  temporary  or  emergency 
stall  for  horses  taken  from  the  street,  where  we  can  keep  ihem 
until  ii  is  decided  whether  they  are  to  go  to  our  Home  of  Rest 
or  be  put  to  rest  ;il  the  League,  I  saw  this  horse  when  he  was 
led  into  this  stall.  He  turned  his  head  jusl  as  he  was  steppin;; 
()ver  the  thresholtl,  an<l  looked  at  me,  and  1  shall  never  forget 
the  exjiression  of  his  bloodshot  eyes.  1  cannot  describe  the 
look  he  ga\e  me. --it  st^med  to  be  imploring  and  anxious,  as  if 
he  were  wondering  what  fresh  misery  awaiteil  him  there  and  was 
pleaiiing  for  mercy.  I  ga\e  him  a  lump  of  sugar  and  he  took  it 
daintily,  as  if  he  had  once  i)cen  used  to  ^nch  attentions,  A  soft 
he:i  of  s'.rnw  was  niatle  for  him  anil  a>  soon  as  it  was  made  he 


dropped  down  and  lay  flat  on  his  side,  evidently  quite  exhausted. 
When  a  little  later  a  pail  of  warm  mash  was  brought  to  him  he 
did  not  even  get  up  to  take  it,  but  lifted  his  head  and  ate  it,  with 
great  relish,  while  lying  down. 

I  felt  so  badly  for  him  that  I  longed  to  give  him  a  little  com- 
fort before  he  died,  so  when  the  doctor  thought  he  had  had  time 
to  rest,  the  next  afternoon  he  was  led  out  to  I^edham  in  company 
with  a  little  hurdy  gurdy  horse  turning  gray  with  age,  thin, 
star\'ed,  but  full  of  courage,  that  had  been  rescued  from  the 
streets  the  same  day.  We  wanted  them  to  spend  a  happy 
Christmas  with  us,  and  they  did.  Neither  horse  seemed  very 
tired  when  they  reached  the  Home  of  Rest,  and  they  ate  the 
good  feed  olTered  them  as  if  it  had  been  long  since  they  had  en- 
joyed such  fare. 

In  a  few  days  the  Racer,  as  we  called  him,  lost  the  strained 
and  anxious  look  in  his  eyes  and  learned  to  know  the  sound  of 
feet  that  were  bringing  him  the  extra  treats  of  sugar  and  carrots. 
He  even  went  out  in  the  paddock  and  tossed  his  head,  and  rolled 
on  the  ground,  and  seemed  to  rejoice  in  his  freedom  from  misery. 
So  he  spent  a  happy  Christmas,  but  before  the  new  year  dawned 
the  end  came.  One  morning  he  could  not  get  up.  He  was 
lifted  to  his  feet  carefully,  but  fell  again.  We  summoned  a 
doctor,  who  decided  that  nothing  could  be  done  for  him.  It  was 
thought  his  heart  had  given  out,  as  is  not  unusual  in  horses  who 
have  been  urged  on  the  race  track.     .And  s<i  he  passed  away,  after 


a  week  of  as  great  comfort  as  could  be  given  him,  and  we  tried 
to  find  some  consolation  in  the  thought  that  when  the  end  came 
he  was  lying  on  a  soft  bed,  and  not  on  hard  boards.  He  was  not 
kicked,  as  he  lay  there  dying,  to  see  if  he  had  any  more  life  left 
in  him;  his  head  was  tenderly  lifted  and  he  took,  while  lying 
there,  a  pail  of  warm  food.  Instead  of  oaths  and  harsh  words 
because  lie  could  not  rise,  there  was  the  voice  of  pity  and,  I  am 
not  ashamed  to  say,  there  were  tears.  The  last  thing  he  knew 
after  all  his  suffering  was  tender  compassicm.  When  I 
think  of  the  conditions  under  which  many  such  poor,  faithful 
sufferers  die  I  ha\e  no  words  with  which  to  express  my  feelings. 
excepting,  "How  long,  Oh  Lord,  How  long?" 

Without  doubt  many  of  these  old  and  worn  out  horses  when 
they  lie  down  at  night  and  are  loo  feeble  and  too  stiff  to  get  up 
in  the  morning,  are  kicked  and  beaten  in  their  stalls  to  force 
them  to  rise,  even  when  they  may  be  dying,  I  have  not  the 
slightest  doubt  that  the  very  last  thing  many  of  these  old  horses 
know  when  their  dying  hour  arrives  is  a  kick  and  a  blow  to  see 
if  they  cannot  be  made  to  get  up  and  do  one  more  day's  work 
for  their  inhuman  masters. 

Let  every  one  who  sells  or  loans  a  horse  that  is  beginning  tu 
net  along  in  years  think  of  his  probable  end,  and  mercifulU'  pin 
him  to  death,  even  if  there  do  seem  to  be  a  few  niore  years  of 
work  left  in  him. 


An  old  marc,  that  we  bought  in  Uetiham  for  ten  dollars,  came 
lo  us  early  in  this  month,  and  is  with  us  at  present  writing,  with 
iliis  record  of  the  last  few  months  of  her  life  which  wc  have 
verified  and  know  to  be  absolutely  correct. 

She  was  bought  from  a  Greek  [wddler  for  fifteen  dollars  in 
such  a  state  of  starvation  that  she  could  hardly  stand.     The 


man  who  l)ou)^ht  her  for  fifteen  dollars  kept  her  two  or  three 
months,  fed  her  up,  then  raffled  her  at  one  Hollar  a  ticket,  selling 
^i\ty-five  tickets.  The  man  who  got  her  for  one  dollar  a  ticket 
sold  her  for  ten  dollars,  and  the  man  who  paid  ten  dollars  for 
her  offere<l  her  to  a  peddler  for  twenty  dollars.  The  peddler, 
having  been  badly  taken  in  when  buying  horses  before,  took  her 
on  trial  and  the  first  night  he  had  her  she  fell  in  her  stall.  He 
found  her  down  in  the  morning  and  had  to  rail  in  two  men  t<i 
help  him  to  get  her  on  her  feet  again,  so  he  decided  to  return  her, 
hut  before  sending  her  back  he  notified  the  caretaker  at  Pine 
Ridge.  We  followed  the  case  up  and  liought  this  unfortunate 
%ictim  who  was  being  handed  about  from  one  mercenary  owner 
to  another,  before  she  was  sold  again  into  fresh  misery. 

In  this  case,  as  in  many  others  where  wc  buy  horses,  while  the 
horse  was,  in  the  opinion  of  any  humane  i>erson.  unfit  for  work, 
it  was  not  a  case  where  we  would  be  allowed,  according  to  the 
present  law,  to  take  her  away  from  her  owner  w'thout  paying 
him.  While  we  often  get  such  horses  for  five  dollars,  w^e  con- 
sidered it  an  act  of  humanity  to  pay  ten  dollars  for  the  mare 
rather  than  to  let  her  be  hawked  about  until  she  gave  out  en- 
tirely and  fell  in  her  stall  to  lie  there  until  she  was  shot,  an  ending 
which  happens  much  more  frequently  than  many  [wrsons  think. 

1  am  well  aware  that  these  are  sad  stories  I  have  been  telling. 
but  from  the  experience  I  have  had  in  humane  work  1  am  sure 
that  they  are  needed.  There  are  many  humane  men  and  women 
who  are  not  humane  enough  to  lay  aside  their  personal  feeling 
and  pronounce  the  death  warrant  for  the  horse,  dog,  or  cat  they 
have  had  for  years  and  cared  for  kindly,  preferring  instead  to  let 
the  animal  go  into  strange  hands  and  be  subjected  to  possibilities 
of  suffering  a  thousand  times  worse  than  death. 
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I  have  lia<]  a  miinber  of  women  and  a  few  men  come  to  me 
wilh  tragic  stories  of  horses  they  loaned  or  gave  away,  with. 
■AS-  they  thought,  careful  restrictions,  supiKDsing  the  animal 
would  be  well  cared  for;  then  they  found  out,  too  late,  that  the 
horse  had  suffered  greatly,  in  some  cases  had  been  sold  again 
and  could  not  be  traced.  I  have  always  told  these  persons 
when  they  appealed  to  me  for  synijiathy  that  they  were  to 
lilanie  for  letting  their  horses  go  where  they  could  not  keep 
a  careful  watch  iwer  iheni. 

Why  he  so  afraid  to  have  an  Animal  killed?  There  is  no 
danger  of  their  suffering  when  they  are  dead,  but  there  is  much 
d.ni|4er  for  (hem  in  life.  1  do  not  understand  why  it  is  considered 
sudi  a  boon  to  a  horse  to  let  him  live  and  work  just  as  long  as  he 
can  stanil  on  his  legs.  Would  we  like  to  be  compelled  to  work 
when  we  are  old  and  stiff?  Do  we  not  all  know  that  the  t>ld 
hiirsi-  when  he  is  sokl  goes  into  the  hands  of  a  class  of  men  who 
lia\e  no  more  regard  for  his  condition  than  ihey  would  have  for 
any  Inaiiiniaie  machine?  It  does  n<it  occur  to  these  men  who 
arc  uMiig  cheaiJ  horses  that  tlic  horse  has  any  feeling,  or  can 
snlTer.  orlhat  U  is  any  matter  if  he  does  suffer.

:  who  say  that  there  is  no  need  of  buying  ohl 
rses  that  are  really  unfit  for  work  can  be  taken 
s  without   pay.     Those  who  say  this  do  not 


know  what  they  are  talking  about;  or  else  they  are  trying  to 
cover  up  the  situation;  or  they  are  in  sympathy  with  the  driver, 
and  believe  that  we  should  not  take  a  poor  man's  horse  away 
from  him  as  long  as  the  horse  can  crawl. 

There  are  hundreds  of  men  who  are  watching  all  the  time 
to  get  a  bargain  in  a  horse,  which  means  that  they  are  looking 
for  a  chance  to  buy— not  a  good  horse,  they  know  that  they 
cannot  get  a  good  horse  for  what  they  want  to  pay,  but  a  cheap 
horse  for  ten,  fifteen,  or  twenty  dollars,  that  they  can  afford  to 
use  up  quickly,  getting  more  than  their  money's  worth  of  work 
out  of  him,  or  they  can  trade  him  off  for  more  than  they  paid 
for  him.  Many  men  are  getting  their  living  by  traffic  in  old 
horses,  and  many  others  are  earning  their  living  by  buying  and 
using  up  these  old  horses  in  their  work.  That  is  why  we 
buy  old  horses,  to  anticipate  these  men  and  rescue  from  them 
these  unfortunate  victims  of  men's  cupidity  and  cruelty. 

Again,  it  has  been  said  to  me  that  by  buying  such  horses  we 
encourage  the  trade!  The  trade  does  not  need  any  encourage- 
ment. It  is  going  on  all  the  time,  though  more  secretly  con- 
ducted than  it  used  to  be,  but  it  goes  on,  as  must  be  seen  by  the 
facts  I  have  given.  The  best  we  can  do,  with  the  limited  amount 
of  money  we  have  for  this  purpose,  is  to  save  a  few  of  these  poor 
martyrs  from  being  urged  to  the  last  extremity,  and  I  am  thank- 
ful that  we  rescued  265  last  year,  but  I  will  say  to  those  who 
disapprove  of  the  League  doing  this  merciful  work  that  if  mstead 
of  a  few  hundreds  of  dollars,  I  had  a  million  at  my  command  I 
would  make  it  so  difficult  for  the  men  who  are  buying  and  selling 
these  old  horses  to  find  one  to  buy  or  to  sell  anywhere  in  New 
England,  that  they  would  have  to  go  out  of  business;  the  junk 


peddlers  and  hurdy  gurdy  men  would  have  to  draw  their  own 
carts,  and  the  qheap.  grocers,  bakers  and  expressmen  would  be 
forced  into  bu>'ing  horses  that  are  fit  to  do  their  work.  « 

PERSONAL  RESPONSIBILITY 

The  public  has  a  great  responsibility  in  this  question  of  using 
horses  unfit  for  work,  and  I  ^^'ish  that  I  might  arouse  every  man 
and  woman  to  a  sense  of  their  personal  responsibility.  I  am 
convinced  that  if  all  who  have  any  feeling  for  the  suffering  of 
horses  would  utterly  refuse  to  have  any  dealings  w^ith  men  who 
use  such  horses,  we  should  soon  see  a  great  change  for  the  better. 

As  long  as  the  law  allows  a  man  to  drive  a  horse  until  it  has 
reached  the  utmost  limit  of  its  power  to  travel,  the  law  is  unsufii- 
cient  to  meet  the  situation.  It  is  useless  to  tell  men  who  are 
willing  to  use  such  horses  that  they  must  lay  them  up  for  rest. 
If  they  have  not  been  taking  good  care  of  them  when  they  were 
of  use,  it  is  not  at  all  likely  that  they  'will  give  them  good  care 
when  they  are  not  at  work;  indeed,  they  are  usually  too  poor  to 
feed  a  horse  that  is  not  bringing  them  in  anything,  and  they  will 
naturally  take  the  first  opportunity  they  can  find  to  sell  the 
disabled  horse.  We  are  sure  of  this  as  the  League  has  bought  a 
numhtT  of  horses  that  had  been  pronounced  unfit  for  work  just 
as  the  owner  was  going  to  send  them  into  the  countr\%  or  trade 
them  off  to  some  horse  dealer. 


In  thinking  and  puzzling  over  this  evil  it  occurred  to  me  to  tr>' 
to  start  a  Horse  Rescue  Club  which  I  would  like  to  see  extended 
all  over  the  country,  and  this  is  the  pledge  I  have  written  for 
those  to  sign,  who  are  anxious  to  stop  the  use  of  horses  unfit  for 
work :

Believing  that  the  public  can  do  much  to  prevent  the  use  of 
old  horses  and  horses  unfit  to  be  driven,  I  hereby  pledge  myself 
not  to  have  any  dealings  with  corporations,  firms  or  individuals 
wlio  arc  using,  or  causing  to  be  used,  horses  that  appear  to  be 
too  old  to  be  kept  at  work,  or,  for  any  other  reason,  are  unfit  to 
be  in  harness.  Whenever  possible  I  will  let  the  owners  of  such 
horses  know  why  1  will  not  deal  with  them. 

This  pledge  includes  old  horses,  lame  horses,  horses  that  are 
imdcrfed,  overloaded,  overdriven,  or  that  are  being  worked 
beyond  their  strength. 

As  far  as  possible,  I  will  not  take  a  cab  with  a  horse  coming 
under  any  of  these  conditions. 

I  will  endeavor  to  speak  to  driv^ers  when  this  seems  advis- 
able and  protest  against  the  use  of  such  horses. 
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When  seeing  wretched-looking  horses  in  the  streets  I  will  try 
to  obtain  the  name  and  address  of  their  owners  and  will  report 
them  to  **  Horse  Rescue  Club,"  51  Carver  Street,  Boston.

On  the  reverse  side  of  the  pledge  I  have  this  note : — 

*'  The  Horse  Rescue  Club  is  formed  wholly  in  the  interests  of 
horses.  By  joining  it,  no  other  responsibility  is  incurred,  but 
that  indicated  by  the  Pledge.  No  membership  fee  or  annual 
dues  are  required.  While  we  should  be  glad  to  have  any  one 
who  wishes  to  do  so  pay  ten  cents  for  the  Pledge  Card,  this  is 
not  obligatory.  A  card  file  will  be  kept  at  headquarters,  The 
Animal  Rescue  League,  51  Carver  Street,  Boston,  in  which  we 
shall  file  the  names  and  addresses  we  receive.  Pledge  Cards 
will  be  sent  on  application  to  Mrs.  Huntington  Smith,  51  Carver 
Street,  Boston.     Please  send  stamp.*' 

If  clubs  are  formed  in  other  states  and  cities  they  may  be 
formed  independently  of  what  we  may  call  the  parent  club,  if 
they  choose,  and  pledges  can  be  altered,  giving  the  head- 
quarters wherever  it  is  desired.  If  men  or  women  in  any  part 
of  the  country  or  the  world  wish  to  join  the  club  with  our  Boston 
League  they  are  most  welcome  to  do  so.  All  I  desired  in  forming 
this  club  was  to  get  as  many  persons  as  possible  to  take  individual 
interest  in  the  work  of  discouraging  the  use  of  horses  that  are 
old,  or  in  any  other  way  unfit  for  work.  Men  who  starve  or 
ill  treat  their  horses  should  not  be  patronized  by  any  humane 
person.  ^ 

Mr.  George  Arliss,  who  not  only  visited  our  Sheltei*  at  Carver 
Street,  but  went  twice  with  Mrs.  Arliss  to  visit  our  Home  of 
Rest  in  Dedham,  approves  the  pledge,  but  suggests  that  by  the 
omission  of  the  last  two  paragraphs  more  members  to  the  club 
might  be  obtained. 

I  will  give  here  a  letter  I  received  from  Mrs.  Minnie  Maddern 
Fiske,  to  whom  I  sent  one  of  the  pledge  cards: 

"  I  have  received  your  letter  about  the  traffic  in  old  horses 
and  I  am  using  extracts  from  your  letter  to  lay  special  emphasis 
on  that  particular  form  of  abuse,  in  an  address  which  I  am  pre- 
paring to  deliver  in  Detroit  next  week.  I  shall  also  call  atten- 
tion to  your  pledge  card  and  suggest  that  the  Detroit  Society 
imitate  it.     With  every  possible  good  wish,

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A  SUMMARY 

I  think  it  may  be  seen  from  this  jeport  that  the  work  of  the 
Animal  Rescue  League,  of  Boston,  has  been  of  something  more 
than  local  significance.  It  has  set  an  example  for  other  cities 
to  follow.  It  is  practical,  giving  immediate  relief  to  all  animals 
needing  care;  educational,  sending  out  through  the  year  thou- 
sands of  humane  leaflets,  and  far-reaching,  helping  by  letters  and 
by  personal  efforts  of  the  president  to  form  similar  societies  in 
this  and  in  other  states. 

It  has  been  a  comfort  to  hundreds  of  men,  women  and  children 
who  have  brought  to  its  doors  animals  they  were  interested  in 
and  wanted  to  have  humanely  disposed  of,  or  animals  they 
wished  to  have  treated  by  the  veterinary  doctor  of  the  League, 
who  gives  free  advice  and  medicine  to  those  who  are  not  able  to 
pay  who  come  to  his  office  at  Carver  Street. 

Horses  are  treated  and  boarded  free  at  Pine  Ridge  Home  of 
Rest  when  their  owners  are  not  able  to  pay.  Dogs  and  cats  have 
been  boarded  free  for  poor  women  when  they  were  moving  or 
were  obliged  to  go  to  a  hospital  for  a  few  weeks. 

The  amount  of  charitable  work,  and  of  work  beneficial  to  the 
public,  that  has  been  done  by  the  Animal  Rescue  League,  of 
Boston,  in  the  course  of  one  year  only  could  not  be  represented 
by  mere  figures  or  told  in  one  report. 

It  is  not  understood  by  every  one  who  hears  of  the  Animal 
Rescue  League  that  its  doors  are  open  day  and  night  to  receive 
any  dog,  cat,  bird,  or  even  horse  that  needs  shelter.  One  cold, 
stormy  day  in  the  winter  two  forlorn  looking  old  horses  might 
have  been  seen  comfortably  sheltered  in  our  dog  kennels,  eating, 
with  the  eagerness  of  starvation,  a  pail  of  food  provided  for 
them  by  our  kennel  master.  These  were  horses  that  Dr. 
Sullivan  had  intercepted  on  the  streets,  when  they  were  being 
led  to  a  sales-stable  and  had  purchased  for  less  tha  i  ten  dollars 
apiece. 

Humane  education  is  important,  but  the  principle  the  Animal 
Rescue  League  goes  on  is,  that  while  the  children  are  being 
educated,  the  animals  that  are  neglected  and  suffering  should 
be  taken  care  of.  They  cannot  wait  until  the  world  is  educated 
to  be  kind.     They  want  our  help  now.

THE  BIRDS 

Our    rescue    work    includes    the    birds,    and     I    must    say 

just  a  word  about  the  birds  brought  by  the  Riverdale  school 

children  in  Dedham  to  our  Home  of  Rest.     One  of  these  was  a 

rose-breasted  grosbeak.     When  two  of  the  school  children  found 

it  by  the  roadside  its  head  was  bleeding  and  it  had  a  wounded 

wing.     The  injury  had  probably  been  caused  by  an  air  gun. 

One  of  the  Dedham  boys  is  known  to  have  shot  at  and  injured 

many  squirrels  and  birds  with'  the  air  gun  or  rifle  given  him  by 

his  parents  for  his  amusement,  and  this  may  have  been  one  of 

his  many  victims.     The  bird  was  tenderly  cared  for  at  the  cottage. 

Winifred,  the  caretaker's  daughter,  fed  it  by  giving  it  soft  food 

on  the  end  of  a  stick.     Sometimes  she  carried  it  out  of  doors  on 

her  finger  and  it  did  not  attempt  to  fly  away.     After  a  few  weeks 

the  bird  seemed  to  be  entirely  well  and  quite  tame.     Then  the 

sound  of  another  grosbeak  was  often  heard  outside  singing  a 

sweet  little  song,  and  the  house  bird  seemed  uneasy.     One  day 

when  the  bird  was  in  a  large  cage  out  on  the  veranda  a  grosbeak 

came  on  the  pine  tree  close  by  and  called  to  her.     She  answered 

his  call,  and  beat  her  little  wings  against  the  bars  of  the  cage, 

asking  for  freedom.  Her  prayer  was  granted.    The  cage  door  was 

opened,  and  out  flew  the  happy  bird  up  into  the  pine  tree  where 

she  joined  her  mate.     After  this  the  two  birds  came  every  day 

and  sat  in  the  pine  tree  and  chirped  their  little  song  of  thanks 

until  the  summer  vanished,  and  with  it  the  grateful  little  visitors 

also  passed  on  to  a  warmer  clime. 

It  is  an  interesting  fact  that  four  birds  found  at  different 
times  almost  dying  on  the  roadside,  and  restored  to  good  condi- 
tion at  Pine  Ridge,  after  being  set  free  returned  again  and 
again  to  visit  the  Home  of  Rest  where  they  found  healing.  I 
could  tell  interesting  stories  about  each  one  of  them, — ^Jim,  the 
crow,  who  lived  several  months  with  the  hens,  sleeping  on  the 
perch  between  the  hens  and  running  about  the  hen  yard  with 
them.  Jim  had  one  favorite  hen  and  every  day  he  off^cred  her 
in  his  bill  pieces  of  raw  meat  that  were  given  him. 

Pete,  the  sparrow  hawk,  lived  in  the  cottage  several  weeks 
while  he  was  recovering  from  some  accident  that  had  crippled 
him.  He  was  given  his  freedom  two  years  ago,  but  returns  to 
the  barn  whenever  there  is  a  bad  storm  of  rain  or  snow  and  stays 
in  that  safe  refuge  until  it  is  over.  Sweetheart,  the  junco,  has 
come  back  this  winter  and  takes  his  crumbs  from  the  window 
seat, — they  and  their  friends  are  all  with  us  this  winter,  around 
the  cottage,  the  barn,  the  bungalow,  showing  by  their  trusting 
attitude  that  they  do  not  forget  the  home  where  they  are  so 
kindly  cared  for. 

The  pigeons  on  Boston  Common  are  fed  every  day  by  an 
agent  of  the  League. 
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EDUCATIONAL 

The  educational  work  done  by  the  League  is  constantly 
increasing,  but  it  is  difficult  to  give  a  fair  estimate  of  it.  Beside 
the  monthly  magazine,  Our  Fourfooled  Friends,  which  is  circu- 
lated all  over  this  country  and  in  England,  we  have  sent  out 
through  orders  received  during  the  year  nearly  30,000  humane 
leaflets,  these  leaflets  going  to  many  different  states  and  cities. 
A  large  number  of  leaflets  have  been  given  out  to  children 
coming  to  the  League  evcr>'  day  bringing  cats  and  kittens  they 
have  found  on  the  streets.  These  children  come  of  their  own 
accord  and  receive  no  other  reward  than  a  story  leaflet  or  a 
picture  card.  We  should  be  very  glad  of  donations  of  money 
for  our  e<lucational  work. 

The  bird  table  we  built  in  the  yard  of  the  Riverdale  school  two 
years  ago  is  still  looked  after  carefully  by  the  pupils,  and  some  of 
the  children  in  our  neighborhood  have  put  shelves  and  tables,  or 
set  up  little  trees,  in  their  own  yards  where  they  feed  the  winter 
birds.     So  much  for  the  force  of  example. 


THE  PUBLIC  MEETING 

The  public  meeting  at  which  this  report  of  the  work  for  1912 
was  given  was  held  at  Copley-Plaza  Hotel  Foyer,  Monday, 
February  24,  at  3  p.  M.  There  was  a  very  large  attendance  of 
between  four  and  five  hundred.  Beside  the  reading  of  the 
report  by  the  president,  Mrs.  Margaret  Deland  gave  a  short 
but  very  interesting  address  and  read  Rudyard  Kipling's  poem, 
'*  The  Power  of  the  Dog."  Master  Harold  Baker,  a  solo  singer 
from  the  Trinity  Church  boy  choir,  sang  *'  The  Cry  of  the  Little 
Brothers."  Mrs.  F.  R.  Galacar  played  the  accompaniment, 
and  the  grand  piano  was  kindly  loaned  by  Mr.  Henry  Lowell 
Mason  of  Mason,  Hamlin  &  Co.  Mrs.  Maude  M.  Holbach, 
who  is  giving  illustrated  travel  talks  in  this  city,  spoke  for  a  few 
moments  on  humane  work  in  foreign  lands.  After  the  meeting 
a  large  number  of  the  audience  had  afternoon  tea  in  the  charm- 
ing palm  garden  of  the  hotel. 

Mrs.  Roland  Lincoln  presented  prizes  to  the  following  boys 
who  have  braved  the  ridicule  of  less  humane  associates  and 
brought  animals  they  have  found  to  the  League: 

Carl  Nelson,  70  Tudor  Street,  South  Boston  (14  years  old),  in 
the  past  year  has  brought  in  a  large  number  of  stray  cats  and 
kittens,  many  of  them  badly  diseased.  He  has  come  in  all 
kinds  of  weather,  sometimes  in  the  evening.  In  one  of  his 
attempts  to  bring  a  cat  to  the  League  on  a  very  rainy  night,  he 
was  set  upon  by  tough  boys  and  made  to  drop  the  cat,  but  he 
kept  on  to  the  League,  arriving  there  very  much  excited,  and 
told  the  matron  what  trouble  he  had  had.  Louis  Alippi,  40 
Dundee  Street,  Boston,  has  brought  in  a  good  many  stray  cats 
and  kittens  since  last  summer.  He  has  found  them  in  yards 
and  alleyways  near  his  home.  He  says  there  are  still  many 
more  wandering  around  and  that  he  is  doing  his  best  to  rescue 
them.     Each  received  a  Lincoln  Medal. 


John  Murphy,  14  Bond  Street,  Boston,  (11  years  old).  A 
woman  threw  several  kittens  less  than  a  week  old  out  of  a 
window  in  an  alley.  Several  boys  made  a  rush  to  get  them  and 
John  "  scrambled  "  with  the  rest,  hoping  to  save  them,  but  he 
only  succeeded  in  getting  one,  which  he  brought  to  the  League  in 
a  dying  condition.  The  rest  of  the  kittens  the  other  boys  kept 
to  play  ball  with.  John  has  also  brought  quite  a  number  of  stray 
cats  and  kittens  to  the  League.  Frederick  S.  Lynch,  77  Sterling 
Street,  Roxbury  (7  years  old),  has  taken  up  a  rescue  work  of  his  o>\ti 
accord  and  carried  18  cats  and  kittens  to  the  Roxbury  receiving 
station  that  he  had  found  in  alleys  and  back  yards  of  tenement 
houses.  Each  received  a  book  of  stories,  "  Four-footed  Friends," 
by  Mrs.  Huntington  Smith. 
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ANNUAL  FAIR 

The  Annual  Fair  was  held  at  Copley  Hall,  Monday,  December 
2,  and  Tuesday,  December  3,  and  was  very  successful,  the 
amount  cleared  being  $4,180.00. 

This  fair  is  an  annual  necessity.  It  is  held  every  year  at  about 
the  same  date. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  ask  all  who  are  interested  in  our 
work  to  think  of  our  needs  during  the  summer  and  be  ready  to 
send  us  something  in  the  fall. 


PINE  RIDGE  HOME  OF  REST  FOR  HORSES 

VISITORS'  DAY 

Visitors'  Day  at  Pine  Ridge  will  be  observed  as  usual  this 
spring  or  early  in  June.  Although  visitors  are  welcome  at 
Pine  Ridge  at  any  time  excepting  Sunday  forenoons,  we  have 
a  special  "  Visitors'  Day  "  every  year.  Light  refreshments  are 
served.  Sometimes  an  entertainment  is  given.  We  try  on  this 
occasion  to  give  pleasure  and  to  get  a  little  help  for  the  work. 
Feeding  hungry  horses  is  an  expensive  form  of  charity,  but 
every  one  must  acknowledge  that  they  richly  earn  the  little  we 
do  for  them. 

Pine  Ridge  may  be  reached  by  the  Needham  (not  Dedham) 
electric  cars,  which  leave  Forest  Hills  Elevated  Station,  at 
present  writing,  about  on  the  hour  and  half  hour.  Leave  the  car 
at  Pine  Street,  Dedham,  about  five  minutes  beyond  the  Charles 
River  Bridge.  The  caretaker's  house  is  the  third  on  the  right, 
not  over  five  minutes'  Walk  from  the  car. 

Or,  one  may  go  by  steam  cars  from  South  Station,  or  Back 
Bay  Station  on  Dartmouth  Street.  Trains  leave  for  Dedham 
about  every  half  hour.  Time,  from  sixteen  minutes  by  express 
to  twenty-five  minutes  by  accommodation  trains.  Carriages 
may  be  had  at  Dedham  station.  The  drive  is  not  over  fifteen 
minutes  from  the  village  and  is  very  pleasant. 


DONATIONS 

Many  of  the  persons  who  have  given  donations  to  the  Animal 
Rescue  League  in  the  past,  and  whose  names  have  been  printed 
in  the  Annual  Report,  have  objected  to  this  manner  of  recogniz- 
ing their  generosity.

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PINE  RIDGE  CEMETERY  FOR  SMALL  ANIMALS 

Pine  Ridge,  where  the  Animal  Rescue  League  has  its  Home  of 
Rest  for  Horses,  comprises  about  twenty-seven  acres  of  land  that 
is  varied  by  field  and  woodland.  It  is  bounded  all  along  the 
rear  and  on  two  sides  by  "Jenney's  Lane,"  an  old  Indian  trail, 
that  must  always  be  kept  open.  Pine  Ridge  Cemetery  is  a 
beautiful  and  picturesque  piece  of  woodland  bordering  on  the 
quiet  lane,  and  in  this  secluded  spot,  well-shaded  with  cedars  and 
pine  trees,  the  bodies  of  nearly  one  hundred  dogs  and  cats,  be- 
loved by  their  owners,  have  been  laid  away.  The  cemetery  is 
laid  out  in  neat  paths;  the  little  graves  are  enclosed  in  wire  bor- 
der, and  some  of  them  have  simple,  marble  headstones.  The 
blue-ribboned  dog  and  cat  are  laid  side  by  side  with  the  dog  or 
cat  that  was  the  only  friend  of  some  sad  and  lonely  woman  who 
comes  to  the  grave  with  the  same  feeling  that  any  one  would 
have  in  visiting  the  grave  of  her  dearest  friend.  It  is  a  quiet, 
peaceful  spot,  where  the  birds  sing  all  day  long  and  build  their 
nests  in  cedarsand  in  the  barberry  bushes.  Pheasants,  partridges 
and  a  nest  of  lively  squirrels  have  chosen  this  retired  spot  for 
their  winter  home,  and  been  generously  supplied  with  food  by 
the  caretaker,  who  loves  all  these  creatures.  For  privilege  of 
burial  one  must  apply  to  51  Carver  Street.  The  price  of  burial 
ranges  from  $10.00  to  J15.00.

IN  MEMORIAM 

(From  Our  Fourfooted  Friends) 

The  sudden  death  of  the  Hon.  George  A.  O.  Ernst,  June  13, 
was  a  deep  affliction  to  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Animal 
Rescue  League.  Mr.  Ernst  was  a  friend  and  helper  whose  value 
to  the  League  was  beyond  words.  His  loss  is  irreparable.  Mr. 
Ernst  drew  up  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  Animal  Rescue 
League.  The  League  was  incorporated  in  his  office.  At  my 
request,  when  forming  the  League,  he  consented  to  take  the  office 
of  president  temporarily,  and  held  it  from  February,  1899,  until 
February,  1901,  when  additional  responsibilities  and  public 
work  made  it  necessary  for  him  to  resign.  He  resigned  the  office 
but  retained  his  interest,  and  was  always  ready  to  give  advice 
and  wise  counsel  when  called  upon.  Mr.  Ernst  stood  emphati- 
cally without  fear  or  prejudice  for  whatever  was  right.  He  be- 
lieved in  justice  and  his  conclusions  were  always  based  on  a 
thoroughly  careful  and  conscientious  consideration  of  both  sides 
of  any  question.  He  was  progressive  and  no  effort  for  a  needed 
reform  was  too  small  for  his  approval.  We  who  were  privileged 
to  carry  our  perplexities  to  him  found  him  always  quick  to  under- 
stand, unfailing  in  sympathy  and  strong  in  his  faith  that  ulti- 
mately the  right  would  triumph.  To  us  he  was  indeed  a  **  tow^er 
of  strength."  He  has  passed  on,  but  we  shall  not  forget  his  many 
good  words  of  counsel.  He  has  left  behind  an  influence  that 
cannot  die.

INCINERATING  PLANT 

The  League  installed  in  1910  an  incinerating  plant  for  the 
cremation  of  the  bodies  of  small  animals.  The  plans  were  drawn 
by  Col.  W.  F.  Morse,  consulting  engineer,  and  the  construction 
was  done  under  his  supervision  by  the  Jarvis  Engineering  Com- 
pany. This  plant,  operated  by  gas  burners,  under  air  pressure, 
is  very  satisfactory,  and  is  so  thoroughly  efficient  and  sanitary  in 
its  results  that  we  wonder  how  we  ever  got  along  without  it.

Animals  are  destroyed  in  these  cages,  not  only  without  pain, 
but  without  any  preliminary  terror  or  discomfort,  and  the 
mechanism  is  so  arranged  that  it  gives  perfect  safety  to  the 
operator. 

At  Pine  Ridge  Home  of  Rest  for  Horses  at  Dedham  an  electric 
stall  has  been  fitted  up,  and  here  horses  are  quickly  and  pain- 
lessly destroyed  by  the  same  method.

FIFTEENTH   ANNUAL   REPORT 


During  the  year  1913  the  total  number  of  animals  the 
League  took  possession  of  and  cared  for  humanely  was  34,745. 
A  more  detailed  record  reads  as  follows: 

We  obtained  from  auction  rooms,  sales  stables  and  private 
sale  557  horses.  We  received  at  our  headquarters,  51  Carver 
Street,  4,421  dogs  and  puppies;  29,520  cats  and  kittens;  189 
small  birds;  23  pigeons;  2  goats;  2  calves;  6  chickens;  11 
rabbits;  3  Belgian  hares;   1  monkey;  and  8  smaller  animals. 

These  animals  came  to  us  in  various  ways.  They  are  brought 
to  us  every  day  by  men,  women  and  children  who  find  them  in 
the  streets,  alleys  and  back  yards,  uncared  for,  or  lost,  and  often 
diseased,  or  who,  having  animals  of  their  own  that  they  do  not 
wish  to  keep,  bring  them  to  us  to  be  disposed  of.  Where  there 
is  no  shelter  for  animals  accessible  to  which  these  undesired 
dogs,  cats  and  kittens  can  be  carried,  they  are  frequently  turned 
out  of  their  homes,  their  owners  professing  to  be  ^'  too  tender- 
hearted to  kill  them.*'  As  there  are  unfortunately  many  such 
**  tender-hearted  **  people  in  the  world  to-day,  an  Animal 
Rescue  League,  or  a  Shelter  for  the  animals  that  nobody  wants, 
should  be  considered  a  necessity  in  every  city  and  town  of  any 
size,  both  from  a  humane  and  a  sanitary  point  of  view. 

Another  way  through  which  we  receive  many  animals  is  by 
sending  out  our  agents  in  answer  to  calls  received  by  mail  and 
telephone.  These  calls  are  so  numerous  that  we  keep  constantly 
employed  a  motor  truck,  an  ambulance  with  pair  of  horses  for 
collecting  dogs,  and  an  "emergency  car,"  our  latest  and  one  of 
our  most  valuable  acquisitions. 

The  motor  truck  calls  at  our  branches  or  Receiving  Stations 
every  day  to  get  animals  left  at  these  places.  The  ambulance 
goes  out  every  day  taking  different  districts,  looking  up  dogs 
that  are  lost,  homeless  or  unlicensed,  and  filling  orders  to  call 
for  dogs  in  the  district  visited.  The  use  of  the  "  emergency 
car  **  may  be  best  understood  by  one  afternoon's  report. 


STORY  OF  HAGAR 

A  telephone  message  came  from  Medford  that  a  homeless  dog 
about  to  have  puppies  had  crawled  up  on  some  one's  doorstep — 
would  we  send  for  her  at  once?  A  soft  bed  was  laid  in  the  little 
car  and  it  sped  on  its  way.  The  dog  was  placed  tenderly  in. the 
car,  which  was  hurried  back  as  fast  as  safety  permitted,  but 
when  it  arrived  at  Carver  Street  one  little,  helpless  puppy  was 
lying  on  the  bed  with  the  panting,  trembling  mother.  Mother 
and  baby  were  carried  upstairs  to  a  quiet  little  room  in  the 
kennels  and  a  pan  of  hot  milk  was  set  before  the  half-star\'^ed 
and  exhausted  dog,  which  she  eagerly  drank.  This  was  about 
four  in  the  afternoon.  Before  the  next  morning  seven  little 
babes  lay  at  their  proud  mother's  breast,  and  when  I  went  to 
pay  her  a  visit  and  saw  the  expression  of  the  mother's  face,  and 
the  rapid  wagging  of  her  stub  of  a  tail  the  moment  she  heard 
John,  our  head  kennel  man,  coming  up  the  stairs,  I  felt  sure  that 
the  dog  realized  the  misery  she  had  been  taken  out  of  and  was 
deeply  grateful  to  the  hand  that  had  ministered  to  her  in  her 
hour  of  greatest  need. 

I  named  her  Hagar.  She  is  with  us  still.  Two  of  her  puppies, 
the  only  males  in  the  little  family,  have  been  placed  in  good 
homes,  and  the  other  five  are  safe  from  any  possibility  of  suffer- 
ing. About  the  two  that  were  placed  in  homes  we  have  received 
these  letters: 

Dear  Madam: — In  reply  to  yours  of  the  9th  inst.,  am  pleased 
to  inform  you  that  Motor  is  a  very  smart  and  lovable  little 
puppy,  and  we  all  love  him  very  much.  I  don't  think  I  ever 
saw  a  puppy,  of  his  age,  that  was  as  bright  and  quick  to  learn. 
I  have  had  some  pictures  of  him  taken  to-day,  and  will  send 
you  one  by  the  middle  of  this  week. — Yours  very  truly, — H.L.T., 
Dorchester,  Mass. 

My  Dear  Mrs.  Smith: — A  short  time  ago  my  father  wrote 
you  that  as  soon  as  they  were  finished  he  would  send  you  some 
pictures  of  my  puppy,  whom  you  call  '*  Motor."*  We  had  six 
pictures  taken,  and  I  am  sending  you  the  tA\'o  which  I  think  are 
best.  You  can  use  the  one  you  like  best  I  named  the 
puppy  "  Sunny,"  not  knowing  that  he  had  ever  been  named. 
He  belongs  to  me,  my  father  having  given  him  to  me  as  a 
Christmas  present  He  is  an  extremely  smart  puppy.  We 
taught  him  to  "  shake  hands  "  before  we  had  had  him  a  week. 
Thanking  you  for  your  trouble,  and  hoping  the  pictures  will  be 
what  you  wish,  I  am, — Very  truly  yours, — ViOLET  B.  T.

Dear  Madam: — "Bud  Fisher,"  the  Airedale  puppy  entrusted 
to  our  care  just  a  month  ago,  was  called  into  consultation  as  to 
the  terms  of  our  report  you  request  concerning  his  welfare. 
Freshly  bathed,  brushed  and  beribboned,  he  seemed  to  give 
enthusiastic  endorsement  to  the  suggestion  that  we  report  him 
well  and  happy.  I  don't  know  anything  about  the  Airedales 
(as  to  size,  early  development,  etc.)  but  "  Bud  "  seems  to  have 
grown  enormously  in  the  month  we  have  had  him.  Even  more 
remarkable  is  his  mental  development.  He  is  very  wise  and 
obeys  perfectly,  though  as  yet  he  doesn't  remember  that  a 
command  is  not  to  be  disobeyed  as  soon  as  once  complied  with. 
He  is  (almost)  dependably  "house  broken,"  and  altogether  is  a 
very  wonderful  puppy  according  to  the  two  girls  and  their 
mother.  We  would  like  much  to  know  something  of  "  Bud's  " 
mother.— Very  truly  yours, — Wm.

The  "  emergency  car  "  goes  for  wounded  animals  and  for  any 
dog  or  cat  that  must  be  sent  for  in  a  hurry.  It  has  soft  springs 
and  with  a  good  bed  inside,  the  sick  and  wounded  can  be  brought 
to  the  League  more  quickly  and  comfortably  than  by  our  larger 
conveyances. 

Besides  these  conveyances  we  have  two  and  sometimes  three 
men  and  one  woman,  going  out  on  foot  and  by  the  electric  cars 
with  baskets  to  answer  the  nearer  and  less  imperative  calls  that 
we  receive. 

Our  force  of  men  numbers  thirteen,  counting  two  night  watch- 
men and  three  men  whose  work  is  at  the  kennels,  but  not  in- 
cluding the  men  employed  specially  in  our  work  for  horses, 
which  we  will  take  up  later. 

Our  entire  staff  of  employees  consists  of  fifteen  men  and 
nine  women,  all  of  whom  have  enough  and  more  than  enough 
to  do  to  keep  them  constantly  busy.  During  the  summer 
months  five  extra  men  are  employed  in  the  city  and  at  Pine 
Ridge  Home  of  Rest  for  Horses.  The  list  of  employees  jusi 
given  did  not  include  the  women  who  take  charge  of  our  Re- 
ceiving Stations. 


RECEIVING  STATIONS 

III  the  total  number  of  animals  just  mentioned  I  included 
those  taken  in  at  our  Receiving  Stations.  It  hardly  seems 
necessary  to  repeat  what  I  have  said  in  previous  reports,  and 
what  should  be  clear  to  everyone  who  thinks  about  it,  that 
many  residents  of  the  thickly  settled  districts  will  carry  or  send 
by  their  children,  homeless  dogs  and  cats  or  kittens  they  wish 
to  get  rid  of  to  a  shelter  that  is  near  by,  when  they  will  not  take 
the  trouble  to  go  any  distance  for  that  purpose.  Therefore 
every  Receiving  Station  we  are  able  to  open  means  that  just 
so  many  more  unfortunate  animals  will  be  rescued  from  suffering 
and  that  district  relieved  from  many  animals  that  it  is  both  wise 
and  merciful  to  take  care  of,  yet  in  districts  like  Dorchester  and 
Roxbury,  where  the  League  has  been  of  very  great  service,  we 
get  but  few  members  and  fewer  donations.  The  Stoneham 
branch  is  self-supporting.  Nineteen  of  the  dogs  they  received 
were  sent  to  Carver  Street  and  placed  in  good  homes.

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It  is  nut  probable  that  even  one-tenth  of  these  animals  would 
have  been  taken  to  Carver  Street.  A  surprising  number  of 
them,  particularly  in  Roxbury,  were  carried  in  to  the  recriving 
station  by  children  of  the  neighborhood.  We  have  found  that 
children  soon  learn  when  such  an  opportunity  is  offered  them  to 
take  pity  on  forlorn  cats  and  kittens  they  come  across  when 
they  arc  at  play,  and,  instead  of  using  them  as  targets  for  stones 
and  snowballs,  as  they  used  to  do,  they  will  carrj'  them,  often 
quite  tenderly,  in  their  arms  to  the  Animal  Rescue  League  or 
one  of  its  branches,  where  they  are  praised  for  their  kind  act. 
Sometimes  half  a  dozen  children  will  visit  one  of  our  shelters 
together,  bringioK  one  cat,  or  it  may  be  half  a  dozen  kittens. 
We  give  away  many  story  leaflets  to  these  children.  They  are 
eager  to  get  them,  and  I  am  sure  that  in  this  way  we  havedone. 
ami  are  constantly  doing,  a  great  and  a  very  practical  work 
in  humane  c<iucation. 

Our  records  are  most  carefully  kept  on  printed  slips  transferred 
to  h<x)ks  that  arc  arrangeti  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  an  absu- 
hitely  accurate  account  of  every  animal  received  eitherinour 
Receiving  Stations  or  at  headquarters.  Thus  we  can  always 
tell  when  and  where  every  animal  is  found,  who  found  it,  and 
whether  it  w.is  placed  in  a  home  or  put  to  death. 

WORK  ON  THE   BEACHES 

We  began  sending  our  agents  to  the  beaches  October  2,  and 

continued   this  work,   keeping  one  man  constantly  employed 

visiting  different   beaches  up  to  the  last  of  December.     During 

the  months  of  OrtoJK'r,  November  and  December  the  number  df 


cats  and  kittens  found  on  the  different  beaches  was  180,  of 
which  126  were  cats  and  54  kittens.  The  expenses  for  carfares 
and  food  were  $29.39.  Again  we  received  very  cordial  and  gen- 
erous help  from  Miss  Floretta  Vining,  who  provided  board  and 
lodging  for  our  agents  when  they  were  in  her  neighborhood. 

We  are  also  greatly  indebted  to  Mrs.  Jennie  Baker  of  Revere, 
who  gave  the  use  of  her  home  and  who  acted  herself  as  an 
unpaid  agent,  taking  in  a  number  of  deserted  cats  and  caring 
for  them  until  our  agent  arrived. 

Along  the  stretch  of  beach  between  Hull  and  Nantasket, 
which  included  Allerton,  Stony  Beach,  Kenberma,  Bayside, 
Surfside.  Atlantic,  Green  Hill  and  Ocean  Spray,  65  deserted 
cats  and  kittens  were  found.  This  does  not  speak  very  well  for 
residents  of  summer  cottages  along  that  shore.  Revere  has  a 
record  of  15  cats  and  8  kittens  against  the  beach  and  town. 
Other  places  visited  were  Winthrop,  Beachmont,  Oak  Island, 
(?ohasset,  Point  Shirley,  Egypt,  Saugus,  Swampscott,  Squantum. 
Apple  Island,  and  Houghs  Neck. 

We  had  a  ver>' careful  search  made  at  beaches  where  it  had  been 
reported  to  us  that  men  residing  near  the  beach  through  the 
winter  went  out  shooting  cats  that  had  been  deserted.  The 
danger  of  wounding  and  not  killing  a  cat  when  shooting  is  so  great 
that  we  have  tried  by  thorough  beach  work  to  secure  these  poor 
victims  of  women *s  selfishness  before  they  begin  to  annoy  the 
winter  residents. 

The  placards  put  up  on  some  beaches,  giving  the  law  about 
abandoning  cats  do  not  seem  to  have  made  much  difference  in 
the  cruel  desertion  of  cats  and  kittens.  People  disclaim  re- 
sponsibility and  declare  the  cat  did  not  belong  to  them  but  was 
a  "  stray  "  they  were  feeding,  and  you  cannot  dispute  them. 

If  prosecution  is  desired  there  must  be  witnesses  enough  to 
swear  to  the  ownership  of  the  cat,  and  it  is  very  difficult  to  get 
anyone  to  testify  against  a  neighbor,  for  reasons  of  policy  if  not 
of  friendship.  One  can  only  appeal  to  the  sense  of  pity  or 
mercy,  and  if  that  virtue  is  lacking  there  is  nothing  to  hope  for. 
When  so  many  women  continue  to  wear  birds*  feathers  after 
constant  and  earnest  appeals,  the  appeals  being  based  not  only 
on  the  ground  of  mercy  to  the  birds  that  are  so  cruelly  slaugh- 
tered, but  on  the  fact  of  the  evil  resulting  to  mankind,  and  the 
injury  that  women  are  doing  to  the  world  by  the  destruction  of 
birds,  one  cannot  help  fearing  that  it  will  be  a  long  time  before 
women,  who  take  kittens  or  cats  for  their  own  convenience, 
then  turn  them  out  to  starve  and  die  when  they  are  through 
with  them,  will  be  educated  up  to  the  level  of  justice  and  mercy 
to  every  living  creature. 

We  are  a  long  way  off  yet  from  the  highest  civilization,  and  a 
still  longer  distance  from  following  His  teachings  who  said, 
"  Blessed  are  the  merciful.**

PINE  RIDGE  HOME   OF  REST 

The  work  of  Pine  Ridge  Home  of  Rest  for  Horses  in  Dcdham 
has  steadily  increased.  The  requests  to  have  horses  taken 
there  for  vacations  began  in  February.  In  March  an  appeal 
came  from  a  cab  driver  who  was  in  trouble.  His  horse  had  had 
pneumonia  and,  just  as  the  danger  was  past,  the  man  himself 
was  taken  ill  and  sent  to  a  hospital.  His  horse  still  needed 
careful  attention,  and,  in  the  absence  of  his  master,  there  was 
no  one  to  take  care  of  him.  We  had  the  horse  brought  out  to 
Pine  Ridge  in  an  ambulance,  as  he  was  still  too  weak  to  walk, 
and  it  was  a  pleasure  to  see  how  rapidly  he  gained  his  health 
in  the  fresh  air  and  sunshine  at  our  Home  of  Rest.  For  this 
horse,  and  for  a  number  of  other  horses,  Pme  RaA^c  "Kaa,  Vifc^^ 
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noi  only  a  Home  of  Rest  but  a  Convalescents'  Home.  A  box 
stall  with  a  window  he  can  look  out  of  when  he  cannot  go  out,  a 
soft  bed  of  meadow  hay,  paddocks  with  sun  or  shade,  make  a 
paradise  for  the  tired,  worn-out  horse,  or  the  horse  that  has  been 
laid  up  in  a  city  stable  with  some  of  the  many  ailments  that 
horses  as  well  as  human  beings  are  liable  to. 

The  number  of  horses  taken  into  our  Home  of  Rest  during 
the  spring,  summer  and  autumn  was  41.  This  is  a  smaller 
number  than  last  year  and  the  reason  is  that  we  kept  a  number 
of  the  horses  we  received  a  longer  time  than  usual.  For  ex- 
ample, one  horse,  owned  by  a  cab  driver,  came  to  us  with  a  very 
lame  shoulder  in  the  spring,  he  having  fallen  on  the  ice.  He 
was  a  valuable  horse  and  worth  saving,  but  it  was  nearly  three 
months  before  he  was  in  a  condition  to  go  back  to  work.  We 
could  not  turn  him  off  as  his  owner  had  been  very  unfortunate 
both  in  health  and  in  business,  and  could  not  afford  to  pay  the 
horse's  board  elsewhere. 

We  had  at  least  ten  cases  similar  to  this  where  horses  needed 
from  four  to  six  weeks  of  rest  and  good  care  before  they  were 
able  to  go  back  to  work. 

While  tliese  horses  were  with  us  we  might  have  taken  a 
number  of  horses  for  shorter  vacations,  but  it  seemed  to  be  more 
humane  to  restore  these  suffering  ones  thoroughly  to  health 
than  to  send  them  away  half  cured  for  the  sake  of  making  a 
record  in  the  number  of  horses  we  had  received.  We  hope 
sometime  the  interest  and  appreciation  of  our  work  will  increase 
and  money  enough  be  given  us  to  build  another  barn.  In  all 
our  work  we  strive  for  the  greatest  good  to  the  animals  we  have 
in  our  charge. 

I  must  note  a  few  very  [pleasant  features  of  the  summer  work 
jiisi  here. 

A  ( ab  driver  brought  two  horses  to  us  a  year  ago  last  summer 
in  had  condition  from  being  let  out  to  men  who  used  them  in 
I  ho  military  mananivres.  They  were  run  down,  thin,  and  very 
nervous.  We  took  them  in,  but  we  told  their  owner  he  must 
never  look  to  us  for  help  again  if  he  let  his  horses  go  where  they 
were  not  well  cared  for. 

The  horses  were  built  up  and  went  back,  after  about  six  weeks, 
in  fine  condition.  This  last  summer  the  man  brought  the  same 
two  horses  again.  They  were  in  good  flesh  and  only  needed  a 
few  weeks'  rest  and  country  air.  We  kept  them  until  they  were 
rested,  then  they  were  taken  back  and  another  horse  belonging 
to  the  same  man  came  for  a  rest.  When  the  cabman  took  his 
last  horse  hac  k  to  the  city  he  handed  a  check  for  $50  to  our  care- 
taker, saying,  '*  I'm  a  poor  man,  but  I'm  so  thankful  for  all  you've 
(lone  for  my  horses,  I  want  to  give  this  to  the  Home." 

An  expressman,  whose  two  horses  came  one  at  a  time  to  Pine 
Ridge,  and  rested  about  four  weeks  for  two  summers  in  succes- 


sion,  gave  us  a  check  for  $25.00  when  he  took  his  horse  away 
this  year,  saying,  "I'm  going  to  put  aside  some  money  every 
year  now  to  give  my  horses  a  vacation  with  you,  it  does  them  so 
much  good." 

We  had  not  asked  this  man  for  money,  knowing  his  cir- 
cumstances were  not  good,  and  the  check  was  a  sincere  expres- 
sion of  gratitude.  We  have  had  every  reason  to  know  that  a 
Home  of  Rest  for  Horses  is  very  valuable  as  a  humane  educa- 
tional work.  Men  who  have  tried  giving  their  horses  a  vacation 
once,  see  for  themselves  how  much  a  rest  and  change  of  air,  with 
good  feed,  improve  a  horse,  increasing  a  hundred  per  cent  hie* 
efficiency  and  his  value,  and  adding  to  his  length  of  days,  an 
they  will  follow  up  this  plan  if  possible.  We  are  careful  whos% 
horses  we  receive,  and  it  is  quite  well  understood  that  men  who 
are  buying  and  selling  horses  frequently  need  not  expect  any 
help  from  our  Home  of  Rest,  our  object  being  to  take  horses 
from  worthy  men  who  are  depending  on  these  horses  for  their 
livelihood,  and  are  trying  to  take  as  good  care  of  them  as  they 
can. 

We  have  no  rule  about  payment  at  the  Home  of  Rest.  We 
feed  the  horse  well  and  tell  the  men  they  ought  to  pay  for  what 
the  horse  they  leave  with  us  eats  if  they  can,  but  if  they  cannot, 
we  take  the  horse  all  the  same,  providing  the  man  is  doing  his 
part  by  using  his  horse  as  well  as  he  can. 

If  a  horse  is  in  need  of  medicine  or  any  simple  treatment  for 
a  sore  back  or  leg  or  a  lame  foot  he  gets  the  treatment  he  needs, 
although  we  do  not  undertake  to  do  hospital  work,  and  we  have 
had  many  cures  in  our  Home  of  Rest  that  have  certainly  .re- 
flected great  credit  on  our  caretaker,  who  loves  horses  and  is 
always  anxious  to  do  all  in  his  power  to  relieve  their  suffering. 

We  have  had  much  gratitude  expressed  by  men  who  ha\e 
placed  their  horses  with  us.  Nearly  every  Sunday  during  the 
summer,  men  whose  horses  are  enjoying  a  vacation  in  our  Home 
of  Rest  come  to  visit  the  horse,  often  bringing  their  families 
with  them. 

A   GRATEFUL   LETTER 

A  young  man  in  poor  circumstances  bought  a  horse  for  his 
business.  The  horse,  he  found,  was  in  bad  condition.  The 
man  had  no  money  to  pay  to  send  his  horse  to  a  hospital  so  he 
brought  him  to  us  and  we  kept  him  \intil  he  was  well.  The 
following  letter  was  sent  us  unsolicited  after  the  horse  was  re- 
turned : 

**  I  am  writing  you  in  regard  to  my  horse.  Major,  that  was 
cared  for  at  your  Home  of  Rest  for  Horses  for  the  past  eiglit 
weeks.  To  say  that  I  deeply  appreciate  the  same  could  hardly 
express  my  thanks.  He  was  so  much  improved  that  the  benefit 
to  him  to  get  the  rest  and  become  so  nice  and  fat  was  a  lesson  to 
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be  remembered,  to  give  all  animals  a  chance  to  do  likewise.  I 
wish  to  thank  you  very  much  for  his  good  care  in  every  way  and 
also  the  man  who  took  care  of  him.

.An  interesting  case  that  we  had  February  2,  1913,  was  that 
of  a  horse  brought  to  Pine  Ridge,  by  a  colored  man,  in  a  ver>' 
bad  condition.  This  horse  had  been  stolen  from  his  stable  in 
Somer\'ille  by  young  men  who  were  planning  to  set  up  a  fruit- 
peddling  business  in  Providence,  R.  I.  The  horse  was  driven 
to  Providence  and  was  found  in  a  very  exhausted  condition  by 


the  police,  who  had  been  notified  to  look  out  for  a  horse  with  one 
blind  eye.  The  owner  was  a  poor  man  and  when  he  got  the 
horse  back  he  saw  it  would  be  weeks  before  the  exhausted 
animal  would  be  fit  for  work.  He  could  not  bear  to  sell  him 
in  that  condition,  but  some  one  told  him  of  our  Home  of  Rest 
and  he  brought  the  horse  to  us.  He  broke  down  and  cried  like 
a  child  when  he  showed  the  horse's  condition  and  told  what  had 
befallen  him.  This  horse  was  kept  in  our  Home  until  April  12, 
when  he  was  returned  in  fine  condition,  and  the  man  expressed 
the  deepest  gratitude. 


^  We  do  not  gel  the  help  we  need  for  our  Home  of  Rest.  We 
have  not  as  much  room  as  we  need  for  paddocks  and  we  have 
not  had  money  enough  given  us  to  put  the  paddocks  we  have  in 
the  condition  wc  want  them.  When  taking  a  number  of  horses 
it  is  necessary  to  have  several  paddocks.  There  are  some  horses 
that  cannot  be  trusted  to  run  at  large  with  other  horses.  We 
have  had  two  horses  that  were  very  kind  and  gentle  with  man- 
kind but  vicious  with  other  horses,  kicking  and  biting  them  in 
a  dangerous  manner.  So  we  have  to  fence  in  smaller  paddocks 
for  one  horse  and  larger  paddocks  for  horses  that  can  run  together. 


We  wish  that  all  who  have  ever  loved  a  horse  or  benefited  from 
a  horse  (and  who  has  not?)  would  feel  it  a  duty  and  a  privil^;e 
to  give  some  assistance  to  our  Home  of  Rest,  which  is  doing 
more  good  than  we  can  begin  to  describe. 


We  were  very  much  surprised  by  a  question  asked  us  if  we 
fed  our  horses  at  Pine  Ridge  or  simply  turned  them  out  to 
pasture.  There  may  be  cases  where  a  horse  can  be  turned  out 
to  pasture  and  subsist  on  what  he  gets  by  grazing,  but  if  our 
pastures  were  the  best  imaginable  we  should  not  treat  horses 
that  way.  Our  horses  get  a  good  ration  of  grain  momii^^  and 
night  in  their  stalls.  In  summer,  excepting  on  very  hot  days, 
they  are  first  sprayed  with  anti-fly  lotion,  then  put  out  in  the 
paddocks  from  the  time  they  finish  their  breakfast  until  about 
five  in  the  afternoon.  They  are  taken  in  before  the  irritating 
mosquito  comes  in  clouds  at  nightfall.  There  are  trees  for 
shade,  and  there  are  watering  troughs  in  every  paddock,  but  we 
find  that,  when  the  sun  begins  to  set,  the  horses  all  turn  their 
heads  expectantly  toward  the  stable.  They  want  their  stalls, 
their  beds  and  their  supper  and  I  am  sure  they  would  not  be  so 
happy  or  improve  so  rapidly  if  they  were  not  cared  for  in  this 
way. 


Besides  the  41  horses  we  have  taken  for  rest,  about  eleven 
horses  have  been  sent  to  our  Home  of  Rest  for  a  day  only,  or  a 
day  and  a  night,  as  the  case  might  be,  by  men  and  women  who 
having  horses  they  were  attached  to  that  they  did  not  wish  to 
keep  any  longer  wished  their  lives  to  come  to  a  merciful  end  in 
our  electric  stall,  the  only  thing  of  the  kind  in  the  world,  which 
has  very  aptly  been  named, — '*  The  House  of  Blessed  Release." 
This  stall,  attached  to  one  side  of  the  stable,  is  the  size  of  an 
ordinary  stall  and  the  horse  enters  it  of  his  own  accord  just  as 
he  would  enter  a  stall  in  a  stable.  Death  comes  so  quickly  that 
the  horse  sinks  down  without  the  least  sign  of  fear  or  distress. 
A  stroke  of  lightning  could  not  be  quicker.  There  is  not  even 
a  moment  of  fear  or  sufiFering. 


He  who  iicrvcs  wtrll  ami  speaks  not,  merits  more

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RESCUE  WORK  FOR   HORSES 
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Tlicrc  are  few  more  distressing  sights  than  an  old  horse  on 
the  Birecis,  stiff  and  feeble,  doing  his  Iwst  to  trot  (though  it  is 
pUiinly  to  be  seen  that  his  trotting  days  are  over),  urged  to  effort 
by  a  man  with  a  whip.  Almost  invariably  this  is  the  sort  of  man 
who  buys  and  works  to  death  the  old  family  horse,  the  faithful 
horse,  whose  owner  thought  he  was  "  too  good  to  kill." 

It  is  these  faithful,  worn  out  and  abused  horses  that  the  Animal 
Rescue  I-eague  is  doing  its  ijest  to  get  possession  of  in  order  to 
release  the  poor  slaves  from  their  bond  of  servitude  before  they 
fall  in  the  street  with  weakness,  or  drop  down  in  their  miserable 
stall  at  night  and  are  not  able  to  rise  again,  however  much  the 
man  with  the  whip  may  kick  and  beat  them. 

The  men  who  buy  these  old  horses  arc,  in  many  Instances,  poor 
and  ignorant  men,  usually  foreigners.  They  do  not  know  any- 
thing about  a  horse,  and  he  is  of  no  more  consequence  to  them 
than  the  wagon  he  is  compelled  to  draw.  He  may  have  been  a 
horse  in  a  private  stable,  used  only  in  a  light  carriage,  well  fed 
and  never  overworked,  but  his  owner  bought  a  motor  car  and 
he  thought  the  horse  was  "  too  good  to  kill."  What  would  be 
his  fate  when  put  into  the  sales  stable  or  auction  room,  the 
former  owner  did  not  trouble  himself  to  consider.  Or,  it  may 
be  a  woman  had  been  driving  the  horse  for  pleasure  and  made 
a  pet  of  him,  but  she  was  "  too  tender-hearted  "  even  to  think 
of  having  the  horse  killed.  What  misery  might  come  to  him 
after  he  was  sold  she  could  not  know,  and  therefore  she  did  not 
care.  So  they  come,  (he  family  horse,  the  trotter,  the  saddle 
horse,  the  old  polo  iiony,  cast  out  of  comfortable  stables  and 
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condemned  to  hunger,  thirst  and  overwork  just  when  they  have 
begun  to  need  kinder  consideration  and  more  careful  treatment. 

Most  of  the  State  humane  societies  express  disapproval  of 
buying  old  horses,  though  I  observe  that  one  or  two  of  them 
are  beginning  to  follow  our  example.  I  have  tried  faithfully  to  get 
any  reason  that  I  could  regard  as  worthy  of  consideration,  but 
have  failed.  One  objection  has  been  given  me,  that  by  buying 
these  horses  we  make  a  market  for  them  in  the  city.  So  much 
the  better,  I  reply,  if  we  can  only  get  hold  of  them  and  take 
them  out  of  their  misery,  no  matter  where  they  come  from. 
Suppose,  tor  example,  a  horse  that  was  found  dying  on  the  ground 
in  a  field  near  Keene,  N.  H.,  last  October  had  been  taken  where 
the  Animal  Rescue  League  could  have  bought  him,  would  it 
not  have  been  worth  five  dollars,  —  yes,  more  than  that,  to 
have  saved  him  even  those  last  days  of  agony,  when  he  lay  on 
the  ground  uncared  for,  beating  his  head  and  legs  against  the 
earth  with  his  efforts  to  get  up,  until  the  ground  all  around 
him  was  torn  up  and  bloody?  I  think  so.  I  would  have  given 
much  could  I  have  saved  him  even  that  last  week  of  suffering. 

A  woman  carried  this  dying  horse  literally  a  "  cup  of  cold 
water  "  and  poured  it  down  his  throat.  It  was  all  she  could  do 
and  1  am  sure  it  will  bring  her  a  blessing.  Another  woman, 
Mrs.  Jennie  Powers,  whose  name  is  becoming  known  all  over 
the  country  because  of  her  fearless  and  noble  work  for  horses, 
and  for  the  cattle  in  the  crowded  cars  that  pass  through  Keene, 
where  she  is  an  active  agent  of  the  humane  society,  shot  the 
poor  creature  as  he  lay  there.  She  sent  me  a  photograph  she 
took  o(  him,  and  a  letter  giving  an  account  of  the  tragic  ending 
of  the  life  of  one  poor  victim. 


The  horse  shown  on  preceding  page  was  sold  in  Massachusetts 
to  a  man  in  New  Hampshire.  It  was  a  case  of  an  old  horse 
being  "  sent  into  the  country."  There  was  some  difficulty  in 
getting  this  case  of  cruel  neglect  placed  where  it  belonged,  but 
the  man  who  owned  the  horse  and  left  him  in  the  field  to  die 
was  finally  prosecuted  through  Mrs.  Powers'  efforts.  The  man 
who  sold  him  in  his  old  age  was  equally  guilty  but  escaped. 


Found  Wokkihg  in  a  Pbdleb's  Wagon  in  SoHsaviLLE 

Last  summer  we  had  word  sent  us  that  an  old  horse,  lame  and 
covered  with  sores,  was  seen  day  after  day  in  a  field  in  East 
Dedham.  We  went  at  once  to  look  him  up  and,  finding  his 
condition  all  that  had  been  represented,  we  began  our  inquiries 
as  to  the  ownership  of  the  horse.  It  look  a  few  days  to  find 
the  owner,  and  when  the  man  was  found  he  said  he  had  just 
sold  the  horse.  To  make  a  long  story  short,  we  followed  this 
horse  up  through  three  purchasers,  he  having  been  sold  three 
times  within  four  weeks,  and  at  length  our  agent  found  him  in 
a  shanty  in  the  woods  in  Needham.  A  young  farmer  had 
bought  him  in  good  faith,  but  soon  discovered  that  he  had  been 
badly  taken  in  by  a  horse  dealer.  We  took  the  horse  away, 
not  paying  for  him,  and  instructed  the  man  to  get  his  money 
back  from  the  horse  trader,  which  he  did.  This  old  horse,  so 
lame  he  could  hardly  walk,  was  being  traded  about  from  one 
man  to  another,  each  man  determined  to  get  some  money  out 
of  him  and  cheat  some  other  man  in  doing  it.  Needless  to  say 
that  in  this  sort  of  a  "  horse  deal  "  the  traders  put  out  only 
enough  money  in  caring  for  the  unfortunate  horse  to  keep  him 
from  actual  starvation. 

We  consider  it  an  act  of  the  greatest  humanity  when  we 
succeed  in  getting  such  a  horse  as  this,  although  such  was  his 
condition  that  it  is  doubtful  if  he  would  have  lived  many  weeks 
longer. 


Another  objection  made  to  our  buying  old  horses  (and  these 
two  are  the  only  objections  I  have  ever  heard)  was  that  we  have 
got  horses  and  paid  for  them  when  the  horse  w-as  in  such  a  bad 
condition  he  could  have  been  taken  from  his  owner  without  pay. 

In  reply  to  this  I  will  say  that  if  we  are  certain  that  any  horses 
our  agents  find  in  stables  or  auction  rooms  are  going  to  be  taken 
from  their  owners  and  immediately  killed,  our  agents  have 
strict  injunctions  not  to  make  any  offer  for  the  horse,  but  if  our 
agent  has  any  reason  to  fear  that  the  horse  will  have  to  walk 
three  to  four  miles  to  the  abattoir,  when  he  is  feeble,  lame  and 
unfit  to  walk,  and  even  then  may,  possibly,  be  waylaid  and 
bought  for  S2  or  $3  on  the  way,  and  if  by  paying  three  to  five 
dollars  he  can  get  the  horse  and  have  his  suffering  ended  in  or 
near  the  place  where  he  is  found,  he  is  at  liberty  to  buy  the  horse, 
even  if  it  is  what  is  termed  "down  to  the  limit,"  or  "a  killer." 

But  it  is  a  fact  we  can  prove  by  our  carefully  kept  records  of 
every  horse  we  buy,  that  the  large  majority  of  horses  our  agent 
pa>'s  for  are  bought  either  when  in  harness,  or  put  up  for  sale 
for  working  purposes.  We  stand  ready  to  prove  this  to  any- 
one who  doubts  it. 

Out  of  the  557  horses  we  secured  during  the  last  year  105 
revealed  glanders.  Our  agent  discovered  the  condition  of  these 
horses  and  did  not  have  to  pay  for  them.  While  on  the  subject 
I  will  add  that  a  special  note  of  thanks  was  sent  to  the  League 
last  summer  for  the  assistance  given  by  our  League  agents  in 
discovering  cases  of  glanders. 

Sixty  horses  out  of  the  557  were  taken  from  their  owners 
without  our  making  any  payment.  These  were  old  or  diseased 
horses  that  Dr.  Sullivan  and  his  assistant,  Archibald  MacDonald, 
persuaded  the  owners  to  give  up. 

(Juite  a  ninnber  of  horses  were  found  through  humane  women 
who  saw  ihem  and  reported  them  to  the  League.  The  scope 
of  the  League's  work  for  horses  may  be  belter  realized  by  giving 
a  list  of  the  {places  our  agent  was  called  upon  to  visit,  in  every 
one  of  which  he  took  possession  of  one  or  more  horses. 

This  is  the  list: — 

Camljridge,  Chelsea,  Maiden,  Everett,  Medford,  Somerville, 
Revere,  Winthrop,  Lynn.  Linden,  Needham,  Dedham,  Win- 
chester.

Watertown,  Waltham,  Newton, 
Weston,  Reading,  Wellesley,  Natick,  Framingham,  Woburn, 
Wa>'lan(l,  Melrose,  Arlington,  Concord,  Saugus,  Abington, 
Rockland,  Belmont,  Milton,  Randoli)h,  Brookline,  Fall  River, 
Accord  and  Newport,  R.  I. 

Those  whci  speak  of  our  work  as  an  entirely  local  affair  should 
read  this  list. 

We  do  not  intend  to  go  outside  the  State  but  there  were 
special  reasons  wh>',  at  the  request  of  one  of  our  most  generous 
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members,  a  summer  resident  of  Newport,  we  sent  to  an  auction 
held  there  and  purchased  at  that  auction  four  horses,  quite 
unfit  for  work,  and  one  diseased  cow. 

This  is  a  good  place  to  copy  a  few  of  the  cases  taken  from  the 
notes  made  by  our  agent  on  horses  )ie  purchased,  as  these  are 
a  very  fair  sample  of  this  work  we  are  doing  in  purchasing 
horses,  which  we  understand  has  been  very  unjustly  criticised. 

From  a  milk  dealer  in  Maiden:  Gray  gelding,  20  years  old, 
poor  condition,  large  shoe  boils  on  each  fore  leg  discharging 
l)us,  feet  in  f)ad  condition.     Paid  $6.00. 

Gray  gelding,  about  25  years  old.  Had  belonged  for  years  to 
a  family  in  suburbs  who  sold  him  to  a  horse  trader  because  he 
was  beginning  to  have  weak  tendons  and  breaking  down. 
Bought  him  of  the  trader  for  $10. 

This  is  the  sort  of  horse  whose  owner,  thinking  him  "  too  good 
to  kill  "  consigns  him  to  an  old  age  of  unspeakable  misery — 
from  which  we  rescued  him  before  he  had  gone  very  far  down 
in  the  scale  of  wretchedness. 

Black  mare,  about  15  years,  very  thin,  had  evidently  been 
hurt  about  her  head  as  she  was  afraid  to  have  her  head  touched. 
When  hitched  she  pulled  back  in  her  stall  and  broke  her  halter 
(she  had  probably  been  used  to  a  box  stall  in  her  better  days), 
very  nervous.  Bought  her  from  a  down-town  sales  stable  for 
$8.00. 

Brown  saddle  mare,  small,  very  poor  condition,  about  20 
years  old,  off  hind  leg  very  lame,  muscles  of  leg  shrinking.  She 
had  been  a  trick  mare,  traveled  all  over  the  country  and  ex- 
hibited for  years.  Was  injured  in  her  hip  when  a  stage  she  was 
on  collapsed.  Found  her  in  a  grocery  wagon  and  made  the  man 
give  her  up  for  $5.00. 

In  Lynn  found  a  horse  in  bad  condition  in  sales  stable,  notified 
the  firm  who  had  owned  and  used  the  horse  for  years  of  his  con- 
dition. They  sent  and  took  him  out  of  the  stable  and  had  him 
put  to  death,  then  wrote  a  note  thanking  the  League  and  saying 
they  never  meant  to  sell  any  horse  that  was  not  in  good  condi- 
tion when  they  were  through  with  him  and  did  not  understand 
how  this  horse  had  escaped  their  attention. 

Dorchester.  Ver\'  bad  case.  Horse  that  was  a  kicker,  30 
years  old,  starved,  was  put  in  a  pasture  and  got  swamped  in  a 
bog  of  water,  lay  there  for  twelve  hours.  The  League  was 
notified.  We  immediately  sent  and  put  the  mare  to  death. 
These  notes  are  signed  by  Dr.  Frank  Sullivan  and  Archibald 
Mac  Donald. 
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SOMEONE'S  OLD  FAMILY  HORSE 

About  nine  o'clock  one  rainy  evening  a  letter  carrier  of  Dedham 
came  to  Pine  Ridge  leading  a  horse  thai  he  said  was  sick  and  he 
did  not  know  what  was  the  matter  with  him.  Wc  took  him  in 
and  the  next  day  sent  for  a  doctor,  who  pronounced  the  horse 
to  be  badly  run  down  and  suffering  from  a  small  bone  that  had 
been  broken  in  the  head  near  the  jaw.  The  horse  was  old  and 
very  thin.  He  had  been  a  fine,  high-spirited  animal  in  his  day, 
but  he  was  evidently  one  of  the  army  of  martyrs — those,  sensi- 
tive, well-bred  horses  that  are  taken  from  good  stables,  where 
they  have  been  well  bedded  and  well  fed,  then  sold  or  given 
away  because  they  are  growing  old,  but  their  owners  think  are 
"too  good  to  kill." 

This  horse  had  been  worked  and  starved  to  death's  very  door 
when  we  received  him  into  our  Home  of  Rest.  It  is  not  at  all 
unlikely  that  the  broken  and  decaying  bone  was  caused  by  a 
cruel  bjow  on  the  head  by  some  drunken  owner  who,  after  he 
had  completed  the  ruin  of  the  horse,  traded  him  off  to  the  letter 
carrier.  This  last  owner  discovered  after  two  or  three  weeks 
that  the  poor,  wretched  creature  could  not  do  his  work,  as  he 
fell  on  the  road  from  weakness,  and  so  he  brought  him  that  stormy 
night  to  us. 

For  a  short  time  every  care  was  given  him,  but  he  was  too  far 
gone  to  enjoy  life — «ven  a  life  of  ease  and  plenty,  so,  when  it  was 
a  certainty  that  there  was  no  help  for  him,  his  sufferings  were 
quickly  and  mercifully  ended  in  the  electric  stall. 

We  only  wish  the  man  or  the  woman  who  sold  this  horse  or 


gave  him  away  when  his  strength  was  beginning  to  fail,  could 
realize  to  the  very  fullest  extent  all  that  he  suffered  the  last 
months,  possibly  years,  of  his  life. 

I  could  fill  many  pages  with  similar  notes  had  we  space  to 
give  them,  but  these  must  suffice  to  show  that  by  this  work  we  are 
relieving  a  great  many  horses  that  otherwise  might  suffer  weeks 
or  months  longer,  each  day  being  worse  than  the  last.  I  would 
like  to  describe  the  comfort  and  evident  appreciation  of  the  few 
of  these  horses  we  have  been  able  to  take  to  our  Home  of  Rest 
and  keep  a  little  while  in  peace  and  comfort  and  plenty  before 
the  end,  but  I  have  already  used  up  too  much  space  on  this 
part  of  the  work.  Will  not  our  friends  send  us  help  to  carry 
it  QH?     Our  funds  are  always  low. 

THE  OLD  HORSE 

He  is  so  old,  and  he  has  worked  so  hard,

AN    ENDOWED  STALL 

One  of  the  happiest  events  of  the  year  was  the  gift  of  $5,000 
last  May  from  a  member  of  the  League  to  be  an  endowment 
fund  for  a  stall  in  our  barn  at  Pine  Ridge  Home  of  Rest.  The 
interest  of  the  gift  only  is  to  be  used,  and  the  purpose  is  to  keep 
in  the  stall  a  horse  that  needs  a  rest  or  is  temporarily  disabled, 
and  whose  owner  is  not  able  to  pay  to  have  him  cared  for,  or 
some  one  of  the  horses  we  have  taken  from  work  into  our  own 
possession  and  feel  a  special  desire  to  keep  awhile  before  putting 
him  to  death. 

Since  this  stall  was  endowed  six  horses  have  been  its  fortunate 
guests.  Among  them  was  "  Baby  Doll,"  a  large  and  handsome 
cab  horse.  She  contracted  a  serious  trouble  in  one  foot,  known 
as  a  quarter  crack.     Had  it  not  been  for  our  Home  of  Rest  her 


owner  would  have  felt  compelled  to  sell  her  as  he  could  not 
afford  to  ghe  her  the  care  she  had  to  have  for  two  months  before 
she  was  able  to  go  to  work  again.  Another  guest  was  Blind 
Kitty,  who  came  with  a  lame  shoulder,  but  was  entirely  cured 
by  rest  and  rubbing  with  liniment.  She  has  the  kindest  of 
owners,  who  will  never  sell  her,  and  she  is  used  only  to  be 
driven  short  trips  to  the  village.  Another  guest  was  an  old 
saddle  horse,  rescued  from  an  auction  sale  of  saddle  horses  at 
the  Park  Riding  School.  She  was  unfit  for  any  work  in  harness 
and  it  was  a  mercy  to  prevent  her  from  getting  into  the 
hands  of  men  who  would  quickly  have  used  up  all  the  life  she 
had  left  in  her.  We  were  told  that  eight  of  the  saddle  horses 
disposed  of  at  this  sale'  to  a  livery  stable  died  within  a  year,  the 
change  from  saddle  horses  to  the  hardships  of  the  livery  stable 
horse  being  too  great  for  them  to  bear. 

A  fine-looking  horse  belonging  to  a  man  who  peddles  woHxi, 
coal  and  ice  was  taken  very  suddenly  with  an  acute  affection  of 
the  shoulder  which  seemed  like  paralysis.  The  owner  of  the 
horse,  a  man  with  a  large  family  and  very  small  income,  was  in 
despair.  He  was  directed  to  apply  to  The  Animal  Rescue 
League  and  after  careful  inquiries  his  horse  was  taken  out  to 
Pine  Ridge  Home  of  Rest  and  put  into  the  endowed  stall, 
which  had  just  been  vacated.  It  was  a  hard  case  to  cure,  but  in 
about  seven  weeks  the  horse  was  pronounced  well  and  his  grate- 
ful and  happy  owner  took  him  back  to  the  city  January  29. 

It  is  in  such  cases  as  these  that  horses,  if  sold,  are  passed  along 
from  one  horse  trader  to  another,  each  one  trying  to  sell  for  a 
little  more  profit,  yet  not  one  taking  time  or  pains  to  relieve  the 
suffering  animal  from  his  affliction.  This  is  where  the  Home 
of  Rest  is  a  very  special  blessing  to  horses  and  to  hard-working 
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men,  whose  business  does  not  bring  them  profit  enough  to 
enable  them  to  keep  a  horse  in  idleness  several  weeks  and  trj- 
to  cure  his  lameness  or  disability. 


This  old  horse  has  been 
taken  at  three  different  times 
from  his  wretched  quarters  in 
a  shed  the  size  of  a  small  box 
stall.  On  one  side  the  boards 
arc  loose,  and  the  snow  and 
rain  drift  in  on  the  horse.  In 
the  extreme  cold  weather  our 
caretaker  went  in  the  evening 
to  see  what  condition  the 
horse  was  in,  and  finding  he 
had  no  blanket  and  no  bed- 
ding, he  took  him  out  of  the 
shed  to  our  Home  of  Rest,  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  distant.  It 
was  not  necessarj-  to  lead  the 
horse.  As  soon  as  his  head 
was  turned  out  of  the  yard 
he  led  the  way  himself,  only 
stopping  when  he  reached  our 
gale. 


^  At  present  writing,  he  is  still  with  us,  I  having  refused  to  let 
him  go  back  to  his  shed  until  the  place  is  made  more  comfortable. 
It  has  been  a  great  comfort  to  us  during  the  unusually  severe 
weather  to  know  he  is  warm  and  happy  in  our  Home  of  Rest. 
He  is  a  gentle,  affectionate  creature,  evidently  having  had  some- 
time in  the  past  kind  treatment.  He  is  not  quite  old  or  feeble 
enough  for  us  to  purchase  him  for  the  price  we  are  able  to  pay, 
so  we  can  simply  keep  watch  over  him  as  best  we  may.  We  are 
told  we  cannot  make  it  a  case  for  prosecution. 


The  Animal  Rescue  League  took  up  this  question  of  old  horses 
and  horses  unfit  for  work  twelve  years  ago,  and  every  year  we 
have  had  more  and  more  cases  reported  to  us  of  horses  that  some 
humane  observer  thought  ought  to  be  looked  after. 

There  has  been  a  very  noticeable  decrease  in  Boston  and  its 
suburbs  in  this  distressing  class  of  horses  since  the  League  began 
this  work,  owing  to  the  constant  watch  the  League  has  kept 
over  the  auction  rooms  and  sales  stables,  and  the  number  of 
horses  our  agents  have  secured.  Now  that  the  agents  of  the 
Massachusetts  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals 
are  purchasing  horses  from  some  of  the  sales  stables  and  auction 
rooms,  where  the  League  agents  were  formerly  doing  this  work 
alone,  our  agents  have  time  to  attend  to  more  of  the  many  calls 
we  are  getting  to  go  farther  out  of  the  city. 

Within  the  last  six  months  we  have  taken  horses  unfit  for  work, 
yet  still  kept  in  harness,  from  forty-five  different  towns  and  coun- 
try places,  going  as  far  as  Fall  River  for  this  purpose.  A  list  of 
these  places  is  given  on  page  26. 

Every  horse  we  purchase  is  entered  on  our  books,  the  time  of 
purchase,  the  place,  and  the  price  paid  being  given.  The  League 
has  never  sold  or  loaned  any  horse  that  we  have  taken  into  our 
possession.  All  such  horses  are  either  put  to  death  at  once,  or 
in  some  cases  they  are  first  given  a  little  time  of  comfort  at  our 
Home  of  Rest  in  Dedham.  We  see  no  other  way  of  saving  these 
horses  from  prolonged  misery.  We  cannot  look  at  them  and  let 
them  go  by.  We  rescued  557  last  year.  Were  the  means  sup- 
plied us  we  could  save  a  great  many  more  this  coming  year  than 
we  did  last.  We  find  no  trouble  in  getting  them  reported  to  us; 
our  trouble  is  to  get  the  money  we  need  to  follow  them  up  and 
buy  them.  We  are  sure  that  more  help  would  be  given  us  for 
this  important  part  of  our  work  if  those  who  love  horses  had  a 
better  realization  of  the  great  amount  of  suffering  we  have  saved 
through  our  Horse  Rescue  Fund  and  our  Home  of  Rest. 
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THE  HORSES'  CHRISTMAS  EVE 

in  Our  Foiirjooted  Friends  and  in  some  of  the  daily  newspapers, 
there  was  a  letter,  the  pur[K>se  of  which  was  to  ask  those  who 
pitied  the  weary  horses  standing  in  front  of  theatres  and  shops, 
or  hurrying  from  market  to  house,  to  help  us  give  them,  on 
Christmas  Eve,  a  little -treat  of  cut-up  carrots,  apples  and  sugar. 

We  met  with  a  generous  response.  We  had  about  S392  sent 
into  Carver  Street,  twelve  bushels  of  carrots,  a  half  barrel  of 
apples  and  several  packages  of  sugar.  From  7.30  until  between 
11  o'clock  and  midnight  the  League's  ambulance  and  its  motor 
car  went  about  the  streets  looking  for  weary  horses,  and  when 
such  horses  were  found  standing  on  the  streets,  they  were  fed 
from  the  generous  supplies,  a  number  of  pans  being  carried,  each 
pan  holding  about  two  quarts  of  carrots  cut  up  and  mixed  with 
meal.  Five  of  the  League  men  ministered  to  the  horses,  and  for 
the  drivers  who  wanted  refreshments  there  were  large  tanks  of 
hot  coffee  and  pails  of  doughnuts. 

About  three  hundred  horses  shared  in  the  Christmas  Eve 
treat,  and  quite  a  number  of  cab  drivers,  vegetable  and  fruit 
pedlers,  expressmen,  and  newsboys  who  were  out  selling  their 
evening  papers  and  begged  for  a  cup  of  coffee  and  a  doughnut. 
"Gee!"  said  one  of  these  boys.  "Isn't  that  hot  coffee  good?" 
A  few  women  who  were  out  late  doing  their  marketing  approached 
the  ambulance  and  asked  for  a  cup  of  coffee  and  were  very 
grateful  when  they  were  served. 

Some  of  the  horses  had  apparently  been  on  the  streets  many 
hours.  They  stood  with  drooping  heads  and  closed  eyes, 
sleeping  in  the  shafts,  but  when  a  dish  of  meal  and  carrots  was 
held  to  the  nose  of  one  of  these  weary  sleepers  he  very  quickly 


aroused  himself  and  eagerly  devoured  one  and  sometimes  two 
pans  of  the  delicious  treat. 

Ten  blankets  were  purchased  and  worthily  bestowed.  A  cab 
driver  who  feeds  his  own  horse  and  is  well  known  to  be  a  kind 
master  and  driver,  though  in  poor  circumstances,  was  very 
grateful  for  the  gift  of  a  peck  of  carrots  for  his  horse.  A  bushel 
of  carrots  was  given  to  the  R.  Ashton  Lawrence  Hospital  on 
Northampton  Street,  and  a  good  supply  was  sent  to  our  Home 
of  Rest. 

Personal  letters  of  acknowledgment  were  sent,  as  far  as  pos- 
sible, to  all  who  sent  money  or  other  contributions,  but  some 
gifts  were  anonymous,  and  we  hope  that  this  report  of  the  work 
will  meet  the  eye  of  such  givers.  Contributions  came  from 
many  different  directions,  from  other  cities  and  States.

The  League  agents  watered  over  50,000  horses  at  its  three 
watering  stations  during  the  summer.  We  began  this  work 
in  1908,  after  failing  in  an  attempt  to  get  a  drinking  fountain 
put  up  at  the  South  Station,  and  we  have  since  continued  it, 
but  not  enlarged  it,  we  having  found  it  difficult  to  raise  the 
money  even  for  the  three  stations  we  started.  The  M.S.  P.  C..A. 
and  the  Work-Horse  Relief  Association  have  now  taken  up  this 
work  and  there  are  quite  a  number  of  watering  stations  in 
Boston,  but  there  is  still  great  need  of  them  in  South  Boston, 
Charlestown,  East  Boston  and  all  the  teaming  districts  where 
there  are  no  drinking  fountains. 


Rescubd  in  Time  to  Savi  MtKn  Sutfikihc 

Wt;  (jften  receive  dogs  and  cats  that  are  on  the  very  verge  of 
motherhood.  During  the  week  of  February  16-21,  when  a 
severe  snowstorm  followed  the  zero  weather,  a  dog  was  found 
homeless  and  brought  to  the  League  one  evening.  The  same 
night  she  gave  birth  to  nine  puppies.  Such  cases  are  not  un- 
common, and  for  that  reason  we  seldom  place  female  dogs  or 
cats  in  homes. 

If  humane  consideration  (or  animals  were  a  feature  of  lessons 
in  churches  and  in  schools,  the  animals  would  not  suffer  from 
such  cruel  neglect.  Most  school  teachers  are  too  busy  or  too 
indifferent  to  talk  about  thoughtful  consideration  for  the  lower 
animals,  and  most  ministers  consider  the  matter  beneath  their 
notice;  yet  the  greatest  need  in  the  world  is  the  need  of  kind- 
ness for  everything  that  lives  and  can  suffer. 

HUMANE  EDUCATIONAL  WORK 

During  the  last  year  the  L.eague  has  continued  to  publish  Our 
Fourfooled  Friends,  a  monthly  magazine  of  16  pages  devoted 
to  the  interests  o(  animals,  price  fifty  cents  a  year.  This 
magazine  has  a  wide  circulation  and  many  very  gratifying 
letters  have  been  received  from  subscribers,  in  this  and  other 
States,  praising  it  for  the  good  it  has  done. 

The  League  publishes  19  leaflets,  a  list  of  which,  with  prices, 
will  be  found  on  page  78  of  this  Report.  Many  orders  for  these 
leaflets  come  to  us  from  all  over  the  country.  Beside  those  sent 
out,  in  respKjnse  to  orders,  many  are  given  away  at  Carver  Street 
and  the  Receiving  Stations.  "Two  Bay  Scouts"  was  published 
in  July,  and  there  has  been  a  call  for  many  hundreds  of  this 
story,  which  was  written  with  the  desire  to  show  boys  how  they 


can  use  their  summer  vacations  to  their  own  enjoyment  and  yet 
give  happiness  to  others. 

September  16th  I  went  to  Dartmouth,  N.  S.,  by  invitation 
of  Mr.  R.  H.  Murray,  President,  and  Miss  Florence  Seeley, 
Secretary,  of  the  Dartmouth  Humane  Society,  for  the  express 
purpose  of  speaking  on  the  subject  of  the  need  of  Shelters  for 
animals  and  Homes  of  Rest  for  Horses  in  every  city.  I  gave 
talks  with  and  without  lantern  slides  in  Dartmouth  and  Halifax 
and  on  my  way  home  stopped  over  for  two  nights  and  one  day 
in  St.  John,  N.  B.,  where,  by  invitation  of  the  New  Brunswick 
S.  P.  C.  A.,  I  spoke  to  about  500  school  children  in  the  afternoon 
and  gave  a  lantern  slide  talk  in  the  evening  to  an  adult  audience. 
1  was  absent  from  Boston  nine  days  and  gave  during  that  time 
seven  lectures  or  talks  to  adults  and  to  children.  Since  my 
return  it  has  been  voted  to  start  a  Shelter  for  small  animals  in 
St.  John,  N.  B.,  and  there  are  indications  that  a  Home  of  Rest 
for  Horses  may  be  opened  in  Dartmouth,  N.  S. 

Other  places  where  I  have  been  called  upon  to  speak  for  the 
humane  cause  during  the  year  are  Providence,  Newport,  Fall 
River  and  the  Parish  House,  Trinity  Church,  to  a  Boys'  Club. 
Miss  Starbuck,  my  assistant,  has  spoken  to  the  Epworth  League 
in  Somerville,  and  to  four  other  clubs  for  the  good  of  the  cause. 
We  have  distributed  over  20,000  humane  leaflets,  many  of  which 
have  been  ordered  for  distribution  by  humane  workers  in  other 
States. 


"Boss,"  A  C»t  Kbscuhd  Last  Sumsibr  from  Between  Walls  of  a  Hol-sb 

"Boss"  was  rescued  in  the  summer  of  1912,  from  between 
the  walls  of  a  vacant  house.  He  was  in  bad  condition  from 
starvation,  but  soon  improved  at  the  League  and  was  placed  in 
a  good  home.  He  acted  so  wild  there,  and  was  so  unhappy,  that 
he  was  returned  to  the  League,  where  he  seems  to  feel  so  safe 
and  so  much  at  home  that  he  is  kept  as  a  permanent  inmate, 
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We  are  trying  in  e\er>'  possible  way,  by  speaking  in  public 
and  by  writing  jicrsonal  letters  and  arcicles  for  papers  to  en- 
courage the  starting  of  Animal  Rescue  Leagues  or  Shelters  for 
homeless  and  undesired  animals  in  every  State  and  in  every  city. 
Tliere  are  already  more  than  twel\^  Shelters  that  owe  their 
bi'ltinning  to  the  influence  and  assistance  of  the  Animal  Rescue 
League  of  Boston.  Some  of  these  have  adopted  our  name, 
which  wc  ha\'e  glatily  given  them  permission  to  use,  and  others 
have  chosL'n  some  title  of  their  own. 

PUBLIC  MEETING 

The  annual  public  meeting  was  held  February  24  at  the 
Copley-Plaza  Hotel.  The  attendance  was  very  large.  Mrs. 
Margaret  Deland  related  an  incident  that  occurred  when  she 
was  visiting  Rudyard  Kipling's  home  in  England,  and  then  read 
with  feeling  Kipling's  poem,  "The  Power  of  the  Dog."  Harold 
Baker,  a  soloist  from  the  Trinity  Church  boy  choir,  sang  "The 
Cry  oj  the  Little  Brothers ,"  theverseshaving  been  written  expressly 
for  the  Animal  Rescue  League  of  Boston  by  one  of  its  members, 
Etheldred  Breeze  Barry,  now  "  Sister  Etheldred,"  and  set  to 
music  by  Elizabeth  Marsh  by  request  of  Mrs.  Franklin  Couch. 
President  of  the  Berkshire  Animal  Rescue  l,cague.  Mrs. 
Roland  Lincoln  presented  the  prizes  she  gi\'eB  every  year  for 
s|>ccial  acts  of  bravery  and  kindness  in  rescuing  dogs  and  cats 
to  Charles  N.  Tudor,  lx>uis  Alippi  and  John  Murphy, 


VISITORS'  DAY 

Visitors'  Day  at  Pine  Ridge  Home  of  Rest  for  Horses  on 
June  10  was  a  perfect  day.  There  was  hardly  a  cloud  in  the 
sky  and  the  temperature  of  the  air  was  just  right  to  be  out  of 
doors  and  enjoy  it. 

A  pavilion  tent  was  set  up,  with  settees  on  the  grass  below  its 
shelter  and  a  platform  for  the  musicians  who  were  engaged 
through  the  Perkins  Institute  for  the  Blind  and  whose  names 
were  as  follows:  H.  Shekerjian,  violinist;  C.  Sticher,  cornetist; 
R.  Barnard,  pianist;   F.  Walsh,  soloist. 

One  of  these  young  men,  the  violinist,  had  the  blessing  of 
sight,  the  other  three  were  blind,  and  to  many  of  the  audience 
who  listened  to  the  delightful  concert  they  gave,  their  depriva- 
tion came  home  with  greater  force  sitting  there  in  the  midst  of 
the  beauty  of  the  fresh  green  foliage  on  the  tall  oaks  and  pine 
trees,  and  fields  of  grass  dotted  over  with  clover  blossoms, 
daisies  and  buttercups. 

Miss  Katharine  Foote  and  Miss  Eleanor  Harris  added  to  the 
pleasure  of  the  audience  by  singing  a  few  charming  songs. 

Refreshments  were  served  on  tables  set  out  under  the  trees; 
those  who  preferred  being  within  doors  were  served  at  the 
bungalow.  The  refreshment  tables  were  well  patronized  and  a 
goodly  sum  realized. 

A  number  of  packages  of  sugar  and  carrots  were  brought  and 
the  horses,  donkeys  and  dogs  very  generously  treated.  Sugar 
enough  was  left  behind  to  give  many  treats  to  the  horses  through 
the  summer. 


An  interesting  feature  of  the  day  was  the  new  donkey  chair. 
This  is  a  comfortable  wicker  chair  on  four  wheels  which  is  meant 
to  convey  visitors  around  the  grounds  and  down  into  the  ceme- 
tery when  they  do  not  feel  like  walking  so  far.  Beppo,  though 
very  frolicksome  in  the  field,  behaves  with  great  sedateness 
when  called  upon  to  make  himself  useful  in  this  way. 

The  cemetery  for  animals  excited  much  interest  and,  through- 
out the  day,  visitors  might  be  seen  strolling  along  its  shaded 
walks,  stopping  to  read  the  inscription  on  marble  stones  or  little 
plates.  There  were  several  graves,  where  the  fresh  earth  and 
decoration  of  flowers  showed  that  some  one's  fourfooted  com- 
panion and  friend  had  recently  been  laid  away.  One  of  these 
was  the  grave  of  a  fox  terrier  who  had  just  passed  away  at  the 
age  of  seventeen,  leaving  sore  hearts  behind  him.

Yes,  they  have  grown-up  children,  and  are  devoted  parents,  and 
the  children  are  mourning  as  deeply  as  the  parents  the  loss  of 
their  beloved  companion. 

There  are  many  attractions  at  Pine  Ridge  Home  of  Rest  for 
Horses,  and  every  summer  the  number  of  visitors  is  increasing. 
All  days  are  visitors'  days,  the  only  exception  being  Sunday 
forenoon.  At  all  other  times  visitors  are  welcome  and  are  shown 
all  the  interesting  features  of  the  place. 


Pinkie  was  once  a  League  kitten,  thin  and  forlorn.  He  is  now 
iiappy  at  Pine  Ridge  in  the  caretaker's  family,  and  is  on  quite 
friendly  terms  with  the  dogs,  rabbits  and  pigeons.

PINE  RIDGE  CEMETERY  FOR  SMALL  ANIMALS 

Pine  Ridge,  where  the  Animal  Rescue  League  has  its  Home  of 
Rest  for  Horses,  comprises  about  twenty -seven  acres  of  land  that 
is  varied  by  field  and  woodland.  It  is  bounded  all  along  the 
rear  and  on  two  sides  by  "Jenney's  Lane,"  an  old  Indian  trail, 
that  must  always  be  kept  open.  Pine  Ridge  Cemetery  is  a 
beautiful  and  picturesque  piece  of  woodland  bordering  on  the 
quiet  lane,  and  in  this  secluded  spot,  well-shaded  with  cedars  and 
pine  trees,  the  bodies  of  more  than  one  hundred  dogs  and  cats. 
beloved  by  their  owners,  have  been  laid  away.  The  cemetery  is 
laid  out  in  neat  paths;  the  little  graves  are  enclosed  in  wire 
l>order,  and  some  of  them  have  simple,  marble  headstones.  The 
blue-ribboned  dog  and  cat  are  laid  side  by  side  with  the  dog  or 
cat  that  was  the  only  friend  of  some  sad  and  lonely  woman  who 
comes  to  the  grave  with  the  same  feeling  that  anyone  would 
have  in  visiting  the  grave  of  her  dearest  friend.  It  is  a  quiet, 
peaceful  spot,  where  the  birds  sing  all  day  long  and  build  their 
nests  in  cedars  and  in  the  barberry  bushes.  Pheasants,  partridges 
and  a  nest  of  lively  squirrels  have  chosen  this  retired  spot  for 
their  winter  home,  and  been  generously  supplied  with  food  by 
the  caretaker,  W'ho  loves  all  these  creatures.  For  privilege  of 
burial  one  must  apply  to  51  Carver  Street.  The  price  of  burial 
ranges  from  $10.00  to  $15.00. 


The  League  has  gained  207  new  members  this  year,  but  consid- 
ering the  large  territory  that  is  covered  by  the  work  of  the  League 
we  think  this  is  a  very  small  number.  We  wish  that  our  members 
this  year  would  make  a  greater  effort  to  induce  their  friends  to 
become  members  of  the  League  and  encourage  and  help  us  in 
this  way.

INCINERATING   PLANT 

The  League  Installed  in  1910  an  incinerating  plant  for  the 
cremation  of  the  bodies  of  small  animals.  The  plans  were  drawn 
by  Mr.  W.  F.  Morse,  consulting  engineer,  and  the  construction 


was  done  under  his  supervision  by  the  Jarvis  Engineering  Com- 
pany. This  plant,  operated  by  gas  burners,  under  air  pressure, 
is  very  satisfactory,  and  is  so  thoroughly  efficient  and  sanitary  in 
its  results  that  we  wonder  how  we  ever  got  along  without  it. 
A  full  description  of  the  plant,  cost  of  operation,  and  so  on, 
will  be  gladly  furnished  to  directors  of  humane  societies  or 
others  especially  interested  in  the  subject. 


AUTOMATIC  ELECTRIC  CAGES 

Animals  are  humanely  destroyed  at  51  Carver  Street  by 
means  of  the  Automatic  Electric  Cages,  which,  after  being  in 
constant  use  for  three  years,  continue  to  be  perfectly  satisfactory. 
Animals  are  destroyed  in  these  cages,  not  only  without  pain, 
but  without  any  preliminary  terror  or  discomfort,  and  the 
mechanism  is  so  arranged  that  it  gives  perfect  safety  to  the 
operator. 

At  Pine  Rid^e  Home  of  Rest  for  Horses  at  Dedham  an  electric 
stall  has  been  fitted  up,  and  here  horses  are  quickly  and  pain- 
lessly destroyed  by  the  same  method.  Full  particulars  with 
regard  to  the  electrilethal  method  may  be  had  by  applying  to 
the  managing  director  of  the  Animal  Rescue  League,  51  Carver 
Street,  Boston.

A  SPECIAL  APPEAL 

We  call  the  attention  of  the  members  and  friends  of  the 
League  to  the  fact  of  the  very  small  surplus  ($225.88)  gained 
this  year  over  our  expenses.  The  work  we  are  doino;  is  so 
important  for  the  good  of  the  individual,  and  the  general  public, 
it  certainly  deserves  to  be  more  generously  supported.  Our 
donations  last  year  were  few,  and  had  it  not  been  for  the  be- 
quests we  received,  we  should  have  been  obliged  to  discharge 
some  of  our  agents  and  refuse  many  of  the  calls  made  upon  us, 
to  rescue  animals  from  suffering. 

Whether  one  has  any  fondness  for  animals  or  not,  everyone 
agrees  that  it  is  an  excellent  work  to  take  charge  of  those  animals 
that  are  homeless, lost, sick, neglected, or  suffering  from  any  cause. 

The  League  cared  for  34,743  such  animals  during  the  last 
year.  Since  the  organization  of  the  society  in  1899,  we  have 
taken  care  of  244,283  dogs  and  cats.  As  we  very  rarely  place 
female  dogs  or  cats  in  homes,  the  amount  of  suffering  we  have 
saved  by  preventing  the  increase  of  dogs  and  cats  that  are  not 
well  cared  for  and  consequently  are  a  trouble  and  a  menace  to 
a  city  or  town,  is  greater  than  one  can  easily  estimate. 


We  therefore  make  a  special  appeal  for  donations  to  help  us 
in  our  work  through  the  year.  We  ask  for  life  members;  for 
active  and  associate  members;  and  we  ask  our  members  to  get 
other  members  and  to  get  up  local  entertainments  in  their 
summer  homes  for  our  benefit. 

We  have  given  encouragement,  advice  and  assistance  which 
have  resulted  in  the  organization  of  Animal  Rescue  Leagues  in 
the  Berkshires,  in  Worcester,  in  New  Bedford,  in  Fall  River,  in 
Stoneham,  in  Providence,  R.L,  and  other  places.  By  so  doing  we 
have  deprived  ourselves  of  financial  help  that  we  were  receiving 
from  these  places,  and  have  done  it  gladly  for  the  good  of  the 
animals  that  are  suffering  for  local  shelters.  This  serious  finan- 
cial sacrifice  should  be  made  up  to  us  by  the  residents  of  Greater 
Boston,  to  every  part  of  which  we  are  constantly  sending  our 
agents  to  collect  stray  and  unwanted  dogs  and  cats. 

Our  work  for  horses  has  extended  to  still  greater  distances, 
as  urgent  requests  have  come  to  us  for  help  from  towns  and 
country  places  outside  of  Greater  Boston,  while  the  wide  circu- 
lation of  the  humane  publications  of  the  League  has  made  our 
work  known,  and  had  an  influence  for  good  throughout  the 
country  and  across  the  ocean  to  other  countries. 

We  invite  careful  investigation  of  our  work.  Visitors  are 
always  welcome  both  at  51  Carver  Street,  our  city  headquarters, 
and  at  Pine  Ridge,  our  Home  of  Rest  for  Horses,  on  Pine  Street, 
Dedham.
